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INTRODUCTION TO VOLUME III. 


Volume III opens with the 19th October 1746, and 
closes with the 14th March 1747* 

It contains very interesting details regarding the 
agreement for the ransom of Madras, the chief 
signatories to which were de la Bourdounaia and the 
English Governor, Morse, and of ihc subsequent 
repudiation of the treaty by the authorities at 
Pondichery. A paragraph, pathetic in its brevity 
ami substance, which occurs in tho second chapter 
of the booh, records the adieu to India of de la 
Bourdonnais, who, but For the childish quarrel 
between him and Dupleix, would undoubtedly have 
captured Fort St. l>avid, as he did Madras, and 
have thus dealt n deadly blow to the position of 
tho English in Hindustan. 

The chief feature of the volume, however, is 
the graphic account given in it of the gallant and 
effective stroke dealt, with a disproportionately 
weak following, and without artillery, by Paradis— 
of whose alleged previous history an amusing 
account will be found in Chapter XLV—to the 
strong force well supplied with cannon, which 
Mahfuz Khfttu the eldest son of the Naw&b of the 
Carnatic, sought to interpose between him and 
Fort St. George, to the relief of which, from an 
attempt at capture by the Muhammadans, he was 
advancing from Pondichery. This engagement will 
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always ho conspicuous in Indian history, not only for 
the promptitude and boldness with which the attack 
was delivered, hut also as being the first occasion, 
as pointed, out by M&lleson, in his The Veeidre 
Battles of India, on which the European trader 
assumed the position of a combatant, and as such, 
administered to an Indian chieftain, of the class 
whose every word had hitherto bean to him a law, 
a decided defeat. The tale of the battle of Myla- 
pore, as told in the Diary, forms attractive matter 
for any one acquainted with the scene of it and 
Southern India. Other points of interest mentioned, 
are the intrigues and negotiations which had for their 
object, on the one hand, obtaining from the French 
possession of Port St. George, and, on the other, 
retaining it, and procuring the retirement of the 
troops of the two sons of the Nawftb of the Carnatic, 
which constituted not only a threat to Fort St. 
George, but also a danger to Pondichery j the attack 
made on Paradis when returning from the relief of 
Madras; and the utter failure of the first expedition 
sent from Pondichery, to attempt the seizure of 
Fort St. David. 

The volume concludes with a description of how 
a second expedition, having the same object, and 
practically commanded by Paradis, though nominally 
under the direction of the incompetent de la Tour, 
who had been the leader of its abortive predecessor, 
was when it had carried all before it, when every 
w °rk had been captured, and when the storming 
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party had actually paraded for the purpose of as¬ 
saulting Fort St, David, itself—compelled, by the 
appearance of a British fleet, to retire, spike the 
guns previously taken, and destroy much ammunition 
and stores; and was pursued, for a time, b)' troops 
which sallied from the fort. The story of these 
events is told in a very picturesque manner, the most 
striking figure in it being, to my mind, me French 
sentinel, who, standing on the flat roof of the 
recently captured garden house, and gazing seaward 
across the ever rolling surf of the Coromandel 
Coast, suddenly descries in the distance the hostile 
fleet and announces to those who are awaiting 
below the order to advance, the news which leads to 
their ba3ty and not very orderly retreat.

(jerirndu, the Princess Mary captured off Madras, >lot, °* 
an English sloop taken four days ago, the sloop 
Andravedi, and about six or seven small craft. 

Owing to the violence of the gale, all had to 
put to sea. Up to the evening of yesterday, onty 
those mentioned below had returned ; namely, the Tho«- 
Bourbon, A > finin', Arkille, PAncees Mary, ami two nf, «Twi. 
boats—altogether six. Those had lost their sails ; 
their masts and rudders had lieen damaged ; and 
their guns and a considerable portion of their equip* 
mont had been thrown overboard; but the goods 
which for met I their lading suffered no damage. 

Those that were wrecked were all empty, and had 
no cargo on board. Only two ships—the Neptune 
and the English Prinfess? Mary - — had beau laden, 

.and both of them have returned, with bat little Anao™ 
injury to their freights. The ships Due d’Orltans, 
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PhtnLv, ami Marie Gcrtmde, the sloop Andraredi, 
and another which was captured from the English, 
four days ago—five sail in all—are those that were 
cast away, M, do la Bourdoiinais proposes that 
such of his fleet as are now in the roads at Madras 
should lie up in the harbour at Goa, for pro¬ 
tection from tho monsoon, and lie contemplates 
sailing with them for France, in the month of Tat 
[January], According to the report of a person 
who came from the scene of the ship-wrecks, 
which took place between the roadstead at My la- 
pore ami that at Covolong, there was a loss of 
2,0t)0 lives. A large number also perished, owing 
to wrecks of country craft. At (he instigation of 
the cousin of Tiruvitl Scshaclmln Chetti, the 
amalddr of Poonaniall&e has forbidden his remain¬ 
ing there. He has consequently departed, and lias 
reached Conjeeveram, giving out that he is pro¬ 
ceeding io Arcot. Tho d abashes of MM- de la 
Bounloimais a fid de la Yillebaguo, respectively 
named Kudaihkura Nainiyappan and Vangida 
Kumami, have been deputed by the former to go to 
Pond icla ry, in view to baling up the goods ordered 
hy him, packing his clothes and other property, 
and putting them on board the ship bound for 
France, Namiyappan and Kumar an are accordingly 
on their way to Pondichery.

I then repaired to I he Governor's house, but 
finding that he was engaged at Council, and that 
the meeting was likely to last for four Indian hours 
more, I betook myself to the areca-nut store-house, 
and sat down there. The business of the Council, 
to-day, appears to be passing and signing the letters 
SLW and accounts which have to go to France. It has 
been decided to despatch a ship to Mascareigne, 
the day after to-morrow, and she is being laden 
with all tho goods intended for that place. The 
official papers which are to be sent to Franco will be 
conveyed by this opportunity, and they hare conse¬ 
quently been signed, and prepared for transmission.

In the course of the next five or six 
days, M. dela Bourdonnais will deliver over tha fort y ,, 0 
to M. d* Esprenuini!, and take all his ships to Goa, o«^*ri^r 
where they will remain during the monsoon. This 
information was furnished to me by M. Mi ran, and 
I asked him what, had been the end of the agreement 
with the ling]ish. He replied; 

“What ia sold, must be held as sold. The wimt 
stipulation, however, is that the fort is to be ^ 
restored to them, on their paying, within six months, 
a ransom of 11 lakhs of pagodas; failing which, the mWV 
arrangement becomes void- The fort, with all its 
contents, has now passed into the possession of the 
French, without any reservation. How, then, can 
they pay the ransom unless the money is procured 
from England ? Even granting that they do obtain 
it thence, is there not the contingency of the ships 
bearing the treasure being attacked and captured 
by ours, on their way hither? In this event, their 
money must be regarded as lost. Under these 
circumstances, it is next to impossible that they will 
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either procure, or pay, the ransom fixed. There is, 
therefore, hardly any chance of our having to 
relinquish the fort. Should they offer to give 
a bill on the Company in England for the amount, 
such a proposal will not he entertained, as drafts 
tendered by persona in captivity are invalid. 
Such a course would not be unprecedented, for 
the English themselves held this view in a parallel 
case in their own country, and we will not permit 
ourselves to be imposed upon, by accepting a bill 
from tbem. ,: ’

to intimate them to you. Kaud&l Gnravappa Chetti ouav 
informed me that ho had received a reply for X - XXL 
communication to mo, and that you had stated in it l ^*' 
that one half ol the goods ordered was in read in ess j 
and that the other portion could bo easily completed, 
and won Id bo delivered towards the close of the month 
of iai [January] next* Considering it, however, 
inadvisable to give so curt an answer to a European, 

I told M P do la Bourdonnaia that all the stuffs could 
hardly bo ready so soon, as the weather was rainy, 
airl the money for the investment had been advanced 
only recently ; and I pointed out that the result of 
hurrying matters would be that the fineness of the 
material, and the dyeing of it, would be affected* 

He then suggested that they should, at any rate, be 
brushed by the time that lie left for Mascara igne, 
which would bo in the mouth of Tai [Jaanaiy].

Saturday t 22ud Ocfabt.’r 17or 9 th Arppixi of 
Ain bay a .— This morning, I waited on M. Dubois, who 
addressed me as follows : **M. tie la Villebague has u.xMbon 
written appointing me as his agent, and has requested 
me to take over, from Naiiiiyappan, all the fumi- JSSSm 
turn and cash in his possession. He wishes me to 
take charge of all the goods manufactured for him, 
and has sent me a letter addressed to you, giving 
instructions to make over to me such as are with 
you.” lie handed the letters to me, and I read them. 

He then said: ** The date fixed in your agreement 
for the delivery of the goods ordered by him 
approaching. You should make t hem over, for " f 
despatch by tlie next ship.” I replied: **1 have 
already heard that he will depart in the month of 
Tai [January] next. The order was only recently 
given. It will be very difficult indeed to make 
the cloths within so short a period, and, moreover, 
there are disturbances in the interior. When these 
facts were brought to the notice of if. de la 
Villebague at Madras, he assented to the deliver)' 
of the goods, in the month of Tai [January],” 

He said “ very well ”, but desired that nt least, the 
few' blue piece-goods which had to be furuishud to 
M. de Eostaing might, be given. I then asked M. 
do Eostaing what quantity was needed by him. He 
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replied that M, de la liourdonnois had requestod 
him to receive as many bales as I could supply. 
Nainiyappa Mudali aud I thought the matter over, 
and considering that it would not be fair to say that 
none were ready, we promised to let him have fortj* 
scores of blue piece-goods, nine scores of pieces of 
long-cloth, and sixteen scores of pieces of coarse 
cloth. M, Dubois then said: " Please have them 
baled in your own warehouse." I agreed to this, 
and came away, IJCainiyappa Mudali did me a 
good tarn on this occasion, for which 1 am touch 
indebted to him. 

After taking leave of M. Dubois, I repaired to 
my areca-uut store-house ; it then being nearly half¬ 
past 9. The Governor was holding a Council, and 
it appeared to me that the business transacted at this 
was perusing and signing the despatches to be sent 
to ii'unce by the ship sailing for llascareigne, and 
also signing the accounts w hich were to be forwarded 
by the same opportunity. The meeting afterwards 
dissolved, and the councillors ref urned home. 

A Strong gale, accompanied by rain, blew on the 
1st of Arppisi [14th October], the constellation on 
that day being Navami. When the south wind set 
in, the storm abated. The weather continued calm 
until this morning, when the wind veered to the north. 
The result' Is that the sky has become overcast, and 
there is again wind, with rain. In consequence of 
this the Governor, at noon, ordered the crews of the 
ships in the roads to embark at once, and set sail.

At the Council bold this morning, it was deckled 
that tbe vessel bound for Mascaragne was, as I 
Lave already said, to carry the letters for that 
settlement, as well as the despatches and accounts 
addressed to the Directors in France, and that the 
three ships which had arrived together, one of 
which was the Centaur#, should proceed to Aoheen, 
to winter there. It was also ordered that il. 
Dordelin, the captain of the? Ceuta urn, should demand 
payment of what the king of Aclieen and liis 
merchants owed, and likewise of the amount due 
by them to the Company and the French nation. 
It was further determined that, in view of the 
neglect of the king of that country to remonstrate 
with Messrs. Barnet anti Peyton, of the British 
war-ships which captured the Faeori, on the 1st 
of Margazhi of the year Knkidkshi [12th December 
1744], when she lay at anchor in the harbour at 
Acheen, he should he punished by being required 
to pay the value of the ship; and that, on his 
failing to comply, war should be declared. The 
three ships referred to above, which arrived early 
in October, after touching at Mahe, were ordered to 
Acheen on this mission. The north wind setting 
in, and the sky becoming overcast, all the captains 
have embarked on board their respective ships, and 
they arc to set out on their voyage to-morrow night. 

This information has been furnished to me by 
M, Bussy, I asked him whether lie was leaving 
for Mosc areig ue. He replied that of M. de la 
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Bourdonnais’ squadron the Armanau,* alone, would, 
for the present, sail for that place, and that the Gov¬ 
ernor had consequently advised him to take his de¬ 
parture, in the mouth of January, I then informed 
him that of the cloths ordered by the Governor, in 
the list given by him, nil hail been prepared, with the 
exception of twenty-four pieces of a coarse kind, and 
that these, too, wonld bo ready in three or four days. 
Our conversation then turned upon the affairs of 
Madras, Fort St. David, etc. 

This morning, ’Alt Naqi, the son of Wandivvash 
Taqi Sahib, sent a present of a dress of honour to mo, 
and another to Appfivu, with the intimation that he 
would come to nay house in the evening. His nature 
is to offer an earth-worm as a bait, and to carry 
away a big fish. Reing aware of this, I had, for the 
last four days, been declining his presents, but \ 
was obliged to receive them to-day, as they were 
forwarded to me through Amdnida Subramanjyan ; 
and, 1 therefore, could not, with good grace, return 
them. I presented the bearer with 6 rupees, and 
in the afternoon, when ’All Naqi visited me, I made 
the following presents to him: One roll of ordi¬ 
nary red broad-cloth, one green silk cloth, four yards 
of velvet; total value, 56 pagodas. The drosses

I inquired of those who followed 
the detachment, what their destination was. They 
replied that they wore in the dark regarding it, but 
that tho men wore to go on to my choultry, for the 
night, and that the Governor would send them orders 
there. 1 shall write more about this when I receive 
further information in regard to their movements. 

When I reached tho residence of the Governor, J Fl(ld . 
was given to understand that he was not at home, and on:, bnl 
had gone to the custom-house. At half-past 6, U[<!r - 
when he sat down to play cards, I presented myself, 
and sainted him. He asked what had brought 
me there. I replied : “ The sou of Chanda SShib,

to depart.’* He then asked where they were going, 
and for what purpose. I said that- the son of 
Ta<ji Sahib, and the Diw4n Sahib, being residents of 
Wandiwaah.and A rcot, respectively, intended going;

invitation to Muhammad 'Ali Khan, the elder broiher 
of ChamM Sahib, as also to the wife of Safdar 
*Ali, and the aged Taql Sahib. Tho Governor then 
alluded to the ill-will subsisting between Chandft 
Sahib and the Nawab, and expressed his doubts as 
to whether Chanda Sahib’s son was likely to remain 
unmolested by the Naw&b’s men, should they chance 
to meet him. He asked my opinion. On this I 
said : “ This is not all. When Chanda S&hib was 
at Tri chi nopoly, he was in the habit of giving his 
creditors drafts on his wife. For two months, she 
continued making promises to them that their dues 
would be paid. By that time, the fort at Tlrichinopoly 
had fallen into the hands of the M&hrattas; on 
which she refused to meet their demands. There¬ 
upon, the creditors, one and all, appealed to M. 
Dumas, alleging that Chanda Sahib owed them not 
loss than 10 lakhs of rupees. He, however, rebuked 
and dismissed them, with the remark that they had 
forfeited all claim against Chandfi Sahib, because the 
fort at Trichinopoly, in which they had served, had 
been captured. Nevertheless, they refused to 
depart, and seated themselves at the entrance of the 
house of Cinmdfi Sfihib’s wife, awaiting payment of 
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their claims. M. Duinus, who was informed by Iter Ch*^

A letter received from Guruvappa Chetti, to-day, Fttr!h . r 
c on tains the fo I low i ng intelligence: o 

* i he merchants of Madras are engaged in i;Sr 
sending away their goods, through the medium of 
Mr. Morse, and with the permission of M, de la 
Bourdonnais. This leads me to believe that, before 
the departure of the latter, the merchants will have 
removed from Madras whatever still remains of their 
wares. Mr. Morse is evidently bent on clearing 
out everything, and completing the business before MF' 
M, de la Bourdonnais leaves; and with this motive 
he seems to urge the merchants to send off their 
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goods elsewhere, as speedily as possible. The 
condition of matters is in no way improved by the 
pro posed return of Tiruvlngadara. M. do la Bout' 
dormsis will leave Madras, in three or four days, 
handing over charge to M. d’Esprduidnil.” 

The letter closed with conveying to me the

The weather was cloudy and windy yesterday, 
but to-duy it is quite clear, and the sun shines 
brightly. Last night, the sky was overcast, and there 
was thunder and lightning unaccotiipained, how¬ 
ever, by min, for it was the south-west, and not 
the north wind, that blew*.

when in bed, and proceeded to the small sea gate, 
in front of the Chetti street, Alighting there, be 
went straight to the spot where the boats lay, and 
saw that they were launched expeditiously. He 
then entered the custoiu-house, to inspect it. The 
Bourbon) which lost her main and other masts 
during the recent storm at Madras, hove in sight, 
under a jury main mast.

it will be known, in due coarse, how matters stand. 

Tho following intelligence was received, at 9 this 
morning; 

Hearing that some Englishmen, who were on 
their way to Guddalore, were following a cross couu- 
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tty track to the west of Pondiohery, tlio Governor, 
on the presumption that they would keep to that 
route, sent, on Saturday the 9th instant £22nd 
October], a detachment of 100 and odd soldiers to 
Kfimmfldu, to intercept and capture them. But 
nows was brought that they had taken a more dis¬ 
tant path. In consequence of this, the Governor 
despatched a party of fifty Mahd sepoys and an rwuwcr 
officer, last night, to Ariyankuppnm. On receipt 
of the post this morning, another party of fifty 
sepoys, also under the command of an officer, was 
ordered to Ariyftnkuppam, beyond which they 
were to lie in ambush, eloge to the road which 
leads to Cuddalore, and there intercept the travellers.

The salute 
was returned from the ramparts of the fort. It was 
reported that the Neptune, too, was approaching, 
M, de la Gatina is told me that she had on board 
1,500 bales of cloth shipped from Madras, and that 
as they wore, to some extent, in a damaged condition, 
owing to the recent storm, they would be brought 
ashore, and bleached at Pondichery. M. Dubois 
asked hiui bow many bales there were in the ship. 
M. de la Gatinais replied that, including broad-cloth, 
there would be, in all, about 2,500. 

The English soldiers previously alluded to, to¬ 
gether with two persons in a palanquin, were, when 
marching abreast of Kftttarainbakkam, captured, 
to-day, by the French soldiers posted at my choultry, 
and were compelled to accompany them to Pondi¬ 
chery. It is said that they all have been placed under 
a guard, in the room at the western gate. I have 
yet to obtain an exact account of the new comers. 

Twenty-five English soldiers, also, were brought 
ashore from the Bovrion, and they are confined in 
the hospital. 

It is said that wlion the English soldiers from 
Madras were captured by ours, they informed them

A Council was held this morning. 1 he Gov¬ 
ernor Sent for me, and said: 14 Mahiusi Khan, the 
son cf An war-ud-din Kh fiu. Nawab of Arcot, is 
attempting to take possession of Madras. Ho has 
detailed a small detachment of cavalry*, to occupy 
Mylapore and the surrounding country. His desire 
is to harass us, by preventing all ingress into Madras, 
and by permitting free egress from the town of 
all classes of persons, with their valuables. It is 
desirable that you should go to him.” 1 replied 
that I had something to say, if he would hoar me 
patiently. “ Well; what is it r 11 he exclaimed, I 
then said : “ Mahfuz Khan is impressed with the 
idea that we have carried away immense wealth 
from Madras, and it is obvious that he is making 
all this disturbance, in order to obtain for himself 
as much plunder as lie can. If I should present 
myself before him now, it is likely that he may 
detain me until I accede to all his demands. lie 
knows that I possess much influence with you, 
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and that I am a man of very high standing in 
Pondichery, Supposing that ho treats mo as his pri¬ 
soner, it will be a hard matter for me, and I shall be 
obliged to accept his terms. I will mention another 
point fur your consideration. If you send repre¬ 
sentatives to treat with the Muhammadans, they will 
think that the slightest display of hostility on their 
part causes you alarm, and it will encourage them 
to bluster more end more, in the hope of extracting 
from you as much money as they can. Anyhow, 
it appears to mo, at present, impolitic to treat with 
Mnbfuz Khan. I say so in deference to your superior 
wisdom.” The Governor replied: “ What-you urge 
is true. It is not desirable to depute an envoy. But 
at least, find for me a Brahman, or other intelligent 
person, to send to Madras. When the question 
of administering affairs there conies up for consider¬ 
ation, it is likely that letters written in Persian 
will bo received; and when the Muhammadans 
approach Madras, some one will have to be sent, in 
order to treat with them. Procure me, therefore, a 
proper person, to accompany your younger brother 
to Madras.” “ My brother,” I said, “ is not capable 
of acting with tact in the present difficulty.

I had ISJSiI* i..m, 
walked as far as the gate, when he came out of 
the Council chamber, and called me back. I ap- At ,d 
preached him ; and lie then asked me ill what terms |yni*«u> 
the letters to the Nnwab, and his son Mahfuz 
Elide, should be written. I gave him the heads. 

Telling mo that ho would have them written in 
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conformity with these, he returned to the meeting. 
The work of signing the letters for franco, and 
putting them into envelopes wasgoiugou apace. I 
thereupon departed, and proceeded to the areca-nut 
store-house, whence I went home. It was then 
noon. At half-past ft in the evening, the Governor 
summoned me, and read out the letters which he 
had prepared for the Xawdb, and M a hf uz Kh^n. 
“They are capitally written,” I exclaimed j adding, 
at the same time, a few words more in praise of his 
composition. Ho informed me that bo intended 
employing M, Delarche to translate them into 
Persian. 1 said that this was good. He ordered 
M. Delarch* to bo called. When he came, the 
Governor put into his hands the two letters 
addressed to Nfrwab Anwar-ud-din EMn and 
Mahfuz Khan, which lie had drafted in French, and 
desired him to translate them into Persian with 
the help of Mndan&nda Pandit. During the time 
that they were both engaged with this work, the 
Governor again called me to him, and spoke to me of 
tlie misdeeds of Mahfuz Kdr'in, the son of tho Naw&b 
of Arcot. In the course of our conversation, I 
expressed the opinion that it was expedient to write 
to Sampati Kao and Husain Sahib, enclosing copies 
of tho letters addressed to tho Nawab and Mahfuz 
Kh an. “ Do so,” said the Governor. I accordingly 
went out, and having called Mndananda Pandit, told 
him to draft letters to Sampdti Uno and Husain 
3&Uik, and to make copies of those written to 
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tho Nawab and Mahfuz Khan, for enclosure in 
the former. 1 set him to work, and was sitting 
outside, when I was again sunt for by the Governor. 
I went to him, and he spoke to me of the doings of 
MM. de la Bourdonnais and de la Villubague; and 
of tliu storm, which he said was a visitation of the 
Almighty as a consequence of M. de la Bourdonnais’ 
evil deeds. M. Augur now came. I said to him.: 
** Have you heard what the people of the town say ? 
It is very curious." ‘‘What is it ? ** asked ho. I 
replied : "The popular opinion is that, because the 
kindly heart of M, Dupleix was made sore by the 
wickedness of M. de la Bourdoimais, God caused a 
storm to arise, and through It, pronounced judgment 
on that evil man. As surelj .is God, as we all know, 
has inflicted on the English the just punishment 
for tlieir former misdeeds, so surely will He now 
certainly visit on M. de la Bourdonnais his sins. 
Just at present, God merely foreshadows what is in 
store for those who run counter to the wishes of 
M. Dupleix.” The Governor afterwards ordered M. 
Auger to despatch a boat to Madras. 

Ho next asked me whether M, de la Bourdonnais’ 
interpreter had returned from Madras. I replied 
in the affirmative. “ I shall," said the Governor, 
“ presently work some wonders. Mark well, navo 
I not said that God will visit with His judgments 
those who have disobeyed me P ”, He continued 
for an hour, to talk to me, in this strain. 
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He then inq^nu'erd how Muttaiyappon was con¬ 
ducting himself, I said that he continued to deserve 
his favour. He asked w hat advantage 11 a ttaiyappaii 
had gained by cheating him. I replied that hard¬ 
ships and sufferings were the only portion that 
had fallen to his lot. The Governor then ex¬ 
claimed : “ Look you; he never came, although I 
told you, a thousand times, to write to hiui, and 
you did all that lay in your power to induce him to 
return ? But now he comes on a very Hue errand 
indeed 1 ” I said : “ How could his misfortunes allow 
him to appear, when they had taken full posses¬ 
sion of him? It is only now that good fortune 
smiles on him.” “ How so ? ” asked the Governor. 
1 replied : u Good fortune dawned on him at the 
moment when thoughts of him entered your mind. 
It was an augury of good, shadowed forth by 
Providence itself.” t paid the Governor other 
like extravagant compliments. On this he said : 
«My regard for you compels me to forgive any 
of your connections for any evil done to me.” 
“ I, and the whole of my family, are your slaves,” 
I exclaimed, very submissively, “it behoves you 
to protect us all.” M. Duhois now arrived. The 
Governor directed me to send, forthwith, couriers 
with letters to A rent, and to select some one to 
proceed to Madras. I returned homo, and chose a 
man versed in the Persian language, to accompany 
my younger brother Tiruvfiugadam to Madras. 
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Thy Sumatra sailed this evening, for Mascareigne, 
with the mad for France, Prior to her arrival 
here, she had captured an English ship, which was 
on its way frosn Bencoolen, 

T/i tiradatfy 27 lh October 17&6, or lUtk Arpphl of 
Afahai/'i . — The following was the principal event of 
to-day. This morning, at about five or sis Indian 
hours after sunrise, TuraiyCrr Pachai Knndappaiyar, 
who had boon leading the life of an ascetic on the 
Palm hills, was installed as the head of the matt * of 
Balaiyar, at Bommaiya pftlaiyam. Owing to the in¬ 
capacity of Balaiyar, who died on the 11th of Vaig&si 
[21st May] last, each subordinate Tambirfln t was 
allowed to esercise uncontrolled powers, and in 
consequence of this, the institution was very badly 
managed. The con d nc t, e ffi c iency, l uc b, and q uality 
of the administration, of the man installed, this day, 
remain to be seen. 

I intended being present at the ceremony, but 
could not attend, as l was then very busily engaged. 
I, however, forwarded, through Arumuga Paudfiram, 
two yards of red broad-cloth. 

The tiovernor sent for me this morning, and 
inquired if, in accordance with his instructions, I 
had secured the services of some one acquainted 
with Persian. 1 replied in the affirmative. He 
then remarked i “The man whom you have found is 
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not of much use, for he does not know the French 
language. Ton say that your brother is lying ill. 
Is it not necessary that we should procure a compe¬ 
tent person who is versed in French? How is this 
to be effected ? Make inquiries." I promised to do 
so. A little while after this, the Governor summoned 
me again, and asked whether Muttaiyappan was a lit 
person to be sent as chief of the peons at Madras, 
I said that he was. Ho thereupon said : “ Inform 
him, then, of his appointment, and let him hold 
himself in readiness to proceed thither. Tell him 
to engage sixty men. You will, of course, defray 
the necessary expenses." I replied : “ Tho present 
chief of the peons at Madras is powerful. Those of 
the surrounding country are, also, all men of 
influence, and are, moreover, his kinsmen. They 
will unite in offering resistance. 1 * " Indeed [ ” 
said the Governor; “let Muttaiyappan, however, 
go now, anti we will hereafter see what is to be 
done." I interposed: " I have a representation to 
make. Please lend a ear to it," On his permitting 
me to speak, I said: 11 It will not look well if 
Muttaiyappan goes now, and has to return. It 
would not signify so much if he had remained in 
office. But as he once vacated it, and hss since 
returned, he might lw treated disrespectfully." 
** exclaimed the Governor, “ the appointment 
is one which will suit him, and he will behave 
creditably." On this I retired, aud having 
summoned Arunachala Chefti, informed him of the 
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instructions 'which the Governor had given me, 
am] directed him to go to Muttaija Pillai, and 
communicate them bo him. I also bade him set* my wuji''L 
younger brother, Tiruvfingadam, who is sullenly 
resolved not to return to Madras, and try to per- fS^lS 
suade him to proceed thither. 

Having executed the commissions entrusted to 
him, Arun&cliala Chetti returned to me and said;

rtufbitT** I afterwards sent, by n courier, the letters addressed 
sRS&jin.' to the Nawib, Husain Sahib, and SamptUi Rao; 
and forwarded the letter to Mahfnz Khan by another, 
^ I directed the first messenger to go to A root, tied 
deliver his letters; and the second to proceed to 
iin-icu«t wherever Mahfuz&b&n wa3 to be found, out of A root, 
and hand him the letter of which ho was the bearer, 
3 then made a report to the Governor of what I 
had done. 

The letter from M. Dupleix to the Nawfib ran 
Lrttfri* as follows: “ III consequence of the English having 

t\w >‘nwnli . rt 

Iwpn- captured a ship carrying your flag, our king sent, 
nn*\w. on your behalf, some men of war, with orders to 
capture Madras, plant his flag there, and later 
on, deliver possession of it to you. The fort is, 
therefore, now in our hands. When you came hero 
last year, yon personally urged us to make war 
against the English, and promised to render us every 
assistance. You said that they must be rooted out 
oF this country, and that our flag should fly every¬ 
where. TV hen your son Mabfuz KMn came here 
in Tai [January] last, he said many tilings to us. 
It is therefore surprising that, standing, as he does, 
in the relation of an elder brother to us, he should 
now forget all that he then said, and should seek 
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to assist tho cause of the English. The French 
have always been a warlike race, anil it is 
impossible to subdue them. It grieves us much 
that they should be compelled to turn upon your 
son, and bring to bear against him the courage which 
overthrow the English, If yon, however, should 
act without due caution, we are determined to give 
yon a proof of the power of onr valor. We 
will then raze the fort and town of Madras to the 
ground, and will work out our own policy, as 
cire 11 instances may dictate. Von will behold all 
these things with your own eyes.” 

This letter, although in the form of a son address¬ 
ing his father, was couched in abrupt terms of this 
kin d. The communication to Mahfuz Khan was in 
similar terms, and was to the same purport as tho 
other, but the form adopted was that of a younger 
brother addressing bis elder. The additions in this 
letter were, however, the following. In one place 
Mahfuz KMn was compared to a man who had 
started to plunder a wrecked ship, and he was 
asked what he expected to find of value in the 
shattered planks. In another, the letter ran thus: 
4i We hear that yon have gone forth with a view to 
interfere, against our interests, in the political 
affairs of Madras, and to restore tho fort to the 
English,” The letters to Husain. Sflhib and Sampl'd i 
Kao were written in the Style of one intimate friend 
addressing another, and adjured them, on tho score 
of their long-standing friendship, to save tho son uf 
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xxxii ^ ie ^ aW! ~d» from harm, "by giving bim suitable advice, 
i”-tr an ^ tlmu putting a stop to bis expedition. 

^'he Governor directed me to write to the am aid dr 
mluiiitaToi °f Mylapore to warn him, in the strongest possible 
terms, of the loss of friendship which would result, 
and the other consequences which would ensue, if lie 
persisted in annoying 1 the French when passing in 
and out of Madras, In pursuance of these directions, 
I forwarded, by post, a letter to this effect, 

I afterwards went home, where Muttaiya Pillai 
joined me. I sent him and Arunachala Chetti to 
my brother’s house, to see if he was there, and on 
iHafist hearing that he was, 1 went to see him. I communi-

between me and the Governor, as recorded on a 
blmnair, previous page, and he left the management of the 
whole affair to my discretion, I then used every 
He nine possible argument with mv brother Tiruven^adam 
S, ( in view to induce him to alter the resolve which 
iiikiw, be had made not to return to Madras.

Dordelin, and other naval captains, stated that M. nSrtiL, 
de la Bourdnmiais had detained the ships which the

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Cn*r. lug own squadron. The Council met, at 7 o’clock, in 
' — ‘ order to deliberate on those matters. After a while, 
council’ the Councillors adjourned, went to church, heard 
’ mass, returned, d rank coffee, ami resinned the sitting, 
which lasted until noon. They then addressed letters 
to Madras, and bo the naval captains* 

During the time that the Council was sitting, the 
Governor sent for me and Madananda Pandit, and 
r^r asked us whether Mi rad ’A1J B% was a kinsman of 
the Nawfib. t replied: “ Madan&nda Pandit con* 
aiders that the names Beg, and Mirzd, are borne 
Umin onlv by the Moghuls, and, therefore, that MirzS 
’All Beg cannot be related to the Nawftb, who is 
htoU a Shaikh” I further said: Miidnn&nda Pandit 
informs me that there are two or three brothers 
who are officers in the army of the Nawab, and that

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In the afternoon, the Governor sent for me. Chap.

Governor at Pondichery, and not commit robbery or An 
depredations at Madras, and that if he continued 
to act in that way, he would incur the serious dig- 1 r 
pleasure of the Government. I wrote this letter, 
and sent it by Fazl Muhammad. 


Under my instructions, Yir&gn went toMnttaiya AE nr tsijn 
Pillui, and handed to liim Rs, 150, to bo expended 
in recruiting sixty peons. Mnttaiya Pillai sent me 
word that he had succeeded in obtaining a few. 

Two Letters, both dated 12th instant [25th 
October], written by Kandill Gnruvappa Clietti, from 
Madras, arrived to-day. I transcribe below the 
contents of those ... * 

To-day, M. de la Bourdonnais* ship, the Achille , 
announced her arrival, by firing fifteen guns. The 
salute was returned by one of the same number. 

M. de la Bourdonnais did not land. His baggage, i&ui?inn- 
and that of the ship’s crew, was put on board. Si'inod, 
The Coffres also embarked.

chief charge at Madras, and M. Gaudelaire, who is

I asked him the object 
of his master’s visit. He replied: 41 The Governor 
wrote to M. d’Esprcmdnil, asking him to come to 
Pondichery, The letter wa3 received at Madras, at 
1 0, the night before last. W e at once took boat, and 
arrived here this morning, before day-break. Prior 
to starting, my master delivered over charge of the 
fort to M. Barlh^lemy.” 

1 asked hi in what he knew about the seizure of 
M. de Bury’s son. He replied as follows : “ When 
M. fie Bury’s son was being led away by Ills captors, 
M. do Kerjean, the nephew of M. Dupleix, and M. 
G 0 S 30 , with thirty Mah£ sepoys, were sent to rescue 
Mm. They were strictly* ordered to avoid coining 
into collision with the opposite party, and to accom¬ 
plish their object only by persuasion and fair words. 
AVhenthe sepoys approached, they were surrounded 
by a body of thirty horsemen and fifty foot soldiers. 
As, notwithstanding their repented solicitations, 
M. d’Espr£ra£ml had prohibited all hostilities, on 
the score that lie had no orders from the Governor 
of Pondichery permitting them, the two Frenchmen 
and the Mah£ sepoys accompanied their captors 
without resistance. They were imprisoned at 
Mykipore, along with SI. de Bury’s son.” " ft is at 
the instigation of Peddti Nftyakkanhe continued, 
" that the town is now being pillaged. The rob¬ 
bery of cloths at the washermen’s depot was planned 
by him. The ill-treatment to which the adherents 
of the French are subjected is due to his orders.*' 
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He further mentioned that much valuable property 
had been carried away from.

They agreed to obey his orders, <and 
those of th© Minister Thereupon, they wrote to 
the Council at Pondicliery, to intimate that they were 
proceeding to Goa with M. de la Bourdonnais, 
Having considered this letter from the captains, the 
rh t rupij 1 . Council despatched a reply stating that they might do 
as they pleased, and that the Council would write to 
the Directors on the subject. Further deliberations 
wore proceeding, when a letter from KivndSl Giiru- 
vappa Chetti arrived.

me his daughter, and laying his hand on mine* 
expressed his desire to see us drive out the English, 
and hoist our flag at Madras. As he said this, I 
will now write to him.” “ Do,” replied the Gover- Gow™r 
nor. After further consideration, they summoned 
Mad an sin da Pandit, at 0 o’clock, and bade him 
compose a letter purporting to be from Madame J Bn ‘j 1 l,,tei 
Dapleix, to Mahfus £hdn. The first draft was Sx 
destroyed; the second was fair copied, and Madame

Dupleix sent it by her mace-bearer, accompanied 
by a present consisting of two portraits, and two 
china plates, not worth four cash in all. Now, h«*a, 
what shall I say as to the good sense of the husband 
who allowed his wife to write to Mahfus JQjfij), 
without a thought of the fact that the rules of ^ 
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Muhammadan etiquette regard with but scant 
favour a woman aa a correspondent ; and without 
considering whether a more letter from her — wife of 
the Governor of Pondichery though she bo—was the 
most likely moans of diverting from his purpose one 
who, to punish the French for having, so he alleged, 
plundered Madras of 15 or 20 or ores of pagodas, 
directed the command era of his garrisons to occupy 
the suburbs of Pondieliery, and blockade the town 
itself so closely that neither a basket of corn, nor 
a bundle of straw or firewood, can be carried into 
it un perceived ; and who, at the same time, had 
ordered the blockade of Madras, and the capture 
of its suburbs, and was himself marching tlutlier 
with that very object ? When Madame Duplcix 
was about to despatch her letter to M ftfr fnft TOiftn 
by her mace-bearer, she called me to her, and ex¬ 
claimed : “Raugappa, mv letter to Mahfuz Khfln 
will aefc matters right,’* “ \\ r ho doubts it ? " said 1. 
“ The only cause of delay is that your letter has 
not yet reached the hands of Maljfuz Khan. The 
moment that he receives it he will either order it to 
return, or lie will put a stop to the war, and treat for 
terms.” " Order what to return ? ” asked she. “ His 
army,” replied I. “ That is true 1” she exclaimed. 

1 now ventured the remark : “ Had you not better 
delay sending your letter until we see the effect of 
that of the Governor? I think that you ought to 
address the old man first, aud ask him to write to Ids 
son.” She replied, with a little severity in her look : 
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** When Mahfuz KMu came here, he, too, compli¬ 
mented tue, by calling me his sister. Wliat does 
it signify whether n letter is despatched by me, or 
the Governor ?” Unwilling to provoke her on this 
account, and considering that it was none of my busi¬ 
ness to interfere, when the master himself did not 
see anything wrong in her proceedings, I flattered 
her without stint or measure, and took leave. 

I then went to the Governor, who conversed 
continuously with me regarding the movements of 
Mahfuz Khan, and the capture of MM. de Kerjeau, 
and Gosse. I thereupon made a suggestion to him, 
saying: ** Whoever goes, none other than yon can 
bring matters to a proper conclusion.

Sunday, 30th October I7k6 t or 16th* Arppici of 
Akshatfa ,—The following ia an account of what took 
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* 11 ldtb 11 Id tho Tamil copy* The correct date ia XTth, 
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Cesap. place tins morning, when I went to see the Governor, 
xxxiu. t j iree i e tber» written last night were delivered 
Thilttwn to two couriers, one of whom was to convey to Arcot 
those addressed to the Naw&b, and Husain Sahib j 
an d the other was to carry to Cunjoeveraro the letter 
written to Mahfuz KhfLn, who, it was said, was on lus 
way there. I afterwards reported to the Governor 
that I had forwarded the letter bo the amaliHr of 
Mylaporo by post, and having done this, X stepped 
to'emor aside, and sat down. He then directed mo to send 
dHtUu for T&uappa Mudali* and to write and despatch a 
j etter tQ j m a m s^hib. I complied with his orders, 
and delivered the packet into the hands of Imirn 
Sihib's messenger, a Muhammadan who had conic 
to purchase broendo. In compliance with the in¬ 
structions of the Governor to prevent the seal being 
seen, L enclosed the letter in another which the 
messenger was carrying, so that tho only seal visible 
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was that on the latter. 

This evening, I communicated to tho Governor 
the intelligence brought by Husain, from Vizhup- 
puram. He said that he would give a reply 
to-morryw. At noon, Tanappa Mudali and I waited 
on M. Paradis, and requested him to permit us to 
pay, in March uext, the instalment of rent falling 
due in November for the villages farmed by ua at 
Kirikal. He said that if we each would, at once, 
deliver grain to the value of 1,000 pagodas, he would 
write telling his servants to receive the balance 
of 750 pagodas, in March, provided that we paid it, 
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also, in kind, at the rate of half a measure in excess 
of iho then market rate per pagoda. As this would 
entail loss, T&nappa Moduli was unwilling to accept 
his conditions. Considering it, however, impolitic 
to tell him so, we said that wo would think the 
matter over, and give a reply in the evening. 1 
consulted Sfehaiyangur. Agreeing with him in 
the view that, in the event of the proposed terms 
not being accepted, M, Paradis might trouble ns 
very much, I immediately repaired to him, and 
intimated our consent. 

Monday, 31si October 17 kG, or 17th* Arppm of 
Akshaya *—This morning, at about five or six Indian 
hours before day-break, 300 French and 200 
East Indian soldiers and Mahd sepoys; 500 in 
all, marched from Pondicherj' for Madras. Ten 
horses were also sent ; seven of these belonging to 
Tamilians, and three to the Company, Krimisi 
Pandit and a writer accompanied the force, the 
former to act. as interpreter between rbe French and 
Muhammadans, and the latter to read and write 
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letters in Persian. 

I informed the Governor that Mnt-taiya 
Piljai, also, desired to go. He then gave me a letter 
to ho taken by him to M. Paradis, I stated that 
he wished to see him before leaving. In reply, M. 
Dupleix said that ho would experience a' hundred¬ 
fold more pleasure to hear of his having joined

SJgL* pore, and Pir Su'dat Dastgir Sahib. The amaldar 
Baitsb, intimated that Mylapore was no longer under his 
control; that some days previously Mirzi HSdi H4ji 
Bf*g, a Jemadar, had encamped there, with 200 
horse- that this was probably the same individual 
who, for the last ten or twelve days, had been captur¬ 
ing and harassing the French, and committing other 
excesses; that Mahfuz Khan, with a large force, 
which included 200 matchlock men, had also arrived 
at Mylapore; and that as his master, Mahfuz KMn, 
had assumed the conduct of affairs, he, himself, could 
not be held responsible for any acts of the Muham¬ 
madans. Dastgir Sahib wrote : lt I have renounced 
the world, and am sitting apart.

When the letter from 
jUS** t* 10 amaldar was interpreted to him, the Governor 
spoke jeeringly of the “ large force of 200 men,” 
led by Mahfuz KMn. I thereupon informed him 
that the post runner had brought news that 4,000 
armed men, consisting of Europeans, East Indians, 
and sepoys, had marched from Fort St . David, for 
£& Madras. He exclaimed, in an angry tone; ** The 
jh«r C a[* n Jnan w j l0 such a false tale as this should

<hw “* 1 have his ears cropped, receive 100 stripes, and be 
driven out of the town. He magnifies a body of 
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200 or 300 men into a force of 4,000.” On this 
I remarked : u He mentioned double that number 
to me, but when telling you the news, I reduced 
his figure bv one half.” “ What ought I to do to 
you for indiscreetly making a report of this sort ? ” 
exclaimed lie. On hearing this, l withdrew. After a 
while, however, the Governor sent for me, and said: 
“ As was decided yesterday, we must send the men 
who were ordered to remain at Ariyankuppam, to 
Vizhuppuram, to seize ’Abd-ubJuli). Mahfuz KMn 
troubles such of our people as full into his hands, and 
is intent on plunder. Despatch two men, with a 
letter which 1 will presently give you, to M. Martin, 
t he officer stationed at AriySnkuppatD, directing him 
to proceed to Vizhupptiram, They will also act as 
his guides.” I thereupon sent Gopalakrishna 
Aiyan and Ylrappan, to conduct M. Martin to 
Vizhu ppuram . 

After this had been done, the Governor again 
summoned me, and ordered the drafting of a letter 
to Mahfuz Kh un, in the subjoined terms : “ You 
ill-treat those of onr people whom you meet, and even 
threaten them with death. This is not right. As 
we look upon you as our elder brother, wearedesirous 
of saving you from harm. Many Muhammadans who 
are members of your family are residing at Madras, as 
well as at Pondichery. If you permit harm to befall 
the throe men whom you have imprisoned, these 
thousands of Muhammadans will have to pay for it. 
Very many of them will die by our hands, and we

3hall shed their blood nntil it flows like a river. 
To avert this calamity, you should send the three 
prisoners back to Madras, under the escort of the 
Jemadar who captured them, and should furnish us 
with hostages for your good faith. It will be only 
after you have adopted this course, that there will be 
peace between us.” 

Twelve letters came by post from Madras. The 
addresses on them were written in Persian. I in¬ 
formed tho Governor that they were sent from 
Aclieen to Surat. He ordered me to keep them by 
me until I could forward them, with other letters, 
to their destination. 

The lihattan who came on a mission from the 
fiaji. of Kolatri next presented himself, though the 
occasion was not a favourable one. The Governor 
handed to me the double eadjan letter from the 
MjS, addressed to him, and said : " Tell the envoy 
that we know the circumstances in which the Rujil is 
at present, placed. He requires our help to drive out 
the pretender who 18 now in possession of his country, 
and the English who have befriended his rival. 
Inform liim that we will expel the English, and seise 
their possessions; that we will support his master; 
and that the Mjit, himself, must set about collecting 
the Force requisite to overthrow his opponent.” I 
communicated tho Governor’s speech to the Bhattan, 
I then went to attend the marriage ceremonies 
of Muttukrishna Chetti’s son, and afterwards 
returned home. 
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Pachai Kandaiyar of Tur&iyfir, who had come 
to assist at the installation of IMlaiya Swami, and 
who was on his way back to Turaiyftr, inti mated 
his desire to visit Pondichery. I obtained a pass 
for him, to outer tie town, and he accordingly came. 

At 3 in the afternoon, the Governor sent for me, 
and asked whether, in accordance with the direc¬ 
tions given by him yesterday, I had ascertained the 
strength of the party posted at VilliyanaUur, in 
view to capturing it, I stated that I had received 
information that only ten or twelve horses were 
picketed there, but that forty or fifty sepoys were 
encamped near them. On this, the Governor ex¬ 
claimed : Then we will take the men prisoners.*' 
I said : 4 ‘ * Abd-ul-Jalll has sent instructions to 
the arnaldar of Villiyanallflr, to hoist the war-flag, 
and to prevent supplies coming into the village. 
The Nawab 1ms also despatched a similar order 
to Mir Husain JQj&n. In reply, the amaldSr of 
Villiyanallflr has written to ’Abd-ul-Jalll that the 
enemy are fearless, and would full upon him, at once, 
if he attempted to surround the village, but that 
he, r’Abd-iil-Jalil], might advance against it with 
a largo force. Mir Husain Khun, of Vazlmd&vttr, 
has also written that he would require largo 
reinforcements For the purpose of surrounding the 
village, and has at the same time represented that it 
was not expedient to attack it, as the encmv' might- 
offer a determined resistance, and might seize die 
custom-house which has been established there. Mir 
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Husain Khan has Further represented that although 
he was averse to acting on the aggressive, he was 
prepared to abide by the orders of the Nawab. 
This is how matters stand at present.” “ Then Jet us 
not think of seizing t.heso men,” said the Governor ; 
and he countermanded his order to make them 
prisoners. 

He then conversed with me concerning the 
idea which he once entertained of going to Madras, 
and the subsequent abandonment of it, owing to the 
opposition of M. de la Hourdomiais. lie afterwards 
said: “You know the Dutch ship that is bound 
for Mocha. 6he is to sail next Tai I January]. I 
intend sending, by her, 300 scores of coarse blue 
[cotton] cloth. Will each score cost 28 pagodas ? ” 
I intimated that the cost would be one pagoda more ; 
namely, 29. The Governor replied: “Then, the 
300 scores will cost 10,000 pagodas. There is only 
a period of two months and toil days between now, 
and then, I will give you the money.” lie next 
asked me whether I wag sending any piece-goods 
for the Company. I informed him that I intended 
to despatch fifty bales,—t hirty containing 100 scores 
of coarse blue cloth, and twenty of fine muslin — 
and that I would ship them when if. Logon, who 
was ill, returned. He replied; “Well; do so.” 

As T was eating my supper, at 0,1 was summon¬ 
ed by the Governor who told me, that the men who 
were at Vjllij uiallfir must, somehow or other, bo 
captured. I gave him the same reasons as I had 
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before, to dissuade him. He then dropped the 
subject, saying: “ We will see about it when ’Abd- 
ul-Jalll returns.” I went home, at 10. 

WeilnexiMtj, Sud November 17U6 % or $0th Arppmof 
Akehaifa .—Y mika (itch a la Aiyau came to me, this 
morning, and said: " My elder brother has arrived 
from Conjeeveram.

Mudalh In the former, 1 Abd-ul-Jalil wrote: “I 
am, even now, engaged in annexing territory. But 
do not take that to heart. I act only under the 
NnWiWs orders. 1 do what 1 can, which is to look vvhwh,. 
to God, and beseech Him to bring about peace 
soon. Let there not bo a breach in our friendship. 

1 have with me one Mira&, a trustworthy man, 
whom 1 will send to you, if you are inclined to 
come to terms.” 'Abd-ul-Jalil wrote to Tfinappa VVjlflt h(1 
Mudali thus: “In your letter you state that the 
Europeans are many, that they are bent on war 
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alone, and think of nothing else, and that yon have 
not communicated to the Governor what 1 said, 
hecan.se, ho you allege, the Europeans will not 
even listen to his words. Of what concern is it to 
us if they make an attack, in ever so large numbers r 
What are they to us? A single word to the Tfawfib 
will suffice to scatter them like gossamer. We can 
carry out anything that we desire. I have, just now, 
sent a letter to your Governor. Tell him to effect a 
peaceful settlement.” On this being communicated 
to M. Dupleix, lie directed the following reply to be 
sent : “ We are always at peace with the Muham¬ 
madans. They, alone, are the aggressors. In the 
fiery ardour of youth, Naw&b Malifuz Kh an acts in¬ 
considerately. The Nawftb of Arcot has very kindly 
feelings towards us. He never does anything violent. 
If you will visit us, we will personally talk over 
these matters, and bring them to a peaceful issue.” 
A letter in these terms was accordingly sent. 

M. Martin, who had advanced with twenty- 
five soldiers, twenty-five sepoys, and ten of the 
Nayiuar's " peons, to the neighbourhood of Yizhup- 
purain, wrote to the Governor to inform him that the 
news brought by Jtanga PiJlai's men was to the effect 
that 'Abd-nl-Jalil was holding a fort, and had with 
him 200 or 300 sepoys, three elephants, and lialf-a- 
dozen camels; that a force of 200 or SQD men would 
be required to dislodge him; and that he was 
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consequently obliged, as his men were also fatigued, 
to fall back to Ariyankuppam. The Governor sent — 
for me, and exclaimed angrily: “ Your spies first IniMirj 
alleged that 'Abd-ul-Jalil was occupying a house, 
arid now thej hare affirmed that it is a fort- 
Hence, they have lied.” I replied that l mast, make ib£T** 
inquiries of my people when they arrived. On 
questioning Yirappnn, the physician, and others, I 
ascertained that the mistake had arisen from the 
incorrect interpretation, by an East Indian, of what 
was said to him, and that Virnppan, also, was 
somewhat to blame. I communicated this to the 
Governor, who wrote to M. Martin, recalling him >i. 
and his detachment, and directing him to bring gjjy* 
the East Indian who had acted as interpreter. 

At 4 in the afternoon, M. Martin arrived with 
his detachment. lie, the East. Indian interpreter, n,-. n..- 
and the physician Yirappan, were confronted with 
one another, and examined. The Governor ordered ' ,l " 1 - 

the East Indian to be kept under n guard. He 
found, also, that the physician was to blame, but Vimpm n 
let him off without punishment. He afterwards 
asked me whether it was publicly known that a 
party of soldiers had accompanied M. Martin. I 
said that it was not.

’ who questioned rae regarding the movements, in 
o ( ,v,'r!^ the vicinity of Madras, of Makfuz Jvhan, and the 
distribution of his troops. I gave him the inforwa-

SmXui* tion- He next asked me whether any messenger 
*’ h ft <l come from Vizhuppuram. f stated that no one 
.trui ogaiit had. lie then spoke of his intention to proceed to 
Madras, and of what he proposed to do there; and i 
gave him replies suited to the occasion. When he 
said that he was determined to capture, at all hazards, 
twnrtd the sepoys who were at VilliyanalMr, l dissuaded 
Siptiriiw him by saying that he ought to leave them alone, 
unless they openly manifested signs of hostility, 
and that it would be better to wait, with a view to 
ascertain what course ’Abd-til-Jalil would adopt. 

Thursday, 3rd November 171,6, or Slat Arjipisi of 
Atdmya. — I was going, thin morning, in the direc¬ 
tion of M. Desmarfita* house, to attend a sale, 
by auction, of young elephants. He met me on 
the way, and said that this had boon postponed, but 
that twenty candies of cinnamon bark, two bales of 
coarse cloths, and four rolls of silk taffeta, were to 
k«* be put up to auction, in two lots. I thereupon went 
Lpu«r ,0r * to the Governor’s house, where a si tting of the Coun¬ 
cil was being held. When this was over, I intimated 
to him that Husain Shhib had now replied to the com- 
pUmontary letter concerning the capture of Tort 

hoiinn. St, George. He asked ino what Vakil Subbaiyan hud 

"riTMt. written, I informed him that he stated that Husain 
Sahib had directed him to beg us to conciliate 
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Mahfuz Khiin, who was marching towards Madras, 
and to preserve friendly terms with the Hawflb; and 
that the letter further contained news o£ the army, 
and also mentioned that field pieces were being con¬ 
veyed to Madras; that eight field guns brought from 
Malabar to Triohinopoly had been sent for, and that 
the Nawdb had, ns requested, sanctioned an increase 
of cavalry. The Governor ordered the Following 
letter to be sent to Subbaiyan: “You say that Husain 
Sahib has desired you to request us to conciliate 
Mali fur, JJhtin. How can we do so unless we know 
what his intentions are? Ascertain, and inform us 
as to t hese, and ask him whether it is right for rulers 
to seize and imprison envoys." This was done, 
The Governor afterwards inquired of me 
whether ! had received any news from Vizhuppuram. 
I replied that I had none to tell him. I then in¬ 
formed liitu that M. Bussy had given me a list, of the 
goods which he wished sent, to Maseareigne. He 
authorized me to deliver the articles, as specified in 
it. He also directed mo to make ready 300 scores 
of coarse blue cloth, valued at 10,000 pagodas, for 
shipment to Mocha in the Dutch ship leaving in 'J’ai 
[January’] next, and gave me 5,000 Pond in bury 
crescent pagodas, in port payment of the order. He 
next sat down to write a despatch to Madras, and 
calling me up, asked where the merchants at Madras 
had secured their goods. I replied that f bad heard 
it. reported that they had done so at Saida pet, 
Karukampflkkam, St. Thomas’ Mount, the Little 
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Mount, and My 1 apart;. The Governor wrote to 
M. Paradis accordingly. 

In the afternoon, Dhurmaij’an arrived from 
Vizhuppuram. The Governor having sent for mo 
at 4, I presented myself before him. 1 told him 
that the whereabouts of the spies who had boon 
■ sent to reconnoitre remained unknown, that it was 
reported that ’ Abd-ul-Julil had with him a body of 
fifty or sixty men, and that, we might safely put 
the number that he had with him at a hundred. 
He thereupon decided to send, to-morrow afternoon, 
fifty French soldiers, fifty sepoys, and twenty 
Poligar peons. He also told me that he would 
direct M. Buquesne to despatch one half of the men 
from Ozhukarai, and til© remainder from Ariyankup- 
pam. I deputed Yegyam, Patteraidyan, and a fen- 
others, to collect news. Subsequently, 1 brought 
before the Governor the Pandftr&ras * who were the 
bearers of gifts of fruit, sugar, and sugarcandy, 
which B&laiya Tam hi ran, of B omm&iy apalaiy am , 
had sent to him on the occasion of his installation. 
I obtained for them permission to take away the 
contributions to the matt, which had been detained 
at the custom-house. The Governor directed me 
to issue the necessary notice to the officer in charge. 

At. half-past 7, the Governor summoned me, and 
desired to know whether 1 had any information as 
to where the English had hidden their treasure at

After this, M. Busay gave mean account of how 
600 dogs had killed 2,500 Dutchmen in Europe. 

Friday, hth November 17iS t or 22 nd Arppisi of 
Mshaya , — This morning, 1 deputed Venkrttachala 
Aiyan and some peons, to accompany the man who 
came to me with the news that he hnd succeeded in 
inducing tho postal runners of the English to deliver 
their letters to him. I gave him Its. o, and after¬ 
wards sent GdpalakrLslum Aiyan io Vizhappur&m. 

When I waited on the Governor, he ashed me 
how many men there then were at Yizhupjmram. 
1 said that there were about 100. Tic thereupon 
exclaimed: “ Even if there were 400, fifty of our 
soldiers would easily defeat them. You know very 
well the disposition, and quality of the courage, 
of the people of this country.” I said, flatteringly, 
"A hundred French soldiers tire a match for 1,000 
men of this part of the world.” The Governor then 
told me that ho had heard, last night, that the English 
had concealed their treasure at tho bottom of a well. 
I said, it? accordance with what Krishuaiyau tin; 
Hasty had stated to mo, that the treasure was hidden 
in the well of tho English church, 1 then mentioned 
the copper which, had been brought from Madras. 
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cii*r. At 5 this evening 1 , the widow of Dtet ’Alt 
— ' Khan made ready tho following presents for the Gov-

I had previously repaired 
to the Governor's house, and dime tod the Nayi- 
Fflrmiiiur, rii' to have in readiness musicians, nan tell girls, 
b’fujlht. and all tho spears, maces, and other articles, 
required for the occasion. The procession was 
drawn up at the Governor’s house, and I w T ent 
with it, accompanied by the Governor’s pal an* 
quin, mace-bearers. Hags, tho Company's peons, 
and a native captain, to Chandft Sahib’s house. I 
fc-rrj*"™ pl ace£ l the presents in the palanquin, ami returned 
1 =; with trumpets sounding, and drums beating, to 
the house of the Governor, who advanced to receive 
them. When they were taken out, and laid before 
him, twenty-one guns were nred, llagliava Pandit, 
who accompanied us, with the gifts, was presented 
with betel and nut, sprinkled with rosewater,

to the beach, and whilst he was there, a letter — 

from M, BartMlemy was brought from Madras, by [jPM« Iran) 

a catamaran, and delivered to Mm. It ran as 

follows; 


" Mahfuss Kb fin was encamped on the foreshore 
of the Kimgambakkam tank. His army lay at the 
Governor’s garden. Some Muhammadans were 
sent to open the bar at the month of the river.* Fifty 
Mahe sepoys were despatched to prevent their doing 
this, but w T ere strictly ordered to fire only blank 
ammunition, in order to put the enemy to Sight. 
M. de la Tour was directed to encamp near the 
Governor’s garden-house, with 200 soldiers and fifty 
Mali 6 sepoys, in view lo obstructing the advance of 
the Muhammadan troops. The sepoys sent to 
hinder the cutting of the bar, discharged their 
muskets, which were loaded with powder only. 
The enemy fled, but discovering that the fire opened 
on them was harmless, returned, and resumed 
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operations, regardless of the fire which was again 
directed at them. I was informed of this, but 
strictly enjoined on our troops that they should 
not engage in a real conflict, unless they were 
themselves attacked, and I even ordered M. de 
la Tour’s men to desist from attempting to 
prevent the Muhammadans from opening the bar.

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At 5 in tho morning, some Muhammadan troops 
were observed south-west of the fort walls. To 
drive them away, two jiiecos of artillery, wliioli were 
not loaded with shot, were fired in their direction, 
H. de la tour, who was in camp with 200 soldiers 
and fifty Mah^S sepoys, hearing the report of the 
cannon, concluded thnt it was si signal for him to fall 
upon the enemy. He accordingly attacked the troops 
encamped in the Governor's garden nnd to the west 
of it, and opened a fire of musketry on them. This 
engagement took place on the morning of Wednes¬ 
day, the 20th [2nd November], Grenades, also, were 
thrown into the Muhammadan camp. Seeing that a 
battle was- being fought in earnest, the men on the 
ramparts discharged several pieces of cannon at the 
enemy’s camp, f^ome of these were shotted, and 
others not. The artillery fire did vast execution 
amongst the troops encamped in the Governor’s 
garden, and the temple behind it. Seme men had 
their legs shot off, others had their heads blown 
away. Some took to their horses, and some to Llioir 
heels. Many horses wore killed tinder their riders. 
The entire Muhammadan force was put to total rout. 
Before a shot could roach his camp, Mahfuz EMn 
mounted his elephant, and escaped. After pursuing 
tho fugitives for upwards of five ludinn hours, the 
French troops returned to tho camp from which the 
Muhammadans had fled, and plundered the valuables 
found there. They next set lire to some property 
which they found in the Is war an temple.”

To avoid scandal, Mahfuz Kbilu will give out that he 
is going back to Arcot, because his old father is ill 
there.”

I afterwards received a letter from Gnruvappa Knrki 
Chetti, giving details of the battle. In this, it was *j ! *fl“* 
stated that 100 men, and fifty or sixty horses had l * u!<s 
boon killed. In every essential, it agreed with what 
the Governor lmd told me. I have caused a copy of 
it to be made in the correspondence register, for the 
purpose of reference. 
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Piu?. At 7 at night, the Governor, after describing to 
X3UI1 - 11 ' me the exploits performed during the battle with 
(kit™™ MahfuzKhan at Madras, intimated his desire to pro- 
EEr coed there in tlie course of tlio week. I said : 11 If 
■PiironV.* 1 you had gone earlier, you might have dene much. 

Even now, it is not too late. You can settle matters 
GoTcraftr'i there, and return quickly.” The Governor then 
said : **I will take 250 or 300 soldiers with me, as 
fur as Sadras, where I shall lie joined by 250 moil 
from Madras, to which I will then move on with 
the combined force. Hold yourself in readiness 
to accompany me.” I replied : “ Very good, sir.” 
K fty ,Tie continued; “We most, at all hazards, cup- 
Jiilil miM tu re 1 Abd- u 1 - J a lil. Twenty-five sold jers, tw e nty-fi ve 
Malic sepoys, aud ten of the Nayintr’s peons, are 
Stationed at Aviyfbikuppam, and a similar number at 
HtMch*. Ozhukarai. I will depute an officer to go, at day- 
ll " ■ break to-morrow, to both of these places, and march 
with tlio men, in the afternoon, to Yizhuppuram.” I 
ni*mi interjiosed, as follows : “ My people went to Ozhu- 
karai to-day, and when they invited the troops 
encamped there to accompany them to Vizlnippuram, 
representing to them that it was a fit lime tu strike 
the blow which had been planned, the sergeant in 
command is reported to have said that he hud no 
orders to move from where he was.” “ 1 had for¬ 
gotten,” said the Governor, “ to send instructions 
oon-rnw to-day. I will now write directing him to march 
nrnmijn. to-morrow, at i in the a fternoon.” “Very good,” I 
replied. He next asked me for a plan of the route 
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between Oshokarai and Vizhnpptirnm. I prepared 
one, and handed it to him. Ho then wrote out an 
order giving instructions that M. Caussiuot was to 

march by w ay of Ariyunkuppam, and M. . 

the officer commanding the western gate, by 
way of Osdinkarai. This he signed, and delivered 
to M. Duqoesne. He next called both M, Caussmet 
and the officer commanding the western gate, and 
having personally given them his orders, dismissed 
them, at half-past 9. I also took leave and returned 
homo at 10. 

For the last two days, Tanappa Mudali has 
failed to attend at the Governor’s bouse. 

Saturday, [5/?* If Member J7M, or] 23rd [,Arppim 
o/Akthijfti] — Uuttu'Venkatapat i Kecldi, who arrived 
at Pondichery the day before yesterday, came to 
my house this morning, and said : '* It is certain that 
the Naw&b is about to make war. What shall l do 
for the safety of my children?” 1 replied: "Our 
city will in no wise suffer, but will emerge from the 
struggle with more glory than ever. If the worst 
should happen, it shall fare with your children, as it 
does with mine.” With these words, I comforted and 
dismissed him. I then wont to the Governor, and 
reported to him that iluhi-ud-dm, the Kil- 

ledar of Gingoe, had joined ’Abd-ul-Jalil at Viahup- 
purnm, with fourteen horsemen, and twenty or 
thirty foot. Ho thereupon wrote an order directing 
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the two officers who had been deputed to capture 
’Abd-ubJaltl, to seize Nazira Muht-ud-din, also; and, 
in view to doing this, to set out for Yizhuppuram, 
at i in the afternoon, with the troops stationed at 
AriyAukuppam and Ozhukarai. This was delivered 
to M. Duquesne. The Governor then desired mo to 
instruct my men, carefully, as to what they had to do, 
adding that when once they had got the soldiers into 
the fort, the capture of the two men would easily fol¬ 
low, For this purpose, I sent Husain, GGpalukrishna 
Aiyan, and a peon. They had strict orders to assist ,in 
every way, in effecting the proposed capture. I gave 
Husain a very liberal present, and held out promises 
to him of future preferment. Ho was to indicate 
to the soldiers the persons who were to be arrested. 
After I had despatched these men on their mission, 
Tomlamnuattarn Yenkatficliala Aiyan came to mo, 
and said that his spy had returned with the news 
that Nazim Mu hi. ad-din was preparing to start for 
Gingee. I, however, strictly enjoined on him to 
spare no effort to effect the capture of ‘Abd-ol-JaUi, 
oven though ho had left Vizhuppuram. I sent him 
off, at half-past 1. 

As ; for the last seven or eight days, the officers at 
the custom-house had l->een prohibiting pilgrims and 
other wayfarers, from bringing iti with them, when 
passing through the customs, their brass, copper, and 
iron, vessels, I obtained an order to permit, the free, 
transit of these, and forwarded it to the officials 
concerned. I nest sent instructions to the officers 
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of the custom-house to permit the admission, free of 
fluty, of the bags of rice which had been consigned 
to Khan Sahib. The Governor now left, to preside 
at the Council, and I went to the areca*nut store¬ 
house, where I stayed for some time, and afterwards 
wont home. 

In the afternoon, I went to the gardens, and 
thence to Kamb&lniyar’s house, to visit Pacha i 
Kandaiyar, who was staying there, and who had 
come from Tnraiyflr, to assist at the installation of 
BfUaiya Sw&tm. I took' with me two yards of broad¬ 
cloth, which I presented to Pachai Kundaiyar, before 
whom I prostrated myself. He is a man of pleasing 
manners, a great scholar, and possesses a deep 
knowledge of Sanskrit and Tamil, I therefore 
conversed with him For about two Indian hours. 
Having obtained his permission to depart, l went 
at G, to the Governor’s house. 

Some hours prior to this, Muttu, a Christian 
peon in the service of the Company, came to my 
house, and related the following story ; “ In ac¬ 
cordance with the directions which I received, I 
proceeded to Conjeevoram, to deliver to Mahfuz 
Khdu the letter for him which had been en¬ 
trusted to my care. But he had already left that 
place, and was encamped, with his followers, to the 
westward of Madras, where he had planted Ms 
standard. I repaired thither, and delivered the 
letter to him. Having read it, ha told me that he 
would send a reply by liis own messenger, and bade 
11 
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Cfup. me depart. I represented to him that I could not

— ' go without his answer. j You have nothing to 
* fear/ said he; *1 will send it presently. You 
may go. 1 I quitted his camp, but was at once 
nut iw surrounded by the Muhammadans, and despoiled of 
my clothes, turban, and badge of office. I thereupon 
went to Mylapore, and told my story to a priest 
of the Church of St. Paul, who was thp only person 
at liberty ; all his fellows being in confinement. 
Tbatn He gave me an old cloth, a turban, and two fanams

as and advised me to present myself 1o 

M&hfux KbaLn once more, before I returned to 
Pondichery, and ask for his reply. I followed Ms 
T^t ^ advice, and repaired to the camp of Mnhfust KMu r 

to whom I preferred my request. His answer 
was * 1 have already told you that 1 would send 
Bm ,u a reply by my own messenger. Go away.’ A 
*w. mace-bearer at once name forward to lead roe 

from the presence of Mahfuz Khan. I set out, 
and when 1 approached the sweet-meat bazaar, 
Th»ii* I saw M, de Keriean, confined in a tent. He

was dressed in pantaloons aud a shirt, had a 
cap cm his head, and was continually weeping. 
The son of the Roman physician * came to speak 
with tile prisoner, but before ho could exchange 
any words with him, he was ordered away, and 
M. do Kerjean w as ill-treated by the armed attend¬ 
ants. His lot is a bard one. A plate containing

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the small quantity of rice and meat that forms 
his only food, is handed to him, and having 
eaten it, he wipes his hand3, and commences 
to w«;ep again. Whilst I was standing in the 
siveet-meat bazaar, the French soldiers fell upon 
the Muhammadan troops, who gave wav, and 
rushed to their camp, I cannot describe the rout of 
the army, or the flight of Mahfuz Khan. 1, too, 
fled. I do not know what happened afterwards. I 
heard that the Muhammadans encamped a league 
further off, to the westward of Madras. I repaired 
to Mylapore, and told the priest what X had 
seen. He gave rue a letter to a priest living in 
Pondictiery, whom I mot as I was returning by 
way of Covelong. I was telling him of all that 
had occurred, when w© encountered the ship¬ 
wrecked men whom the Kilkdar of Covelong 
had release!I, and whom he, very kindly, had 
permitted to carry away the property saved from 
the wreck. 1 afterwards resumed my journey, and 
have brought with me the letter which M. Paradis 
handed to mo for delivery to the Governor.’' I gave 
Miittu food, and said that in the evening I would 
conduct him to M. Dupleix, to repeat his story. 
Xu accordance with my promise, I took him with 
me to the Governor, whom I saw at half-past 6. 
When 1 told him of the flight of Mahfuz Khan, and 
the release of the ship-wrecked crew by the Kilkdar 
of Covelong, who had also permitted them to take 
their property with them, he was delighted. But I 
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did not mention to him all the particulars that 
Muttu had given me regarding the captivity in 
which M. de Kerjean languished I did not toll 
him that ho was continually weeping, or that lie 
wan loaded with chains, or that he was ill-treated. 
I drew a mild picture, and merely said that if 
the French troops had only pursued the Muhammad¬ 
ans a little further, they would have succeeded in 
rescuing M. de Kerjean. The Governor, however, 
did not dwell much, on this Subject. He retired to 
his room, and when he came out again, I informed 
him that I had received reliable information that 
the Killcdar of Ginger, who arrived at 3 o’clock 
yesterday, had started this morning. He inquired 
if I knew the object of the visit'.. 1 said that I did 
not, I then obtained a permit for the rice consigned 
to Kiidn Sdhib, and afterwards wuut to the aroeu-ntit 
godown, where I mot NdrSjanu PiJJai, who cauio 
from Madame Dupleix, to ask me what- the news 
brought by the peon [Muttu] was. I directed him 
to tell her that her eider brother, Mahfuss Khan, had 
fled, that his army was routed, and that he had 
premised to write a reply to the Governor by and 
by, 1 then went home. Nai ay ana Pillai came again 
to me at 10, and said as follows : “ Madame wrote 
a letter to Malifuz JChan, and sent it by her mace- 
hearer along with presents consisting of one golden 
spittoon, one nicely carved bos, bound with gold, 
and fitted with golden handles, one drinking ctip, 
richly chased in gold, with a saucer which was made 
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of tie gold of SsLnar coins, and valued at oOO pagodas. 
A peon, who accompanied the mace-bearer, has now 
returned, and has related the following to Madame 
and the Governor. * Ten days after the fight, as 
Mahfuz Kliiu was seated in Ms tent, the mace-bearer 
presented to him the letter and gifts. Having read 
the former, Mahfuz Kbau said that he was about to 
go to Mylspore, and required ns to follow him there. 
We accompanied hia camp, anil when he halted at 
Mylapore, lie caused the presents which we carried 
with us to be brought into his tent, and summoning 
a Jemadar, directed him to behead all four of us. 
Before the Jemadar could leave the tout to execute 
tko order which he had received, the mace-bearer. 
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who had heard it given, whispered it into my ears 
and those of the coolies, and fled. We followed his AedUui,

example. He ran eastwards, and when we lost 
sight of him, owing, probably, to hia having hidden 1111,1 
himself in a house, wo took to our heels in the 


direction of the Litt le Mount, and had just struck 
a path leadi ng hither, when we were set upon, and 
robbed of our clothes. It was with difficulty that 
we escaped with our lives.’ Having heard this, the R^i«nr» 
Governor asked the peon where M. do Kerjean was.

Sunday, 6th NooevibeT 17U6, »r 2Uth Arppixi of 
Akxhmja .—A public meeting of the Europeans was 
held this morning, after the Governor had returned 
from church. As I record that the priests of the 
three churches attended this, it would be superfluous 
for me to say that others were present. At this 
gathering, it was declared that the European com¬ 
munity had convened a meeting at which it had been 
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resolved to address a memorial to the Governor and 
Council of Pondichory, requesting chafe the treaty 
with the English at Madras, entered into by M, dela 
Bourdonnnis, should be annulled, on the score that 
all the terras of it were mischievous, and some 
even treasonable j inasmuch as they unduly Favoured 
the English., who were the enemies of the French, 
and thus tended to lower the dignity and reputation 
of the French, in the eyes of the Muhammadan 
rulers of the country. On presentation of the 
memorial, the Council considered whether it was 
reasonable or not, and decided to cancel the treaty 
made by M. de la liourdonnais with the English. 
Such was the news that 1 heard from the Europeans. 

Between 10 and 11, news of the party which 
had been sent to effect the capture of ’Abd-ul- 
JalU arrived. On the previous night, at 10, having 
partaken of supper, ho was reclining on a cushion, 
and conversing with two or three of his friends, 
when the French soldiers, acting on information 
conveyed by spies, presented themselves at the house 
in which he was residing. When they attempted 
to enter the gate, the guards poster! there drew 
their swords, to oppose them. M. Canssmet and the 
dunder-headed officer iu command of the Vazhu- 
dftviir gate, ordered the soldiers to fire. They 
thereupon discharged a volley along the passage, 
and the reports of the muskets startled * Abd¬ 
ul-J alii, who left his turban and overcoat, his 
sword and Korftn, his hookah, and his rosary of 
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beads, at the spot at which lie had been sitting, and Cha p . 
fled, half.naked, to the women’s apartments, where 
he hid himself in a chest. The Frenchmen were ] t ' 
lacking in sense and tact, and understood nothing 
but lighting in the open held. There were 
no lights in the apartments; and to add to the v»flw*oi

bewilderment of the soldiers, the passages Wading waodMa ** 
to them were, as is the casein Muhammadan houses, 
intricate, whilst the rooms themselves had various 
outlets. The party had neither torches with them, 
nor the means of striking a light; and they accord¬ 
ingly did not spend any considerable time seeking for 
their intended prisoner. The Mahd sepoys and the 
Nay infir’s peons, who had been stationed around the 
house, left their posts, and entered tho building, 
in view to plundering it. In consequence of this, 

’Abd-ul-Jalil managed to make good his escape 
from the zenana. Ths French soldiers reported 
to their officers that they had searched every¬ 
where, but that ’Abd-ul-JaliJ had fled some time 
previously. They next made his servants and 
peons prisoners, and took possession of the over¬ 
coat, sword, dagger, hookah, Korin, and rosary, 
left behind by him when he made his escape. 

They also seized the carpet on which he sat when 
engaged in his devotions. The French soldiers re¬ 


turned, at once, to Artyiinkuppam, with the muskets m* 
swords, and daggers, taken from the attendants; 
twenty-one prisoners who consisted of tho servants SuSSi 0 

and others; and all their booty. Such was the 
13 
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report made to me by Vlrappan, and I communi¬ 
cated it to the Governor. Remarking that the 
project had failed because smarter men had not 
been employed, he sent for M*DuqiLCSiie, and directed 
him to take his company of soldiers to Ariyunkup- 
pam. He also desired him to give food to the 
servants and peons, whose detention served no 
useful purpose, and to set them at liberty, after 
restoring ail the property taken from them. At 
half-past 2, the Governor sent for me, and instructed 
mo to write the following letter to *Abd-ul-Jalil: 
" Our soldiers, who were on the look-out to arrest 
English fugitives, heard a false report that two 
persons of rank had taken refuge in your unlace. 
They questioned the sentinel at the gate; but instead 
of replying in a civil manner that, there were no 
Englishmen within the building, he exclaimed, in an 
insolent tone, 1 'l 1 here is no coming into or going 
out of this place 1 ; and then drew his sword in a 
threatening manner* Our men being new to this 
country, and not understanding its customs ; and our 
national code of honor authorizing any person to 
Ehoot down an opponent who draws a sword on him, 
thought that this was a signal for them to use their 
muskets, and therefore fired a volley. They then 
entered the palace, seized the servants who were 
there, and commanded them to show' the Englishmen 
who were reported to be concealed therein. They 
brought away the attendants as prisoners. Ax 
soon us I heard this, I was overwhelmed with 
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inexpressible grief. You will duly learn the punish- cha*. 
ment that I am about to mete out to the men who KJc f! v * 
mis behaved in this manner. I exceedingly regret nJJJL, 
that anything should have arisen to endanger the jv*** oW 
more than brotherly affection that exists between us. 

Jiut what is past is past. Let there be no breach 
of that friendship which has hitherto been so 
sincere, and which will, I trust, last for ever. At 
times, mistakes arise through the stupidity of the 
agents whom we employ, and it behoves ug to 
overlook these. Excuse now the error of my men. i,^ 

I implore you not once, but a thousand times arc *™s* 
to regard, for my sake, this accident with forbear- 
ance.’ T [t was in polished terms such as these, and 
even yet more pulite, that the Governor directed 
mo to write; and I did so. After the letter had 
been prepared, he desired mo to go to Ariyanlaippam, i» Enrill 
and see that the prisoners were fed, and that all 
the property that had been brought away by the 
soldiers, sepoys, and the Nayinar’s peons, woe 
restored to the proper owners. I was also instructed 
to give each of the prisoners a present of a rupee or 
two, and to conciliate them by saying that the am to 
mistake arose owing to a false report received by eirwnm 
tho French soldiers, to the effect that some English- 
men lay concealed in the palace; that no such JV “' 
mishaps need be apprehended in the future, as 
brotherly affection existed between tho Governor 
of Pondicheiy and ’Abd-nl-Jalil; that the recent 
misapprehension must be attributed to the freaks of 
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fortune; that the Governor was much annoyed at it; 
and that he had decided to inflict severe punishment 
on the transgressors. He moreover directed me to 
deliver to them the letter addressed to ’Abd-ul- 
Jalii, and, to send the twenty-one prisoners back 
to the place from which they had been brought. 
I accordingly went to Ariyanktippam, and, in the 
presence of M. Duquesuo, spoke to the prisoners in 
accordance with the directions which had been given 
to me, and distributed amongst them Rs. 40. I also 
gave them the letter to ’Abd-ul-.Talil, and wished 
them a prosperous journey. At 7,1 returned to tlie 
Governor, with M. Duquesne, M. Caussinet, and the 
officer commanding at the VazhmMvdr gate, and 
reported all that had been done, as also the flight 
of the inhabitants of VilliyanallAr, Kfldapflkkam, 
and other villages, on hearing the tidings of the 
captures made by the French soldiors. AVe then 
went home. The Governor handed to me the list, 
prepared in French by M. Duquosnc, of the articles 
which had been restored to the Muhammadans. 
I delivered it, for safe custody, to iladanSiida 
Pandit. 

At S at night, Madan&nda Pandit forwarded to 
me a bill of exchange, accepted by Tarwfldi, for 
Rs. 50. He had written to Subbaiyau regarding 
it. The amount covered by this was required to 
pay the expenses of the European who was sent to 
Areot, in view to procuring the liberation and 
return of his countrymen there. 
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Jloiuiay, 7th November 17%6 7 or 25th. Arppisi tif 
Akshaya .—This morning, Madan&nda PantiiL and I 
went to M. Lotion, with the circular letter to 
tho Killedars, Jagirdars, and Munsubahdans, 
which the Governor had drafted, yesterday, in 
French. We translated it into Telugu and Persian, 
and then prepared the number of copies required 
by the Governor. This occupied us until noon. 
The circular ran thus: "When Naw&b Anwar* 
ud-dln Khun, and his son MahftiX Khan dime 
to Poudichery last year, they, of their own accord, 
suggested to ns the expediency of attacking the 
English, and capturing their fort. They requested 
us to expel them from India, and promised to help us 
with 5,000 cavalry, and 10,000 infantry. They 
authorized us to capture Madras, at any cost, and to 
hoist the French flag there. The royal word was 
passed in the presence of many men of rank. We 
accordingly took Fort St. George, and now Mahfnz 
Khan comes, and tells us to restore it to the English. 
To enforce his demand, he proclaims war. This 
communication 13 intended to set forth to all people 
the existing circumstances of the case,” The argu¬ 
ment adduced in this letter will he better under¬ 
stood when the events detailed under this day's date 
have been perused. 

I returned to the Governor the draft, which 
he had written in French, and informed him that 
I had made the required number of copies in Persian, 
lie then asked mo why news from Madras had not 
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f 3 ir.n*. yet arrived. T replied : “ It is rumoured in the town 
™ 7, that M. Paradis attacked Mahfuz Khan, and put him 
m'ln’L to flight, and that after giving My lap ore over to 
pillage, he returned to Madras, No messenger or 
EES"" letter confirming this report has arrived from there. 
wSU 1 ' 1 * Definite news will be received to-day. 1 1 There¬ 
upon, the Governor suggested a reason explanatory of 
the delay of the mail from Madras, which was that 
negotiations for peace might bo going on, I did not 
like to contradict him, and therefore said that it 
Cuvemor’i must be as he suggested. He afterwards sum- 
?£!,•'s?iunnr moned the NayinSr, and strictly ordered him 
frtkfci!" 4 to recover the palanquin and censer which had 
been lost at Vizhuppnram, or the value thereof. 
He then permitted him to depart, 1 obtained 
leave of the Governor to retire, and went to my 
house. I had only just washed my hands, after 
having eaten my dinner, when a peon, sent by the 
jfeiMHh Governor, summoned me. I asked him whether 
tur das*!. j^ er& li- lC | arrived from Madras. He replied in the 
affirmative. I went to the Governor's house, at 2. 
An d no, * Ho at once said : “ Tidings have come from 
l " M Madras, When on the march with his troops, M, 
%***«» Paradis encountered the army of Mahfuz K ha n, who 
had drawn up liis men in four parties around the 
four sides of the bungalow on the sea-shore, near 
the estuary t at Mylapore, and had marshalled

array. 

“On approaching this force, M, Paradis con¬ 
structed a breast work of palmyra-trees, formed the 
soldier 3 and Mahe sepoys who accompanied him into 
four divisions, and ordered each of these to engage 
a separate body of the enemy. He placed himself 
at the head, of the foremost party, On this, throe 
Ilsichfir rockets and four cannon were fired by the 
Muhammadans. Their contents fell into the sen and 
river, and caused no damage. The French opened 
a fire of musketry on the enemy, killing numbers of 
them. The Muhammadans threw down their arms, 
and fled, with dishevelled hair and dress. Some fell 
dead when in the act of flight. The loss thus 
caused to them was immense. Mahfus Kh&n a! so 
ran on foot, until he reached his elephant, and 
mounting this, made his escape. He and his troops 
did not cease their flight until they reached Kun- 
nattflr. The rout was general, so much so that not 
a fly, not a sparrow, not a crow, was to be seen 
in all Mylapore. M. Paradis remained there for 
an hour, and then permitted his soldiers and sopoys 
to sack the town. After it had been pi'laged, 
he marched with his men towards Madras On 
the way, he was joined, nuar Triplicano, by M. do 
la Tour, with 200 soldiers and ](><> Mahd sepoys, 
and the combined force then entered Madras. Our 
troops sailed thirty camels, sixty or seventy bullocks, 
and forty or fifty horses. The camels and bullocks 
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rrirAP. were laden ivitli cloths and utensils, and some specie, 
—- tn pagodas aud rupees* If the troops with 51. de la 

«* 7 «*.r Tour had effected a junction a little earlier, the 
tSkT** 1 ^ Muhammadans would have been, completely crushed. 
As it is, they have yet some life left in them. 
Want of promptitude ou his part spoiled the under¬ 
taking.” 

The Governor uttered these last words angrily. 
n»ri»i On this, 1 observed : “ Our victory, as it stands, is 

ciuki'' *om a 

ISd a'Sifr. a sufficient one. What has never before befallen 
the Muhammadans, has now overtaken them. No 
greater evil could have occurred to them. You said 
that the number of the wounded ou our side was only 
two Mah£ sepoys, and that, with this exception, not 
the slightest harm was sustained by our men. Is not 
that the result of your good luck ? Providence 
completely protects your interests, for not one single 
life lias been lost in the French force, whilst of the 
enemy two or three hundred men have fallen. It is 
by the grace of God that you are able to con glut ul ate 
yourself on having vanquished such a man as the 
N awab. The capf ure of Madras was planned by you ; 
but this victory comes to you without your even 
thinking of it,” In these ter ms, did I sing the praises 
£%{»£ of the Governor. Madame Dnpleix, who was stand. 
jjwSSVn* mg by, observed in Tamil: “It is indeed wonderful 
that not one single soldier of ours should fall in the 
light! It is all duo to him who is bore.” “It is, 
indeed,” replied I. “ It is not in tho least surprising 
that not one Frenchman was killed in this action 
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with the Muhammadans. Take, for instance, the ciu*. 
capture of Fort Saint George. The English de* xx _^‘ 
fended it, with a thousand auldiers. The arms and whl? 46, 
ammunition,.shot, shell, and muskets, collected in the WnW 
fort exceeded, a hundred-fold, what were in Pondi- 
chory, They were fighting behind walls*, and our 
army had to advance in the open field. The attack 
continued for three da vs, and the fort surrendered ; 
and yet not one of our men was killed. Which do 
you consider the more remarkable? To me it 
appears more wonderful to gain a victory over 
Europeans, without the loss of a single life, than 
over the Muhammad an a, with the same good result.’* 

Iii this strain did 1, for two Indian hours, laud P st * lki 
the good sense, skill, and valour, of M, Dupleix, f"u£" 
and then remarked ; “ f take lo myself the credit 
of having predicted, in Miirgazhi [December] of 
last, year, the capture of Madras, by M. Dupleix. in 
that now current.’

Said I to Madame Dupleiv, “that the Governor 
would, by and by, obtain the credit of having 
vanquished the Nawab also ? ” She replied: 

“Truly, you did.” ‘'Now/ 1 1 said, “nee what 
hag befallen M. de la Bourdonnais, Because he Uaiiplfki. 
resisted the Governor’s authority, God raised a storm 
to discomfit him. He will cot escape; the halter 
which is to encircle his neck ig being prepared.** 

“ True, true ;replied Madame Dupleix, “ whatever w 
you have foretold has, so far, come to pass, 1 have 
no doubt that the rest of your predictions will he

St. David \ he being his friend. Ho was asked to 
W'«3*i dinner, and when lie sat down at table, two or 
dwertisr. three salutes were fired in his honor. Information

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of this reached me to-day at noon ; and I reported 
it to the Governor, this evening. 

This morning, Mah3d£va Aiyan delivered to roe a 
letter, from Vakil Subbaijan, which he had brought 
from A root. It informed roe that MuhfuK Khan was 
defeated on Friday, the 22nd [4th Wove tuber], in an 
action fought at Mylapore, and that he had fled, not 
even taking his upper garment with him, and had

I replied. He desired me to send for Lazar, and 
when ho came, the Governor questioned him. He 
Said that he was ready to place at the Governor’s 
disposal his own very humble dwelling, as also the 
house opposite to that of Kanakar&ya Mudali, which 
was the ont-house belonging to it, 1 was then at the 
areca-nut store-house. The Governor sent for rue, 
and intimated that Lazar had consented to make 
over his own house, and that in front of Kanaka- 
r&ya Aludali's. “ You must ask,” said he, ** for 
the use of the building which Pedro gave to 
his wife, and in which Husain Sahib’s wife was 
residing.” I replied that when 1 asked them for it, 
the owners refused to lend it. He thereupon sent 
for Malaiyappa Mudali, and demanded of him the 
keys of the building. He delivered them to the 
Governor, who sent them to me. 

Tanappa Mudali, who, for the last twenty days,

the doings of Mahfuz Ehan, in defiance of Ids father’s

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authority; the defeats sustained by him in two 
battles ; the taking of Madras by the l 1 rench, under 
the authority of Anwar-nd-din £h&n ; the capture of 
French, vessels by the English, and their tricks; 
and the seizure oE a ship bearing the Emperor s 
Hag. A letter wa3 also written to Imitn Sahib 
in reply to that offering congratulations on the 
capture of Madras. A copy of that addressed 

to the Nijf&m was enclosed in this, with the 

request that Invlm Sahib would bo pleased to 

explain the contents thereof to him. 1 wrote 

also to Imam Bd^ib’s son, who is at My lap ore, 
enclosing the abovementionod letters, requesting 
him to forward them to his father at the Nijdm’s 
camp, and asking him to come to Poudichery, 
I despatched these at half-past 10 this morning. 

This evening, 1 forwarded the letters written 
to the Killedars, and to Mir GhuMra Husain, who 
is at Tinnevelly, concerning the doings of Malifux 
I delivered to the three peons who went to 
Tinnevelly the letter for Mir Ghuldm Husain, and 
another addressed by S&mba Aiyan to Gdvanadi 
Bali Chetti. 

Bonn a Pillai, the son of Narayana Filial, came 
to me, arid said that TilnappaMudali had sent Gana* 
pnti and KondA Reddi, to deprive him of the 
accounts which he had in connection wit h the washer¬ 
men's dep&t, and had directed him to take charge 
of a particular section, but that he had refused to 
accept the new appointment because he was asked to 
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do this wort tor a. single section, although he was 
formerly engaged in keeping the accounts of the whole 
dep&t. What, wag written in my horoscope lias now 
been confirmed ; namely, that X should live to the 
age of ninety-nine years, for this day has clearly 
revealed the enemy who has been so long doing 
me mischief. What Still remains for me to see is his 
speedy downfall. T have no news of importance 
to record. 

Sund<i*f t 18th WovBmh&r 17h6 % or Ixt KdHtigai of 
Akshaya .—The following letters were received at 9, 
this morning : —Three from Husain Sahib addressed 
to the Governor, Tanappa Mudali, and me res¬ 
pectively, three from Asad Sahib similarly directed, 
one from Vakil Samba Aiyan, and one to the 
Governor from M, de Kerjean. The letter from 
Husain S&h'h ran as follows : " I have with me, in 
my house, the three Europeans, whose release I 
procured hv standing surety for them. I struck off 
their fetters, hail them taken to the bath, washed, 
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and clothed, and X give them good food every day. 

Your people in Madras, and those who came from 
Poodiehery, instead of accepting proposals for peace, 
attacked the Muhammadans. It is not yet too late 
to bring about a settlement. One ean be effected 
by delivering Fort St. George into the hands of 
His Highness Muhammad Alabinas Khan. If this 
is not done, the Subahdars of Cnddapah and other 
places ; Yachama NSyakkan and other poligars ; ^n«^' 
and the muusubahdars, are prepared to attack you 
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chap, by land. The English will do so by sea, with thirty 
*^5. ships. You will then have to surrender the fort. 
,i Ji ? ii1fu But if you now give it up to Hahfuss J£h&n, you will 

t^Tn.™«' U he regarded as having done us a favour, ami the good 
eomiiiuiiice, understanding at present existing between us will 
continue unimpaired, from generation to generation- 
How can you hope to carry on your business, 
if you make an enemy of the ruler of this country f 1 
It is on the score of our long-standing friend¬ 
ship that I now address you. Do not imagine that 
this letter is written in a spirit of bravado. When 
the ruler of a kingdom is bent on accomplishing 
an object, he is not easily to be diverted from his 
purpose.” In his letter to the Governor, Asad Sahib 
GnEiLnhlii earnestly entreated him to return a favourable 
answer to the demands made by > T awfib Husain Sahib, 
and in his letters to me and Tanappa Mudali, he 
asked os to prevail on the Governor to accede to 
them- I read and interpreted these letters to the 
Governor, who directed me to write a reply to Husain 
Sahib, as follows: “We have never before seen 
iii'itiyo< European envoj's seized, chained, and otherwise mal* 
E’SESJ treated ; neither have we ever heard of such a 
Hump. thing having been done, nor do we imagine that 
it can occur in the future. We have now seen 
this atrocity committed. In no country, however 
high inimical feeling may run between nations, 
or to whatever excesses they may carry the 
violence of war, has such a thing been seen or heard 
of as the fettering, imprisonment, and subjection 
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to a thousand other indignities, of those who are 
peacefully travelling us envoys. We have, how¬ 
ever, now beheld this done by His Highness 
Mahfnz EMn. But we rejoice to hoar that you 
have taken the French envoys out. of durance, 
brought them to your house, given them clothes, and 
otherwise treated them with courtesy, imd have sup¬ 
plied all their wants. For this your kindness, we 
and our descendants are beholden to you. An act of 
this kind in as though it had been done to us and ours, 
and we shall not forget it. We entreat, you to set at 
liberty the three men whom you now" have with von. 
As for .tort St. George, it having once passed under 
the flag of oar King, we cannot give it up without 
orders from Mm. The restoration of the fort does 
not rest with us. So longas we have life loft, we will 
not surrender it.’ 1 The Governor then directed me to 
write to Vakil Snbhaiyan authorizing him to furnish 
M. de Kurjean, and the other captives, with what¬ 
ever they required from the thousand rupees that 
he had been ordered to draw. 1 sent these letters 
by Husain Sahib’s messengers, to whom I gave a 
present of Rs. i0. M. de Kerjean'u servant, an Arab, 
accompanied them, with his master’s clothes. 

According to the latest accounts, Mahfuz Khan 
is encamped with 300 horse, and 1,000 foot, at 
Muttu Ramu Chetti’s choultry, which lies to the 
westward of SriperumbddOr, and eastward of Con- 
jeeveram. M. Paradis, the Commandant of Madras, 
is living on plunder, and taking Ids ease. Mr. Hinde

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Chap, the Governor of Fort St. David, who was once

— alarmed for the safety of his fort, and then 
-tn.ith,' directed the merchants who hart contracted to 

(kreniur of 

t£reja. supply cloths to the Company, to sell these outside 
the fort, and bring the proceeds to him, has now 
recovered heart a little, and having ordered that 
the cloths remaining unsold should be brought to 
him, has examined them, and given directions that 
they should be bleached. He has disbanded 1,000 
of his native troops, which at first numbered 
8,000 men. The people who had fled panic-stricken 
Cixiiujonv from Cuddalore and Fort St. David, have now 
returned, bringing with thorn, little by little, their 
valuables. These items of news have been received 
here, from a reliable source. 

It is said that the inhabitants of Porto Novo have 
betaken themselves to .... * As the 
French soldiers attacked Vizhuppuram, killed ten 
men, and sacked the town; as Mahfuz Khan has 
been defeated in battle at Mylapore; and as the 
amalddrs and all the heads of castes under the 
it,.port,ii Nawdb's Government are in hiding, not daring 
“J 1 to show their faces withiu four leagues of their 
lormsoTo. koegea, all the inhabitants of Porto Novo have fled 
in abject terror; sotno to Chidambaram, and nthers, 
temporarily, to Fort St. David, on the ground that 
that is a safe place of refuge; at least in the existing 
state of affairs. We must await the course of events.

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Monday, Ikth November 17b6, or 2nd Kdrttigtti 
'>/ Akxhaya. —To-day, a letter was received from 
Madras, in which it was stated that the English had 
been ordered, according to the custom obtaining in 
Europe, *o undertake not to wear swords, or to 
fight against the French, and to present themselves 
before their conquerors whenever called upon to 
do so. It further intimated that the English were 
preparing to leave Madras. News also arrived that 
not a vestige of the Muhammadans was to bo seen 
in Mylapore, that the inhabitants of that place, 
including Pathans, Guzerdtis, Nawaits, Tamil inns, 
Telugus, and others, had fled with their little 
children, and with the property which they had 
succeeded in saving from plunder, to the Chmgloput 
ptiMyam; that Asad Sahib, the son-in-law of Husain 
Sahib, had gone as far as Tindivanam, for the purpose 
of bringing back with him Bad@ Sahib’s wife and 
others, but. on receipt of a letter from her stating 
that she did not intend to accompany him, and that 
he need not trouble to come, had returned to Arcot, 
whence he had set out. There is nothing more of 
importance to relate. 

I went, as usual, to the Governor, conversed 
familiarly, with him on the customary topics, and 
then proceeded to the areca-nut store-house. After 
a while, he sent for me, and said: “As you 
know, all the merchants of Madras have left 
it, and have dispersed in various directions. Write 
to the whole of them, and invite them to settle 
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at Pondicliery, Tell them that the English have 
lost all hope of recovering Madras, and are quit* 
ting it; and that they must give up any hope 
that they may have entertained that Madras would 
yet be restored to the English. Assure them that 
if they desire to settle at Pondichery, such of their 
houses and property in Madras as have escaped being 
sacked and pillaged will be restored to them.” I 
answered that I would write accordingly. The 
Governor then said : “ Why have you not sent your 
brother to Madras ? Would he not be useful in 
drawing up engagements with the merchants, and 
granting (hem leases, etc,? ” 1 replied : “ Yes, sir.” 
He continued: " I will hold a Council now, and 
arrange to send MM. do la Touche, Cot tore l, Lhostis, 
and Herigoyen to Madras. Toll your brother to be 
ready to start with them.” “ I will do so,” I said; 
and then, came away. The Governor afterwards suin* 
moned M. dotterel, M. dc La Touche, and the other 
two gentlemen, and directed them to be prepared to 
start for Madras. 

Tuesday, 15th November 17 k$, or 3rd Kdrttigai 
oj Ahhaija. —When l went to see the Governor, 
to-day, he ordered me to bring to him the copies 
which bad been made, for record, of the letters sent 
two or three days previously to the Niglm and I mum 
Sdhib. 1 put them into covers, and handed them 
to him. He took them, saying that ho would send 
copies by way of Masulipatam. I next explained to 
him the contents of the letters received from Mir 
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Husain KMn. the Killedar of Vazhudtvfir, and 
Miy&u S&Mb of Perumukkal. The Governor was 
pleased, and said r “ From their letters, it appears 
that these people are not annoyed at what we wrote 
concerning the misdoings of Mnhfuz KMn.” Ho 
continued to talk with me, as usual, concerning the 
affairs of Madras, and the Muhammadans of Arcot. 

To-day, I sent a circular to Qadir Tfusain KMn. 
Killedar of the Mahd circle, Zufar Qarar 'All KMn 
the poligar of Karnnguzhi, . . , the Killedar 

of KavMpukkam, Srinivasa Kao the Killedar of Arm, 
and Mun Roup Sing the Killedar of old Gingee, 
complaining of the unjust! liable conduct of Nawab 
Miihfuz Khun, in having provoked the French to 
war, and having imprisoned their envoys and loaded 
them with chains. 

When I visited the Governor, he mentioned to 
mo that M. Paradis had written to him that the 
Armenian inhabitants of Madras had promised 
to settle permanently at Pondiohery, audio persuade 
the other merchants to do the same. 

lYednc&day, 16th November 17^6, or Jfth KdrttUjai 
oj A kultayu .—This morning, I went to M. Cornet, to 
a3k him for a supply of superior wheat for 
the use of Chaedd Sahib's family, lie showed me 
samples of the wheat and paddy in stock, and said 
that, there were no other grams in the market. 
I afterwards went to the Governor's house, and 
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cm.if. whilst I was there, a letter arrived from Muhammad 
jcxxif; 

— 'All Khan. The writer characterised the defeat 
of Mahfnst Kh an ns a judgment inflicted on him by 
f^Hjnmp, Providence, through the instrumentality of tiie 
‘ALiK^lti French, for having murdered Safdar ’Alt KMn 
and his son, and entreated that the measures set on 
foot for effecting ihe liberation of Chanel5 SGhib 
shonhl not be lost sight of. He also observed that 
the French should teach many other lessons to the 
son of N’awib Anwar-ud-d in Khftn. and that they 
would hereafter bo regarded with esteem by both 
the Nifiilm, and the Emperor. lie paid many more 
compliments to the French.

At 5 this evening, MM. ilc la Touche, Lhostis, 
Cotterol, and Herigoyen, started for Madras, 
Prior to bis departure, M. do la Touche went at 
4 o’clock, to bid farewell to M. Dulanrens, who, in 
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sharp 1 Ling a ago, demanded of him immediate payment

M. Dul a arena would not listen, and insisted on 
instant settlement, 1 was then summoned by M. do 
la Touche, who, prefacing that I had with me the 
gold obtained by trade with Achoen last year 
mid the Colombo arrack supplied this year, desired 
me to satisfy the demand of M. Dnlaureus. “ We 
will, at some future time,” said ho to me, “ settle 
the balance of our accounts.

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Anwar-ud-dfu Khan, and for no sufficient reason, 
attacked the French al Madras ; that he had seized, 
fettered, and imprisoned the Europeans who had been 
sent as envoys to him; and that ho was protracting a 
useless war, arrived. In this, the Killed&r wrote : “ I 
have perused all the information conveyed in your 
letter. What you say in it is j ust. The proper course 
Kfor the Muhammadans to follow Is to he on friendly 
terms with you, always. It was wrong of them to 
have imprisoned the envoys. I will communicate 
these remarks to Kawftb Anwar-ud-dln Khan. 1 ’ I 
interpreted the contents of the letter to the Gov- 
wiionnkj ernor. He then said to me: “Now that Muhammad

sar to } Ali Khan has returned, shall we write to him ? ” 
wuxtao.' I replied: “ Of what use would that be ? Is be not 
the younger brother of Mahfuz Khan ? You will 
probably receive, either to-day or to-morrow, a reply

.hpwmiwu appears to me desirable to await this, before writing 
to Muhammad 'All, You can, however, act as seems 
cwbw fit.” The Governor rejoined : *' I agree with you, 
fH» and will do as you say.” I then reported to him 
that the Muhammadan officials had attempted to 
SUE* arrest the postal servants at Mettu pftlaiyam and 
Tiruvfindippram, who belonged to the establish¬ 
ment of Kiri kill, and that the men had succeeded 
in uscapiug. The Governor said to mo: “ Shall wo 
Ai><i*iTfrr- write a letter of complaint to the NawSb?" “Not 
nlwpbia 1 '" now,” 1 renlieri : “ it does net seem to me to be

y»witiF. wisest course to follow,” " Them send to mo 
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the persons who made their escape,*'exebrimed the r f ' n ' F . 
Governor. I promised that I would, and having ’' 
directed the native guard to place the men before 
the Governor, I went home. On this day, I engaged 
50 peons, and sent them onto Muttaiya Pilki. 

To-day being that of the xhasti * observed in iw^of 
honour of the God Subramapiyan, the wife of Chimin ££75^, 
Parasuntmn Pillai set up six &ala*<is + in view to 
invoking the presence of the deity, and religiously 
performed all the ceremonies fixed for the fast. The 
gifts distributed on this occasion were liberal, and ^ F !^if r it<< 
amounted in valuo to 400 pagodas, the income of the 
lady being enormous. Chiuna Parasurani* Pillai has 
been lying unconscious for some time past.

•if ilkxhatja .—The reply of Muhammad Miyfin of 
Chidambaram to the letter addressed to him in a 
style similar to tlmt of those written to the Kill©- 
dars, was recoiled to-day. It said; ** Your letter 
lias reached me, and I hare perused it with much 
pleasure. The attitude of Mnhftiz Khun is certainly 
unjustifiable. It appears that God has ordained 
the overthrow of Ids kingdom. You must be as 
watchful as ever, f have a few secrets to intrust 
to yon. They are not such as can be committed to 
writing. Send persons, in your confidence, to whom 
1 may communicate them/’ The Governor listened, 
with satisfaction, to my interpretation of this letter, 
which also made mention of some other matters, 
lie then requested Uaj 6 Pandit, the accountant of 
the household of Chanda Sahib, to write, in suitable 
terms, to Fatteh Sing, Baghfiji Bh&nsla, Srlpati Jctao, 
S;in Hhiiji Kao, and Aminat Khun the son of Shill 
Ahmad Kinm, who was in the service of the Nifi&m, 
negotiating for the liberation of his master. K&jd 
Pandit agreed to do this. 

The ship Frinrexs Mary arrived to-day, from 
Madras. She is reported to have on board the mer¬ 
chandise of the English Company, which was seized 
there ; the goods nod effects of Mr. Bar novel and his 
followers, those of Coja Petrus, Coja Tatouse, and a 
few others; the personal effects of M. Barthilemy, 
M. de Buty, and others; and twenty-five English 
soldiers. It is also reported that Mr. Barneval, 
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M. Barth&emy, M. de Bury, Petrus, Tafcouse, Mr. 
Morse the Governor of Madras, Mi*. Monson the 
Deputy Governor, and other Englishmen, are coming 
from Madras to Bondichery, nest Monday. 

1 gave up the lease of Nallanna Mud all’s house, 
in which I hitherto stored piece-goods, and engaged 
the house of BMaiy&ppu Mudali, in Biiju Street, to 
which 1 transferred my merchandise, to-day. This 
evening, at the lime of the rising of Taurus, I 
performed the ceremony of occupying the house for 
the first time. 1 presented betel and nut to the 
guests whom 1 had invited, and having duly com¬ 
pleted the ceremony, went home at 8. 

Sunday t SOfh Noctmher 17Jf6 t or 8 th Kurttitjai of 
Mahay a ,—'This morning, I went to the house of 
Harisankar Tarwadi, who acts as agent for Kdsi 
Das liukkaiiji, and who arrived here the day before 
yesterday. I paid my respects to him, and said: ** I 
heard that you arrived here the day before yesterday, 
and that you are unwell. You have been away for 
two years and a half. I aiu glad that you have 
returned here after so long an absence. Your 
younger brother, who managed your affairs, during 
your absence, has conducted himself creditably.” 
Harisankar spoke to ute of his journey to Tiruputi 
andol his illness. He said that he was now better, 
and expressed the hope that Kflsi Dhs Bukknnji 
and I would he friends for ever, lie presented me 
With two shawls, worth 20 pagodas. I accepted 
them, with suitable acknowledgments, and as i was 
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preparing to go to the Governor’s house, Tar wadi 
asked me to introduce him to the Governor. I 
promised to do so, and departed on my errand. 

The Governor asked me whether any news had 
arrived from Arcot. I replied that some might 
be expected, in the course of the day. I then con¬ 
versed with him on the affaii'3 of Madras, and those 
of Anwar, nd-din Khan of Arcot, Mahfnz Khan, and 
the English: I spoke to him of the high point 
which liis good fortune had reached, of the success 
which attended all his undertakings, and of the 
defeat of his enemies; of his own high birth, and of 
the low parentage of those associated with him in 
the Government, He exclaimed : “ What you say is 
true; all the Councillors of Pondichery are of very 
low estate in their own country.” He gave me the 
pedigrees of most of the Frenchmen in Pondichery. 
“ Bnt you must remember,” said he, “ that of all 
the men here, M. d’Auteuil is the first as regards 
family. You, however, cannot know who are of 
high birth, and who are not.” I confessed my 
ignorance, and seasoned my speech with suitable 
flattery. This conversation between me and the 
Governor lasted for nearly four Indian hours. At 
the end of it, I intimated to him that ’All Kaqt 
desired to pay him a visit of ceremony. “ What 
should be done? ” asked ho. I replied : ” A salute 
of fifteen guns should bo fired in his honour. 
Presents of bread-cloth, flasks of Hungary water, 
and so on, should be made to him In accordance 
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with custom.” " Do as you think fit,” said the um*. 
Governor, I noxt asked permission to introduce — 
llarisaukar Tarwldj, to him, at so mu future time. Atkipen 
Do as you like, lie exclaimed. I next requested 
instructions in certain matters. 41 Do as you will,’’ *' uh ' 

3aid the Governor. I then spoke to him on behalf 
of the postal servants belonging to Klrikftl, and 
asked whether I might send them away, as they .inioto-tu 
desired to return to the places from which they 
had come, on the score that they were urged to do 
so by the people living tliero, who were amicably 
disposed towards them. “ If you see no objection, 
you may tell them to go,” replied he. J accordingly 
directed the men to depart. It being now midday, 

I obtained leave to go home. 

At 4 in the afternoon, the Governor summoned 
me to translate to him a letter which had been re¬ 
ceived from VakSI Subb;dvan of Areot, w ho wrote as r >h 
follows: “Husain Sahib has informed me that Anwar- 
ud-dinKban is planning an advance against Madras, K*nta* 
as tho Governor of Pondichery continues firm in his 
refusal to rustoro it. He asked me if it was true 
that one of the French captives here is the son of 
the older sister of the Governor of Pondichery. J 
replied that M. de Bury's son was so related. Husain Rruu«» 
Sfihib thereupon sent for the three French prisoners, 
and made them give him an account of the cap- ALhlb" 
turn of Madras. When they described the effect, of 
tho shells fired during the siege, he was greatly 

astonished. He asked them to write a letter to the 
is 
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Governor of Pondichery, but they declined, buying 
that they wore not worthy to do so. He thereupon 
considered whom ho might send as his agent to 
Pondicbory, He asked ine if I would go. I replied 
that. I could not do so without the Governor’s pel 1 ' 
mission. I request that twenty candles may be 
forwarded for the use of the prisoners! and also that 
an interpreter, who knows French, may be sent. 
The idea of war is not now so hotly discussed as 
it was ; they are growing cool with regard to it. 
Anwar-ud*d3u Khan has returned from T rich! no poly, 
with 80J horse.“ I told all this to the Governor, 
who directed mo to send a reply to Subbaiyun, in 
the following toms : “Do not return to Poudi- 
chery, even though you axe desired to do ao. See 
carefully to the welfare of the throe Frenchmen. 
Twenty candles are sent, as requested. Keep ua 
correctly informed of everything that occurs in 
Arcot.” I despatched the letter, us well as the 
candles ; and 1 also sent an interpreter acquainted 
with French. When the Governor and I were 
discussing the affairs of the Muhammadans—Mada- 
natida Pandit being at the time present—ho directed 
me to write to the Nawfib saying that he was willing 
to restore Madras if he would, on his part, grunt 
territory, including Yilliyanallflr and the surround¬ 
ing taluk, yielding a revenue of 20,000 pagodas 
a year. I suggested that the proposal should not 
emanate from us now, but that we should wait 
until it was made by the other side. The Governor 
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agreed with mo. “I cannot/’ ho said, “accept 
the terms which the IMiihammadaiiB may propose to 
me, mo roly because my nephew is a prisoner in their 
hands. I must follow the course which I have laid 
down for myself, irrespective of the interests of the 
persons concerned. This is in accordance with the 
code of honour of the French nation.” In illustra¬ 
tion of this, ho told me many anecdotes bearing on 
the point. “ \\ r e must, however,” he continued, 
“ use every endeavour to induce the merchants 
of .Madras to come to, and settle at, Pondtcherv.'' 
I listened to all that he said, mating, from time 
to time, such replies as were expected. lie then 
went out for a drive, and I betook myself to the 
areca-nut afore.house. ’Whilst I was there, a letter 
came from Khan Bahadur Rahim Zafar ’All Klmn the 
Killedar of Kanmguzhi palaij am and son-in-law of 
Hirasat Khan, in reply to the circular sent to him. I 
went to the Governor, and tmuslated the letter 
to him. It ran as follows: ,f I have perused your 
letter. I have nothing to write to you. Whatever 
God lias foreordained will assuredly come to pass. 
Justice leads to victory; injustice to defeat. The 
truth of this maxim is borne out by the events that 
have occurred.” The Governor listened, with satis¬ 
faction, to what 1 read. 

Monday, 21st Notcm^v J7U6 t or 9f/t Kdrttigai of 
AfahfUja . — MSr Ghuldm Husain's reply to tho letter 
of courtesy, informing him of the capture of Fort 
St. George, arrived this evening, from Tinnevelly, 
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and was forwarded through his father. It expressed 
the writer’s extreme satisfaction at the taking of 
Madras, and conveyed the wish that the French 
ini gist, gain many such victories. “ The faces of 
your enemies,” continued the letter, <f have been 
blackened, I rejoice in your victory, as though 
it were my own. As regards the payment of 
interest due on the debt, my father has not com¬ 
municated anything to tne. If 3 'ou have already 
liquidated it, well and'good. If not, do so at oner.” 
I conveyed all this to the Governor, who directed 
me to remind him on the morrow regarding the 
payment of the interest. 

TTe sent me a letter which ho had received, by the 
Madras post, from Hasan ’All Kfrdn the son of Imfrni 
Silbib, who wto to as follows : "I have forwarded 
your letters to the Xigsim, and Imam Sahib. As 
3 ’ours to me was put into my ? hands when I was 
about to start for Ty'Sgnv, and had already sent my 
baggage in advance, I have been compelled to post¬ 
pone my journey to Fondiohery, for which I shall 
start in a few days 1 time. Send me a draft for 
Rs, 10,000, to meet my expenses." I interpreted 
this letter to the Governor* who directed me to 
obtain, from the merchants, a draft for Its. 10,000, 
I replied that I would ask Hasan ’All’s people at 
Fondiohery to negotiate far it. The Governor 
agreed to my suggestion. We then discussed, 
amongst other subjects, the best means to induce 
the Madras merchants to settle in Pondichery; 
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the confusion into which the Naw&Vs court at 
A rent had been thrown by n false report that the 
French were marching to surprise the town ; ami 
how, when it turned out that the supposed troops 
were nothing more than a hundred fugitive English 
soldiers who were passing A root, the Nawab, An war- 
ad-din Klidn, dismissed his fours, and regained liis 
equanimity* At the close of our conversation, 1 
took leave, and went homo. 

Wednedfoij, 23rd November lth6 i orl 1th KdHtigni 
of Aitihayfi .—-This morning, I translated to the 
Governor a letter from the Killodnr of oki Gingoc. 
This said : “ I was greatly rejoiced on reading your 
letter. Mahfuz Khan’s conduct cannot be justified. 
Heaven will mete out retribution to him. Youth, 
wealth, or power, each one {done, is sufficient to 
bring the possessor of it to ruin. Mahfuz KMn, 
howevor, has all throe of these. To crown his other 
failings, lie has, also, an evil disposition. What 
more can 1 say to account- for hU conduct? It is, 
however, well to maintain friendly relations with 
the Nawftb.” I explained to the Governor these 
remarks, ami the other friondty terms in which the 
letter was couched, and he Wa3 pleased. 

Bacliq Sahib sent, from Vellore, a letter addressed 
to the Governor, and another to me. To the 
Governor lie wrote: “ I am grateful for the pro¬ 
tection which you extended to me, in Pondiobery, 
during the time of the Mahratba inroads. Mali fur, 
Khan swears that ho will capture Madras, and 
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c«*r. Pondichery. I would advise you, therefore, to make 
— * ponce with him, or if you will not, to be on your 
Tj^hniiir guard.*' fie dwelt further on this subject. In his 
letter to me lie wrote i “It would be well if you 
Khan' 1 send your children mid valuables to Vellore, I! will 
Min depute horsemen and peons to protect them on tho 
Jjjjjjtad 0 way. I will al 3 o provide carriages, and dhcolics to 
r^Vo"' carry your children. Naw&h Mahfua J£ban lias 
reached this, after his defeat, and has not aban¬ 
doned the idea of capturing Madras and Pondichery. 
Gome if you can; but if yon cannot, at least send 
your children here, in order that they may be in 
safety.” 1 interpreted these friendly letters of 
Sadiq Sfthib to the Governor, who, with a smile, 
directed me to write in acknowledgment, assuring 
him of the continuance of good feeling between 
them, and stating that the time would come when 
he, too, would write to the Governor as a friend, con¬ 
gratulating him on the successes which ho would, by 
tho favour of Heaven, gain over Mali fin: KMn, 
even though the latter should come nt the head 
of nil his forces, and be supported by all his allies. 
I wrote a reply accordingly; I also wrote another, 
couched in due terms of regard, to the let ter ad dressed 
to me, and despatched them both, 
a* nr nr Some time ago, one Kfsava Rao, who came

^ the Mahrattas, as the agout of Fattch Sing, 

bon™, arrived here to treat touching the affairs of the 
Raja of Tanjore. He now sent a letter in the 
subjoined terms: " Mnhfuz Khan and Muhammad 
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’Ali Khun are both collecting troops to attack you. 
If you will send me 5,000 pagodas, I will como 
with 2,000 Mahratta horse, and put to rout the 
whole of the Muhammadan army/' On my trans¬ 
lating this to the Governor, he told me to write 
in reply, acknowledging the courtesy, ami declining 
the offer of aid, on the ground that troops had 
arrived from France in great numbers, and that 
the Governor of Pondichery was at a loss to know 
how, or where, to employ them. I wrote accord¬ 
ingly, and despatched the letter. 

A communication arrived, to-day, from Subba- 
iyau. It stated that Muhammad 'All Etui/s camp 
was pitched at Satpur, which he had occupied with a 
thousand horse, on the 8th instant [20th November]; 
that the talk of the camp was of an advance 
against Pondichery, but that the behaviour of the men 
gave the lie to their words, for the troopers, the 
Jemadars, and their commander Muhammad ’Ali 
turned pale with alarm, and looked as if they had 
been overwhelmed by the incarnation of misfortune, 
whenever it was seriously proposed to them to do 
battle with the Europeans; and that they talked 
bravely, though their hearts were quaking with 
exceeding fear. Husain Sahib, so the writer stated, 
was Beiiding a Brahman to the Governor, who was 
requested to show the new comer some civility, and 
to look to his wants. Subbaiyan further said that 
the liberation of the French captives was not of easy 
accomplishment, that he wa3 continually considering 
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the subject, and that he would lot the Governor 
know when the undertaking appeared likely to 
succeed. Ho also mentioned that he would draw 
on the agents at Lildpfitlni, in Areot, for 1,000 
rupees ; that he would pay 100 to Golub Sing, that 
ho was supplying all the wants of the French 
prisoners, that he intended to take out of the 1,000 
rupees only the amount now absolutely inquired, 
leaving the remainder in the hands of the agents, to 
be drawn whenever it was wanted, and tbalAnwar- 
ud-din Kh;in passed sixty or seventy motions a day, 
and was not likely to live much longer. I told this 
to the Governor, Subbaiyan further said in his 
letter that when Ktinakar&ya Mudali was living, he 
used to receive fruit, but that he got none now. 
lie asked that a basket of guavas might be sent. 
The Governor accordingly ordered that one should 
be forwarded. 

Governor He then summoned me, and told me, iu private, tq 
slb^Mjiu write to Snbbfuysm, and Husain Suhib. The letter to 
the former was to the following effect: 11 Let Husain 
Sahib know', that, to put an end to the ill-feeling 
which exists between us and Anwar-ud-din Khan, 
rtui in iim we propose to attack and capture Fort St. David, 
lEi™'* and to give the Muhammadans possession of tlie 
aihftoT in adjoining villages and country. We contemplate 
occupying the fort for a time, ami then trans- 
st. unmi. f firr jj|g them. Tell Ilunain Sfihib that they 

need not restore the fort, or villages, to the English, 
after they have passed into their hands, and urge 
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him to conciliate the Nnivab, anil spjertily obtain 
from him an order for us to attack Fort St. David. 
Explain alt this to Husain Sahib, and lot us know, ns 
soon ns possible, what he says.** The Governor far¬ 
ther directed me to write to Husain Sahib the details 
conveyed in the letter addressed to Snbbaiyftn t and to 
add: “Our vakil will visit you, and explain every¬ 
thing, fully. If you accede to onr request, and effect 
the accomplishment of our object, it will redound to 
your credit, and there will be no friendship lost 
between us. We will continue to bo at peace with 
Anwin-ud-dm Khan Sahib.’* After I had written 
these two letters, 1 sent them away by messengers, 
The original drafts were lodged in the custody 
of Mudandnda Pandit. Thus much for the news of 
to-day. 

Thursday, 24th November 17kS, or 12th K&rltigai 
of A&shaya. —The Governor said to me, to-day: 
" Muhammad ’Ali Kirin, son of Anwar-ud-dJn Kirin, 
has, as yon know, returned from a campaign on the 
banks of the Krishna, beyond the Pass. Now write 
a letter to him.” I replied: “ I will, if you so 
desire, but give me instructions how to draft it.” 
“ For tlio last forty days, ” exclaimed he, “ you 
bnvc, at my bidding—which has been to use your 
discretion—written letters to various persons, and 
even to the Nijj&ni, without, oner asking for any 
hints from mo. How is it that, in tins instance, 
you seek for directions to guide you in draft¬ 
ing one?” “Hitherto,” I replied, "I had no 
17 
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occasion to ask for express instructions, as yosil¬ 
eus tom has been to bold a conversation with me 
on the subject of a letter, before requiring me to 
write it, and, from that, I gathered your views on 
the matter, and framed my communications accord¬ 
ingly.” « Well, well, ” said the Governor, " write 
now without having obtained any such clue to my 
ideas. Use your own judgment in drafting the 
letter. This will bo a test of your ability.’ 1 did 
so, and read it out to him. He approved highly of 
It, and ordered me to despatch it, which 1 did by 
two peons. 

At 5 this evening, Mr. Morse, the Governor of 
Madras, with his wife and children, Mr. Monson, 
Deputy Governor of Madras, and five or six more 
Englishmen, arrived, accompanied by MM. BartluS- 
leiiiy, de Bury, de laTillebagne, and Delarcho ■ a few 
other Europeans, 200 soldiers, and J 00 sepoys*. One 
hundred soldiers, fifty Mahd sepoys, and a few offi¬ 
cers, went out from Pondichery, as Far as KfilapSttni, 
to meet them. The party, having dined there at 
noon,-set out in the evening. M. Dupleix and the 
Councillors joined it, at Minakslii Atnmfil’s choultn , 
and returned with it. As they passed through the 
Madras gate of the town, a salute of twenty-one guns 
was fired; and a similar one was accorded when the 
whole party entered the Governor’s house. A third 
salute was tired when they sat down to drir.k wine. 
The conversation at table continued for two Indian 
hours, and at the end of that time the Governor’s wife 
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took r.hej guests away, to show them the building 
assigned for their accommodation. This was the 
Comricil-house, situated to the west of the Gover¬ 
nors mansion, and it had already been furnished, 
with bedsteads and other requisites, for the use of 
ite occupants. Having seen their apartments, the 
guests returned to the Governor 1 ® house, where 
supper was served, and when this was over, they 
went to the Council- house for the night. 

Now, all the attention paid to the ex-Govern or 
of Madras, and his party, was uncalled for. If Mr. 
Moran had visited Pondichery during the time that 
he still heM the Governorship of Madras, so much 
respect would not have been shown to him, but, 
ou the contrary, much less. Because M* Dupleix 
received Mr* Morse with great honour, the whole 
town praised his magnanimity. I he number of 
those composing the crowd which gathered along 
the road from the boundary hedge to the Gover¬ 
nor's house, to see Mr, Morse pass, was beyond all 
calculation* The people were so densely packed that 
room could not have been found sufficient to let 
fall even a grain of gingelly-seed amidst thorn. It 
may be imagined, then* how much Mr, Morse must 
have felt his position, when the eyes of all the 
people in the town were thus conceulrated upon him. 
To picture the grief which he must have experienced, 
mid the measure of it, is not in my power. Joy and 
borrow are twiu*born in this world* A reverse of 
fortune is* in the eyes of the wise, no disgrace* 
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The downfall of Fort St. George, and the sufferings 
inflicted on it* defenders* are only the inscrutable 
dispensations of Providence. But evil should not 
befall even our enemies. 

At 8 at night, the Governor summoned mo, and 
said: “ Many goods, and property of various kinds, 
have been set down all along the road between your 
choultry and Muttiyiilpettai, by the people who 
accompanied Mr. Morse's party. Order the poll- 
gar's 9 men to institute a search in the houses in 
that direction, in case any goods should he secreted 
within them; and let everything that is found be 
brought to tho town-gate." In consequence of t his, 
innumerable cotton cloths were taken there, and the 
Governor directed M, be Bon to inspect them, and 
order their removal, 

Friday t 2Sth Nit nv»*JW 17k€, or 13th !\drtt\gai 
of Akzhatja. —The poligar's men complained to the 
Governor that some of tlio French soldiers and 
Mahd sepoys refused to deliver up their goods and 
baggage, and even assumed a threatening attitude, 
when asked for them. Thereupon, the Governor 
ordered M. Duquesue, with twenty soldiers, to 
accompany the poligar’s peons, and to have all 
the baggage, whether it belonged to the French 
soldiers, or to the sepoys, or was the property of 
the English, or of their Governor, conveyed to the 
Madras gate. When the refractory soldiers heard

— Mylapore, over to plunder. The French soldiers, 
Jf.lilSSSr se P°J^» !int l o-imp followers, then set to work in a 
StVeu- method i cal moi m or, a ml co in pi e tely g u t, ted t he to w n . 
On Saturday, tho 23rd instant [5th November], 
Mylapore was again sacked by tho French troops, 
on their own account. The Pariahs, Pallis, Muham¬ 
madans, and other people of Mylapore, as well as the 
populace of the surrounding country, joined in 
pillaging. Thus, between them, the spoil was exten¬ 
sive. That of Madras when it was seized by the 
French, was nothing compared with it. Many of 
the Madras merchants were ruined by the sack of 
Mylapore. What the people of Pondichery ac- 
i inrui. r qhired by the pillage of that town was convoyed by 
Mqnjrwi porters, carriers, and peons, in the train of Mr, 
Morse, and by his guard of 200 soldiers and 100 
Mr. Mo**'. Mahd sepoys. Even Muttaiya Pilhti, Aruinpfitai 
Pi Uni, and others, who went to Madras from Pondi- 
chery, took this opportunity of sending away their 
share of plunder.

tli is occasion. The goods brought by the soldiers £*«■- 
iird sepoys were passed doty free, and they were 
not even examined. Whilst this sort of thing was 
going on, a few soldiers were busily engaged in lay- 
jng hands on whatever they could, before the very 
eyes of ftL Le lion himself; and ho kept his tongue iulv!'’ 10,1 
between his teeth. Two or three Frenchmen who 
were with him Followed his example. The quantity 
of property which stuck to the fingers of the twenty 
French soldiers who were ordered to pass goods 
through the Muttiy&lpSttai gate, was beyond all 
bounds. The work of pillage was carried out in 
many different ways. 

It was estimated that the spoil of Mylapore 
n mo tinted in value to ten lakhs of pagodas. If this 
figure is too high, it may safelj be put down at half 
that amount. Mnttniya Filial,* alone, obtained by Anrthlht 
plunder 10,000 rupees. Such was the estimate of the !iii. 
merchants. Indued, those who saw Ids goods when 
they passed through the hands of M. Le Bon valued 
them at much more. It must be borne in mind that 
this was the value set upon what Muttaiya Pillai 
sent to Pondichery. Who knows whnt ho obtained 
in ready money, or the amount of goods lie laid by 
in Madras? If this man, who went to Madras but 
yesterday, has acquired sc much wealth, what consider- lii'n'iirk - * HP 
mg the extent fo which that place had been abandon¬ 
ed, must have been the riches that fell into the hands 
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of those who accompanied the French, on the original 
expedition, and who continue to dwell in Madras 
to this day. Such ill-gotten wealth, however, will 
never prosper in the hands of its possessor. Even 
that which he previously had will he taken away 
from him. So it has been; and so it will be. I 
cannot form an idea as to how many men have boon 
ruined, and driven to cry aloud in their distress. 
The whole of the property thus infamously acquired 
will, assuredly, melt away. 

Thursday, December 2745, nr 18th Kdrttigai oj 
Akthatja .—This morning, the reply of Muhammad 
*AB Kh&n, son of Nawib Anwar-ud-diu Khiiu, 
to the letter addressed to him about a week ago, was 
brought by our Company's peons and some of his 
messengers. I read it, and communicated thecontents 
to the Governor. Muhammad’ Ali Khan, after 
expressing a desire to preserve alliance with the 
French, wrote as follows: “At the time that you were 
about to advance on Madras, it wa3 imperative on 
you to obtain the permission of the Nawib Sahib, and 
to accompany the troops sent by him to assist you. 
But as you failed to do so, yon should have captured 
Madras from the sea. Since, however, it was attacked 
by ycu, both by land aud sea, it has become incum¬ 
bent on us to a>k yon to justify y our proceedings. 
Mali fur, Khun went to Madras,in order to effect a 
reconciliation bet ween you and the English, but your 
soldiers attacked him. Ah I had been directed by the 
Xi&am to advance against the 3labrattas, with a strong

force, T marched to the ace do of action, in command of 
a largo arm)- fully equipped with cannon, muskets, 
am] other arms. Peace being restored, I returned to 
Arcot, and am now making a tour in these provinces. 

Ae you have always manifested friendship for, confi¬ 
dence in, and respect towards, ihe Naw&b, ever since 
ho became the ruler of Arcot, and as lie, in return, 
has always endeavoured to promote friendship and 
alliance with you, he would readily and cheerfully 
have aided you with as many contingents of 
cavalry and infantry as you required, if you had 
asked for hia help. But you never did this. You 
have even plundered Mylapore, You have caused 
disturbances at Vizhuppuram. But; let by-gones 
be by-gone3. If you really desire to preserve the Ami 
good will of ms Highness, and alliance with him, 
specify to me, in writing, the acts by which you arc ~*n£ -fcl "

prepared to show your loyalty; and I will intercede 
for you with him, and effect a reconciliation.” 


When I interpreted this spiritless and undignified 
epistle to the Governor, he smiled with disdain, 

and exclaimed: "See how actively he is preparing ». . \ -■ 

for war! *’ I answered : “ Did I not tell you, before 
this, that your fortune is ill the ascendant ? Either 
Anwar-ud-dln Khao, or Niftflm-ul-Mulk, will die. 

Their territories will be taken possession of by 
Muvtazft ’Ali Khun, or TaqI Sahib. If neither 
Anwar-ud-dfn Khfin, nor Nigam-uUMulk should 
fall, they will at least be involved in a war, and 
will be worsted. Pear will then induce them to come 
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to terms, I do not apprehend any danger. Hold 
to your own line, without hesitation, and God will 
favour your undertaking. Did I not say this long 
ago ? Shape, however, your policy to fit existing 
circumstances.' 1 “ True; ” replied the Governor, 
*« unless Fort St. David soon falls into our hands, 
trade at Pondichery cannot be expected to flourish.” 
On this I exclaimed : " Now that its existence is felt 
by veil to be inimical to your interests, consider it 
as good as taken.” ** How so?” asked he. “ The 
present course of events,” I replied, “leads me to 
say so. Matters are also ripe for the capture of 
the place/' The Governor smiled at my conjecture, 
and gave me orders to secretly hire loll bullocks, 
for the purpose of bringing in all the rice that 
could be obtained from Fort St. David, Cuddalore, 
and the adjoining villages. He said that, at all 
events, they must be sent there with some morehan 
dise, and should carry back grain. I accordingly 
despatched Murage Pillai to engage bullocks for 
the purpose of fetching the paddy, which 1 said 
had been consigned to me from outlying places. 
He returned, and reported that he had obeyed my 
instructions. 

T&nappa Mudali, who had not been seen outside 
his house since the 5th Arppisi [18th October], 
went to the Governor to-day, and complained that 
attempts were lieing made to extort bribes from the 
weaver 5 of Azbisaptikkam, who lay in prison. His 
object in doing this was that I should take the matter 
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np, and, by my re presentations, induce the Governor 
to order the release of the weavers. But I was 
uot inclined to help him. 

Friday, 2nd December 17UG, or 20th Kddtigai of 
Akshojja. —No news of gi'eater importance to-day 
than the following, I conversed freely with the 
Governor, and informed him that I had settled the 
hire of the 150 bullocks engaged to go to Ctuklalore, 
at | * fan am a day, for each bullock, I also reported 
to him the present state of Fort St. David, and told 
him that the houses there were now being levelled 
to the ground, and that the people, disquieted by 
the rumour that the French at Pondichery contem¬ 
plated an attack on their town, were leaving their 
houses at nigh;fall, and returning to them at day- 
break. The unguarded condition of the fort, the 
number of the guns mounted in it, and the strength 
of the garrison— which consists of 500 Europeans, 
East Indians, and sepoys—were all made known to 
the Governor. 

Mr. Stratton, third member of the English 
Council, at Madras, and his family, arrived in a boat, 
to-day, on a visit to Mr. Morse. A bronze mortar 
w as landed from the boat. 
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fititnrJajf, 3rd December 17^6, or 21st Kdrttigal 
*f M thuya. —To-day, I went to see the Governor. 
Five or six days ago, he said to K&jo Pandit, the 
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accountant at Ghand& BSluH’shouse: “ In case that 
l have to write to ltaghflji BhtJnsla, Fittch Sing, 
iilidji lino, Sripati Hao, and Suhn B&ja, please pre¬ 
pare drafts; 1 will revise them, and send the letters 
on.” Rijd pandit accordingly brought certain drafts, 
which he read to the Governor, to-day. The latter 
asked my opinion of them. T replied; “they, vary 
properly, mention the fact that since the removal of 
the Nava it family from tlm Subah, and the accession 
of Anwar-ud-djn Khan, not only has the country 
been ruined, but, owing to this unjust war with 
the French, the Sc bah has lost an anneal profit of 
two lakhs of pagodas, which wore made through 
trading in the towns on the sen-board, and many 
people have been deprived of fhoir means of liveli¬ 
hood. With reference, however, to the words in t he 
draft ! If you send Chaudsi Sahib, I will lie responsi¬ 
ble for the money payable by him, etc.’, I submit 
that you should not commit yourself in that way. 
The remainder is good.” The Governor agreed with 
me, and desired the substitution of the words lf As 
regards the amount for which C b an da Sahib holds 
himself liable, I will endeavour to collect it, as your 
agent. I will use all my influence to ensure that tins 
money reaches you. Without ray help he would 
not be able to collect a cash.” When be asked me 
to give my opinion regarding this, I said: “ It is 
quite proper; we can write in those terms.” The 
Governor then instructed me to prepare the letters 
accordingly. 
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The wife of Chanda SAbib sent word to me as 
follows: 

** Ilarisankar TarwshU, tint agent of Kit-1 Diig 
Bnkkanji, came here, and reported that cloths of 
various qualities had disappeared during the battle 
at Mjlapore. He asked the Governor to give him a 
letter of recommendation to the authorities at 
Madras. It seems that the Governor said to him: 
■ Bring me a list of the cloths that are missing i I trill 
aond it to Madras, and see to the restoration of 
your property/ Those cloth:; do not belong to him, 
but to Safdar ’Alt KMn, This is how they foil into 
tho hands of Harisankar Tarw&dL 

Home two months before his death, Safdar ’All 
Khan came to see his mother at Madras. Hho said 
to him: *If there is ill-reeling between you and 
Chanda SSliib, his son ’Ahid S&hib is not your 
cncmv j please, thon, see to the release of A bid 
gghib, who is in tho hands of the MahmUas.’ She 
made this request very sorrowfully. Safdar ’Alt 
KMo replied : ‘ Yes, I will procure bis freedom, 
provided that you pay me five lakhs of rupees/ 
She agreed to this, and gave him one lakh and 
80,01)0 pagodas in cash, and some rupees, some 
jewels, and cloths worth Rs. 12,000; in all about 
five laklis of rupees. Safdar ‘AH placed these in 
the hands of KSsi D&s Bnkkanji, and told him he 
must pay double the value set upon them. He, 
further, took a receipt from him, in his own hand, 
with a specific note that this was in connection with 
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’Aim! Sill ill's affair, and he gave it to ’Ali Ddst 
Elkin's wife. After ho notched Y'ellore—whether it 
occurred to him that if he should get ’Abid Sahib 
released for a consideration of five lakhs of rupees, 
lie would appear s mean follow iu the eves of his 
mot her and other relations, or for some other reason, 
we know not—he wrote to his mother saying: i I 
have directed Kiisi Das Bukkuuji to hand ovor 
Io you those live lukhs of rupees. He will bring the 
money, and the articles pledged; you can receive 
them, and return his receipt to him. I will arrange 
that * A bid Sahib is sot free, and will send him to 
you.’ He wrote in these terms to his mother, hut, 
within ten days of doing so, he was killed at 
V'ellore by Murtaza ’All KMo, and since then his 
instructions to Kasi Das Bukknnji, have remained 
unfulfilled. 

“ 'All Naql was present when all these trans¬ 
actions took place: Mir Asad also knew of them. 
’Ali Naql, KAsi DSs Bukkanji, and he, had intended 
to divide the cloths and money between thorn. It is 
not known whether they have since changed their 
mi lids. But K&si Ms Bukkanji recently asked, 
through ’Ali Naqi, fora copy of the list, as drawn up 
by * All Dost Khan’s son, of ihe articles pledged, 
alleging that that which had been placed iua box had 
disappeared. One was accordingly furnished to him. 
Should you be instrumental in the recovery of the 
five lakhs, ’Ali Dost Khan’s widow will give you 
due-fourth of the amount.” 
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I reported this to the Governor, IIo said: “ It 
is not 20,000 or 3,0000 rupees, but, a. matter of 
livu lakhs. What can wo gain bj taking action 
against the servant ? At the most, there can hardly 
bo more than 10,000 or 15,000 pagodas of his here. 
It will, therefore, be of little use to deal with him. 
If, on the other hand, the master himself be proceeded 
against, it would be a profitable affair. If you can 
tell me how this could bo effected, I shall interfere in 
the matter," He bade me have an interview with 
Chanda Sahib's wife, and toll her as much on the 
subject as I considered desirable. I accordingly 
directed Rfijfl Pandit to go to her, and report to me 
what her opinion was. 

The Governor asked me for the news from Fort 
St, David. I said to him: 11 Cud dal ore is left 

unprotected, for each of the four gates is guarded 
by only ten. Englishmen, and ten East Indians. 
There are no Europeans, at all, in the town, but 
there are native troops to the number of 500. A 
petty Poll gar named Mai raj 3, who came from the 
north, is there. In Foil Sfe. David, there are from 
300 to 400 English soldiers, and 200 East Indians. 
Besides these, there are, of course, the Company’s 
officials. As regards guns, there are only 100, 
including those mounted on the walls of the fort, 
and those on the ground. Of supplies there are 120 
garce of paddy, 25 to 30 garce of rice, and 1 GO 
candies of powder. At Cnddalore there are only 200 
garce of paddy. There is some rice in a store-ho use. 
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Tho native troops posted around Fort St. David, 
and ns far as the custom house, number about 1,000. 
This is the information that I have received. J 
cannot say what will happen hereafter. I have had 
news tbit all the houses situated on tho north-western 
side of Fort St. David, as far as the house of Mut- 
tiy&lu Najakkan, are being demolished, and levelled.” 

Tho Governor remarked: “ This is true; what 
else could there be there ? I am going to Fort St. 
David, to capture it.” 1 said: " If you but go 
there, God will surely grant you the victory. He 
is prepared to crown your efforts with every success. 
You have only to despatch the troops, and the 
capture of the place is certain ; there can be nothing 
to hinder it.” On my flattering him in these terms, 
he attributed everything to me. On hearing this I 
said: “I eanuot claim any share in your glory j I 
am but a servant ready to obey all your behests. 1 f 
I then took leave of him, and went home.

Sunday, W< December 171*6 or 22nd Kdrltiyai of 
Ak&hatjH .—This morning, I wont to the Governor's 
house, A letter from Vakil Subhaiyan, end another 
from Husain Sdhib, had arrived from Arcot-. The 
former contained the following : 

" Yon wrote to tne that it wa3 intended to attack 
Fort St. David, to capture it and the surrounding 
villages, to, at once, make over the latter to the 
N&w&h, and, after a time, the fort, also. You further 
stated that the object of this was to effect an alliance 
between the Governor and the Nawab, and that 1 
should obtain, through the influence of Husain Suhib, 
a letter conveying the sanction of the Nawab to 
the proposed expedition. I accordingly spoke to 
him on the subject; on which, he laughed, and 
Said : 4 When we ask the Governor to restore 

the fort at Madras to the English, he writes to say 
that he is preparing to capture Fort St. David. 
This reminds one of the story of the woman who, 
when she prayed to God for a son, lost her husband. 
Did you ever hear the like of this ? ’ Sampati 
Rao then arrived. The proposal was mentioned to 
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him. He, too, laughed at it, and said : ( When * 

a man lost one eye, and felt that tho other was 
rather painful, he sent for a doctor to hare tho 
lost eye restored, but the surgeon told him that if 
this was attempted he would ruin the eye which 
was in a good condition* Tho attempt of jonr Gov¬ 
ernor to capture Fort St* David is something like 
tills,’ These are the opinions of Sampftti Rno, and 
Husain Sahib, who have desired me to say that 
the Nawfib cannot be approached on this matter, 
without evoking his displeasure. They state that 
it would be absolutely impossible to obtain the 
requisite permission, and that consequently the idea 
of capturing Fort St. David must be entirely 
abandoned. Husain S&hib says that he will re¬ 
lease M. de Kerjean and the others, and send them 
away in two or three days. On private inquiry, 

I understand that the NawSb has ordered the release 
of t hese three Europeans ; and that the delay is on 
the part of Husain Sahib who detains them saying 
he will think about the matter, and give them their 
liberty later on. I shall take steps regarding this, 
and will see to their release, in five or six days. 
Having heard that his dwelling house at Madras 
is being demolished, Husain Sahib desires that the 
Governor may l>e requested to issue an order 
forbidding this.” 

f read the letter which contained this to the 
Governor, on which he said to me : " It is likely 

that the same thing; that is, that I should not 
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interfere with Fort 8t. David, appears in the letter 
from Husain Sahib. Madananda Pandit- should not 
know this; so secure these letters in your cup¬ 
board.” I promised that l would. Then he again 
said: " At any rate, I am determined to 

capture Fort St. David. You must he on the alert, 
and assist by obtaining for me prompt information 
regarding it. Please see to this very carefully.” 

To-night, M. d’EspriSm&iil departed for Madras, 
as Governor, and so soon as ho arrives there 
M. Paradis will return to Pondiehery. 1t has been 
decided that when he reaches this, war against 
Fort St. David shall be declared. It was on this 
understanding, that M, d’Esprdmdml was sent to 
Madras. 

Monday, Stk December 17k6, or SSrd Kdrttigai 
of Aitkoya. —This morning, the weather was cloudy 
and drizzling, I handed to RAjO Pandit, the writer 
at Chanda Sahib’s house, the letters of the Governor 
to Salim S&lm Raja, Sampiti liao, Fattch Sing, 
llaghoji Blionaln, Sau BhiVji Rao, and Amitnaf J£Mn 
son of Shah Ahmad Khan, who is in the service 
of the Nighm. They were not gummed, but sealed. 
I addressed, to Satara, a letter to Muhammad ’All 
Khan concerning his younger brot her, and another 
regarding himself, fn the first of these 1 wrote : 
“ I send these letters to you. I forward them 
through RftjS Pandit. See them despatched soon. 
Try to recall your brother quickly.” The Gover¬ 
nor then said to me: “ Please send RSjS Pandit 
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to the wife of Chanda Sahib, in order that he may ask 
her to write to Muhammad 'Alt Khan, as follows: 

‘ Aiiwar-ud-din Khan is ill, and liis two sons, with 
their troops, are marching near Madras, on their 
way to Pondichery. This is the proper time for you 
to advance, with your army, against A root, and seize 
and imprison its old and infirm chief. The Governor 
of Pomlichery will supply you with the requisite 
guns and powder, as well as Mahd sepoys, and some 
soldiers. If this plan is carried out with the help of 
Vellore Murtazfi ’Ali Khan and Taqi Ssthib, success 
will be certain. You must give effect to it without 
delay.” 

As, in a previous letter, Muhammad’ Ali Khdn 
had stated to the Governor that if he would only 
help him, he would seize A root, M, Dupleix did not 
like to mention these matters in a reply from 
himself, but asked the wife of Chandd Sahib to write 
the letter, I have noted down only the important 
portion of our conversation. Nothing else of conse¬ 
quence occurred to-day. 

Mr. Morse, Governor of Madras, is here. At 
10 this morning, his son, aged five or sis years, bad 
an attack of convulsions, and his eyes started out 
of their sockets. The grief experienced by Mr. 
Morse was indescribable. Having heard of this 
calamity, M. Duplex and his wife, ran at once to the 
patient, sent for the doctor, asked him to attend to 
him, and prescribe medicines suitable to the case. 
They did their best to soothe the feelings of Mr. 
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Morse, and having stayed at the house for a watch,*, 
and ascertained that the child was a little better, 
they returned home* 

There is a common saying that it is the stumbl¬ 
ing foot that stumbles again, and that calamities 
come not singly, but in succession. This is not 
untrue. One has seen it so often. But God, in 
His mercy, should save those who are in opulent 
circumstances from disasters. What, however, lies 
within the power of man, who has but to endure with 
patience? It is God alone that can divert the 
destined course of events. 

Tuesday, 6th December 17h6 or Shth Kdritigai 
of Akshaya .—This morning, I went to see the Gov¬ 
ernor. RSjd Pandit, the accountant of the house¬ 
hold of Chandd Sahib also came, and read to him 
a letter written by Husain Sahib to BJ Bi Sahiba, 
and the daughter of ’All Dust Khan, which was to 
the following effect: * f I may mention that a great 
fight is impending at Pondichery ; a serious cala¬ 
mity will, in consequence, befall you who dwell there. 
It will be a hundred times worse than that which 
overtook the daughter of 'Alt Dost Xkin when she 
had to quit Madras. You will lose all your pro¬ 
perty, and ex|K?rience much misery. The fort at 
Ranjanghar, the Chtogleput pftlaiyam, ami other 
places, are in my possession, and to any of those you 
are welcome to go, and remain. If yon do not, you 
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will be deprived of all that you possess, and suffer 
much. As l am your relative, I tell you of all these 
things.” The letter described the predicted war 
in all its horrors. When all this had been read 
to the Governor, he said to Raj6 Pandit: “ lias 
the household of Bade Sahib, also, been written 
to in like terras ?” He replied in the affir¬ 
mative, and then exclaimed; “Is there any one 
who, on loading such a letter, would not lose heart ? 
Wo, however, do not. Our Bi Bf Sdhiba has taken 
care to warn the guards at Rad6 Sihib’s house lest, 
under the influence of fear, any property should be 
sent therefrom.” The Governor replied: “ We will 
see to this carefully. You had better also keep 
an eye on the property.” He then took mo aside 
and said; *' Post spies about the house of Bad6 
S5hib, and try to obtain timely information of what 
happens there. Husain Sahib has a mind to get 
hold of these three families, if he possibly can, 
and swindle them of their money. It is with this 
view that ho Is predicting an outbreak.” I replied; 
** At the very commencement of this affair I told 
you that Husain Sahib wn3 siding with the people of 
Madras, but you were then of opinion that he would 
never behave treacherously. Did I not tell you that 
the truth w ould come to light, by and by ? Have not 
my words come to pass?” no answered : “ Yes ; 
but, as he couched his letters in the most compli¬ 
mentary terms, I was under a different impression. 
Now I understand him. There is a God above us.” 
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l asked the Governor whether I should draft 
a reply to the letter of Muhammad 'All Khan, the 
son of Anwar-ud-dm&Mn, and brother of Makfuz 
KhSn. lie then asked me as to how it should be 
worded- 1 said : " We should be somewhat guarded 
in our answer. He wrote that if you communicated 
to him any wish of yours, he would give effect to it. 
Now you have nothing more to do than address 
him in complimentary words, and say that your 
sole desire is to retain his friendship, and that 
ho ought to see that this grew stronger, and 
that liis people did not suffer, but were happy,” 
I was then told to draft a letter in those terms. 
1 remarked: “ Sir, if we make a present, of 5 
rupees each, to the two peons who came from 
Muhammad ’All £Mn, they will be much pleased, 
and when they return homo they will tell their 
master, in highly laudatory terms, how soldiers are 
entertained here, that we have in readiness arms 
and ammunition, and that this place is well fortified.” 
He concurred, and asked me to despatch a letter 
to the effect already suggested. I accordingly 
wrote an answer to Muhammad ’All KM n. son of 
Artwar-ud-dfn KMn, delivered it to the peons, 
presented to each of them 5 rupees, and let them go. 

Under instructions of the Governor, soldiers 
and Mah£ sepoys have been marching for the last 
fifteen days, to and fro between Pondieliery, and 
ArivSnkuppam, Azhisapilkkam, and places even 
between two and three miles beyond these, 
so 
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Ciiap. Similarly, 100 men mancevred to the westward, as 
— far as Kftdapdkkam, Vazhudaviir, and Tiruvak- 
karai; and another 100 northward, as far as 
-ritiiifrcaSM KAldpAttai. This has given rise to an idea that 
1,000 9 t>ldiers are in movement. The amald&rs and 
nfittArs residing in those parts have moved away fiom 
there to a distance of one to two leagues. Some have 


gone into the jungle, and to the forts of the poli- 
gars; and, for a radius of about three leagues round 
about Pondichery, some Muhammadans, nuttdrs, 
and other respectable people, have abandoned their 
tt n r - 1 t homes. This circumstance is enough to cause 
Stt&iillSr. neo-lect of cultivation. A dd to this, the failure of the 
m.’ww.w monsoon. Throughout the country, there is abso¬ 
lutely no sign of any agricultural operations. The 
residents of Porto Novo, including the merchants, 
have left the neighbourhood, and have gone to 
settle at Chidambaram. Even the Europeans who

scription. . In spite of all this, the Chettis, K 6 mutt is, 
and a few other inhabitants of our city, are frightened

and that the English are coming by sea to attack 
them; and some of them, actuated by fear, have even 
cleared off their property, whi 1st others ha ve sent their 
fcnvirk, families away. These people are needlessly alarmed, 
reraniiw They neither regard the signs of the times, nor bear 
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in mind that the French captured Madras, which was 
a city belonging to a European race, without loss of — ' 
life, or any trouble whatever. Hare they not seen 
that even the ruler of a Sabah, who attacked them, 
was vainiaiabed, and fled. Being, however, unable 
to realise all this, the common folk We left their 
homes, and will, by and by, discover their mistake. 

Wednesday, 7th Decern her 171*6, or 25th KdrUiyai 
oj Ak&hatja .—This morning, the Governor went to u?«ndi* r 
church, and heard mass, a Council being bold when he 
returned home. Two months ago, a couple of thieves 
entered the Mission church opposite to my residence, 
and committed a theft. One of them was caught, 
but the other escaped. Now the thief who was 
captured and kept in custody, was sentenced by 
the Council to be hanged on the scaffold near the 
court-house. At half-past 5 m the evening he was Bdoamii 
accordingly executed. He was taken down after 6, ' 

and buried in the graveyard. 

Thursday, 8th December 171*6 f or 26th K&rttujai 
of Alshaya. —To-day, a letter written, from A root, 
by Vakil Subbaiyan, and one from M. de Kerjean, S'Z’ 
were received. The latter was delivered to the Th^forLi- 
Governor, and the contents of the letter of Vakil «2ufe 
Subbaiyan were as fellows: “ N aw fib Anw&r-ud- 

din Khdu is suffering from diarrhoea; he retires fifty 
times a day, and has changed his doctor. This news 
wa* received through the Nawab's vakil, Krishna ]i 
Ndyakkan. Written instructions not to move to

tiuirMcr. instructed his clerk, Nilg&ji Pandit, to write to 
^ following letter: "Three of our people 
s * hl ’ , ‘ were unjustly arrested, and kept in custody ; you 
pleaded, on their behalf, with Xawfib Anwar-ud- 
din Khun, had them released, lodged them in the 
upper story of your house, supplied them with cots 
and bedding, and served them with meals and fruit 
three times a day ; you frequently conversed with 
them, and you distinctly promised to send them to 
roe, but never did so. I am much obliged for your 
kindness, but 1 am surprised at your not restoring 
iny men. What does the Nawab gain by keeping 
them whore they are ? Although 1 have often asked 
him to send them to me, he ignores my demands, 
and detains thorn.

were to the same effect, except that a few additional xx ™ m 
matters were inch led. One of these was that he ti^w, 
was desired to have an interview with Husain Sahib, 
on the subject. The Governor gave me eight books, 
to be sent to the Europeans referred to. This was 
also mentioned in the letter, and I delivered there 
and it, to the peons who had come from Husain 
BShib. 

At 11 in the forenoon, the son of Chanda SShib cb.«i* 
came to see the Governor, and asked him to par 
the lakh of rnpees which he had promised. The Sf 
Governor replied: «If I receive positive news of 
the arrival of your father, I will, without fail, pay 
the money.” The other said: “ Jf, by the favour of 
God, a letter is received stating that he is certainly 
coming, will you assuredly pay me the amount ? " 

M. Dupleix answered: “ Yes, I will surely pay r«* 
it. The son of Chanda SaLib then addressed some aTn^niia. 
complimentary words to him, saying: “If the 
letters which you sent to Sdhu Rajt and others at 
Satiiia reach them, they will be very pleased, and 
you will thereby gain a good name.” The Governor r„u« 
replied: “You know that I am doing my best ET 
to induce your father to come here. AH y 0ttr ' 
people should unite, and act together, as Anwar- 
ud-din KMn is at the point of death. His sons 
have gone with their followers, in the three* 
tion of Madras and Pondichery. You should now 
collect your troops, advance against Arcot, seize 

lbs Nnwilh, 
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Anwar-nd-dia j£h an, and place him in confinement 
A leader should be appointed, and stationed at 
Aroot, and separate bodies of troops should be sent 
against the two sons. I will aid you with two con¬ 
tingents, which, by advancing from the eastward,, 
will disperse their men ; and the two sons of Anwar- 
nd-din KMn will either be captured, or killed. Yon 
can then include the whole province of Arcot under

The Governor said to him: f ‘ What are 
the intentions of Murfazd ’All? Does he intend to 
govern in person, or docs he propose to send for 
Chandil Sahib V ” The sou replied : " He means to 
govern in person, and never to appoint any one 
else."

—This morning’s post brought the 
following news: “ After M. Paradis had left 
Madras, and was marching on this side of Tirnp- 
pordr, the troops of Mailt UK Khan, which comprised 
500 horse and 1,500 foot, surrounded him." 


* 15Lank iu %hm ortgiqi!, 
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I, reported this at once, to the Governor, Again, 
my correspondent wrote to me to say that, at the 
request of the inhabitants of Fort St. David, Muham¬ 
mad 'All Khan had quitted Giugee, and, with his 
troops, was advancing, yesterday, towards the fort. 

I reported this, also, to the Governor, who instructed 
me to obtain information as to the object of the ex¬ 
pedition, and the places at which Mnhammud f Ali 
]£Mn was likely to halt. For this purpose, I accor¬ 
ding! v despatched two Government peons, and four 
of those of the Xayiuatv-Ln all sis men. The 
Governor then told me that the supplies for the 
camels bad. run short, and asked me to see to the 
matter, I therefore sent for the camel-keepers, and 
questioned them. They said they had no food for 
certain of their animals. On this, I directed Ihlmai- 
yan the son of Gopulaiyan, to ask Parasnrilma L’illai 
to procure what was needed. After this, the 
Governor asked me how it was that no intimation of 
the arrival of Muhammad 'Alihad been received from 
the K il led a r of V azl i ud ft v h r. 1 repl ied : l< If there is 
any such news, it will certainly be known.’' He then 
said: " I will send some soldiers, to occupy Mortandi 
CMvadi, from which they can scout around the fort 
at Vazhnd&vflr. Sec that such sheep, pigs, and 
fowls, as may be required for them are procured. 
These will be paid for.” 

Moan while,Venkatdehala Aiyan, of TondamfLn at¬ 
tain, came, and told me, at the instance of the 
Killedar of Yaahnddvdr, and Pacbaiyappa Mudali 
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and Rimabhadm Chetti, that the forces of Muham¬ 
mad ’AIS were marching in that direction, and that 
if soldiers were sent, as before, to surround the 
fort at VasdmcUtvflr, his men would bo alarmed. 
He asked me to report all this to the Gov¬ 
ernor. I did so, and having sent for Venkata- 
chala Aiyan, of Tondainiinattum, told him what the 
Governor had said to me, and asked him to convey 
the whole of thi3 to the Killadar of Vuahudavflr and 
Pachaiyappa Mudali. Then, the Governor, after 
walking through the ranks of soldier drawn up on 
the eastern side of the fort, went on to the ram* 
parts, anti said: tl To-morrow, the detachment will 
start for MortSndi Chfivndi; please ask ParasnHiman 
to send all the provisions and supplies necessary for 
it.” He then departed, and as soon as 1 readied my 
areca*nut godown.l summoned Chinna Parasur&nan, 
and directed him to despatch the food and other 
articles needful for the troops that were going to 
AriySukuppam and Mortfiudi Ch&vaip. At 8, after 
he had returned home, the Governor sent for me, and 
said that he had received a letter from M. Paradis, 
which he read to me. The contents of it were : " On 
the night of Thursday , the 26th [8th], I left Madras 
with fifty soldiers and thirty sepoys, and readied 
TirnppSrfir on the following morning, it., Friday. 
I started thence, and had marched for an Indian 
hour, when the troops of His Highness the Nawab 
Mahfuz Khiln, consisting of 500 horse and 1,000 
infantry, surrounded me. I then distributed the 
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thirty sepoys around the camp, and taking with mo 
my fifty sold uts, I got out of my palanqu in, mounted 
my horse, and when the Muhammadans fled, pursued 
them for some distance. I then returned, to rejoin 
the men who were in the rear. Tho enemy again ap¬ 
peared, and were dealt with as before. In this way, 
moving backwards and forwards, I reached 8;ulras 
during the night.” The Governor said: “As M. 
Paradis is a bold man, and as he is favoured by 
God, he escaped from his difficulties; had it been 
otherwise, it is not likely that he would have 
overcome so large a Force as that which attacked him. 
] t was a rash act on his part to be as adventurous as 
he was, knowing full well, as he did, his own weak¬ 
ness and the numerical superiority' of enemies, fired, 
as they were, with a spirit of hatred and revenge.” 
lie then said he would send, on the following day, 
troops to the assistance of M, Paradis. 
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The Governor desired that a letter, addressed to I[t 

Arcot, should be written to Husain §Ahib, in the 
following words: "Mahfuz Khan, the son of Nawab 
Anwar-ud-din Khan, has wrongfully made captive 5*w5*u*t 
tho envoys whom we sent to him for the purpose Kl " a - 
of making ourselves acquainted with his affairs. 
Though, with your approval, we took Madras, after 
a fight with the Knglish, he has unjustly waged 
war against ns. He has been maltreating our sub¬ 
jects, when on their way between Madras and Pondt- 
chery. Wo have long endured all this misdoing, 
and there is still no sign of its abating. On 
2] 
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the other hand, the help received at our hands 
by you and your family; and indeed by all your 
people, is beyond measure. Seeing- that you express 
yourself with impartiality in this affair, we have long 
borne with the affronts of Mahfuz KMn, in the 
hope that an amicable settlement might be arrived 
at. But they seem to grow worse and worse. 
War and strife are on the increase, and have not 
diminished, Anwar- u d -di n Kh un, and h i s party, w ho 
are now at the head of the Sabah, are new-comera, 
and are consequently but slightly acquainted with the 
manners of Europeans., with whom, however, you 
have long bad intercourse; and you have reigned in 
this part of the country so Jong t hat you must be 
quite conversant with the manners and customs of 
our race, and of those of other European nations. 
We presumed that your knowledge of them would 
very much reduce the probabilities of war. But 
what is actually taking place, and the manner in which 
you behave, arc both opposed to our anticipations. 
Unless, therefore, you release the three captive 
Europeans, and withdraw the mounted men infesting 
this neighbourhood, wo w ill devastate your country, 
as far as Arcot. We can no longer forbear.” 

The Governor strictly enjoined that the letter 
should be couched in strong terms. I said: " So 
let it be.” 

He then called me aside, aud said as follows : 
“You told me that Periya Aiyd the son of Y^tta- 
v&lam Paiidari, who was captured aud converted by 
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til© Muhammadans, had escaped From the fort in 
which Lliey had detained Mm . , , . , * You 

said, also, that he had since gone southwards, 
where he collected n band of men, and having re¬ 
turned, seized his father and brother, and placed them 
in confinement,; and that he was pillaging the whole 
district of Ginjee. You had better send for his 
people, and Instigate them to attack the army of 
Muhammad 'Ali K!dio, harass it, capture his horses, 
and destroy his followers. You must take* proper 
steps to bring this about-” I promised to do so, 
and took leave of him. 

I have already stated what the Governor said 
concerning M. Paradis, I will now relate what I 
have heard from independent sources. A hundred 
soldiers, forty or fifty Coffres, and thirty Make 
sepoys, were marching, in advance, with Jemadar 
Shaikh Hasan. The soldiers and the sepoys, as 
also some of the Coffres, had each powder and ball 
sufficient for six charges. They had, also, some re¬ 
serve ammunition. Protected in this way, the gaius 
of many men, in the shape of goods, money, and 
cloths, acquired in Madras, were being brought 
to Pondichery. After it had passed through Tirup- 
peJrftr, the convoy was surrounded on all sides by 
Anwar Khan, and hi 3 force, which consisted of 
1,000 horse, and 2,000 foot. After an engagement in 
which thirty or forty of the Mu hum uiad an horsemen. 
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a Malid sepoy and a Coffro were wounded, the 
party, accompanied by M. Paradis, reached Madras, 
having been much harassed by the way. It is said 
that boxes containing some treasure, valuable 
precious stones, and cloths of different kinds, the 
property of M. Paradis, which were being carried 
in rear of the force, by coolies, escorted by six 
or seven soldiers and six or seven Mahd sepoys, 
were carried off by some Moghul horsemen. It is 
further said that of the property of the sepoys and 
some others from Pondichery, which consisted 
of what they had actually pillaged, or had purchased 
from the plunderers and which was at a short 
distance behindtho troops, all, with the exception 
of a small portion carried by the men who accom¬ 
panied M. Paradis, was borne off by the Muham¬ 
madan cavalry, who beat and drove away the bearers. 
Some say that the loss sustained by M. Paradis 
would amount to 10,000 pagodas, and a few others 
aver that it would be more. The saying is : “Ill- 
gotten gains will disappear in some foolish way or 
other/’ The property went in the same way as that 
in which it was obtained. It is of no moment what 
the value of it was— T 0,000 or 20,000, or may be, only 
100 pagodas. Imagine what toil and trouble the 
articles must have cost the owners, and what grief 
and anxiety must have been caused by the loss of 
them. Would not the dame which was created 
in their hearts accompany the property to what¬ 
ever house it might go, and reduce to ashes even 
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what had previously been acquired ? Take the 
instance of the ship from Pondichery, which was 
seized on her way back from Manilla. How many 
lamented then? Is not that the flame that set Madras 
ablaze, and reduced it to its present condit ion ? Now 
that a fire, a hundred thousand times more powerful, 
is seizing hold of Pondichery, I leave it to the wise 
to form an idea of what may happen to it. 

It was in this state that M. Paradis reached 
Had ras, an d encampq d at V elli Is wa ran Kiivil. Those 
who came with him told me that he did not regret 
so much the boxes and goods that he lost, as 
he did four sheets of glass half as high again as a 
man, of which he was also deprived. M. Paradis 
would not have escaped from the predicament in 
which he found himself on this occasion, had it not 
been that God is favouring the French with success. 

At 9 this morning, a letter was addressed to 
Husain Sahib on the lines dictated by the Governor, 
to ivhorn it was read. Another was also written, 
for despatch to Vakil Subbiiiyim, in which the con¬ 
tents of the communication to Husain Sdhib were 
embodied. Subbaiyan was requested to explain mat¬ 
ters to him clearly, and to procure, and promptly 
forward, a reply from him. Ho was also desired 
to look (o the comfort of the French who were in 
eapth ity at A root. I entrusted the letters to certain 
servants, and sent them off, 

In reply to the letters addressed to Killednrs, 
communications have been received, to-day, from 
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those of KjMrip&kkam, Kal&vai, the hill-fort of 
Mayi MapdaUm, and Ami. The first two of them 
wrote to the following effect: 

“ Your letter has made os acquainted with all 
the measures taken by you, and with the conduct 
of Mahfuz Kh'fu, T!ie action which should have 
been taken, has been. It will ho well if, at any rate 
for the future, your proceedings are governed by a 
policy which will not prejudice your friendship with 
the ruler of tho Sabah. In the event of your adopt¬ 
ing this course, even tho Nisam, when ho becomes 
aware of wlint you have done, will view it with 
great approbation/’ 

The following is the purport of the reply from 
the son of Qadir Husain Khan, of the hill-fort of 
Mayi Maudalam: "You have broken your pro¬ 
mise, inasmuch as after effecting a sale to tho Eng¬ 
lish, you failed to honour it. Merchants that you 
are, how could yon be justified in attacking the 
Subah.” 

The reply from the fort of Arni was couched 
in the following compliment ary terms: "We have 
already hoard of your bravery, and what has tran¬ 
spired, confirms the report. Courageous as yon are, 
there is justice on your side; hence yon have been 
victorious. Being in the full enjoyment of God’s 
favour, you may be sure of more victories, but we 
would advise you to be at peace with the Subah, so 
that the country may be saved from ruin. You arc 
wise men, and there is hardly anything that you 
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do not know. Is it not, therefore, presumptuous on 
my part to point out what is advisable P " 

After explaining the contents of the foregoing 
letters, I returned homo. 

At 3 this afternoon, a reinforcement of 200 
soldiers and ISO sepoys, with powder, ball, and 
provisions, was sent to M. Paradis, at Sadras, It is 
said that Captain do la Tour, who wont in charge of 
it, would halt to-night at my choultry. 

The news, to-day, is that Muhammad ’All Khan 
is encamped, with his army, at KakkalQrpettai. 

At about 0 this evening, five boats arrived from 
Sadras, having ou hoard Shaikh Hasan, who is Jema¬ 
dar of the Make sepoys, some goods which formed a 
portion of the plunder of Madras, some more belong, 
ing to M. Paradis, his duhashes and peons, and a 
kettle-drum which was taken at the battle with 
Mahfuz KMn. The rumour is that the property now 
lauded was what remained after Malifuz Khiln'a men 
had pillaged the goods and baggage of the French 
force, when they surrounded it on its way from 
Madras. The reason why 51. Paradis and the soldiers 
did not arrive by these boats seems to be that, when 
they got into them, and were about to start, the 
boatmen decamped, on the approach of some horse¬ 
men. Thoreopoll, M. Paradis, the soldiers, the Mahd 
sepoys, and the Coffres, considered it inexpedient to 
travel by them, and disembarked. But the?articles 
already shipped, including muskets, were left in 
charge of native peons, who were allowed to proceed

which I heard this morning is that a letter was 
received last night, at 1, from M. Paradis, to which 
a reply was at once written, and despatched at about 
half-past I. What has ho to write about? I sup¬ 
pose that lie said that lie intended returning. The 
Governor must have replied that ho could do so, and 
that a reinforce men t was being sent to him. What 
is there to communicate specially to him? 

At 9, a letter arrived from the son of Imfim Sahib, 
the contents of which were as follows : " If your 

invitation had been delivered to me before T reached 
A root, £ would have complied with it. As I have 
arrived there, 1 will meet your wishes in due 
course. I note your decision not to put a Stop to the 
demolition of the houses at. Madras. Please write to 
the commanding officer at Madras to give me a 
permit to remove my piece-goods. I have sent, 
through ’ Abd-ul Karim, a receipt for Rs. 10,000, 
which please have transferred to the agent of 
(idvitnlhana Das, and obtain an acknowledgment 
that it lias reached him. Kindly pay to Gundu Ealu 
Cketti such amount as may be due after the accounts 
of the mint have been closed/ 1 
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When I mentioned nil this to the Governor, 
lie asked me whether the receipt had arrived. 
I answered in the affirmative, and said that, before 
replying regarding it, the agent of Gdvardhana 
IMs should be communicated with. He desired me 
to do this. 

At half-past 5 this evening, if. Paradis arrived 
at Pondiohery, having left the soldiers, Mahd sepoys, 
and Coffres, who had accompanied him from Madras, 
at my chonltrj. It is said that the troops de¬ 
spatched from here, to his assistance, met him at 
Achikkidu Chavadi, and that, under his instructions, 
they accompanied him as far as my choultry, where 
they will halt for the night, and come on here to¬ 
morrow morning. He did not, however, appear 
cheerful; although one would have expected it to be 
otherwise, inasmuch as, with a handful of men, he had 
routed a large Muhammadan army. This J attri¬ 
bute to the fact that the spoils from Madras have 
been carried away by the Muhammadans. The face of 
the Governor, also, looked gloomy. He apparently 
expected a share in the booty, and the loss of it 
must have been communicated to him by M, Paradis. 

A letter has been received from Arcot from Vakil 
Subbaiyan, which contains the following news : *' M. 
Schonomille,* who was captured by Maiifuz KMn at 
St. Thomas’ Mount, has been sent over to Arcot, 
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CHAf. where, under instructions from the Nawftb. he is to 
^ be detained, in custody of the local Kotwfll. At 
im ' the intercession of Subbaiyan, Husain S%ib has 
** transferred him to his own house, where M. do 
^prjeaa and two others are already in confinement, 
and keeps him in honourable captivity, providing 
him with a cot and quilt* Having heard that hie 
house in the fort at Madras is about to be demolished, 
n*m»T>'y* Husain 9&hib desires that the Governor there 
sFiEjfjif should be addressed, in view to its preservation. 

He further asks that what was plundered from 
Mylaporo Dastgir Sahib, after the battle there, 
should be restored to him. The expenses incurred 
for arranging the confinement of M. Schouomille in 
Husain Sahib’s house, instead of in the Kotwal’s 
prison, amounted to Ha, 25, and a liberal present has 
ln(l been promised in the event of his release, FU e of 
bwd the chief Subahdars, and a messenger bearing a 
letter, have arrived from Niffllm-nl-mulk, to receive

SSi S at night. He exclaimed t " We must fight on, 
“** #li "* U8e our muskets, and sack the country as far as 
Arcot, This can no longer be tolerated. The 
more X forbear, the more do the Muhammadans 
foment discord.’ 1 Then bidding me go, he went to 
supper. 
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Tuesday 13th December 17is, yr 2nd Mdrgazld of 
AAsItai/a .—The detachment of soldiers and Mahd 
sepoys, which went to the assistance of M. Paradis, 
returned this morning, having marched as far as 
Achikkadu, Within half an Indian hour of their 
arrival at about half-past 7, the force which accom¬ 
panied M. Paradis returned, with Jemadar Shaikh 
Hasan, who rode in a palanquin bearing the flag 
and kettle-drum captured from Mahfua Khan, at the 
battle of Mylapore. 

At 9, the Governor summoned me, and desired 
that a letter should be addressed to Vakil Subbaiyan, 
in the following terms: 

** As regards the request of Husain Sdhib that 
the authorities in Madras be told not to destroy his 
house there, he is to be informed that we never 
intended to demolish any of the buildings, and that 
it was the Muhammadans who compelled as to adopt 
that course,, for if they had refrained from having 
recourse to arms, there would have been no need on 
our part to cause the destruction of their houses. 
Why, indeed, should we demolish the structures which 
ornament our own city ? It. is the Muhammadans 
who oblige us to do so. If, even now, they will 
bring the war to a close, and set free our people, 
whom they have wrongfully imprisoned, we will stop 
the further destruction of the buildings in question. 

"As to the request that the goods lost by 
DastgirSfihib be restored, it is well known to Husain 
Sahib that the Pallia, Pariahs, and other tribes of the 
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place t and of the adjoining villages, plundered them, 
and threw the blame on us. 

“ You are further to obtain and forward, as soon 
aa possible, a reply to the communication despatched 
the day before yesterday." 

I accordingly sent a letter to Vakil Subbaiyan, 
written on the lines indicated. 

Sixteen of the camels forming part of the spoil

At 2 this after norm, M. Duplsix received the 
following letter from one Arundchala Chetti, a mer*

“From Madras Amnachala Chetti, to M.Dupleix, 
Governor-General. For a long while, you have 
treated me very kindly. As regards my mercantile 
dealings, I need hardly say more than that my food 
was there [ Pondichery], and water hero. During the 
time that disturbances were going on, I placedmy gold 
and silver articles in a copper pot, which was buried 
in my store-house. An the building was being demo¬ 
lished, 1 caused the pot to be dug up, and when 
it was being removed to my house, the subordinates 
of M. Paradis seined and carried it away to the fort, 
saying that the permission of the Governor of Pondi- 
chery was required for the delivery of it. Kindly 
write to M. Paradis, instructing him to hand over my 
property to me.” 
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I reported this to tie Governor, and he desired di«j. 
me to prepare the following reply: " I nave received — 
your letter, and have noted its contents. If yoa n* "ij^ 
come in person, and have an interview with me, I will 
do my best to meet your wishes.” I wrote a Tamil 
letter in these terms, and gave it to the Governor. 

Last night, at 8, I received information that 
the arm}' of Muhammad ’Ali Khan, the son of the Lor ts&t u. 
Nawab, had reached Tiruvitu 1 communicated this 
to the Governor. He asked if the troops mentioned 
by mo were on their way to Fort fcSt. David, and I 
replied that the common report was that they would jMwi»thi< 
march there to-morrow. When he questioned me as 
to the strength of the force, I said that I had heard tbit IrtOpi.

of three leagues to the westward, skirting Tiruviti and 
Panruti. Ho exclaimed K Why ? *\ I replied: '* As J-reifrii 1 ?* 
our soldiers are moving ah out the country as far as 
Yizhuppuram, his men OTe afraid of a sudden attack. 

He, himself, hardly sleeps during the night time, even

Being Saiyeds, we offered up prayers 
that God might bless him with success and our 
petition was heard.

Paradis attacked and drove away the vast army of hi ” l ‘ 
the Moghuls, killing some, and gaining a victory, 

This is a matter for congratulation. God seems to AB d 
favour your enterprise, and He w ill bless you with 
many similar triumphs.” When I read this to the 
Governor, he spoke, for an Indian honr, in high J*™* 1 
terms of Mir Asad, and desired me to write an 
answer to him, on the following day. As it was 
then 11, I took leave, and went home.

of the rumour that he would go, in the afternoon, 
t 0 the Company’s garden at Alanjakupparu, which 
is inside the boundary of Fort St. David, The 
Governor asked me whether the authorities at 
Fort St, David had funds to meet the expenses 
of these troops. 1 told him that the Dutch at 
j«orM Xe<mpatam were assisting them. He directed me to

1 managed to procure the information, even before 
it whs demanded. I said that 1 knew he would 
require it, and that 1 had therefore secured it, 
and made o record in writing. He was very much 
pleased, and began to praise me. I refrain from 
committing to paper what lie said, as I might be 
charged with egotism. 
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* As the captains of the sold lei's, the officers, ^cj ay ^ 
ensigns, and lieutenants, protested against being —— 

placed under the command of M. Paradis, in view to muj^t 
t he proposed attack on Fort St. David, a meeting of tSJftyft* 
the Council was held, and the Governor was occupied ** 1 il ,Ti 
in summoning the captains and officers, and MAI. de 
Bury, de In Tour, and Piaisanes, singly, and two and 
four at a time, pacifying them by pointing out similar Governor

instances in Europe, and showing them statements 
on record, as well as papers, to prove that there had 
been precedents. Ho then sent for me, and bade me H f rfrci 
instruct the Hayiofcrf to be ready to start with sixty «««■• 
peons, and also to procure provisions, which were to 
be laden on the camels that had come with M. 
Paradis. 

This evening, the following news was brought to 
the Governor, by one of the Nay I car’s poons, when 
I, two of the Company’s peons, and four of the 
Nayinir’s, were present. Muhammad ’All Khan, y ,. wt 
whose following consisted, of 1,500 horse, 19 gnus, nn^ 
large and small, 100 rocket men, 500 matchlock men, 

100 camels, and 10 elephants, set out, in company 
with ’Abd-ul Jalil, each riding on an elephant. 

They first halted at Timvlndipuram, mid then A[1dorhil 
proceeded to the garden at Manjakuppam, where

+ Karuttambi N*jriuir s tho Haiti of the polio#. 
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CiiAi*. Mr. Croke, the Deputy Governor of Fort St. David, 
XKXVtJt ' w bo wa3 escorted by some Europeans, received 
1740 him. A salute was then fired, in honour of the 
arrival cf the party. Four Englishmen, in carriages, 
accompanied Muhammad ’Alt Elan’s force, from 
Gingee, and they are now with him and the 
Tteifpoi Deputy Governor. When the English assigned the 
roa 4 between the J-'errair and Pondichery for the 
encampment of the army, Muhammad ’AM Ehan 
asked them whither it led. Their answer was : “ To 
Pondichery, and Madras”; on which he inquired 
what the distance was between the spot where they 
were, and Pondichery. They replied that it was a 
Hr j. little less than a league. He then became incensed, 
gS an d exclaimed : “ Yon have arranged that my camp, 
t j iat Q f m y troops, shall be on the road by 
which the French are expected to advance from 
Pondichery to attack this place. We will go 
to Tiravendipuraiu.” So saying, he promptly 
iniioofU departed. An Indian hour after he had gone, the 
HiJT Deputy Governor, with Rangappa Nlyakkan and 
S?L others, went to him, appeased his wrath, and brought 
him back, proposing to accommodate him aud his 
followers on the banks of the Pennar, to the north¬ 
west of Manjakuppam, near Tiruppfipuliydr, some¬ 
where between that village, and what is known as 
the ‘ horsetail 1 battery; it being an out-of-the-way 
place, about n mile distant from the west of the 
SKr public road. Regarding even this as too unsafe, 
" ro * c: * d ‘ he desired that some guns and a force of sepoys, 
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from Fort St. David, should be posted in front of 
hig men. The English acceded to this. On recon¬ 
sideration, however, be was dissatisfied with even this 
spot, so he decided to quit it, and to pitch bis camp 
at Koudtir Tope, which lies Further from the suburbs 
of Fort St. David. Here, he and his whole force 
were encamped together. They were exceedingly 
afraid that M. Paradis might set upon them that 
night, with a body of 500 soldiers. 

On hearing ting, the Governor desired the man 
who bad brought the news to repeat it briefly 
before M. Paradis and a few others, and he 
requested me to translate it into French. After I 
bad done this, the Governor said that it was all true. 
He further remarked; “ Muhammad ’All JChfm 
ought not to have shown his lack of courage, in the 
way that lie has. Could lie not hare maintained 
his prestige by suppressing the motives which led 
him to betake himself within the limits of English 
territory?” I thereupon observed : “ Tt is due to 
your remarkable good fortune that apprehensions of 
this nature have arisen in the hearts of Muhammad 
’Alt find his men. With all their advantages in 
armament, they cannot, when your troops actually 
take the field, hold out igainst them.” The Governor, 
and all the Europeans who were there, unanimously 
said that I was right. 

M. Dupleix then inquired whether any news 
had been received regarding Mahfuz Khan’s move¬ 
ments. I replied; “ He is now at Atnarampct. It 
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U said that, after having advanced as far as Satlras, 
Anwar KM ti fell back, and joined Hahfuz KMo,” 
The Governor remarked that a letter which he had 
received from Madras corroborated roy statement. 
He then asked me how Nawub Auwar-ud-din KMn 
was faring. My reply was that, from what I had 
heard, he was improving. On this, he said *. " His 
end seems to be as far off as ever. It is certainly 
remarkable that this man, who is eighty-six y ears 
old, still survives so many maladies. ’ t observed ! 
“Can one’s life come to an end unless the appointed 
time arrives: until then, one must linger on in that, 
way.’* True,’* he exclaimed, and then retired. 

.Monday, 19th December 17 or 8th ftrdrga-fti 
of Akshai/a* —At about seven Indian hours after 
sunrise, the chief of the peons furnished me with 
the news that thirty of the Englishmen who wore 
imprisoned in the fort, had escaped by leaping over 
the wall, after having severely beaten the guard, 
and that they were then pursued, with the result 
that eight were picked lip on the bank of the salt 
river, with injuries to their hips and legs, which 
rendered them unable to walk farther. I said: 
“ Very well. Send out more men in search of 
others.” At about 3 in the afternoon, some peons 
from Nayinfir told me that four more had been 
caught, of whom two had been sent to Ariydn- 
kuppam, and the other two would have to be carried 
here. I desired them to bring the wen. Again, 
at 4 o'clock, the watchman of Kupparu, a village 
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to the west of Villiyanailflr, informed me that ten 
unarmed Englishmen were hiding amongst some 
date-palms and sangam * bushes. I at once reported 
this to the Governor, and caused twenty musketeers 
to be sent out. They captured the ten Englishmen, 
brought them in at S, and left them in custody of 
the guard at the fort gate. 

Information having been received, through otir 
scouts, that a detachment of 300 horse, from the 
Muhammadan army which had encamped west of 
Cuddalore, was hanging about Azhisapakkam, a force 
was despatched from Ariyankuppam, and sighted 
the enemy as they were marching abreast of 
Muttirusa Pillai ChSvadi. The M&hd sepoys, and 
seme of the soldiers, at once gave chase to them, 
on which they fled. Two or three Englishmen, 
mounted on horses, entered the village of Azhisa- 
pukkain, and shot two cows. When they were 
pursued, both they and 100 horsemen, who were in 
the neighbourhood, decamped. The French troops 
there upon marched on to K&ttnpUlaivur KSvil, 
where they halted. As the men composing this 
force were eating their dinners, 600 mounted' men 
from the camp of Muhammad ’Ali Khan came in 
sight, on which the Mahd sepoys, a few soldiers, 
and ten horsemen, set off in pursuit of them. Not 
being able to oiler any resistance, they fled, and were 
chased as far as Bah hr. Our men then went on to 
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Chap. Warikrislurt&puram, where they United. Here, again, 
XXX ~ 11 ' the enemy, including seine Englishmen, appeared 
aJmVii and, from the cover of the boundary hedge, fired 
nipunua. innumerable shots at our men, who, in return,

B&i'jr brought letters addressed to the Governor, and 
M Dulaurens, and also some despatches from the 
authorities in Prance. The subject of these is not 
known. The men who brought them made the 
following statement to the Governor: 

** Having received a report of the death of

the Snbahdar of Surat, Wiglm*ul-Mulk, escorted 
by a merchant of Surat named Mu 114 ’Abd-nl-ShSh 
Baqar-ucUdin, has left Hyderabad, 
and is on his way thither, by way of Aurangabad. 
It La said, that NSslr Jang, also, is about to go 
thither. There is however a more recent rumour 
that Niglm*ul*mulk has arranged matters amicably 
with Na-sSr Jang, who has in consequence aban¬ 
doned visiting Surat.. On our return from Satftra, 
whither we went to see Sun Bhdji Rao, we wore

taken by a custom’house officer to the camp of 
Mahfuz Khan who permitted us to go on our way, 
on production of a certificate' bearing the seal of 
Nijiam-ul-mulk.” 

Tuesday, 10 tk December 2746 , or 91 k .1 tdrgaeht of 
Ahhaya .—The news received, to-day, from our 
troops is as follows : 

When encamped near ilanjakuppam, the force 
was, at about four Indian hours before sunrise, 
surrounded on all sides by tho Naw&h’s horse, and 
the English, who fired on them with cannon, mus¬ 
kets, unit rockets. They thou prepared for action, 
and leaving 200 men in the garden, to guard the 
stores, the remainder fought very valiantly, in 
close order. The engagement continued for about 
Leu Indian hours after day-break. On our side, 
one European was killed, and ton were wounded, 
whilst of the Muhe sepoys seven or eight were 
killed, and ten were wounded. On the side of the 
enemy the number of men and horses killed amongst 
the Muhammadans was respectively .... * 
and that of men "wounded was . . . *; 

whilst amongst the English .... * were 

killed and .... * grounded. Eventually, 

the supplies of the French fell into the hands of 
the enemy, and our men not being able to hold their 
ground, retired to the east of 1 1 arikvisknapumm, 
with their cattle and camels, and, marching along 
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the beach, arrived at Ariyilukuppain, at 4 o’clock. 
Two of the camels, which were not, able to get out 
of a mire at a water-course near MarikHshuftpurain, 
were killed by oar men. The Muhammadan horse¬ 
men, with whom there were also a few English, 
followed as far as Tnvalakuppam, and then fell back. 

The Governor and 1 were receiving infor¬ 
mation of all this after 12 noon. On arrival of the 
news, he sent, for me, and said as follows: “ For 
four days, I urged that M. Paradis should lie 
appointed to the command. But M. de Bury would 
not listen. Now see how he comes hurrying back. 
All this is due to his not taking my advice. Some 
do not understand, unless they are hit on the head. 
Note how things will go in future, and the course 
that they will follow." 

Most of the townsfolk were under the impres¬ 
sion that the whole force had been destroyed, 
and rejoiced very much when it became known that 
it bad returned in safety. I spoke to the people, in 
encouraging terms, explaining to them what had 
taken place. I then returned home, had sapper, 
and went to bed. Neither the Governor, nor I, were 
cast down by this discomfiture. The supplies, alone, 
fell into the hands of the enemy and no other damage 
was sustained. All have returned. I have recorded 
what I was told had actually occurred. 

The following is what the Governor said this 
afternoon: l< I am very glad that our people lmve 
sustained a reverse. I spoke ss earnestly as 1 could 
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to M. d© Burr, and other officers, in, view to M. cair. 
Paradis being appointed to the chief command, but 
they refused to serve under his orders, on the plea 
that ho was but an engineer, and they asked me to 
give them a trial, and see whether they would not be 
as victorious us he had been. It was then my hope Aid nut 
that they might return discomfited. This is what 
has actually come to pass, and 1 am pleased, although 
1 am somewhat cast down at the thought that our men 
have sustained a defeat. When M. de Bury and his lit; iviii i imIji

fellows were starting on the expedition, you, on 
noticing that M. Paradis was not accompanying them, Wiu ..tart, 
asked mt? to whom intelligence should he furnished by 
the scouts. I told yon that M. tie Bury was going, 
and desired that they should continue supplying him 
w ith news, and at tho same time mentioned that 
M. Paradis would go later on, and could then be 
communicated with. You, however, said to me : 

‘ It would be well if M. Paradis took the command. 

The very mention of his name, will cause men to 
tremble. If ho does not go, neither the Muham¬ 
madans nor the English will have the least fear. 

Your prediction has proved correct.” 1^“** 

On this occasion, the Governor talked to me for prt'dieiiaa 
about four Indian hours, and to record all that he 
said would fill, at least, 100 pages* 1 have given 
the gist of the conversation.

“ 1 hear that Mr. Morse is communicating with

I at once 
employed two agents, each on a salary of a pagoda 
a mouth, and desired them to ascertain everything 
that took place at Mr. Morse’s residence, and to 
make prompt report to me. I have accordingly 
been kept informed, daily, of every transaction there, 
and of the letters received from Fort St. David, 
Yesterday, a young Brahman brought one from 
there, and delivered it to Mr. Morse, who, after 
reading it, told him that he would give a reply. Ills 
dubash Lakshmanati then instructed the young 
Braliman to go to the house where he was living, 
and where he proposed bringing Mr. Morse's letter 
to Port St. David. A a soon as thin news reached 
me, I arranged for the Brahman being secretly 
seized, and confined in the house of the chief of the 
peons ; and deputed four of my palanquin bearers, 
who wore accompanied by Azhagiri Chetti, to take 
possession of, and bring away, the letters carried 
by Lakshiijanan- To make it appear that this 
was done by robbers—-lest the abstraction of the 
papers, alone, might create suspicion—I instructed 
them to take from him, by violence, whatever money 
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ail d other Articles he had about him, Lakslnnanau 
Jg ™~ ani ] another person who accompanied him, were 
rgL. accordingly waylaid, at the bridge to the west of 
Hiul. the Deputy Governor’s, The money they had, 
“*"**■' namely, 10 pagodas, fanams to the same amount, and 
some rupees, mating in all 27 pagodas; and the 
letters which they bore, were snatched from them; 
ana their clothes. Including their coats, were torn. 
The sham robbers at once brought the money to me, 
Hn , lr! w as also the letters, amongst which was one addressed 
M™’! r ruLj by Mr. Morse to the authorities at Fort St. David, 
E& and another, in Tamil, written by Lakshmuuan 
t0 Gnruvappa Naynkkan. I handed these over to 
the Governor, who transferred them to M. Mathieu, 
bidding him examine the contents of the English 
ThM.™* letter." He said that there was nothing particular 
tv it 111 11L' 11T ^ and that it ran thus : « It is my fate that has 

subjected me to the miaenea which have come upon 
me. I pine here, drinking my own blood, This 
being the will of God, what can we do ? I hope you, 
at least, will act with judgment, and continue to 
govern your settlement.” I then explained to 
TiuimuT the Governor the contents of the letter from 
rSrtvijfto Lakshtnauan, which was addressed to Gnruvappa 
*£5?*’ Nayakkan. They were to the following effect: 
“Be good enough to take out and forward Mrs. 
Morse’s boxes inlaid with ivory, her clothing, and 
other articles. Please furnish information ns to the 
prices of the piece-goods purchased, and sent from 
Cuddnlore, As regards debts due to Mr, Morse, 
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by merchants, rigorous measures should, if necos- Ohak

sary, be taken to enforce payment. Ail tlie money —- 

available, and all the goods and other articles 
belonging to him, should bo kept in Fort St. David, 1 ' DwpWoi 
He then desired that the 27 pagodas which the nM>n *r- 
peons had brought should bo distributed amongst 
them. I have, however, kept the money with me, 
as he is likely to ask me for it again. All this 
thieving has been perpetrated in view to procure 
the letters. 

1 give, below, the purport of a conversation 
which took place between me and the Governor, this 
evening. He said ; “ M. de Bury has related to III 8 Gflr™or 
the particulars of the recent expedition. Seventy or 2^“* 
eightv of the Muhammadan horsemen, fell. Of the l,nil n * tia " 
native sepoys, 200 or 300 were killed. If t he action 
had continued for two Indian hours longer, many 
more Muhammadans would have been slain, and our 
force would have reached Arcot, The officers who 
accompanied tho expedition would not obey their 
commanding officer, ami each persisted in having Ttoi^'y' 
his own way. It is to this that he attributes the jfcgfcjjfc 
reverse. He said that, as a strong force could not olllwrt* 
be detailed for the protection of tho spare ammuni¬ 
tion and supplies, which were consequently carried 
off, our men had not enough powder and ball, or 
provisions, to enable them to continue the struggle. 

M. de Bury, and the officers who were with him, 
charged the men of the navy with dig obedience, and The milium 
partly imputed the failure to their conduct, I,

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however, imputed it to theirs." I replied: “M, 
Paradis's name is held in such dread there, that if he 
had gone with the expedition, and remained inactive, 
the enemy would have fieri merely on the strength 
of his presence. I cannot adequately describe how 
they tremble at the very mention of his name. 
There was a man in our community known as * Gun- 
Lakshmana NSyakkan’. It is said that, during his 
time, when the 1 torses of Muhammadans wen* taken 
to be watered they would not drink, but lifted up 
their heads, and looked back in the direction from 
which they had come, until they were told 1 Gun- 
Lakshmana Ndyakkan is not here. Go on; drink/ 
Just in this fashion, do the men of the Muhammadan 
army shako at the very name of M, Paradis. More 
on the subject might bo regarded ns flattery. "When 
you hear further, from other sources, you " ill bo 
convinced of the truth of my statement." He 
exclaimed ; “ It is true. In future, I will send M, 
Paradis.’’ He further added : " You must ascertain 
all the news, and keep me informed, 'i ou had 
bolter take charge of all matters connected with the 
supply of cattle, coolies, and peons, and so save me. the 
trouble of attending to them." 1 said “ Very well."

absconded. Speaking in severe terms, I pointed out bf 
that 150 men had been received from the adjoining 
village of Ariy&nkuppam, which is not a tenth of 
the size of his, and that it was an impertinence on Duiiit

his part not to have sent any. Bidding him present “ oc ’" t| ;i - 
himself before the Governor, J went to my areca-nnt 
store-house, and during the time that 1 was there, 

I wa3 sent, for by M. Du plots, on whom l accord¬ 
ingly waited. As I was on my way back, I came, 
at the entrance to Governor’s house, on Tfinappa 
Moduli, who was talking to Azhtaap&kkam Sftriya 
Pillai. On seeing me, he said: “Please send Anii*»

bflriya Pillai back to his village.” Believing that he 
was a gentleman, I made him acquainted! with every- ii™ 1£ 
thing done by the man, and remarked that he did not 
deserve to be excused, and that his conduct ought 
to be brought to the notice of the Governor, and 
an adequate punishment awarded to him. T&nappa 
Mudali exclaimed : “ This is not in your power.” I 
replied; *' You will soon know whether it is, or not.” 
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As I was about to see the Governor on the 
subject, Kommana Mudali came to me, and said as 
follows ; premising that he did so at the bidding of 
M, Dulaurens ; “ You have called away all the in¬ 
habitants of Azhisapakkam, You have, it is said, 
not only obstructed the collection of taxes, but also 
hindered the supply of water to the rice fields. 
You have further, it would seem, used abusive langu¬ 
age to wards the men there, 1 1 must be remembered 
that Azhisapakkitm differs from other villages, in 
that it belongs to M. Dtiraas, and not to the 
Company. It, therefore, should not be interfered 
with ; and, if necessary, the Governor will be ad¬ 
dressed on the subject," To this 1 retorted, saying : 
“ It was not on ray own account that I wrote 
for them. No village was called upon to supply 
coolies, without orders from the Governor. In each 
communication on the subject, there was an express 
note that action was taken under his instructions. 
It was nowhere said that it originated with me. Did 
not the villages so addressed send a reply, and also 
supply raen by huudreds, and fifties ? Why did 
Sdriya Pillai, alone, abstain from replying, or furnish¬ 
ing coolies, or even from attending when summoned 
to do so r On previous occasions, did not Kanakaraya 
Mudali and Tanappu Moduli write to Azhisapukkain, 
and procure coolies ? It was apparently because 
the requisition proceeded from me, that some one 
desired to create ill-feeding between me and M. 
Dukurens, and therefore imputed to me things 
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which I never did ; such as that I had prevented 
the collection of taxes, had hindered the distribu¬ 
tion of water to the fields, and had dissuaded 
the local Redd is from returning to their village. 
Should there be truth in any of these statements, i 
am willing to be treated as an offender, and to be 
fined. Lob an underbaking to the same effect be 
taken, in writing, from the person who furnished 
the information, and let the matter be 1 formally 
investigated.” laying that lie took my side in the 
matter, Ko in man a Mudali promised that he would 
speak to M. Dnlaurens, requested me to do so too, 
and then departed. lie visited me again in the 
evening, and repeated hia request. 

The Governor sent for rae to-day, and said:* 1 ] 
am determined that all the villages belonging to the 
Nawab shall be burned, What distinguishing mark 
shall 1 give to the jnghir villages appertaining to the 
fort at Vazhud&vfir, so that they may be unmolested,” 
i replied : “ Anything that may appear agreeable to 
you.” He then said : “ Would it not do to hoist, a 
white flag, in each of them.” 1 answered : '* Other 
villages may do so. You might furnish each with 
a ticket bearing your seal, impressed on wax, just in 
the same way as you do for the guidance of the 
postal authorities, when despatching your letters to 
Madras. The villages concerned should be desired 
to produce these, on the arrival of our troops, to 
whom instructions should be given that places 
where the ticket is shown, should not be molested. 
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This iipp 6 &r 9 to me to be si more feasible plan/ 
On this, he said : “ What you have suggested 
seems to bo the proper course: we must adopt it. 
Please tell Mathieu to make up fifty tickets, affixing 
to each a wax seal.” I gave orders accordingly. 
The Governor then summoned me, and gave direc¬ 
tions to write a letter to Mir ITusain Khan, the 
Killed&r of Vazhnd&vhr, sending him as many sealed 
tickets as he had villages. I said that T would do 
so, and wrote the following letter: “ Muhammad 
’All Khan has arrived in these parts, and is giving 
much trouble to our people, and doing harm in our 
villages. We have patiently waited until now, but 
he does not seem to abate his evil ways. W r have 
therefore no other alternative than to sack and 
burn all his villages, and to make the inhabitants of 
them prisoners. But as we are mutual friends, and 
as we regard your villages as though they were our 
own, please distribute those sealed tickets through¬ 
out them,” With this communication, we pent him 
forty-five of these, 1 then said to the Governor : 
“ Kir, there are now the villages belonging to Nava- 
mftl, and those of Mortal ’All Khan ; we shall have 
to send tokens to them, also.” lie replied : " V ery 
well; do so.” 1 next told him that there were some 
'Tngbirdtirs who were of much help to us, and that 
protection should bo accorded to them likewise. 
Ho asked me who they were. I answered : “ Their 
names are Peninmkkal Miy&n Sahib, Muttu Mai Id 
tteddi, and Muttu Venkatapati ReddL We must 
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send tickets to their villages j they are of much use cm - 
to us because we obtain paddy from their lands, to — 
the value of two lakhs of pagoda*, and their wives AMU^^ta 
and children, too, are with us. As we arc at war uf*o™ r 
with the Muhammadans, Mnhfuz Khan wrote to 
these men not to send any of their grain to Po:i di¬ 
cker y. T hey, ho we ver, h a ve t aken n o n ot i ce of those 
orders, but continue to supply us, as usual/’ I 
mentioned to him some other points in their favour. 

Tic then remarked: “ Some time ago, you gave me 
the same advice with regard to a certain Beddi 
belonging to YilliyanaMr; but now this very man 
is doing us harm from the camp of Muhammad 'Alt 
KMnJ’ I replied : Sir, how could he help him¬ 
self ? When his master sends for him, and personalty 
gives him orders, how can he avoid compliance with " 

them,” I spoke in terras that were favourable to 
the RoddL lint the Governor said : “Your Beddi 


cannot disobey his master’s orders; but when our 
men marched against V ill iy anal Mr, he offered resist¬ 
ance, and attempted to attack them. The friend¬ 
ship of such a fellow will not suit. us. If there are i^ n»r 
persons other than he, to whom you may desire tiijj", ui 
to send tickets, you may do so. 1 * f said : Very 
well,’’ took leave, and went to dinner. 

At 2 in the afternoon, the Governor sent for me 
again. 1 presented myself before him, and lie then lllDi 
said: “There are two brothers, Jemadars of the 
Mnhd sepoys, I wish to give them a present : ^1^™* 
please send for two shawls.” I replied that 1 
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would, and gave orders accordingly. After doing 
this, l remarked to Mm : " Sir, as these men are 
sepoy a, it would look well if you presented them 
also with swords, pistols, and muskets. He ask^il 
mo to bring him a couple of sword3 and a brace of 
pistols, which were in my custody. I produced 
them os directed, and he showed them to me. 1 
said that they were good, and, after looking at the 
pistols, he handed them to Diego, and sent word to 
M. Cornet to bring him two other pairs of pistols, 
which he did. He next summoned his accountant, 
and ordered him to take 3,000 rupees, at once, to 
Ariy&ufeuppam, Then he desired me to approach, 
and said : “ You have never seen onr soldiers; you 
had better como to AriySukuppam, and have a look 
at them.” He asked his lady to Start first, and 
then followed her. I also went to Ariydnkuppam. 
On onr arrival there, the Frenchmen and the Mah6 
sepoys were drawn up in review order, and when the 
Governor, after alighting from his carriage near 
the Christian church, walked towards the battery, 
the drums were beaten. He halted not far from 
the bungalow of Madame Albert, which is close 
to the battery. Madame Dupleix was seated there 
in a chair, and as the Governor was inspecting 
the sepoy a. 1 A bd-ul -Rahman and Ms yonnger 
brother. Shaikh Hasan, advanced, and sainted 
him. He presented lo each of them a pair of 
pistols, a sword, and a shawl, and said : “If 
yon exert yourselves to your utmost in the interests 
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of the Company, God will bless you, and favour you Jgfa 
with further honours and rewards.” They replied — 
in polite language: “ Sir, we have always behaved 

so as to deserve well of you. We will continue to 
work unflaggingly for you.' 1 The Governor then 
ordered M. Duquesne to distribute tho Rs. 3,000 *jjij.ygj |lii 
amongst the troops, and this was done. After 
this, escorted by soldiers, he went to the Christian g™™ 
church, where the sailors were, under their captain, 

M. Benoin. Having had a conversation with mgW 
him, the Governor left the church, and Madame 
Dtipleix joined him. She, however, went on in 
advance. The Governor then said to me . Ho^ 
do you like the plan of giving presents, just now ? 

Do you approve of it ? ” I told him that it was 
but proper that people should be encouraged in 
time of war. We also conversed about Fort St. 

David, and the camp of Muhammad 'All Khan. The 
Governor then entered his carriage, and went to

Pondictery, whither I followed him* 

The following news was received during the 
night. About 100 horses, as also about 200 or 
250 sepoys and Jemadars, have died in the camp of Khan. 
Muhammad 'AH Khim ; Anwar-ud-din Khun has 
instructed his son to discontinue tho war; Muham¬ 
mad 1 All KMn leaves his camp at night, and betakes 
himself to the neighbourhood of the hill at Timrtndi- 
puram, and to the Akkal Niyakkan jungles ; 400 
or 500 horsemen are kepi mounted at the camp, with 
their faces towards Pondicliery, for fear that the 
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cmr. French might come upon them from there: there 
I ‘T^T ave maQ y dead, and wounded, in the camp ; and 
the elephant which was injured by a cannon ball, 
EiStttti,,, but escaped at the time, ia dead. By the time I 
jJrcrnor. had told all this to the Governor, it was 9 o’clock. 

asked me what the news was regarding Nizam- 
Nimbi, and til-mulk, and whether Anwar-ud*dln Khan was not 
yet dead, and conversed on like general matters, 
I gave him tho necessary replies, and went home. 
Thursday, Mud December 17k8 t or 1 1th JMrtjeehi 
bpwttM of Atcsfuiya- — To-day, nows came, by one of our 
spies, from the camp of Muhammad "Alt Kh an, 
khmi to that a camel driver had brought a letter to him 
hcutiuttei, from Anwar Khan, wherein it was written : “I 
intend to discontinue the war, and to make peace;

the enemy, and have to fight them, you remain 
shut up in your fort. Tour people are not brave; 
they are only fit for trade, and not at all for war.” 
It is said that he spat in his fate, and refused to 
accept the present that was sent to him j that the 
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mere mention, in tho crimp, of the name of the French ciiap. 
inspires ten or to such a degree that even pregnant * 
women miscarry; and that Muhammad T AU Kh ; ln 
pitches his tents at a distance from the camp, and “^ ionof

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Monday, 26tk December 174#, or 15th Mdrgaxhi 
of Ak*hatj<i, —Tli© Governor went to Ariyikiknppain 
yesterday, anti remained there to-day, Menu while, 
1 had news that the troops of Mabfuz Kh an and 
Anwar Khan had arrived at S&lapfikkam, which 
belongs to Utraraallflr, and had encamped there. 
In addition to this, Perumukkal Jliydn Sahib sent 
me word that M&hfuz Khan was on his way to 
attack Pondichery, and that he had been asked to 
accompany him. Periya Pillai., to whom Miyfln 
Sahib had written, gave tuo the following message 
from him : “ For upwards of thirty years, your Gov¬ 
ernor and I have been on terms of great intimacy; 
lei me know his opinion in this matter. As we also, 
are close friends, you must clearly explain the 
circumstances to him, and write to me. 1 will act 
in accordance with his wishes, if he desires me not 
to join him, I will stay away. Jf, however, he 
permits me to go to him, I will do so.” I replied to 
Periya Pillai: " Very well; I will place the matter 
before the Governor, and let you have an answer,” 
In view to reporting this news, Krishna Rao, 
Madananda Pandit, and T, proceeded to Aiiydn- 
kuppam, at 10 in the morning. I then had an 
interview' with the Governor, and told him all that 
is w ritten above. Having listened to me, he said : 
“ It is well. Is there no news regarding A root ? ” 
1 replied that up to that moment I I sad received 
none. He then said. ** He off with you, Sir.” I 
replied: “Very well, Sir, I will depart. When 
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will you be retumingr'” Bo smiled <ind oxclaijuod l 
“ Seiiing that I have come here, as a military com¬ 
mander, for the purpose of making war, how can I 
be e spec ted to go back to Pondichery ? If ou must 
remain there, inquiring regarding all that goes on, 
and when there is anything of importance, please 
come to me: if there is nothing, continue where 
you are,” I then took leave of him, and reached 
Pondichery before half-past 11. 

This evening, the Governor returned from 
Ariyanknppim, immediately sent for mo, and asked 
what news I had. 1 replied that 1 had received a 
letter, written on palm leaf, from our doctor at 
Porto Novo. He inquired what it was about. 1 
told him that its contents wpre as follows: “ The 
Dutch and English, acting in concert, are spreading 
the rumour that a fleet of twenty-five English ships 
has arrived at Anjeiigo, and Tellieherry; that eleven 
more arc expected from Bengal; that store-sheds are 
being erected at Ouddalore ; that all the garrison 
of Pondichery has inarched out to ou counter the 
army of Muhammad ’All Kha n, and invest Fort St. 
David, and, that as there are no soldiers in the fort, 
it could, if attacked, easily be taken; that even 
the inhabitants of Pondichery are reported to bo 
on friendly terms with the English; that Muham¬ 
mad’ All KMn is raising a very strong Force, as 
he is quite determined not to depart without cap¬ 
turing the fort at Madras; and that Mabfuz 
Khan is advancing.* 1 II© said to me: 11 Well, what 
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do they say as to the whereabouts of the array of 
Mahfuz P ” I told him that it had reached 
Maduruntakaiu, and that the rumour was that it 
was moving in this direction. He next inquired 
whether I had despatched men to Cuddalore. I 
relied that I had sent some, and had promised them 
50 pagodas if they brought me reliable in fori nation* 
On this he said i 41 You have done well; you may 
go home.” 

As I was returning from my areca-nut store-house, 
at 10 at night, M. Courblan, and an East Indian 
who is the watchman at the Vaahud&vflr gate, came, 
and said to me: “ One of your servants has arrived, 
and, standing outside the gate, has told us that ho 
brings news from the army. We have come to ask 
the Governor if we may atlmil him.” I requested 
them to follow me, and sent word to the Governor, 
who had retired for the night. Having obtained 
permission, I entered his apartment, and told him 
that two of our spies, who were bringing intelligence, 
had approached the gate, and had informed the 
sentinel of their errand. He thereupon ordered M, 
Courblan to lot them in, and asked me to remain 
until they arrived. The watchmau accordingly 
opened the town gate, and brought the two men to 
the Governor’s house. They made the following 
statement: 14 The army of Mahfu 2 Khan reached 
Tiruppdppuliyflr last night, and will join that of 
Muhammad 'Alt Khiln to-morrow morning.” When I 
interpreted this to the Governor, he said : ff Send,

at once, two men to accompany these persons, and 
instruct them to go to the camp of Mal.ifuz Khan, and 
report to us whatever transpires there.” 1 detailed 
two Government peons, and one Venkuiyan, to go 
with the spies. At 11, the town-gate was opened, 
and the men were despatched. L then went home. 

Tuesday, 87tk December I7&6 t or 16th Mdnji/zh! 
of AkiJtoya. —This morning, M. Dubois sent for me, 
and I accordingly proceeded to his house. As I 
found that he was not at. home, I went to the 
Governor, who asked me whether the men sent 
to Anwar Kh&n had returned. I replied that 
they acre expected, in the evening. Hu inquired 
in what direction the army was moving. I said 
that it would start from Tjruppappuliydr, and 
marching by way of Vizkuppuram, would join the 
forces of Muhammad ’Ali Khiu, which occupied 
KondQr Tope, near Fort St, David. He asked me 
whether the junction would be effected to-day. 1 
replied in the affirmative, on which he remarked: 
“How could that be? You said that the distance 
was three leagues; would the army get over this ?" 
I said : “ The march would be rather difficult, but 
owing to fear of attack by you, it would start 
at ten * Indian hours before dawn, and moving 
very speed!I}’, would reach its destination.” He 
accepted my suggestion. He then saidf “I must 
capture Cuddalore. What, is your advice; shall j 
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make the attempt ? ” 1 replied: “ Sir, there are 
at Cuddalore only peons, and no Europeans. At 
the gate, there are but live East Indians, and one 
European; in the battery near the seashore there 
are only two Europeans, ten East Indians, and some 
peons. You can go there by sea, m a boat, and reach 
the town by the estuary. As soon as you appear, 
the 300 Carnatic peons, and the northern man, 
Malrdjii, will decamp. You can then seize the 
town, and afterwards attack Fort tit. David.’* He 
approved of my plan, and bade me summon if, 
Paradis, 1 told him that an idea had struck me, 
and he asked what it was. I replied; ** There 
is no objection to your attacking Cuddalore; but 
if tbe fleet of the enemy surrounds yon at sea, 
and the Muhammadans encompass you on shore, 
you will be in a critical position. If the attack be 
made on one aide only, there will be no reason to 
fear the ships ; you can face them. So, too, if the 
Muhammadans attack you only on land, you can, no 
matter what their strength may be, hold your own 
against them; but to bo assailed on both sides 
appears to me likely to create a difficulty,” He said 
that I was right. As we were conversing in this 
manner, M. Paradis joined us, on which the Gover¬ 
nor asked me to explain to him all that we had been 
discussing. I did this, as well as I could, He 
approved of what I had pot forward, and told me that 
we most have supplies. I submitted that £ had them 
ready. The Governor then said ; “He lias already 
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Cair, given me a list of the provisions; we, therefore, need 
xxxvin. ^ c0Bcem ourselves about this matter now. How 
W46 ‘ much water is there in the river? ” I replied that 
it was not less than waist deep, and might, possibly, 
be two feet more, and added: “Sir, if you had 
curried out this scheme i to mod lately after the capture 
SST of Madras, you would ha ve succeeded very easily; but 
>i. de la Bourdonnais stood in the way. The result 
tas been that a matter which could then have been 
disposed of in no time, engages a very large share 
of onr attention, and the onemy is now aided by a 
Aiui I ■int* strong force of Muhammadans. On the other hand, 
Sfew if you do not set about the capture of Fort St. David, 
n^vij, 1 ' Pondichcry will always be exposed to annoyance. 
If Fort St. David becomes ours, the English will have 
no harbour in which their ships can lie; and their 
power at sea will be unworthy of consideration. 
This is what strikes me, but 1 do not know what 
o™™* your views may be.” He remarked that my sugges- 
wdjttb' tions were reasonable, and then asked M. Paradis for 
WtemreM. his opinion. M. Paradis said : ( It is quite right, 
Sir; the plan can he carried out if the Muhamma- 
dans retire, or if the English fleet refrains from 
attacking us.” It being high time to take food, they 
withdrew, and I proceeded home.

for immediate service; that move than 1 ,000 mounted 
men were at his disposal; that 1,500 horse, in all, 
had come with Mahfuz Khan ; and that there were 
4,000 or 5,000 infantry, 10 or 15 guns, and 400 or 
500 rockets. I communicated this news to the 
Governor, at 10, and then went home. 

Friday, 30th December ITUS, or I9lh M&rgazhi of 
Ai&hai/a .—In the afternoon, I received information 
that Mahfuz Khan and Muhammad ’All Khan had SIhKE

heard that their army had been thrown into confusion 5 ^“ 
by a sudden attack of the French, under M. Paradis, 
and had sent spies to ascertain whether this was 
true; that these men reported that it was not; and 
that a present of 5 rupees had been given to four of 
them. At a Council which was attended by MM, 

Paradis and delft Tour, it was decided that a force, ± temt 
in boats, should attack Cuddalore. Having been 
asked to collect information, I engaged a man for 
that purpose, promising to give him an appointment, 
if he brought me reliable intelligence. Be said thai 
he would return with news, by the third watch of 
the following day, and departed. 

To-day, I despatched a letter to Arcot, for Husain 
Sahib, one to Vakil Subbniyan, and another to M. de IflArJulI 
Kerjean, with which were fifteen books to read, 
writing paper, and a box of tea. 
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This evening, a letter came from Anwar Khfin. 
My man Man6ji, and one of Anwar Khaim’s named 
DfisSaii, who had, on a former occasion, received from 
me a present of Rs. 20 and four yards of broad¬ 
cloth, subsequently arrived. The contents of the 
letter were: “ If a father asked his son for anything, 
would the son refuse it? I have begged of von the 
fort at Madras, and you neglect my request ; if I 
come, and am met by a refusal, will that not bo a 
great disgrace tome ? If, therefore, yo i write to me 
that you will hand over the fort to me, I will come.” 

I informed the Governor of this. Shaikh Adam, 
the Killedar of Porto Novo, sent a letter to m--by one 
VSluyuda Pilliu, wherein he said that if his request 
did not meet with success, the bearer must not be 
detained. 1 reported to the Governor the contents 
of tlii- 1 , and mentioned what Vfilfiyuda Pillai had 
toht me personally. I procured for him a letter 
from the Governor, and, informing him that u full 
reply would be found in it, sent him away, 
accompanied by a Company’s peon.

It is true that a son should 
give what his father asks of him, but I am extremely 
sorry that I can not comply with your request, with¬ 
out the permission of our King. I may not remove 
the Hag hoisted on the fort: if 1 did so, my head would 
be cut off. If this misfortune befell mo, would it not 
be the same as if it had overtaken your own son, and 
would it bo agreeable to you ? I will write to the 
King touching what you ask, and will endeavour to 
meet your wishes." He introduced friendly expres¬ 
sions of this sort into the letter ; and, in addition, 
sent for Anwar Khan’s man Desanfi, explained the 
matter to him in very kind terms, and asked me to 
do so also, lie pointed out to him, too, that what 
with famino and want of rain on one side, and war 
on the other, the country was being laid waste, and 
the inhabitants were distressed. Further, as 
requested hy Anwar Khan. 1 bought a clock from 
AJ. do Bausset, for a hundred pagodas, and forwarded 
it to him. Un my own account, I wrote a polite 
letter to him. and sent Manoji and a Government 
peon, with the bearer. 

This evening, twenty boats, bound for Cuddalore, 
took their departure, and headed for the Ariyun- 
kuppaiu river. It was arranged that the hiuropeana 
occupying Ariyunkuppum should embark on these, 
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and proceed to Cuddalore. The only delay is on 
account of the absence of the messenger sent to 
bring intelligence, whose return is awaited by the 
Governor. 

It was reported to-night, at 7, that an earthen 
jar, filled with filth, was thrown from within the 
grounds of the church of St. Paul, into the temple of 
Vedapuri Iswarau. It very nearly fell on the head 
of Sankara Aiyan, who was at the shrine of the god 
Pilhiiyiir. on his way round the temple, in the per¬ 
formance of religions duties. When the jar struck 
the ground, nnd broke to pieces, the stench emitted 
was im bearable. This matt er was rep re sented to mo 
by ten mon, including the following heads of castes, 
namely, Tillai Mudali, Peddu Chetti, Arumugattan 
Mndali, and AndanSyaga Filial On my reporting 
the matter to the Governor, he sent for MM. Le 
Jlatre and Desraar&ts, anti T&nappa Mudali, who all 
arrived, at half-past 9. He deputed (hem to inspect 
the place, in company with M. Paradis. Before they 
set out, Madame Dnpleix sent for M. Paradis, and 
M. I.e Maire, and advised them. 1 cannot Imagine 
what false report they will make at her instigation, 
and what action the Governor will take on it. Her 
nature is too well known. It remains to be seen 
how the Governor will acquit himself in the affair. 
I will write touching this, wheu l know the result. 

When MM. Paradis, Le Maire, and DosmarMs, 
accompanied by Tanappa Mudali, approached the 
temple, Malaikkoshuudan’s son, Varlam, who was 
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standing then.', in company with some Pariah lads, 
told thorn, iu French, to enter the temple. Ai. 
Le Alnire, who heard this, reproved him, and asked 
him why he had come, and what business he had 
there, Varlam said that lie would go away, anti 
accordingly departed- The gentlemen then entered 
the temple, smelt the broken jar, pronounced that it 
had contained filth, ami judging by the position of the 
scattered fragments, arrived at the decision that it 
must have been thrown from the church, arid that 
there conhl bo no mistake on that point. Ah Paradis 
proposed that this should be reported to the Gover¬ 
nor, on which M, Le Muire suggested that the 
priests should bo consulted. Iti reply, M, Paradis 
said that ho had no authority to do this, but M, Le 
Muire averred that he had, All of them then went 
to the church, and rang the bell, by pulling the 
cord to which it is attached. On hearing the sound, 
the senior priest, Falhor Cceurdoux, came out, and 
opening tho door, asked the business that had 
brought them there. They then explained wlmt bad 
taken place. They remarked that, from the position 
of the pieces of the broken jar, and an examination of 
the ground about the temple and chnroh, there 
could be no doubt that Ihe direction from which 
the jar came wa s that of tho I at tor. TI iey a 1 so n o t iced 
that the slouos at the base of the temple wall on 
the side of the church had all been pulled down. 
When those holding Ihe investigation urged that 
this was not right, the priest exclaimed : "It was 
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uot our doing. They, themsilves, most have dug 
them out, with the view of loti gin g a com plat at, 
and getting the wall, which is in a ruinous state, 
restored.’ 1 They replied: "Everybody is aware 
of your intrigues, The per pel ration of acts such as 
these, gives cause for much discord and wrangling." 

The persona deputed to hold, the enquiry then 
repaired to the Governor, and reported to him that 
the complaint made was true, and that the priests 
of the church of St, Paul were responsible. There* 
upon, he desired them to commit this to paper, 
and exclaimed: “ I will not only write to France 

regarding this affair, but will also take such action 
with respect to it, that the priests of the church of 
St, Paul will ever remember it." The}’ talked for 
about two Indian hours on the doings, in the town, 
oF the priests and then dispersed \ the Governor 
going to bed. Tanappa Moduli und I returned 
home, at 11 o’clock. 

Sunday, 1st J<tn utt rtf 7747, or 2bd Mdrrjazh t oj 
Mihntfa .—This being New Year’s day, 1 went to 
visit M. Barneval. He said to me : '* You wish me 
a happy new year, a happy festival day, and much 
prosperity ; but, owing to the capture of Madras, I 
have lost everything." I replied to him: “ Hir, 

what does it signify to merchants whether Madras, 
or any other city, bo taken?” He said that the 
intention of the Governor, M DupJeix, was to 
make I’oudichery a city like Madras, but that that 
would never coine to pass, because at Madras each 
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merchant wa3Un influential gentleman, equal in rank 
to our Governor. He added that, tast night, some 
filth had been thrown Into the Hindu temple, and 
that justice would bn* done to the merchants only if 
the culprits—be they missionaries, or others—were 
detected, and adequate !y punished. I thought it 
wise not to talk any further on this subject, find 
turned the conversation to the news from Europe, 
and various other topics ; find after having paid my 
respects to his wife, also, T w;is about to depart, 
when a man came, and said that the Governor 
wanted me. 

As soon hs 1 presented myself before him. he said 
to me: “ You know that, last night, we despatched 
100 soldiers and Mah4 sepoys to Cuddalore, with 
M. do la Tour and Shaikh Hasan, 1 have received 
a letter stating that they set out from Vfrdm- 
pattauam last, night, at half-past 7] that three of 
the bouts leaked, thus wetting the powder and 
muskets; and that the party then landed, abandoned 
the expedition, and reached Ariydukuppam, by 10 .” 
1 replied that I had just received similar intel¬ 
ligence. He asked me whether the man who went 
to (’uddalore had returned. I replied that he had 
not. He then said ; “ You know that he promised 
to be here by yesterday afternoon ; as he has not vet 
arrived, could he have been captured ! n I answered : 
“ 1 do not know ; thero is no news whatever ” 
On this he seemed to be considering something or 
other. 
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I exclaimed: “ Sir, may this be a happy now 
year; a happy festival far you ! Last year you met 
with success everywhere; you earned, ail through 
the country, a reputation which has extended even 
as far as Delhi. Through you, the whole of your 
family has gained a great name. The rumour is 
that should even Hitch a warrior as the Emperor is, 
go to war with you, he would only be defeated. 1 
trust that during this year you may have a hundred 
fold more success than in the past. God will, indeed, 
bring this abont.” He said t.o mo; “ \ ou see, Ran- 
gappa, how He favours me. At the very mention of 
my name, the MuhamrnitdRns begin to tremble.” On 
this, I set to work to compliment him still more, and 
told him, for an Indian hour, how people were 
extolling his fame and valour. If I were to put into 
writing all that I said in commendation of him, it 
would occupy ten or fifteen pages. After l had flat¬ 
tered him in these very extravagant terms, he told me 
that, with the view of making the people of the church 
of St. Paul smart for the wrong that they had done, ho 
would consult with the members of the Council, and 
take measures accordingly. I said to him : ** Sir, if 
you do not take the necessary action to punish the 
evil done, the good name which you have acquired 
will be tarnished. Besides, you have invited all the 
merchants of Madras to Pondichery, and have a 
mind to make it a rich city, like Madras. If yon 
take steps such ns those you mention, you will obtaip 
help in the direction at which you aim, and thy 
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merchants will have c on fide nee i n you. Is th ere any - 
thin g that escapes you ? I only say what occurs to 
me.” He replied : “ What you say is correct; the 
people of the church of St. Paul arc mischievous. 
Seeing that they have done so many tilings to annoy 
me, can there be any doubt they will do much more 
to irritate others ? I know it full well. I shall take 
measures to make them regret their conduct, for 
over, and also to do justice to other people.” All 
this conversation took place this afternoon, I record 
it here, with our conversation in the morning. 

We then went to the chnrch, and every token 
of respect was, as usual, shown to us. But whenever 
I visited the priests, it was customary with them to 
embrace me, praise mo, and show me all manner of 
respect. Attentions of this description were, however, 
not shown to me on this occasion, the reason being that 
they thought it was I who had brought the matter 
of the filth being thrown into the VMapuri Is war an 
temple, on the previous night, to the notice of the 
Governor, and had caused him to send the Council¬ 
lors, to inquire regarding it. It seemed to mo that 
this was what led them to fail in their usual kind¬ 
ness to me. But it was not I who specially brought 
this deed to the Governor's knowledge. He took 
notice of it, only on the complaint made to him by 
the heads of castes, and I merely interpreted to 
him. I did not make the charge, myself. But if 
the priests thought so, how could I help it. 
Besides, the Governor is not in the habit of acting 
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on other people's opinions, stud this was known to 
every body. If, being aware of this, the priests 
bear me mn lice, what can Ido? Wo next, went 
to the mission church, and from there l let Tfumppa 
Mudali go home, and returned to my house. 

The Governor went to wish a happy new year to 
the Europeans; and, when lie left the house of 
M. de la Touche, I presented myself before him, and 
said that I had brought the man who had arrived with 
news from Cnddalore. He asked me why lie did not 
return on the previous day. I replied : “ When 
disturbances are going on, it is not a very easy task to 
enter an enemy’s town, and gather intelligence. 
He had to remain hidden ; now in one place, now in 
another, and get information, and this took a day." 
“ It is well,” he observed . “ it is enough that he did 
not fall into the enemy's hands; please bring him to 
me, to-night.” When, in accordance with this order, 
I waited oti him again, he said : “ What news has he 
from Cuddalore.” I replied : Sir, the information 
which we had some time ago, regarding Cnddalore, 
was not incorrect. We were told that the peons 
and MalrdjS had been transferred from there, to 
Manjakuppam, and that the guns in the batteries at 


Cnddalore, as also those on the bank of the river, 
Anilthtl had been spiked. This man now makes a similar 
report, and says that if you go there, you can easily 
take possession of the town.” He replied : " Well ; 
this is the news of the day before yesterday; it 
Qovmior, may be that of yesterday morning. Last night, 
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our men from Ariyankuppam started, in boats, 
from Virampattauam, and as two or three boats 
leaked, they turned back* It is just possible that the 
people at Ouddalore, having heard of this, may have 
placed soldiers and guns in ambush. What do you 
say to this P Send your men to procure information 
regarding the matter.*’ I directed the man to go 
again. He said that ho would, the day after to¬ 
morrow, bring news, and departed. The Governor 
then asked me if any news had been received regard¬ 
ing the forces of Muhammad ’Alt Kkm and Mnlifnz 
Khan, and the watch kept by them durin g the hours 
of darkness. I told him that the entire camp re¬ 
mained awake all night, and that the horses, with 
saddles ***** 

Wednesday, *th January 17^7, or 2Wi Mdnjazhi 
»>f AI:skiffo .—At 3 this morning, just before 1 went 
to the Governor, I heard the following news: The 
local M tihammadan commander, named . . . *, 

together with Shaikh Hasan, and ’Abd-ul Hah man, 
two brothers who are Jemadars of the Mukd sepoys, 
hatl an interview with Govinda Kao, through Kdsi- 
kansu Sing, and they are jointly collecting troops, 
and preparing to at tack Pondichery, Some ten days 
ago, at the bidding of the Governor, I sent word to 
Poriya Aiya, son of tho Poligar of Vettavalaro, as 
follows: “ Yon must raid and burn in the Muhamma- 
dau country, and attack and destroy their troops : we 
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chap, will, for this purpose, help jou with, the necessary 
— ' men iind supplies,” Periya Aiagreed to this 
ff.-'j-itil proposal, and sent a Brahman, and a monegiir of his,

with a polite letter. When I reported to the Gover¬ 
nor the arrival of these men, and told him of the letter 
which they had brought, he said : " Let them lay the 
country 'waste.” I informed the men of this order, 
eijtjs! po..* They,however,desired to see the Governor, and speak 
Si" ,urUl to him in person. I accordingly promised to introduce 
SST "" l them, and asked them to wait. As the front gate of 
the Governor's house was not opened until 11 o'clock, 
I went in by the back way, and had an in lor view 
,i trooper with him. Just then, a man of Anwar KhSn’s, and

miwdwb# 011 e of the Company s peons arrived, and told me 
that a trooper from the master of the former was 
on his way, I intimated this to the Governor, who 
wrote a letter to the gate-keeper saying that the man 
might be admitted, by the Vasshudilvilr gate. He 
Goj'tnwr further said to me: “ When the messenger arrives, 
lakAttwto take him to your house, lot no one have speech with 
him, listen to whatever he has to say, report it to me, 
and bring him here at 9 to-night,” I replied that I 
would do so. I then despatched native captain 
Sandappan, and a Company’s peon, to receive the 
ti» mu messe i ige r. They accord ingl y brough t h i m. lashed 
ft™** 1 * him his news. He said : " Anwar KM n directed me 
iiS! to go to you, and told me to say that, as desired by 
you, he was willing to send a respectable man, but 
in the meantime, at Madras ... *

with mo this morning, as was also a revenue officer 
of Anwar who arrived here some three 

days ago. I sent both of them oft', accompanied by 
my man, Manoji, and a Government peon. 1 then 
went to See the Governor. He was unwell, and ns 
he was not dressed, his doors were shut. 1 went to 
my areca-nut storehouse, and caused the following 
letter to be written to Asad-ullah Sahib, in Persian: wi„i

“Yon ate demanding of my servants taxes in respect T rLl f{j > Bll 
of Yannippet, near Arcot. Are you justified in s,wb- 
doing this ? Have I ever taken a lease from you, or 
have I, at any time, paid rent to you ? It is Muttn 
VenkatapatiReddi to whom I am directly responsible. 

I took no lease from you. B&po Kao can vouch for 
this] as can the Beddi mentioned above.” I had 
this letter sealed, and despatched it by Andiyappan. 

A Telugu copy of it has also been kept tor record. 


This being the day appointed for visit of the n*j"*“**» 
mal i an fit t ar s t, to the Governor, T gave instructions 
that alt of them should attend, at 4 in the afternoon. 
Meanwhile, the Governor sent for me, and asked if 
I had any news of the army. I said : “ I have. The 
whole of the enemy’s horsemen have mutinied owing 
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to a on *receipt of their pay; Mahftus Kh& n is still 
undecided ; Muhammad ’All KMn ia bent on 
making peace, and departing ; 6^0 or 700 horsemen 
are patrolling, day and night, for a distance of over 
& miles from their camp; the leaders, such as 
Muhammad 'All KMn, Mahfuz Khan, 1 Abd-ul- 
Jalil, Anwar KMn, and Pertimukkal Miyfln Sahib, 
have had no sleep, and, owing to lack of courage, 
have abandoned the camp; the troops are filled 
with the idea that at any moment the French 
may fall upon them, and the state of alarm in 
which they are baffles description. The English 
visit them, now and then, and tolling them that 
their ships ore Hourly expected, ask them to wait 
for a while. You know that, during the last war, 
the English paid them 3,000 pagodas j they now, 
too, have paid them a like amount. They toll 
the Muhammadans that, as they have come so far, 
it would be a disgrace to them, if they retreated; 
that great enmity has arisen between them and the 
French, owing to the latter having made thoir ap¬ 
pearance; and that they could not foretell what 
would befall them in the future. These are the 
rumours now current in the nrmj, and [ believe that 
they are genuine.” The Governor said : “ This may 
be true,” I replied ; “ It, must be so. We obtained 
the same in formation from so many sources, that I 
do not doubt the truth of it.” 

Tho Governor then asked mo when the roaM- 
nattars would be coming. I said: “They will 
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probably arrive at half-past 4 or 5 in the after¬ 
noon ” I added; *' Sir, yon will remember, iu 
connection with Muhammad 'All Khan, that tho 
Killedar of Porto Novo wrote to tig that he wished 
to come here, and we asked, him to do so. Tint lie 
never came, and the reason why lie did not is this, 
it seems that Muhammad 'All Elian is displeased 
with us for, in spite of his utmost, endeavours loget 
the management of our affairs into his own hands, 
transacting them through Anwar KMn, and he 
mentioned this to the Killedar of Porto Novo, who 
asked VMaLyuda Pillai to write all this lo us, which he 
has accordingly done." The Governor desired me to 
intimate to Muhammad ’Ah KhSn that in future all 
our negotiations would be carried on through him 
alone, and not through Anwar KMn. I did this. 
At 4 in the afternoon, 1 waited on the Governor, and 
presented Snngu SSshdchala Chetti to him. Ar. half- 
past 4, the maMntttttra arrived. I introduced 
them to tho Governor. The latter knew beforehand 
that they would certainly raise the question of the 
temple, and lie therefore had asked me not to let 
them do so. f accordingly spoke privately to three 
or four of the mahSn&ttsirs, and also to Artinlohola 
Chetti, i*equesting them not to enter upon it. In 
spite of my advice, they began to do so. The 
Governor, thoreforo, rose up, addressed a few kind 
words to them, and went into his wife’s room. 

At 8 at night, the following intelligence was 
communicated to me by Periya Filial, who had been 
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sent by Peromukkal Miydn Sahib. NawSb Auwar- 
ud-din Xtiiin wrote to his two song, Mahfuz Khau 
and Muhammad ’All Khfin, that the whole country 
was ruined, owing to Failure of min. He therefore 
bade them come to gome terms, break up their 
camps, and return to Arcot. Having received these 
instructions, Muhammad ’All KL&n is determined 
upon making peace. Miyan Sdhib’s accountant, 
Periya Pillai, further informed me that he was in¬ 
structed by his master to state that he was present 
when this decision was arrived at. I conveyed the 
news to the Governor. He was pleased at it, and 
said to mo : Good ; let os see how it will all turn 
out. Please send 200 mangoes * to the Naw&b, and 
100 pagodas to Gulab Sing.” I said to him that 
I would make these ready, and despatch them the 
next day, and then came away. 

Fritbiij, 6th January 17±7, or §6fh Mdrgazki of 
M'xltaya.— To-day was the festival of the Epiphany. 
On this occasion, it was observed with more solemn¬ 
ity than usual. One peculiar feature of it was 
that when the three kings entered the church door, a 
line of sepoys was formed, and drums were beaten. 
The second was that Madame Dupleix presented a 
waxen image to the church, this morning. The 
Governor and his wife went there, in order to witness 
the ceremony. There were no other innovations 
than those mentioned, above.

Ho then 9aid : n Last night, our European soldiers ™h*i 
entered the enemy's camp, and examined it. They 
say that they could have burnt ifc in a very short Jjj""*"™!* 
time j but, as they had not my permission to do so, 3@. 
they came away.” I observed: “Sir; It would 
not be right to do this, as they are treating for peace.” 

The Governor remarked that as they had behaved CcinVfcT- 
reasonably to us, we, also, must treat them with con* 
federation. I rejoined : “ Sir, as you act justly, God 
grants you success, and, as they behave inequitably, 
they meet with failure.” Just then, M, Paradis 
arrived, and I took leave of thorn,

warded copies of this to all Kill ed ara, including Taqt 
Ilhsain, who has transmitted one to his son 1 Ali Kaqi. 
I read to the Governor a copy of the order 
regarding Anwar-ud-din Khlki. sent to the Tahsil- 
tlars, by the NigSm, All these papers are in Telugu, 
ami reference can be made to them.

Sunday, 8th January 17U7, or £8th Mdpjazhi of 
irtlTrirm Mshaya —This morning, messengers came from 
A **‘ Periya Aiya, the Poligar of Vfittavalam, and this is 
the news that they brought from him : “ If you 
Rom.*, desire it, I am ready to storm the camp of your 
ffb jpg.,, enemies, and to bring you their heads or to force 
SSr*' the troops of Muhammad 'Alt KMn, and Mahfux 
Khfrn, to retire to Arcot. In this case, you must 
And»k. give shelter, in Pondiehery, to my wife and children, 
v!?« Sirfhla and must provide for their maintenance and other ex* 
*** I tense s ; and I shall also expect some assistance from 

yon in carrying out the undertaking.” This news 
Amami. was communicated to the Governor yesterday, and 
Ml ’ n 2,000 cartridges, and a permit allowing him to pass 
the city gate, were given to the messenger. To-day, 
I took the monegar who came from V^ttavalam, 
and one Venkatdchala Aiyan of Tondamdnattam, 
to the Governor, and bade them tell him all that 
E££!T they had to relate. I interpreted their statements 
gg£» to him, and he then said i “Very well; I will 
££* t . give you any help that you may require, but must 
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do so secretly. It should not be made public. Your ^ 
wives and child ren may come to live here, but should ~ 
enter the town without any one being aware of 
it.” They agreed to this. The messengers then 
aaid that some present ought to be sent t-0 the bU|fiSb< 
Poli^iir* and the Governor asked me of what it 
should consist. I replied that he might give a 
gun, a pair of pistols, and a roll of broad-cloth. 

I sent word to M, Cornet for these articles, and 
he forwarded a double-barrelled gun, as he had 
no single-barrel led ones, This weapon was de¬ 
spatched to the Poligar. TondaroSnattam Venkata- 
chala Aiyan was also sent to bring word as to when fjwjperij 
he would attack the camp of the Moghuls, as the nj.' 
French would, at the same time, bring up their 
troops, and attack them. The messengers then took 
leave of us, and departed. We also sent 1,500 .! n-ffthu-r 
cartridges, and 75 pagodas, to Alatt&r Venkatd- 
chala Nijakkan, and requested him, in the name iSj'SK' 1 
of the Governor, to pillage the country. The men 
bearing the cartridges and money, likewise started 
to-day. 

The following news was received, to-day. As 
soon as Madras was captured, Mr. Hindc, the to rorlniH 
Governor of Fort St. David, to whom Aiidiyappa 
Mudsill and other merchants of the English Company 
owed cloths, and a sum of 30,000 pagodas, in connec¬ 
tion with their annual contract for supply of cloths, 
summoned them, and said as follows: “ Let the 
cloths already made up into bales remain, llemove, 
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into the interior, those at the washing depot, and 
also the unbleached ones, and keep them there. 
We will see about them afterwards, ” Later on, in 
the month of KirttigaL [November], ho procured all 
the half-bleached cloths, and baled them up. Thus 
the merchants then owed to the Company only 
the unbleached clothe and 30,000 rupees, of which 
the Governor was subsequently repaid Rs. 10,000 by 
the son of Andiyappa Mudall, on his stating that the 
amount was required for expenses. When ho after¬ 
wards demanded payment of the balance, tho mer¬ 
chants represented that they had piece-goods which 
they were willing to sell for that sum- This was 
the state of affairs until about four or five days 
ago, when they were called upon, not only to bring 
the unbleached cloths removed from the town, but 
also to supply goods for the Rs. 20,000 still duo 
by them. Consequently, brokers at Pdlaiyflr, l J at- 
tarop&kkara, and Chennamanllyakkanp&laiyam, have 
despatched to Cuddalore 300 scores, worth that 
amount, which, together with 100 already instock, 
are being dyed red in the store-house of Tambu 
Mudali. Besides this, it is said that a fresh supply 
of 100 scores has been manufactured. 

This information was famished by Krishuniynn, 
tho brother-in-law of Mmalinga Aijan, who had 
been to ChennanianSyukkanpfilaiyam, When I men¬ 
tioned it, in the evening, to M. Dupleix, he asked 
mo with what motive the Governor of Fort St. 
David was procuring unbleached cloths in such 
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quantities. I replied: " It must be for one or other 
of the following reasons ; 

“The Governor probably expects some ships of ^ 
war. In record to this, the following contingencies f2j*l..[iiio» 
should be taken into consideration. Yon have re- ££&«' 
ceived a written commntdoation to the effect that 
Mr. Peyton, who is in command of the fleet of ships 
of war now at Calcutta, has no intention of coming 
hither, for some of his crew have deserted, some have 
been killed or wounded in battle, whilst others are 
ill, and consequently those fit and available for ser¬ 
vice. are Quite insufficient to fight an engagement. in^Sr

This seems not unreasonable. Again, although 
lie is aware of the capture of Madras, lie knows rtjtm 
that ships cannot anchor in the roads here in 
the mouths of Karttig&i and Margazhi [November 
and December] and ho therefore refrains from 
attempting an expedition against Madras just now. 

He is therefore not likely to attack it, unless he 
receives a fresh reinforcement. It is therefore out 
of the question that the squadron now at Calcutta 
could come here. Et must, moreover, be borne in 
mind that the ships forming it left England four 
years ago, and having, since then, touched nowhere, 
must consequently have become more or less unsea- 
wurthy. Now, to turn to the anticipations as to ships 
from England. Even if it should be a fact that any oubuwin* 
are coming, they would, in ordinary course, make 
straight for Madras, the capture of which could not be 
known to those on board. It is, of course, possible

We see not 
prospect of ships arriving to our assistance. On the 
other hand, our enemies are bent on capturing the 
fort, which, although we cannot yield it without re* 
sistance, will have to be surrendered when we find 
ourselves no longer able to hold out. We will* 
therefore, take care that it is empty.' Influenced by 
Considerations of this nature they probably intend 
conveying the goods elsewhere, on the plea that they 
have been sold to the Ducth, or to some merchants. 
Suhtaffw “ It is also possible that they may wish to 
h*i r Bood*. borrow money, on the security of them. 

'* The action of the English must be imputed to 
one or other of tlie reasons which I have mentioned, 
and should not be regarded as being without any 
ulterior object.

there como the French. * Some 500 or 600 of their 
horsemen patrol about to the west and south of 
Azhisap&kiam, at a distance of about three miles 
from the village. The Governor of Fort St. David 
has given some presents to Mahfuz Khan and Mu¬ 
hammad ’AH KMn. On one occasion, he lent them 
3,000 pagodas, and on a second, another 3,000. lie 
Is holding out hopes of the arrival of English ships, 
has promised to give larger presents then, and tells 
them that, when so reinforced, he will attack Pondi- 
chery. It is thus that the English are beguiling 
them with false hopes and promises.” 

The Governor then said that he was in the dark 
as to the state of affairs at A root. I told him that 
Mahfnz Khan, and Muhammad ’All Khan, had 
received a letter from Arcot, to the following effect : 
“ The people are distracted, in consequent□ of the 
prevalence of famine. Owing to want of rain, the 
growing crops, throughout the province, have dried 
up, and there is no sign of the taxes being collected. 
The demands of the Nigam for money are pressing 
Large arrears are outstanding against you. You 
bad better return : I, myself, will advance on Fondi- 
chery, and take such action as may be necessary.” 

He then asked me why they had not departed, 
in accordance with this letter. I replied : " Appa¬ 
rently in consequence of the hopes held out by the 
English.” He agreed. 

The Governor then said : " It is alleged that 
SivanSga Redcli holds a very conspicuous position 
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in tho enemy’s camp, and dees much mischief. Did 
I not tell yon, some time ago, that he should be 
arrested? Yoo pleaded that ho lived near this, 
and was one who sought our favour. You said that 
’Abd-ul-JaKl had written to yon praying that his 
village should not bo surrounded and burnt. You 
were instrumental m letting the Reddi escape. See 
how he behaves now.” 

I replied : “ As ho is the renter and headman of 
lands which are subject to Muhammadan rule, how 
Can he help obeying his master, when he sits by his 
side, and bids him ? " 

As I was thus pleading on his behalf, the 
Governor exclaimed: " You arc always ready to 
assign reasons. That Reddi i3 one of the many 
who have been asked by the enemy to afford 
assistance. Why have not the others acted as he 
has r ” I answered: ii Their villages are all at 
a distance, and those of the Reddi lie close to 
Pondicliery,” 

To this, the Governor retorted : " If he really 
cared for our favour, he should, though remaining 
with the enemy, have behaved so a3 not to prejudice 
Our interests. lie helps the English, in whose town 
our adversaries have now taken up their quarters. 
Well; I shall not forget this. !3o long as the French 
have any hold on this country, he shall not escape 
being brought before me. You must, somehow, find 
means to apprehend him.’* 

I replied : “ Very well ; I will try.” 
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For the last two or three days, JI. Dcsmarfts 
lias been sanding for me, but I had no time to visit 
him. Before going to the Governor this morning, 
however, I waited on him, and, in the course of con¬ 
versation, he said to me: “ You know that M. Dnpleix 
has, on the ground that it was not valid, torn up 
and destroyed the agreement executed by M, de la 
Bourdonnais, which ransomed Madras to the English 
for 11 lakhs of pagodas. Should M. de la Bonrdon- 
nais lodgo a complaint in France against if, Dnpleix, 
the latter might get into trouble, for the French 
Minister appointed M. de la Bourdonnais to be the 
leader in this war, and has empowered him to seize the 
ships, settlements, and troops, of the English, Such 
powers having boon conferred on him, no one can re¬ 
ject any agreement, or contract, signed and approved 
by him. Besides, he has not put his own name to 
the agreement; but has signed “By order of the 
King,” and ho.3 executed it in favour of Mr. Morse, 
the representative of the English King. Inasmuch, 
therefore, as the names of the French and English 
kings are mentioned therein, it would not affect M. 
de la Bourdonnais. As the matter concerns the two 
sovereigns, every one must accept the agreement, 
if it has been signed by the representative of the 
King. If there is any flaw in it, the defect must 
bo brought to the notice of His Majesty, who 
will punish the person concerned ; but no one can 
cancel it. The command of the King is that no 
transaction made in his name, and on his behalf, 
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should be rescinded with out Ms knowledge : and it cuaf.

I 
will pay the hire- You can take it away/* Prak&srin *■****«“ 
then went off, and reported what had occurred to the £& 
priest Cceurdonx, who wrote a petition to the wbDwut» 
Governor, wherein he stated that a litter belonging 
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to Ariyftnkiippam, which was used for carrying 
corpses, and bore the sign of the cross, had been 
thrown down in the street near the house of Arum- 
pfitai, was covered with filth, and injured by stones 
that had been cast at it. When the Governor 
read the petition, he sent for the Registrar M. 
DesmarSts, M. Le Hairs, tbe King’s Proctor, M, 
Miran, and tbe priest Cceurdonx, and he despatched 
a man to bring tbe litter, and Cbinna ParasurSma 
Filial. When this man came, the Governor asked 
biin all about, the matter. Parasurdman told a story 
exactly the same as that recorded above. The 
Governor asked him why he had not sent it away, 
then and there. Parasur&man replied : “ Sir, I am a 
business man. I have thousand things to attend 
to, and I do not know how it came to be near my 
house. One of the priests’ men told me that there 
was a litter there, which looked like theirs. I replied : 
‘I know nothing about it. It seems that some bearers 
who brought a wounded man In it, left it where it is 
and went away. I will get some coolies; you had 
better remove it.’ The man agreed, and went away; 
but he never returned.” These were the words 
in which Paras u ram an told the whole story. On 
this, the Governor said to M. Le Maire, the King’s 
Proctor, the Registrar, and M, Miran: “ Please go 
and inquire, in the presence of the priest, if any 
filth was actually cast on the litter, or if stones were 
thrown at it; and ascertain, also, what occurred, 
from the time that it was taken from the officers’ 
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church at Ariy£nkuppam, and the wounded man wag 
placed in it, and Bent here, up to the present; 
and let me have a correct report on every point.” 
Then all the four above-mentioned gentlemen went to 
the place where the litter was, called a carpenter, and 
ordered him to examine it, in view to determining 
whether it had been struck by stones, and whether 
dirt had been cast on it. It was then found that there 
were no marks of either of these on it. On this, 
they sent for the chief priest of the church of St. 
Paul, and said to him: " Look here; in your 
petition, you wrote that stones and dirt had been 
thrown on your litter. If yon have any proof of 
this, please let us see it." The priest replied: 
“The dirt has dried, and consequently no tracer 
of it are to be seen.” The gentlemen exclaimed: 
" How can yon toll such a falsehood ? Was not 
the mark of the dirt thrown by you on the 
Hindu temple perceptible, even after it had dried up ? 
Had stones been thrown, would not the marks be 
distinctly visible ? How can people in your position 
tell such lies ? You create all manner of feuds, 
and prevent people from settling here.” Having 
thus spoken to the priest, they all departed, and 
reported the matter to the Governor, who sent for 
the chief priest, and told him that he had written 
an untruth iu his petition. The priest replied, as 
stated above, that the dirt having dried, no marks 
ofit were discernible. The Governor retorted: "How 
can a man in your station in life tell such falsehoods ? 
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Owing tothc mischief done* by you and your col¬ 
leagues, the townspeople ere leaving this, and 
will not remain hero. Yon had better put your 
complaint Into writing, and submit it to the Council-” 
On this, the priest rejoined: “ The matter is 

not one worth placing before the Council. The 
men who reported the matter to me made the 
allegation ; l believed it, and wrote the petition. 
J, myself, do not know how far all this is true.” 
But the Governor said : “ This is all very well, but 
the matter cannot be hushed up in this way. It 
must bo brought before the Council.’ 1 This nows 
was given to me by M. Desmarets. Much more 
took place, but I record only the important points. 
If I wore to write down every particular, there 
would be no end to it. 

In addition to what he related to me, Jr. Desma- 
rets anid that Turnip pa Mudah had told the priests 
of the church of St. Paul that the reason why the 
Muhammadan troops did not leave the place was 
that I was in league with them, and did not interest 
myself in the affairs of the French; that Fort St, 
David could have been captured by this time, but 
for my machinations; and that I was the author of 
all the difficulties. M. Desmar#ts told me that all 
these allegations were made to the priests of the 
church of St. Paul, by Chinna Mudali Lazar;, and 
by them, to him. The priests also spoke about 
these matters to some other Europeans, who 
asked what had occurred, informing me, at the 
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same time, that they bad been told by the priests, Rhat, 
to whom the allegations had been made by Lazar.

It is an absolute Dtam' 
fabrication on the part of the people of the church j i | |,u it®r]j 
of St. Paul, I put the matter to them, in the true 
light, and they approved of my explanation, 

Wednesday, 11th January 1747, or 2nd Tui of 
A&shaya. —To-day, M. Lenoir sent, by a peon, a M Lnit> „ 
letter from Masulipaiara. It was folded in the 
Muhammadan fashion, and the address was written ST** 
in Telugu, in these words, ‘ To Karidi Buohanna, gS?“ o( 
at Porto Novo.’ Ho said in it that he had heard that 
M. Paradis had been made a prisoner, and that the 
Muhammadans were besieging Pomlichery. The 
messenger stated that seven ships wore anchored ^<>1 
opposite to Mulvala Ravanai yan’s choultry, north 
of Pulicat ; that they were English, and from 
Calcutta; that the commander of the squadron was 
^Ir, Poy ton , and that one of the ships brought ne ws 
to Pulicat, delivered some letters which were subse¬ 
quently despatched to Fort St. David, and then put 
to sea again. I reported all these matters to the 
Governor. He said: "This is true : two or three C ^ M 
days ago, I heard that one or two sail were seen off tS?** 1 
Madras, and they are probably English.** 

1L Boateville reported to the Governor that om^nirt 
Ruiigappan, the accountant who had mado himself 55*"^ 
responsible for Ds, 200 in the affair of Id , Bertram, 
now refused to pay the same; and requested that 
he might receive it from the money belonging to 
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M. Bertram, which had been lodged in the registry 
office. The Governor sent for me, and asked about 
the matter, and I explained it. He then directed 
that the Acheen areca-nuts under attachment, in 
the warehouse of M. Bertram, should be delivered 
to M. BoubeyiUe. At II, the Governor went to 
a dinner party given by M. Auger, at the garden 
house of M. do Bausset. 

Last night, I received news that a party of 400 
peons hod advanced as far as Marikrishnupuram, and 
then returned to Azliisapukkam. It marched, in two 
divisions, by different routes, to attack the Muham¬ 
madan camp. One of these reached the boundary 
hedge, which was the point at which they were 
to meet, but not being joined in proper time by the 
other, returned without making any attack. This 
was owing to a dispute between M. Chengeac and 
another officer who accompanied the force. 

This morning, the Governor told me that he had 
received a letter from Madras stating that four 
English ships, and a sloop, had been seen in the 
offing there. 

Mrs. Morse sent word to the Governor, through 
Madame D u pie) x, asking that the money stolen 
from Lakshmanan, the rtubdsh of Mr. Morse, might 
be returned to him. The Governor requested me 
to see that it was paid to him, through a third party. 
I told him that although Lakshmanan lost only 
27 pagodas, he claimed 100. The Governor said : 
“You manage all my affairs; why then do you 
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ask my opinion? Do what yon think proper.” I 
replied that I would settle the matter in one way or — 
other. l747 ‘ 

Friday i 13th January 17 47 , or 4 th Tat of 
Akskaya .—This morning, ships were sighted 
approaching from the north. The Governor sent 
for me, and said: “ I do not know if these hail from Cj ri l|1 10 1 
Trauquobar. or Acheen : or are the Dutch vessels uuutWIM

which, after touching hero in October last, sailed SKiS*®” 
for Acheen, and were expected to arrive again in ""' ,ump ' 
the month of Tai [January-February], on tlieir 
return to Mocha.” I told him they were the last 
of these. Ho said that ii news was received that the 
three ships under M. Dordelin, and the two belong¬ 
ing to the squadron of M. de la Bourdoimais, had 
reached Acheeu, one uiiglit expect that they would 
come on here; but if otherwise, the conclusion must 
be that if. de la Bourdonnais had taken them all onnrnftr. 
away with him. I said that ho was right. 

At noon, to-day, the Dutch ships reached the 
roads, and having anchored, fired nine guns, which “«l£LtoL 
were returned by a like number from the shore. 

As soon as the officer in command landed, lie visited rci*nJ?^r 
the Governor, and reported that the three man-of-war 
under M. Dor del in, and the two of the squadron of M. 
de la Bourdonnais—five In all—had reached Acheen, 


And had 


and that, eight days before his departure from that 
place, the French squadron received intelligence 
that two or throe English ships were cruising in the bSJW 
neighbourhood, and had gone in pursuit of them. 
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Tirfr Tte Governor then sent for me, and said : “ With 
j— reference to our conversation this morning, the 
Dutch commander has just been telling mo that oar 
five ships arrived at Achecn, and that eight days 
before he sailed thence, some English vessels were 
seen in the neighbourhood, and our squadron started 
in chase of them. In two or three days more, there- 
§&* *ore } we shall see our ships here. As this good news 
concerns every one, please go, and announce it to the 
people,” I cannot describe how pleased, and happy, 
the Governor was. 

jS'ljwliilli"! ^ to-night, the following news was received 

JSSEl from MilJra3 : “The three ships under AT. Dordelin, 
and one of M, de la Bourdonnais’ squadron, an¬ 
chored in the roads at Madras, on Wednesday the 
SEE? 2nd L lU h] instant,” The Governor at once sent 
biihOi* for me, and said : “ Kangappa; we have good news. 
Our four ships, with a Dutch sloop which they 
captured, have reached Madras. When the Eng¬ 
lish, Mahfuz Khan, Muhammad *Ali Khan, and their 
troops, hear of this, how will they like it ? ” I 
7s»7n* rt replied : " It will be a thunder stroke to them; their 
S5 ?hV’^ w droops romain here much longer; they will 

™ ewy ' discover that the English have cheated them by 
saying that their fleet would arrive in a fort¬ 
night, and that they would then give them money, 
I think there will be a serious misunderstanding 
between them,” The Governor said that he was 
quite of my opinion. We then conversed, ns usual, 
on genera] topics, and I went home at ID. 
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SaturJay, Hih January 2747. or 5th Tai of Cm-, 
Akshaya. —To-day, at noon, the Governor seat, for x ^ii ;s ’ 
me. I went to him, and lie gave me some oranges GnJlri^r 
brought from Acheen, by the Dutch, and asked nntHBV* 10 
me to send them to the Muhammadan camp. I took 
them all, and went to my ureca-nut 5 tore-house, “""P 1 
where I got some baskets, and packed eighty in 
each. 


I forwarded these, with polite letters, to Mahfu* h=^ 
Ehan, Muhammad ’All EMn, and Anwar Klmn. f""'****- 
MauGji was charged to take them to Kondftr Tope, 
where they were encamped. In addition to this, 1 
despatched to Arcot a hundred and twenty oranges A„a, tll[ 
for His Highness Nawdb Anwar-ud-dln Efcfln, 3K* 
eighty for Sampati Rro, and eighty for Husain 
Sahib, sending, at the same time, a letter to each. 

At B, VfiliyndEi Pillai came from Porto Novo, 
and brought letters from the ainaldar Qf that place ^ nrii 
to the Governor, and me. I read to the Governor 
that addressed to him. Having listened to it, he araiaill " i1, 
requested me to write an answer at once, asking 
the nmnld'ir to come, and see him in person, and bid* amntt 
ding him tobe under no apprehensions. I wrote in t*- 
aocordance with his orders, gave the letter to 
VMuyuda Pillai, and sent him off, at 10 o’clock. 

To*day, the doctor * consigned to Mocha 25 bales 
containing 100 scores of pieces of long-cloth, of 
9,j yds. each. During the night, a Muhammadan 
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turned in the vessel from Acheen, reported to me 
that an English captain, one Mr. Boyer, had pet 
between 100 and 150 candies of frankincense, some 
goods which had arrived from Acheen, and from 150 
to 200 bars of gold, on board the ship bonnd for Tran- 
qnebar, and that she would lie in fchi3 neighbourhood 
iu two or three days’ time. I communicated the news 
to the Governor. Ho said: " The Governor of Tran- 
quebar is our friend; he has helped us on several 
occasions. It is therefore not pro^r for ua to make 
a prisoner of an Englishman travelling on a Danish 
craft, or to seize his goods. Vou. know that four 
men-of-war of oura have arrived off Madras. When 
tho English ships which were in the roads at l’ulicat 
saw ours, they made off, but there was a Dutch sloop, 
which our squadron seized.” I told him that 1 had 
heard, from Madras, that it belonged to the English. 
The Governor replied ; “ Tour correspondents give 
you incorrect information ; please write to them not 
to do so in future.” It was this Captain Boyer who 
commanded the sloop which arrived in Arppisi 
[October] la3t, and which ... * 

Sunday, lSlh Ja nm ry 1 747, or Gilt Taiof Akshaya. 
A ship arrived to-day, at noon, and anchored. She 
fired thirteen guns, which were replied to by a like 
number from the fort. She is named the Louis, 
and belongs to the squadron of M. de la Sour donna is. 


* I is complete in. tho anginal, Thuro ii no ptniou BMlSon of this matter. 
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Her former Captain, M, Benoit, did not sail with 
her, but remained here, and one M, St. Decheaux, 
who took his place, brought her to Pondichery. 
Another sloop is following, and has on board some 
goods, and twenty-five garce of paddy consigned 
from BiroUpotam, to the Paymaster at Negapatam. 
She brings, also, a letter to the Governor of Pulicat, 
advising him to dispose of the paddy where 
it can bo sold at a profit. When the sloop was off 
Pulicat, a French ship seized her, alleging that she 
was English, but when she was brought to Madras, 
and examined, It was found that she was Dutch, and 
she was sent hither, along with other craft bound to 
this port. When the St. Louis arrived, the Governor 
wrote to the Governor at Nogapatam, asking him if 
the sloop belonged to him. I do not know' what he 
w ill do when the reply arrives. 

Monday, 16th January 17It 7, or 7th Tai of AJmttaya. 
—-To-day, I had a letter from Shaikh Ahmad, the 
amaldfir of Porto Novo, saying that lie was coming 
here. I reported this to the Governor, He told 
me to write to tlic amald4r, asking him to do as he 
proposed, and to take the road by Ammp&tai Pillai’t 
choultry. I did as instructed. He accordingly 
camo, halted at the choultry, and, in the evening, 
sent word to me of his arrival. I gave intimation 
of this to the Governor, who desired me to take 
twenty Company’s peons, and some Europeans 
such as M. St. Martin, and M. . . . *, and 
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receive the amaldur, with all due attentions, tie 
asked me if guns ought to be fired on hig arrival. I 
replied : “ As the amald&r is a respectable man, a 
salute should be accorded, when he reaches the town- 
gate.” He wanted to know the number ofguns, and 
I said that it should be seven. He sent for the 
master gunner, and ordered liim to fire a salute ns 
arranged, and he then asked me to go out, and meet 
theamaldir. I took leave, and reached my areca-nut 
store-house, at S. The amilddr remained, for the 
night, at Arnmpfttai PUIni’e choultry. I decided 
that t could go there on the following morning. 

Tueailnj, I7tfi January 17U7, tw8th Taiuf Al't-hitija. 
—This morning at 8, I sent word to the amaldflr of 
Porto Novo, that 1 was coming to meet him. As 
ordered by the Governor, on the previous day, 1 
set out at 9 in the morning, with JL St, Martin, 
M. . . *, a native captain, and twenty or thirty 

peons. By that time, the a maid Sr had started, and 
had reached my garden-house. We went there, and 
halted. After conversing with him for a while, we 
left together, and when we entered rhi> town through 
the Villiyanallftr gate, seven guns were fired. I 
provided accommodation for the amaldur in the 
garden-house of M. Dumas, and leaving him there, 
made my report to the Governor, He said : “ Please 
go and stay with him, ascertain Ids views, and let 
me know what they are.” In accordance with these 
instructions, S remained with the a mal d&r, and 


• RtqjQtt la tUs original. 
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when liia opinions became known to me, T gave him 
suitable replies. Whilst I was dealing with him in 
this fashion, a man came, and said that the Gov¬ 
ernor wanted me. I obeyed the summons, had u 
conversation with him, and then, going home, dined, 
went to my areca-mit godown, and rested there 
for two Indian hours. At the end of that time, I 
again presented myself before the Governor, and 
informed him that the aimlddr was coming to visit 
him. Then I returned to the amaldfir, and took him 
m the evening, to the Governor, During the visit, 
M Dupleix, Shaikh Ahmad, and I, conversed for a 
long while. Shaikh Ahmad told the Governor that 
lie would relate to me all his misfortunes ; the latter 
said that he was welcome to do so. After this, the 
nmaldar took leave, and returned to his residence. 

I Vednesdny, 18th January 1 747, o>- 9th Tai of 
AJtshiiifa. —The following is what occurred here to¬ 
day. .News arrived that tho Nawab had released the 
Europeans, MM. Schonomille and . . , *, who 

had been taken prisoners by the Muhammadans, 
during the recent fighting at Madras, and had sent 
them with a letter from himself, and another from 
Husain Tahir Khan, and that they had reached 
TLndivanam. 

Thvi'stltijf, 19th Jamvtrtj 17 k7, or 10ih Tai of 
A!;$hatja. —This murning, at 9, M, Schonomilie, M, 
de Kerjean, and M. Gossu, who,last, night,halted at 
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Tindivanam arrived here. Another European was 
with. them. This maw had been sending intelligence 
regarding the English, to the G ovum or of Pondi- 
cherj, and when French soldiers, sailors, and a few 
officials, were in the hands of the English, he was 
in the habit of letting them escape, two or three at a 
time. Mr. Morse, the Governor of Madras, having 
come to know of this, caused him to be publicly 
flogged, and put in jail. But when the fort of 
Madras fell into the hands of the French, not only 
did they release I vim, but they made him an officer. 
When M. de Her jean and the others left, he accom¬ 
panied them; and when they were made prisoners, 
he, also, was captured. They now all came with 
Shaikh Muhammad Tavakkal and Vakil Subbaiyan. 
The Europeans embraced M, de Korjean. The 
Governor and his wife also did the same, and were 
very pi eased. M u ham mad Tavnk kal 1 1 ad an in ter vie w 
with the Governor, who desired him to take a seat, 
and inquired regarding the welfare of Nnwih 
Anwar-ud-din KMu, Husain Sahib, and others. In 
return, he expressed the hope that the Governor was 
prospering. Tho Governor then said to him: “You 
probably feel weary now: go, and take some rest; we 
will discuss matters to-morrow at our leisure.” He 
delivered the letter brought by him from Nawab 
Anwar-ud-din Kfoln, to the Governor, who handed 
it to me with the request that 1 would interpret the 
contents. The purport of it was: “ 1 have received 
the mangoes sent by you, and am obliged for 
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them. If you evacuate Madras, all well and good: 
if not, please send back to me the four Europeans. ” 
l explained the letter to the Governor, and he said: 
“Go; talk to Muhammad Tavakkal, and ascertain 
exactly what the views of the Nawstb are/* Muham¬ 
mad Tavakkal then went home, and I, to my areca- 
nut god own. 

To-night at $, 1 went to Sunguvar’s store-house, 
where Muhammad Tavakkal is accommodated, and 
chatted with him, until 10. After a conversation on 
general topics, we came to the point, and having 
asceriaiued his view's, I gave him answers which east 
all the blame on the Muhammadans, and were in such 
terms that he could not avoid remaining silent. He 
was pleased with my reasoning, and praised me. I 
took leave of him, went to Irusappa Mnttu Chetti’s 
house, offered him my good wishes on the occasion 
of the Pongal feast, and reached home at half- 
past 11. 

Sunday, 22nd January 2747, or ISfh Tai of Ak- 
tfh'iya —This morning, the Governor summoned me, 
and said: “Go to Muhammad Tavakkal, and tell him 
that you will remunerate him handsomely ; promise 
what you consider tit, and try to bring him to our 
way of thinking.” T hereupon, I went to Muhammad 
Tavakkal, drew him into conversation, and then said: 
“ Kindly let me know what your desires are and I 
will arrange with the Governor to satisfy them.'* 
He replied : “ If you give me 20,000 rupees, I will 
settle everything to his satisfaction. The orders of 
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the Nissdrn are that the Nawfib should return. The 
latter is overwhelmed with debts, and being thor¬ 
oughly wearied, be wishes to make peace with you, 
and depart. Besides, he has dismissed Bapflji 
JMdjakkan, who formerly collected the tribute of the 
Carnatic, and lias appointed in his room one Sadilsiva 
llao, a Mahratta, who is the son of Siman&ji Rao, the 
younger brother of Rhaji Rao, Bdpdji Ndyakkan 
is preparing to collect men in order to attack the 
Xawib, who is alarmed at this, 1 will therefore 
dispose of matters in a way which will phase you. 
You have given moyour reasons. 1 will add my own, 
and put them in snob a way as will cause the Nawflb 
to entertain no more ill-feeling towards you. In 
short, I will settle all difficulties, to your entire satis¬ 
faction ; but you must comply with my demand/’ 
After hearing his views, 1 told him that I had then 
no time to give him a distinct answer, as the Governor 
required my attendance, I w as about to start, when 
lie stopped me, and said: “ You merely take my 
opinion, and do not express your own. At this rate, 
how can we come to any agreement. If you will open 
your heart to me, then, and then alone, I shall be 
satisfied.” I replied : “ 1 have no objection to do so. 
Two of the Governor's peons are however waiting for 
me, so please accept my excuses. I shall return, in no 
time,” I hastened to the Governor, told him all that 1 
had beard from Muhammad Tavakkal, and inquired 
what he had to say to it. He asked me what 1 thought 
best under the circumstances. 1 replied: *■ You know

that he wants 20,000 rupees; that is, 6,000 pagodas. 
I think it desirable to giro him 4,000.” The 
jovemor said that that was too much, t rejoined' 
,( \Ve can reduce the amount to be paid to the 
Muhammadans,* and give the money to this man, 
because it is through him, alone, that our difficulties 
can be removed." “ That is true," he exclaimed. 
‘ We will give him 10,000 rupees in cash, and goods for 
Es. -.-sOQ. bottle it with him in that way, and then 
ask him to write such letters to Husain Sahib and the 
Nawab, as will suit onr plans.” I went to Moham¬ 
mad Tavakkal, and told him that we would give 
him 10,000 rupees in cash, and Rs. 2,800 in the shape 
of goods, when I said this, he was overwhelmed 
with ioy . as though he had found something which no 
mortal could attain, and exclaimed: « You are my 
priest: I will not gain gay your words. T will act in 
accordance with what you propose.” 11 k impossi¬ 
ble io describe, in writing, all the polite expressions 
of which he made use. He then told me that he 
would address letters to Husain Tahir, and Samp&ti 
Rao, in the following terms : “ The Governor of 
Pondichery does not sei m to be willing to pay any¬ 
thing to the Nawflb, unless he asks for it. He is bent 
on war. As he is aware that the Mahrattas are 
coming to attack you, and that the Nissftm has 
ordered you to return with your troops, he does not 
appear to be inclined to pay you any money."

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All those were made ready, and M. Delarche 
attended. The Governor then said to me : “ Can 
we write a letter to Muhammad *A1S T^hfin, to the 
effect that we will give him the villages attached to 
Fort St. David and Cuddalore, and that we will 
reserve Fori St. David, alone, for a while longer; 
and then, if he so desires, will also make it over to 
him ? 11 I replied that we could write to him in 
these terms ; but that we might add th&t the condi¬ 
tions named would hold good, only on the under¬ 
standing that ho and his troops withdrew, and would 
not give up those places to the English, He 
approved of my suggestion,, and said that a letter 
to that effect must be written by M. Delarch©, and 
that the Brill man ir. charge of preparing the Persian 
letters should not know of it. I replied: ** The 

plan is a good one, but M. DeJarche can only speak 
and road Persian. He cannot write that language.” 
The G ovemor said : “ Only a few words have to bo 

written ; M. Delarche can manage that,” and he 
then sent for him. He came. The Governor gave 
him the subject, and asked him to write the letter. 
If. Delarche said that he could not write Persian, 
but that he would get the Brahman writer to do what 
was required, and would strictly warn him not to 
reveal the secret to any one. The Governor replied : 
“ I gave my instructions to you, as the matter is 
one which should not ho known to any one else. Now 
get the letter written confidentially.” M. Delarche 
summoned Madanfnda Pandit to his house, and 
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there caused him to write the letter in the terms dur¬ 
al ready stated. It was then brought to the Gover- 3ULiCty ‘ 
:ior t and sealed- At half-past 5 in the evening, he 
sent for Shaikh Ahmad, and aaid to him: “ You 

ivrote to us onco that you desired to have this affair SEflkh* 
settled, through Muhammad ’All Khan, and that 
is the reason why we sent for yon.

Shaikh Ahmad replied in very courteous terms ;

1 * The Govor- ^ 
nor then put into his hand the letter written to wEni* 
Muhammad All Khan, and also the cloths and other 
presents, as already described, and said to him: •wT' 

“ If Muhammad ’All Kli fm consents to what you are ti0n, ‘ 
about to tell him, then, and then, only, give him the 
letter. If he will not assent, send it back to me.’* 

Shaikh Ahmad took the letter and presents, and Hr ni’MVts

replied : I will let you have an answer, in two or 
three days. Until then, you must not be in a hurry." 

Then the presents set apart for him were placed in 
his hands. Two yards of cloth were also- given to

make proper inquiries, and let him know the result, jo 
VSlayuda Filial received the gift, and promised 
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to do as he was bid. He further said to the 
Governor: "Muhammad ’Aii Khan considers that, 
you are a warrior, and a good man, and it is on that 
account that he courts your friendship. The truth 
will appear hereafter. All the blame rests on 
Mahfuz Kh an, and your affairs will, therefore, pros- 
per. By 10 to-morrow morning, I shall reach hig 
camp." So saying, he took leave, and retired. I 
asked him to come to my house, after night-fall. Ho 
agreed to do so, and arrived at half-past 8. He re¬ 
mained with me until midnight, and was entertained 
with music and a nautch. He then made a present of 
Its. 30 to the dancing girl, accepted the red and 
green broad cloths presented by me, and went home. 
I also gave two rolls of broad-cloth, and a piece of 
muslin, to Ylldyuda PiUai, and Ihilaji Pandit. This 
is what occurred during the night.

— At 10 this morning, I went to the 
Governor, and said to him : “ I have to accompany 
the amaltlnr of Porto Novo, to bid him farewell. 
Please direct that, when he leaves, seven guns bo 
fired from the VilliyauaMr gate, that the sepoys 
present arms, and that the drums be beaten.’ 1 
The Governor consented to this, and sent orders 
accordingly, to the keeper of the gate, and to the 
master-gunner. I took Nayinir * with me, and 
went to the garden-house of M. Dumas, whore 
the Muhammadan was staying. We all left to¬ 
gether, and when we arrived at the Villiyanalliir 
gate, the sepoys presented arms, and seven guns 
wore fired. I accompanied the a maid sir as far as 
the mound on the other side of Nainiya Pills i’a 
garden, and there took leave of him. I then 
went to the Governor, and reported what had taken 
place. 

Tuesday, 2hth January 2747, or 15th Tai of 
Akthatta. —This morning, the Governor sent for me, 
nnd asked the news regarding Fort St. David and 
the troops. 1 said : “ You will recollect that I told 
you, some time ago, that I had heard that the 
brokers were packing up cloths, and that, when they 
learnt that our squadron had arrived at Madras, they 
discontinued this. Now I hear that four Malay dices 
from Tellicherry and Anjengo brought tidings of 
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Cjur. ships, and that thereupon the Governor of Fort St. 

— David presented them with 5 pagodas each; that the 
nJm' men objected to this, saying : ‘We were sent with a 
promise of 100 pagodas, and we therefore came 
bafe* very speedily, and brought news and letters, but you 
cr ]ve us onlv 20 pagodas. Cow can we accept this • 
On this, 20 pagodas more were given to them. 
Aa««wi>eii The Governor then took the men to the camps of 
ropw&ut -\fflhf njj ghan, and Muhammad 1 Alf Khan, and caused 
them to communicate the news of the ships to 
them, on which they presented each of them with 
a turban. The Governor chatted with them for 
a while, and then took his departure. When he 
reached the fort, he went to the washing depSt, and 
ordered some cloths to be dyed blue. The faces 
of the English, it would seem, brightened, some- 
iMww what, after receipt of this news ” He asked mo 
"iutumml- what tidings I had regarding the Mu ham mu dan 
&™ 1 * forces, I replied: “I hear no mention of war. All 
* lT “ ^ apeak of peace. It is said, in the camp, that as 
Muhammad Tavakkal came to you in the name 
of Husain Sahib, with a view to put an end to hos¬ 
tilities, there will henceforth be no more war, and 
there will be nothing but peace. There is a talk in 
the army that, on their way from this, they will 
march to Vazhuddvftr and ChStpsttu, in view to the 
settlement of the taxes ; and then move on to 
Bankdntir and Sfilandr, in order to attack the 
Mahrattas. 1 am told that horses are being pur- 
chased, and sent, in fifties and hundreds, at a time. 
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Whilst the Governor wa3 listening to me, the cu*r. 
members of tho Council arrived. They held a — 
meeting which lasted about four Indian hours. 

The Governor then sent for M. Anger, and ordered “*** 
him to bring on shore the 400 bales that were on 
board (he two ships about to sail for Europe.

for Europe having been deferred, these two, alao, 
should not go home. A Dutch sloop came from 
K5rik&l laden with paddy. It was decided that she 
should be sent to Mascareigne. 

This afternoon, the Governor inquired if I had 
any news from Shaikh Ahmad, the ainaldar of Porto 
Nuvo. T said that I had none, bat that 1 might 
receive some to-morrow. He asked whether the 
force stationed at Ariyankuppam might be recalled, 
I said that it would not be desirable to do so. He 
asked me why. I replied: “It appears that 
negotiations for peace are in progress. The result, 
one way or other, will be known in four or five days' 
time, and, if necessary, you can then direct the return 
of the men. If you do this now, people will say 
that yon are daily expecting peace." He approved 
of my advice, and said he would wait for four days 
more. 

At noon to-day, ’All Akbar, accompanied by the 
Sahib’s sou, Samfi lino, and others of his followers, 
paid a visit to the Governor. This 'All Akbar, 
who has come from Chanda Sahib, readied this, 
in twenty-two days, from a hill fort known as 
Poona, thirty miles from Satfira, where his muster 
is under detention. They gave M. Dtipleix a 
letter, sent by Chanda Sahib, and said to him : 
" Amfinat. &Mn, w bo i a i Q the service of the Ni$m, 
wrote to Chanda Sahib, saying: 1 Send your son 
here. Nawfib Asaf Jiih, knowing that in the battle 
at Mylapore, near Madras, Anwar-ud-din Khan's 
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men could not withstand 'he French troops and fled C«*p, 
to Conjeeveram, ia very angry with him, and. on — 
this account, he is no longer to hold the government lW ' 
of Arcot. If yon will send your son here, the 
iNnvv.ib will confer it on you,’ in accordance with 
these instructions, Chanda Sahib intends to send his 
son, Abid S&hib, to thoNigim, In case Nawflb Asaf 
Jah objects to this, San Bhaji Rao is determined to 
take command of an army of 30,000 horsemen, with 
the view of expelling Anwar-ud-din Kh&n, and 
installing Chanda Sahib in his place. Chanda Suhib au 
wishes you to send, out of the lakh of rupees which * ,r, SS^" s 
you promised him, a draft which will allow of his 
obtaining on it Rs. 50,000, on reaching Cnddapah, 
and the balance in cash, so as to enable him to meet 
expenses at Patera,” 

Friday, £7th January 1747, or 18th Tai of 
Akthaya .—A letter received by me to-day, from ti„ t**, 
Arcot CtuIUo king, wlio is employed under Xawab 
Anwar-ud-din Khan, stated that the Ni^atu had 
issued a circular order to all the Subahdars directing 
t hem to proceed, with their elephants and soldiers, to 
the banks of the Krishna ; that in obedience to this 
command, the troops at Arcot were making prepara¬ 
tions for setting out on the expedition; and that 
Anwar-ud-din Kilim had communicated the order to 
Xawub Mahfna Khan and Muhatnmad ’ A j i KMu. I m? rrpwi 
reported the contents of this letter to the Governor, Q<mnar 
who was much pleased, and presented the peon 
who brought it, with Rs. £0. Besides this, he gave 
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Rs, 10 to my peon, who was the bearer of tine tidings 
that Mahfuz KMq had been ordered to repair to 
the Naw&b’s camp. This information was obtained 
by him in the course of a chat which he had with 
th,p messenger who carried the letter to Mahfuz 
Khan. 1 conversed with the Governor, for about 
half an Lour, on general topics, and then went 
away to my areca-nut store-house. 

At 4 tliis afternoon, a stoop arrived from 
Uhandernagore, The captain is M. Brignon, a 
nephew of M, de la Bourdonnais. Her cargo consists 
of rice, sugar, silk, and other articles. The crew 
brought tidings that four sail were to leave Chandor- 
UEigore, for Pondichery, in order to assist the French, 
and that four English ships, now in the Hagly, were 
also about to leave for thb port. 

Husain Tahir Khan sent a letter, from Arcot, to 
Muhammad Tavakkal, his resident agent here. It 
was received to-day, and ran thus: “ His Highness 
Nawah Anwar-ud.dtn Kh&n has informed me, as 
follows. He will recall Mahfnz KMu and Muham¬ 
mad T Ali Khan, who are now encamped near Pondi- 
chery ; and, in return, he expects that the French 
wall issue orders to their soldiers In Madras not to 
scour the neighbouring villages, plundering and 
burning them, but to keep within the bounds of the 
fort; that the French will hoist the Emperor’s Hag 
over Fon St. George, and keep it flying there for 
the space of eight days ; and that they will show 
every honour to Mahfuz Kh an and Muhammad ' Alt 
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Khan, who are now encamped to the west of Fort 
St. David.” Husain S&htb also directed his agent ^— 
to convey to the Governor the particulars of the j^*"**' 
letter. Muhammad Tavakkal read it, and coramunU 
cated the contents to me, and I thereupon went to *j»nr 
the Governor, at 8 at night, and informed him of the 
tidings that has been received. He was rejoiced 
to hear them, and said : “ Well; ask Muhammad Vft! 
Tavakkal to see me to-morrow morning.” Haring 
obtained leave to depart, I went home, at 10, and 
after partaking of supper, proceeded to the bouse of 
Krishna Rao, and paid him the compliments usual 
at *he Pongal feast. I remained there for an hour, 
and then returned home. 

Sttiiirdntfi £8th January 1747, or 19th Tai of 
Aktfiaya. —Muhammad Tavakkal appeared before the KOHntf 
Governor this morning, at 10, and told him all that he ftwar 
had related to me respecting the contents of the letter 
which he received yesterday from Husain Tahir Khan. 

He said that Maiifuz KM n and Muhammad 'All Khlin 
would no longer remain encamped in the neighbour' 
hood, but would retire with their troops, ami he sb»n»^i 
requested the Governor to prevent his soldiers at 
Madras from raiding the country, and burning the 
villages. ITe added that when gifts had been 
presented to them, and other tokens of courtesy had 
been shown, both Mahfnz Khan and Muhammad Aiid tafft 
*AK Kh &p would depart, and he requested the 
Qovflraor to hIIqw the Hh^ of the Emperor to be Si, Uftaifi;, 
hoisted at Fort St. George, for eight days only. 
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C xl P * Tllf? Governor asked when it was expected that 
— Ma ^ nB Kh^t] and Muhammad ’All Khun, and their 
SETS? Flowers would retire, Muhammad Tavakkal 
li-iw Vr replied : ** Your soldiers are encamped at Ariydu- 
CvnnieliDa kuppam. When you recall them, the M uhanimadan 
*>“E™ troops, too, will be withdrawn." The Governor 
answered : “ I will consider the matter of hoisting 
the Emperor’s Hag at Madras, and will let you 
know my decision. As for withdrawing my men 
from Ariyinkuppam, 1 will go there to-morrow 
morning, and order all the European soldiers to 
quit it." After bidding good-bye to the Governor, 
Muhammad Tavakkal proceeded lo his apartments 
ihtimiuion at Hunguvara warehouse. But before lie retired, 
T»™irtmj the Governor told him to write to the Xawab

intimating to him that tho French troops encamped 

Nawah. . ii* , . 

at Anyanki ppam would, in accordance with his 
desire, he recalled to-morrow, and that an order 
was being sent to Madras prohibiting the soldiers 
from going beyond the limits of tho town. He 
also desired Malm mm ad Tavakkal to inform the 
Nawab of his readiness to agree to the other 
conditions, as soon as a reply was received to the 
second letter addressed by him to the Nawib. 
Muhammad Tavakkal promised to do this, and having 
told the Governor that the wine he scut him had 
cheered him much during the night, went to the 
house at which ho was residing. 

The Governor handed to lue it letter, written 
[u French, to Kanji Mittaya, the Company’s 
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"broker at Mocha, and directed me to have it 
translated into Guzerati, by Mtiri Dda. T accordingly 
wont to the office of M. Matliieu, and had this 
done. 

Sunday, $9ih January 7747, or SOth Tai of M- 
shwjtt .—This morning, the Governor told me the 
points to be mentioned in the letter which was to 
be written, in Persian, to the Governor of Mocha. 
I instructed Madanfinda Pandit to draft one 
accordingly. The Governor summoned me again, 
and said: "Well; we will withdraw our troops 
from Ariyfinkuppam, What is to be done if the 
MuhaTomadans will not quit thei r camp ? ” I replied: 
"If we recall our men, as Muhammad Tavakkal 
wishes us to do, on the authority of a written 
communication which he has received from Husain 
ydhib, who had his instructions from Nawib Anwrtr- 
ud-din Khiin, the Muhammadan troops are bound 
to retire. If they do not., we can throw the whole 
blame upon them, and say that wo have always abided 
by the Naw&b’s commands, and have even now 
obeyed them ; and then wo can take the necessary 
steps.” lie admitted the wisdom of what 1 said. 

At 10, he and his family entered a carriage, and 
drove to Ariyfinkuppam. He returned at half-past 
(I, in the evening. As soon as be arrived, he sent for 
me, and asked whether the letters to the Governor of 
Mocha, and to Kanji Mittayfi, thu Company’s broker 
there, were sealed, and ready for despatch. I 
replied that that addressed to the Governor had 
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the seal affixed to it, and had been put into an 
envelope, but that the letter to the broker had not yet 
been sealed, I requested him to sign the latter, 
and after he had. done so, I affixed the seal. As 
Odi Dds had already embarked on board the Dutch 
ship bound for Mocha, he directed mo to deliver the 
letters to M. Mathien, with instructions to take them 
to Tom Faze!, the Dutch captain, in order that he 
might hand them, to Odi DSs, on board. 

He next asked mo whether any news had arrived 
from the camp. I replied that I had heard that 
the letter addressed by Anwar-nd-dln Kha n arrived 
yesterday, and that a reply had been forwarded, 
by a courier, to Arcot, but that. I did not know its 
contents. The Governor said ; “In accordance 
with your advice, 1 have directed onr men at 
Ariy&nkuppam to return to-morrow. Should not 
the Muhammadan troops also evacuate the place ? 11 
I replied ; 11 Even if they did remain there, no 
blame will lie with us, as we do not move our men on 
our own motion, but under the orders of Nawab 
Anwsr-ud-diji Kha n. The condition which was 
offered to ns was that if we withdrew our troops, 
those of the Nawfib would also be recalled. We 
will fulfil this, and if the Muhammadans do the 
same, it will be well and good. If not, all that 
we have to do is to write to the Naw&b, reporting 
to him the conduct of his son, and informing 
him that we have obeyed his orders, from first 
to last, and that no blame rests with us. If, on 
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receipt of this letter, any body of Muhammadan 
horse should present itself within our territory,, or 
if the Muhammadan3 should commit any excesses, 
we will take the law in our own hands,” In these 
terms, I clearly explained to the Governor my 
views on the subject, I thou told him that the 
sons of Chanda Bahib and Tftqi Sahib desired per¬ 
mission to visit the ships lying - in the roads. He 
thereupon ordered mo to send word to M. 
Dordelin, who commands the squadron, to receive 
them with fitting honours; and to M, Anger to place 
a boat at their disposal, and go with them. I deputed 
Samil Rno on this errand. The Governor afterwards 
directed me to send a message to Muhammad 
Tavakknl, ashing him to accompany the party to the 
ships. I did sc, but ha declined, saying that he 
would visit them by himself. I waited for an 
opportunity to communicate Muhammad TnvakkaTa 
reply to the Governor, but finding none, I went 
to the areea-niit store-house. 

Monday, 30th January 17k7, or 21st Tai of 
Akshayu .—This morning, Razd Sahib the son of 
Chanda Sahib, and ’All Naqi the son of Taqi SflMb, 
accompanied by their followers, went on board the 
roen-of-war in the roads, to see them. As they were 
returning, a salute of fifteen guns was fired in 
their honour, from each of the four French ships, as 
well as from that of M. Dordelin, The discharge 
of the guns being simultaneous, the effect was very 
striking,

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c>[.ir* It will tie remembered that, on the 9th PurattIUi 
last [21st September 1746], when Madras was

« ties t0 be permitted to raise the prices of betel leaves 
IS,*' 1 Sv ' 11 and tobacco, was ordered to sell, as he had before, 
betel leaves for one cash, and twelve pollams of 
tobacco for one fanam. From that day to this, the 
grief that he endured was such as he might have felt 
hl the death of his wife and children. At least 
a hundred tiroes, did ho beg the Governor to raise 
the prices of these articles. On various occasions 
be stopped the supply to the bazaar-men, and 
instigated those who furnished betel leaves 
and tobacco, to protest against the low prices. 
Til, Dupleix remained deaf to all his solicitations. 
At half-past S to-day, however, the man went to him 
BEST" and represented that because, outside the town, five 
c,..i ^ ete ] i eave3 were not procurable for one cash, and 

ten pollams of tobacco for one fanam, the Company 
was suffering a heavy loss by obtaining supplies from 
the country, and selling in the town at the rate of 
nine betel leaves far one cash, and twelve pollarus of 
tobacco for one fanam, and that the people bought 
these articles in the town, and sold them in the 
coumry to their own profit, and to the loss of the 
AwHjuui Company, In this way he made false representations 
E™u“ too to the Governor, and obtained from him sanction to 
SitoZT sell five betel leaves for one cash, and ten pollams of 
tobacco for one fanam. When he had obtained this, 
his joy was such as though ho had discovered a vast 
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treasure, or as though his dead wife and children 
had been restored to life. Ha felt the delight which 
one would experience who had lost many lakhs, and 
had recovered them all, lie then came to me, and 
saying that ho had obtained the permission of 
the Governor to reduce the number of the betel 
leaves and the quantify of tobacco sold, asked me to 
proclaim this by beat of tom-tom. I replied : *' Your 
good fortune is indeed groat. During one’s lifetime, 
one should gather honour, but you have sought, and 
have obtained, disgrace. To drink the heart’s blood 
of countless people does not constitute a creditable 
phase in your life. Well; as soon as the Council 
adjourns, 1 will inform the Governor, and have 
what you ask intimated. by beat of tom-tom. You 
may' now depart. 1 ' I then wont to the Governor, 
and made my representations. IIo replied: “ I 
understand you. You tell me of the hardship that 
will be inflicted on the people. But do yon not see 
the loss which results to the Company by the sale 
in the town, at a low figure, of the articles purchased 
in the country, at a high price? We will consider 
the matter at another time. MeanwIdle, you 
may, as requested, order the revised prices to be 
announced. After saying tills, lie remained silent 
for a while, and then hade me find a remedy for the 
evil. 

The force which had lain encamped at Ariydu¬ 
ll up pa m arrived this .day at Pondiehery- Fifty Ku ro- 
pean soldiers and fifty of the < ompany’s sepoys were. 
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however, left on the fortification a there, in ohm go 
of fourteen guns- The remainder, including de 
la Tour and other officers, and the jemadars, quitted 
the place. This movement of the troops took place 
in compliance with the request preferred t0 ^ lf> 
Governor by Muhammad Tavakkal, who had written 
instructions from jSnwab An war- ud-din £hau to 
make it. 

M. Braville, M. Lasse, and Mr. M® flSon r ^ [ ‘ 
English Deputy Governor of Madras, embarked this 
evening, with their luggage, on board a sleep bound 
for Karikal. Their destination is Europe, anil they 
intend to take ship again from Tranqueb&r, 

At half-past 4 in the afternoon, Muhammad 
Tavakkal came to the Governor, with a letter which 
he had received, from llusuin Sahib, M. Dclarche 
and I were present. Muhammad Tavakkal spoke 
in Persian to M, Dclarche, who interpreted it. 
What the Governor said in French con¬ 

veyed in Persian to Muhammad Tavakkal. Ihe 
conversation was to the following effect- It " as 
opened by Muhammad Tavakkal, who said: 
“Husain Sahib writes to me to ascertain, and 
inform him, what gift3 you propose presenting to the 
Tfawfib, and whether you w r iU allow the Emperor 3 flag 
to fly over Fort St. George, for eight days. What do 
you say to these two questions?” The Governor 
ceplied : “ We agree to keep the flag flying over the 
fort. Wo intend making suitable presents to the 
Nawab, Husain S&hib, Muhammad ’All and 
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Anwar Kburii according to their rank* As promised 
by Rangappnn, yon T too, will receive a gift” i 
remarked: "A present will be given to Sampati 
Kao, also** u He should take precedence of me in 
receiving one,” interposed Muhammad Tavakkal, 

The Governor absented to this. There u pen , 
Muhammad Tavakkal said: f ■ Is Mahfuz Khan to 
receive one ? ” *' He will not,” quoth the Governor. VMi - 
Muhammad Tavakkal replied : “ In truth, he is a 
per fid ions man, and it serves him right. Now you 
must tell me what the value of the presents which 
vou nroDose to give is.” The Governor exclaimed : u&Miitt?

“ We are not bound to give any presents to the 
Nnwab and his followers;” and then turning to me 
he added, “ Eangappa; tell him why.” 1 did so. 
Muhammad Tavakkal was convinced, and said: 

“On the very day that I came here, Rangappan paitimr 
mentioned this reason to mo, ami I felt convinced 
that no blame rests with yon, and that all the fanlt 
lies with the Muhammadans. But as you now, volun¬ 
tarily, propose to give presents, I shall be obliged if 
you will tell me their value, for 1 have to communi¬ 
cate this to Husain Sahib.”

Governor thereupon directed me and M. Dchuche, 
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to accompany Muhammad Tavakkal. Wo accord¬ 
ingly want- to ray store-house, and sat down to con¬ 
verse. M, Dela.robe asked Muhammad Tavakkal in 
Persian what he had to say. Muhammad Tavakkal 
replied : “ The three Europeans who accompanied 
me, pledged themselves to bring about, by some 
means or other, the rendition of Fort St- George 
to the Muhammadans ; failing which, they solemnly 
promised that they would return to captivity. 
You declare that yon will give no more than 
thirty or forty thousand rupees worth of presents. 
This is not what MuwAb Anwsir-nd-dhi KMn 
expects. His heart is set upon the receipt of several 
lakhs of pagodas. Permit me then to depart, with 
the three Europeans.' 1 On hearing this speech, 
M. DtjUrcho said that ho would communicate it to 
the Governor, and obtain his reply. Ho saying, 
he went to M. Dupleix, and having communicated 
what Muhammad Tavakkal had said, returned with 
the Governor's order that 1 should go to him at 
once. He then turned to Muhammad Tavakkal, 
and said : u Wait for us at your lodgings. We will 
come there, and communicate to you the reply to 
your demand.” M. Del arc he and 1 both went to the 
Governor, who addressed me thus: “Muhammad 
Tavakkal threatens that he will take himself off. 
What course do you suggest ?*’ 1 replied: “Be 

assured that he never will. What else can lie do, 
when we refuse lo yield to his demands, but held out 
a threat of this kind ? We must reply Lo it that he 
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is at perfect liberty to go at once, if lie feels so Cw 
disposed. We must add that we will send a ’— 

small party of Europeans, to accompany the three Th#i« 
who are to be delivered again into the hands of 
Husain Sahib and An war-lid-din Kilim. The men 
forming the escort will go to Husain SShib, and 
say : “ We have deliverpd to yon the three Europeans.

hoisted over Fort St, George, for eight days. When 
this has been done, lie will write to the Nawfih 
asking him, in respectful terms, for the cession of 
Fort St. George, which is to be graciously made J*™™, ^ 
over to him, by a written order from the Nawfih. Snranv. 
The Governor will then be at liberty to hoist the 
French flag over the citadel. He promises to give 
presents to the value of 30,000 or 40,000 rupees. 

Ha save, through mo, to the Naw&b: ‘ You have ou. (I 
taken the part of the English, and dishonour, in addi- 1a[1 
tion to expenditure of money for the support of your S a Ti lib. 
soldiers, baa, hitherto* been your only portion. 

You have never obtained any credit* or gained any 
advantage. Now side with us* and we will save you 
all trouble. We will, at our own expense* maintain 
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your troops. Keep your proper place, and we will 
bring you renown, and show you the road to for¬ 
tune. Give us but a trial.' For my part, I do not 
think that there is any prospect of the Naw&b's 
obtaining a cash more, as a result of the present 
expedition. If these proposals are agreeable to 
you, inform lue that they are: if not, recall me, and 
I will return.

There were no others, save these three, 
in the boat. Not. even a catamaran accompanied it. 
In this splendid style did Mr. Morse depart to 
Thf IVpotr Tranquebar. M. Legou. the Deputy Governor of 
SEE!*** Pondichery, was the only person present when he 
embarked, and he remaiued ouly until Mr, Morse 
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liEifl g'O't into the boat. As he stepped into it, Chap. 
a salute of twenty-one guns was fired, and as —'' 

soon as he was on board, the white flag was hoisted, 17W * 
’.he sails were set, and the boat sped on to Trimque- Hi. 
bar, Mr. Aforso has left his wife and children, 
and also his property here. He said that he would 
send a sloop from Trauquebar, to carry them 
away. When this arrives, as it is said that it 
will in four or five days, his family will embark, 
with their effects.

On this I 
personally reported to the Governor what had S?* 
occurred. He thereupon took the letter addressed (to tv roar* 
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to him, and ordered that the man who had brought 
it should bo committed to custody. The Br&hman 
messenger was, at once, conducted bj us to prison. 

Wednesday, St A February 17 h 7, or 30 th Tat of 
AJtshtuja .—The following occurred here, this morn¬ 
ing. The messengers who came from His Highness 
Xdsir Jang, the evening before last, bringing with 
them a letter and presents from him, hailed at mj 
garden house, outside the town-gate, and sent me 
word of their arrival. I communicated this to the 
Governor, who was pleased, and asked me where 
they were lodged. 1 informed him. Ho directed 
that they should be supplied with everything neces¬ 
sary, and well cared for at the place where they had 
halted. 


I will now relate, as far as I am able, all the 
particulars of the splendid procession which set out 
from Pondicliery to receive, with all due ceremony, 
the dress of honour and letter, and to escort 
The pro. them to the town. At 9 this morning, 100 Mah4 
tow*™ sepoys, the same number of Carnatic sepoys, 
and fifty spearmen taken from the Poligar’s peons, 
were marshalled before the Governor’s residence. 
Drums were carried on horses. Dancing girls, and 
their attendant musicians, stood in a line. The 
tj k Governor now set out, and the following wa3

jet*™* iii the order of the array. A chariot, drawn by six 
horses, led the procession, and in rear of it were 
men mounted on war horses. The Governor’s 
palanquin, preceded by a tile of musketeerB, came 
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next. On either aide waved white banners, faua 0 *jw, 
of peacock's feathers, and chowries. A white —- 
umbrella was carried immediately behind the palan- 1 ^' 
quin, which was preceded by ftuteplayers playing 
on their instruments, trumpeters blowing on 
tUeirs, and drummers beating their drums. On 
either bank, rode an escort of sixteen European 
horsemen. Surrounded by this state the Gover¬ 
nor moved forward. Behind him came, mounted on 
horseback, or seated in carriages, the Deputy 
Governor, M. Dulnurens, M. ... * my ami*

[nephew] Appuvu, SSshiichala Chotti, Madaiidmia 
Pandit, the chief of the peons, and Krishna Kao. 

At 6 in the morning, orders had been issued that a 
tent should be pitched on the esplanade, outside 
the VAzhudiLvflr gate, but within the moat, and that 
two companies of soldiers should bo drawn up 
there. Accordingly, the tent was made ready, 
and the soldiers were paraded. The procession, 
which started at 9 in the morning, and included ^“ilk'iim 
the Governor, the other administrators, and the 
Ilimlu gentry, proceeded on its way, and reached 
the tent prepared outside the town-gate. The 
Governor remained there, but the rest of the Ti»w*tni

party, including the Deputy Governor, the Council- 
lore, the Hindu gentry, the palanquin-bearers, and “iST"' 
tiie horse-soldiers, moved forward to my garden- 
house, where Nasir Jang’a messengers were staying. 
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I, too, accompanied the deputation. We took charge 
of the letter and gifts, and brought them to the 
Governor, who was in the tent, As soon as he 
beheld the messengers, he rose from bis seat, 
walked ten steps forward, and received the presents. 
As he did this, a salute of fifteen gang was fired 
from the ramparts. The dress of honour was 
then placed in the Governor’s palanquin, and he 
entered the carriage drawn by six horses. 
The remainder of the party took their places 
in the vehicles in which they had come; and so 
the procession started again with, perhaps, greater 
pomp than before. Leaving the Yazhaddvfir-gato, 
it passed along the bazaar-road, turned southwards, 
in front of my store-house, marched through the 
Street where ifnttaiya Pillai’s house stands, then 
turned due east, leaving the Deputy Governor’s 
house behind it, entered the eastern road to the 
Governor’s mansion, and finally drew up at the 
northern gate of his residence, where It halted. 
As the Governor entered his house, a salute of 
twenty-one guns was fired. The two messengers 
from Ndsir Jang, who came with the procession, 
wore next invited to sit down, A brief conversation 
ensued, and they were presented with betel and nut, 
and sprinkled with rose water. Farewells were 
then exchanged, and the men returned to the 
lodgings provided for them. 

After this, M. Dulaurens came, at 11, to the areca- 
nut store-house, where J was, and, standing in the 
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street, called me. I went out, and saluted bim, Chap. 
He requested me to approach, and asked if it — 
was true that the presents from Nfisir Jang had 
arrived. F replied that it was, " Is it the custom 
of the Muhammadans?" he said; and then con- 
tinned : “ You must come to my house, and tell me, 
then and there, whatever happens.'* Knowing what

an utter babbler he was, and how soon he would 
reveal to another whatever was said to him in 
confidence, I thought that if this reached the ears 
of the Governor it would displease him. Even if I 
should withhold from him every thing confidential, 
and communicate to him only commonplace and 
ordinary matters, he would not hold his tongue, and 
the wisest thing—so I thought—was not to tell him Anditeewn 
anything, 1 kept mj' own counsel, and saying that I 
would do as requested, left him. He then went 
home. 


Tltc reason for NSstr Jang sending the presents w&j N*»ir 
mentioned above was as follows. As I mum Sahib, 
is with the Ni^Sin, he has been instrumental in 
obtaining Kfisir Jang’s letter. He forwarded it to 
Avdy Sfihib, his agent at Arcot. From there, Avdy 
Sahib came, followed by Niisir Jang’s messengers, 
with the Setter and gifts. The contents of the letter 
were . . . ♦ 

Tbo procession which started to receive, with due 
honour, the presents which came on this occasion, 
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was, as regards style and splendour, equal to the pre¬ 
vious one, excepting that in the present instance more 
white umbrellas, eliowries, and fans of peacocks' 
feathers, were displayed, and the music consisted of 
more hautboys, flutes, and drums. 

To-day, a letter sir rived for the Governor, and 
another for me ; b oth from R sigh 5 j i Bhdnsla. Jayaram 
Pandit, who came to collect money, and was residing in 
Chanda Sahib's house, brought them to me. Having 
read the letter addressed to myself, T went to the 
Governor’s house, taking with me Jayaram Pandit, 
whom I presented to the Governor. He laid before 
him an offering of five pagodas, and delivered to him 
the letter which he had brought. The Governor 
took and handed it to me. It ran as follows: 
. . . * This evening, Muhammad Tuvakkal re¬ 

ceived a letter from Husain Sahib, and another from 
Husain Sahib’s son. In the former of these, it was 
written: "You say that the Governor of Pondichery 
declines tofix the sum of money that he should pay 
me, and desires me to do so. Well; the Freach have 
pillaged Madras and Mylapore, and it appears but 
just that they should give me half their plunder. If 
not, I will be content with ten, eight, seven, or oven 
five, lakhs. Sound the Governor, and stipulate for 
the payment of such sum as he may be willing to 
give, When yon state what amount he is prepared to 
pay, I will write to Mahfnz KMn and Muhammad 
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All J£h3n, ordering them to return, with their troops. Chap, 
1 on must forward jour reply as soon as you can. 5h 
Ask the French, also, for the restoration of the lUT * 
articles taken from Dastgir Sahib, our priest.

Thursday, 9th February 17i7, or M Mdai of 
AhtMya (Neic moon day)— This morning, I received 
a letter From Husain Sahib, who wrote: “There 
are, at Madras, goods, corn, two houses, and two 
gardens, belonging to my father's elder brother MiySn 
b&hib. Mention this to the Governor, and obtain 
iioTvt him tin oidor addressed to the commandant of 
Madras, permitting Miyau Sahib to sell the corn, and 
take the proceeds, and directing that officer not to 
meddle with either the houses, or the gardens.” I 
received another of the same nature from ImSm 
Sahib, and spoke on the subject to the Governor, who 
said that he would send an order to Madras, to the 
cfleet sought. 

I also communicated to H. Dupleix the con¬ 
tents of a petition which the English soldiers had 
submitted. He smiled, and exclaimed We have 
allowed Mr. Morse, and others, to go, after taking 
from them the necessary assurance. But we cannot 
release these soldiers on the same terms.” A short 
time afterwards, he said that he would consider 
the matter. Ho then remarked to mo : “ I have 
some misgivings about Jemadar ’Abd-ul Rahman. 
I suspect that there is collusion between him and 
the men in the Muhammadan camp.” 1 replied* 
“ 1 ^ uve already told you, that, at one time,he carried 
on a correspondence with the men in the camp, but 
that this had since ceased. I have not heard that he 
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has renewed it.” “Any how,” said the Governor, 
i? — ,r employ two clever spies to bring you, from time to 
g™«* time, news from the camp. Also, set men on the 
SSjEf* 0 watch in the European quarter, to learn what traus- 
pires,” I submitted that I had already taken the 
measures which he snggested. *'* Maintain a vigilant 
watch, then," he replied. 


hSSoTX In the afternoon, the mail from Mahd arrived. 
The intelligence conveyed in the letter received 
by it was that 6,000 Angrias * lmdsurronnded Telli * 
cherry, and were attacking, with great vigour, the 
three ships which were lying off the coast.

“Go to Muhammad Tavakkal, tho agent of Husain —

men from the camp occupied by them at Ariyfin- Tli . mb 
kuppam, the Muhammadan troops, would lie Mui,j£” 
withdrawn. Wo have accordingly recalled our 
soldiers. But see what the Muhammadans have 
done. They still remain in camp, and two hundred 
of their horsemen have raided AzhisapSkkam, 
and have extended their depredations as far as 
Tirukkanji. If we once set our troops in motion, we Ami 
cannot be answerable for the consequences.'

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Governor’s house, and made to him exactly the same 
state me lit as ho had to me, adding that he would 
personalty write to Mahfnz Kh£n and Muhammad 
f Alt JCMn requesting them to put a stop to further 
inroads. On hearing this, the Governor exclaimed.: 
“ It would he well if the Muhammadans kept within 
bounds. If they do not, and if once our troops enter 
your country, I will not be answerable for the conse¬ 
quences,” “ You need not apprehend anything 
serious,” replied Muhammad Tavakkal. He then 
obtained permission to leave, and departed to his 
lodgings. 

Monday, 13th February 1U7, or 5th MM of 
Akshayi. —News arrived this morning, to the effect 
that Shaikh Ahmad, the amaldiir of Porto Novo, 
and Vcl&yudn Pillai, who formerly was accountant 
to Andiyappa Moduli, of Porto Novo, had jointly 
written a letter to the Governor M, Dtipleiv, 
and another to me; that Wlilyuda Pillai had 
written another separate letter to me; that 
these were entrusted to some of the Company's 
perms, who were ordered to take them through 
BShrir; that on the way the letters were seized by 
the partisans of the English, and carried to the 
Governor of Fort St. David, who directed his 
interpreter, Rangappa Nayakkan, to tako them to 
Mahfuz £hftn ; that on receiving the letters, which 
were written in Persian, Mahfnz KMn read them, 
and becoming furious, ordered his men to seize 
YSiltyuda Pillai, and cast him into a dungeon in 
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Port St, David ; that VSl&yuda Filial was laid hold of ciur. 
as ho was passing near Padirikuppam, ou his way t.o 
Porto !Novo j that Shaikh Ahmad, also, was arrested, 
and kept in the easterly of ten horsemen ; that the 
captors of V£]ajnda Pillai gave him countless on B( j 
blows; that his ears were torn off; that he 
vomited blood whenever lie coughed, and was not 
expected to live j and that he had been placed 
in irons, and thrown into a prison in the fort. In 
the letters sent, by Shaikh Almiad, and Veidyuda 
Pillai, they stated that Fort St. David was in a Ajiftri 
defenceless condition ; that a considerable number C-tliini 
of horses had perished in the Muhammadan camp ; 
that they would induce the few troops that remained 
to encamp on the road to ViLIiyanaMr, near 
Pondichery; and that the French had nothing to do 
but to seize the opportunity, and fad upon the 
enemy, forcing them to tako flight to Arcot, 

Such was the intelligence conveyed to me by resi¬ 
de nta of Porto N ovo, and I communicated it to the 
Governor, who grieved that such things should 
have happened on his account, 

Tuesday, Wh February Uhl, or 6th MM of 
AJcshatfa. —Testerday being the day for the carnival 
of the Europeans, the Governor was up until 
a late hour of the night, and when retiring 
to rest, ordered that he should on no account be 
disturbed before 11, this forenoon. In the morning, 
news arrived from Ozhnkarai, to the effect that a * 
body of 400 horse, 200 or 250 musketeers, and 250 







300 
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Ciuf* swordsmen, had aet out from the camp of Mahfuz 
— EMn, at Kondflr Tope, and had marched towards 
Ariy&nkuppam. As tboy approached the town, the 
forty-seven Frenchmen who were stationed on the 
fortifications caught sight of them, and issuing from 
the gate, gave chase to, and fired at, them. One 
SHi-woii. of the horses was shot. The Muhammadan 
cavalry thereupon took to flight, and the French 
soldiers returned to Ariy&nkuppom. The horsemen 
who fled attacked Kdinjakuppam, and plundered the 
houses of the Reddies, and other inhabitants, of all 
the movable property that they contained, 't hey 
Sln!!^' then forced their way into the temple of TirukMnji, 
and took possession of it. It was also reported that 
NaMr Quli Khan, who commanded this force, was 
building a wall there with the view to protecting 
the camp of Mahfuz Khitn and Muhammad ’Ah 
stiiham- which, it was stated, they had resolved to move 
Sr thif1ier * It was about 10 in the morning, when this 
intelligence arrived. I, at once, went to the 
Governor’s house, to communicate it to him, but as 
WJ1 s asleep, I waited until he arose, and then 
Governor, told him all that is recorded above, ffe thereupon 
ordered the despatch of a party of 300 soldiers to 
Ozhukarai, under the command of M. de la Tour. 
ojAukiinti, After the necessary preparations had been made, 
kcppSu, this force set out from Poudichery, at 3 in the 
afternoon, and camped at Oxhukarai, Another 
body of troops was despatched, to occupy Ariy&n- 
knppam. This consisted of . , .* Europeans, 
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and . . , Malid sepoys, including those who Cbap, 

were already there, and was under the command of ^

The Governor then summoned 11 ahum mad jVI 

Tavakkal, who acted as the representative of Husain 
^ilrib, and instructed him to repair to NSfiSr Quii 
Khan, the commander of the troops which 
bad encamped by the Tirukkdnji river, and inquire 
of him whether ho had come there to commence war, 
or had made it a mere halting-place, on his march 
back to Arcot. Muhammad Tavakkal was preparing 
to start, when the Governor stopped him saying” <**««* 
“ A * tllls * 9 tlie carnival season, the Europeans will, EiH 
to-night, dance at a masque. You may attend it, and S£w l 
depart in the morning. 1 ’ Muhammad Tavakkal '**"**' 
agreed, and having obtained permission of the 
Governor to retire, came direct to my areca-nut 
storehouse, and remained there. At 7 o’clock, the 
Governor invited Muhammad Tavakkal, and me, to 
hear the songs of the Europeans, and airs played 
on several instruments, such as trumpets, drums, 
etc. We listened to the music until half-past 8, 
when Muhammad Tavakkal rose to take leave. The 
Governor presented him with a permit enabling a.™,, 
him to pass out of the town-gate without being gT 1 
questioned by the sentinels, and to obtain ingress SS* ,wl 
to the town on his return, and desired him to depart, 
next morning, on his errand. He thereupon went

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to Ins lodgings, and I returned to my areca-nut 
storehouse. 

Serious doubts thou entered Muhammad Tavak- 
kal’g mind as to whether, in view to avoiding risk of 
grave complications, he should proceed on his mis-* 
si on. I reasoned with him, and advised going. 
Just then, ho received a letter addressed to him 
fmm Arcot, by Husain Sahib. It ran thus: " 1 
liai e given car to the verbal communication made 
to me by Nug&ji Pandit. I have also read your 
letter. Yon say that the Governor of Pondichery 
will give only 40,000 rupees worth of presents, and 
is not likely to offer more. There is, moreover, 
no allusion to my request that he should not 
attack Fort St. David. You are to treat with him, 
and take a guarantee to that effect, and you arc to 
do so only after he offers to pay five lakhs of rupees, 
and promises not to interfere with Fort St. David. 
You may then communicate the result to me. If 
the Governor does not consent to these conditions, 
but adheres to his proposals to pa}* me only thirty or 
forty thousand rupees, you may depart at once. 
After having communicated the contents of the 
letter, Muhammad Tavakkal delivered it to me, I 
reported the matter to the Governor, who said that 
he would consider it on the morrow. 

A letter, dated 1st Mfist [9th February 1747], 
arrived from Gdptlakrisfen& Aiyan, and was to the 
effect that the three accountants employed under 
Muttaiya Pillai had been arrested, and confined in 
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separate cells j th&tM, d’Esprdmdnil had tolil M. Friell 
that Mnttaiyn Pillai was an influential man, and 
should therefore not bo molested \ and that a search 
wa3 to be instituted iu the house of Kandappan, 
who had fled, 

Wednesday t 15th February 17U7, or 7th M(ki of 
Ahhaya. —This morning, news arrived from the 
enemy’s camp, Anyankuppam, and Ozhukarai, to the 
effect that, in addition to the troops which arrived 
yesterday, a thousand horse had, this morning, 
joined the main body encamped on the lirukkinji 
river; that Mahfuz Kl^u and Muhammad ’All Khan 
had moved their camp to the immediate neigh* 
hourhood of Bahflr, and that some mounted men, 
issuing from it, had plundered and set lire to 
Azhbapikkam, and had also pillaged Kommriiya- 
piikkam, and Kiiiujakuppani. Reports also are 
constantly being received that the Muhammadans are 
plundering, and devastating Teduvdnattaro, Tim- 
mappa N&y akka npfilaiyam, Pdranankuppam, mid 
other villages, near Aahisnpakkom. 

This morning, before sunrise, Muhammad Tavak- 
kal set out from Pondiohery, and reached, on the 
banks of the TirukkStiji river, the camp of XlsSrQuii 
Khan, to whom ho spoke, and through whom 
he sent messengers and horsemen, to recall the 
troops that were ravaging and burning Azhisapiik- 
kam, Kilinjaknppam, and other villages in that 
neighbourhood. Muhammad Tavakk&l was then 
about Co proceed to Btihftr, where Mahfuz Khan 
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was encamped, when Nawab Muhammad * All Kh an 
arrived, Muhammad Tavakkal made bis obei¬ 
sance to him, and presented him with tive rupees. 
Muhammad‘ All thereupon embraced him, and asked 
when, and why he had coroe, and whether the nego¬ 
tiations which he had been conducting at Pondi- 
ehtsry had been concluded, tie replied : “ The terms 
of the treaty are still being discussed. The French 
contend that they are not bound to give us anything. 
Put they are prepared to make us presents to the 
value of 30,000 or 40,000 rupees, for they sny that 
they could not well withhold such gifts, when a 
distinguished personage pays them a visit. Naw&b 
Husain Tahir KMe, however, demands live lakhs of 
rupees. He has instructed me to take a pledge from 
the French for the payment of that amount, as well 
aa an undertaking that they will not interfere with 
Fort St. David. He requires that the French should 
hoist the Muhammadan flag over Fort St. George, 
and keep it flying for eight days, and that they should 
then write to the Naw&b, begging him to hand over the 
fort to them, and should thus acquire possession of it. 
Ue has also enjoined on me to depart from Pondi- 
cberv, and repair to Arcot, if the French do not agree 
to these conditions. Whilst the terms of tho treaty 
were still under discussion, your followers advanced, 
and began to commit depredations. In consequence 
of this, the French have sent me to ascertain from 
you whether you moan peace, or war. They say that 
if yon declare war, you may as well do so publicly. 
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They however do not understand why your moo 
should raid during the time that negotiations for 
a treaty are pending.” Muhammad ’AliEhan replied 
that it was not his fault if Mahfnz Kh:1n would not 
listen to him, and he thereupon invited Muhammad 
Tavakkalto accompany him, and repaired with him 
to Mahfnz KMn. who was encamped at Bdhflr, To 
him, also, Muhammad Tavakkal presented five 
rupees. Mahfuz KMn then exclaimed : “ You have 
been absent for a month. Have you eoueluded the 
terms ol the treaty ? ” Muhammad Tavakkal ex¬ 
plained to him the conditions which Husain Tahir 
had proposed to the French, and stated what they 
had agreed to give. Mahfnz Khan replied : ” Why 
should there be so much procrastination as regards 
this affair? Thu French may just as well at once 
say yes, or no, to our demands, and settle the matter 
out of hand.” Muhammad Tavakkal then informed 
Mahfnz Kh iin of the contents of the last letter 
that lie had received from Husain Tahir, and of the 
other particulars which he had previously mentioned 
to Muhammad *Ali Khun, and then went on to say : 
“ The French have now sent me to ask what your 
intentions are. They desire to know why your 
troops are attacking and pillaging their villages. 
They say that if you came for war, you should 
not have commenced ahy negotiations with them, 
and that they then would be prepared to take action. 
They demand from you a declaration whether 
you intend to fight, as your acts would lead 
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Ch*p. them to infer that yon do.” Mahfuz ^hiin asked 
®£‘ whether the French were willing to give up Madras, 
aJS?- 0 r not, Mohammad Tavakkal replied : “ They say 
vnii p that they cannot do anything on their own rcsponsi* 
tility i that a French Admiral, acting under the 
Thejwpir instructions of their king, fought the English, 
captured Fort St. George, and delivered it into 
their hands; and that this being the case, they 
cflnnot siirrondsr it without obtaining permission 
> 1 , at,™ from their king." Mahfua EMn remarked : " If 
the French and English were at wai on, the tea, 
why should the former have captured Madras, which 
>i, TftTaii* Jg oq land ? 11 Muhammad davakkal then said ■ 
«**“- * £ The French assert that, prior to this, the English 

captured a ship sent by them to Manilla on behalf 
of the Emperor, and bearing his flag. They allege 
that the English also captured other French 
ships bound for Manilla, Mocha, and Acheen, anti 
seized goods t o the value of twenty lakhs of pagedas, 
and that it was in order to retaliate that they 
declared war, overcame them, and took possession 
An .1 of Fort St. George. They further say that on the 
lEe ,™nn occasion when ^awdb Auwar*nd - din Khan visited 
Fondichery, they received him with great honour, 
and complained to him that the English had 
insolently seized even a ship of theirs carrying the 
Emperor’s flag, and also others belonging to them. 
The Nawab, they say, not only sanctioned their 
attacking the English, bat also promised to aid them 
with a mounted contingent. But the French v 
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beia^ unwilling to cause any trouble to tie Naw&b, Oua. 
took action against tho English, without any help XL1 , 

from him, and seized their onemy's town on the coast. IT47 ‘ 

Now what can wo urge in reply to these argu¬ 
ments ? “ Well, if it bo so,” Makfuz Kh iln replied, jjjfc JP ™ 

“ I cannot understand why the French should have sKS, 
attacked us at Mylapore." To this, Muhammad 
Tavakkal made tho following answer; “ limy assert ShT* 
that the troops which ware encamped at Mylapore 
did not remain inactive, but pushed their camp as 
far as the Company’s Gardens, and were preparing 
to advance against Madras. They avow, also, that 
instead of permitting the French soldiers who were 
on their way from Pondichery to Madras to pass them, 
without molestation, your men barred their path, and 
prepared to attack them. Hence, the French allego 
that they merely followed the example of a person 
who is bound to slay a cow, when it is intent- on 
goring him to death, and that they therefore en¬ 
deavoured to do what harm they could to your 
troops. Malifuz Kh iln said : If the French, as they b« ttm 

w further 

aver, were at war only with the English, why should 
their soldiers, who were o ecu pyiDg Madras, go about 
the country setting fire to our villages?” Muhammad 
Tavakkal replied ; M Tho French assert that you were 
tho aggressor, and set fire to their village of F^h" 
Azhiaapakkairt, when your troops first reached that * Wr 
neighbourhood, and that the acts done by them wore 
in retaliation for this. In fact, they lay all the 
blame on you, and you will see that they can put 
10 
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forward a reason for everything that they have 
done.” Mahfuz KMn then exclaimed : “ Now, what 
do the French intend to do ? Can you nut contrive 
to induce them to permit our flag to be hoisted over 
Fort St. George for eight days, and then to receive 
possession of the fort, as if we had voluntarily ceded 
it to them ?” " I have made them agree to that,” 

replied Mohammad Tavakkal, ** but where we differ 
now is as to the amount of money to be paid. The 
French will consout to give only one-tenth of what 
w c demand. They are now con sid erin g the conditio ns 
proposed in Husain S&hib’s last letter. In the mean¬ 
time, your troops have assumed a hostile attitude, 
and I have been deputed by the French to ask of you 
whether you wish war, or peace, and to intimate to 
you that they are prepared for either.” Mahfna 
IMn rejoined : “ Peace, or war, is all one to me. 
For your sake, however, I will withdraw from here. 
Bring your negotiations to a speedy conclusion, and 
write to me the result.” Such was the tale told 
me by Muhammad Tavakkal, on his return. He 
also mentioned that many expressions of regard had 
passed between him, and Mahfuz Kirin. 1 inter¬ 
preted his statement to the Governor, who had a 
long conversation with him. The result of this 
was that it was decided to invite Mahfuz KMn to 
Poudichory, in view to having the advantage of a 
personal discussion with him, on the subject of 
settling the differences existing between the French 
and the Muhammadans. Muhammad Tavakkal then 
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remarked : 14 It will not be proper to invite Makfuz 
J£han by letter: 1 must go, in person, for this pur¬ 
pose,” 41 Do so,” said the Governor, Muhammad 
Tavakkal replied: 44 1 will start in the morning, and 
will now write a letter advising Mahfuz Kirin that 
I skill arrive at his ramp to-morrow, to arrange 
with him with regard to certain matters.’* A letter 
was, therefore, written, at once, and addressed to 
A1 ahf ii 7. Kki ,| an <l M uh ami a ad 7 Ali Khan. A written 
order was also scut to the sentinels at the tow li¬ 
gate, directing them to allow the letter to be taken 
to the Muhammadan camp, Muhammad Tavakkal 
js preparing to start for the camp, to-morrow. 

To-day, a Portuguese vessel from Chandernagore

Thursday, iGth February 1747, or 8th Mdsi of 
Akuhayd. —if. de la Touche started from Ariyfin- 
kuppam, to-day, with thirty soldiers and twenty 
Make sepoys, to capture the Pindarees and Kabas 
who had set fire to the houses in Azhisapukkam. 
As soon as they aaw Lhe Europeans, they scattered 
in headlong flight. Three, however, were captured, 
and sent to Pundickery, with their arms bound. 
They were taken before the Governor, who asked 
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on**, who thej were. Those to whose custody they were 
replied : “ They are the men, sir, who set firo to the 
l * 47, houses in Ashisapukkam. 1 ’ On hearing these words, 
the Governor became livid with rage, and directed 
that the three prisoners should be tied to a margoaa 
<n»punish- tree, given fifty stripes each, by the Coffres, and, 
after the wounds caused by the beating had been 
ttam? 0 ” 1 rubbed with salt and vinegar, should be cast into the 
fort dungeon. The order was carried out, and the 
three men were thrown into the prison in the fort. 
As it was the Coffres who carried out the sentence 
on them, the blows were dealt with good effect, and 
drew a steady stream of blood at every stroke. 

At 2 in the afternoon, Mohammad Tavakkal set 
out for the camp of Mahfua Khin and Muhammad 
*111 Kbin, in order to invite them to Fondicliery, 
Four of the Company’s peons, and Subbaiyan, :is 
the agent of the French, accompanied him. He 
was the bearer of two letters from the Governor; 
one to Mahfuz Ehan, and the other to Muhammad 
Oonu'uu 'All KhSn. They were to this effect: '* If you will 

th i h iu f come here, we can personally discuss our differences, 
{?tw and by raising and meeting objections on the spot, 
and interchanging our views, we can speedily arrive 
at a settlement.” These letters were scaled, and 
were given to Muhammad Tavakkal, 
hitmi .„k* As soon as I received news, yesterday, that the

soon after his return from the camp that he had XL1 ' 
visited, in view to treating for peace. In reply, he 
said : "I cannot believe that deeds such as these •tqjl'lo 
could have beeu perpetrated with the knowledge of 
those in command, I will, however, now write to 
put a stop to them.” He accordingly prepared a 
letter to Nasir Quli Khan, who was encamped near 
TirtikkSnji, and despatched it yesteiday. When the 
answer to this came, to-day, addressed to Muhammad ^£''" 
Tavakkal, he was not present to receive it, as he 
had already left for the camp, so I opened and am 
read it, and this was what it contained : “ The 6pcnsif ‘ 

Pindavees and Kabiis ara the incendiaries. They n thr 
disobey my strictest orders, and are beyond all <™u» 
control. Please communicate this to the Governor 
Sfihib, and ask him to issue instructions to shoot 
down all those who may be seen burning houses 
in the villages. Yon may believe my statement, 
implicitly.” A letter addressed by Mhhfu;s Khan, 
to Muhammad Tavakkal, also arrived. I opened 
and read tlmt, too, and found nothing but the follow'- ^ 
ing : “ \ ou said,” so ran the letter, “ that you iwilio* 

wonid come* Please do 30, nt once, to talk over 
matters.” Aa Muhammad Tavakkal was absent, I 
opened, read, and afterwards sealed, both the letters. 

1 personally reported the contents of them to the CVuslrnl* 
Governor, who desired mo to communicate these iXT™ 1- 
to M. Paradis. I accordingly obeyed the order, and 
when I did so, M. Paradis said to me : “ Jf I was the 
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Governor, I would never tolerate sucli things. 1 
am thoroughly disgusted at having to remain in¬ 
active. If I but received the word, I would at once 
set out, with 300 soldiers, and return with the 
Lends of Mahfuz Khan and Muhammad 'Ali KMu. 
To forbear any longer, is to throw aside all self- 
respect/’ As he was speaking in this strain, 
M. Dupleix approached, and they both went away 
conversing. I returned to iny areea-nut store-ho use. 
After a time, the Governor sent for me, and asked 
whether 1 hud received tidings that Muhammad 
Tavakkal had reached the camp. “ How could I ?” 
was the answer that I gave. He replied : “ You will 
receive tidings to-morrow : communicate them to 
me, at once.” I said; “ Very good,” and took leave 
of him . 

Friday, 17th February 17 k7, or 9th Mdsi of 
Akshaya. —When Shaikh Ahmad, the ainaldur of 
Porto Novo, visited Pondiohery, so mo timo ago, to 
treat with the French, on behalf of Muhammad ’All 
Khun, an agreement was entered into with him, in 
which they undertook, if Muhammad *AU ICMn 
would withdraw his troops, to capture Fort St. 
David, Cuddalore, and the adjoining villages, and 
deliver possession of them to the Mu ha m mat Ians. 
This document, to which the Governor had affixed 
his seal, was taken away bv Shaikh Ahmad, who kept 
it with hirn until now, but, finding that, the project 
had become impracticable, he returned it to me to¬ 
day, enclosed i u a letter w Inch be wrote. Muhammad 
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’Alt Kh an also sent a letter to the Governor, in ciuk 
which he referred him, for full particulars, to that —- 

addressed to me bj Shaikh Ahmad. I communicated rx*qiil 
what is recorded above, to the Governor, who asked 
if I knew why the agreement had been returned. 

I replied: ft Do you expect one who is under the 
control of Ilia father, to act against the wishes of his 
elder brother?** On hearing this, he went away 
without saying anything further. 

The messenger who hail been sent to the Muhnm- natmto

Pillai to come with you, and when you both arrive, 
we will discuss everything, and will start, at 3 in 
the afternoon.” When the contents of the letter 
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were made known to the Govern or, he directed ti8 
three—Muhammad Tavakkal, M. Delarche, and me 
—to proceed to the camp. We accordingly set out 
at 2 t and wont to M&hfnz Khan. Twenty-two 
mohurs were given to me, in order that I might 
present them to him daring the visit-. When J 
reached onr destination, it occurred to me that eleven 
mohurs were enough for the purpose, and I kept 
these ready. So, when we appeared before Mahfuz 
KMn, who was encamped at Tirukkimji, I presented 
to him the eleven mohurs, and made my obeisance, 
lie immediately rose, and having embraced me, 
bade me ait down. We exchanged compliments. 
Mahfuz KiiAn then ordered a dross of honour to be 
brought, and presented it to me. It was worth 
Rs. 150. He tied the girdle around my waist, with 
his own hands, and taking his own cross-hilted 
dagger, thrust it into the fold of the girdle, saying 
at the same time : ** This dagger I have bestowed 

on you, in order that, with it, you inay overcome 
your enemies.” He took off the shawl which 
covered his own shoulders, and threw it on mine, 
saying : ** 1 entreat your friendship. My interests 

are yours. My fame is your fame, and my dis¬ 
honour your dishonour. I beseech you to act 
accordingly.” He next presented to M. DeJarclie a 
dress of honour valued at 40 or 50 rupees. Muham¬ 
mad Tavakkal then entered, Mahfuz Kirin said that 
it was now too late to think of setting out and that 
he would start for Pondichery the next morning, at 
41 
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sunrise. On this we obtained permission to depart, 
but before wo availed ourselves of it, Mnbfuz KMn 
said to me: “ The business there may bo done as 

you like.” Wo returned to Pondichery, and re¬ 
paired to the Governor’s house, at 7. T related to 
him all the civilities that had been offered to us 
by Mahfuz Khan. I told him, also, that he had 
presented mo with a dagger. He took it from me, 
and examined it, with delight. Twenty times, at 
least, did he take it from mo to look at it again, 
and show it to the Councillors and other Euro¬ 
peans of rank who were visiting him. “See,” he 
would exultingly say to the visitor, “ Rangappan 
has become a sepoy! 11 He then beckoned me to 
approach him, and asked why Mahfuz Khfl n had 
bestowed the dagger on me. 11 Do von not know ? ” 
said T, “ Perhaps it is meant that T should over¬ 
come Mahfiiz TTHfl. n with it, should ho refuse to 
come to terms.” “ Indeed l ” exclaimed the Gov¬ 
ernor, who continued, for a long time, to talk with 
great glee about the matter. He next considered 
where Nawlb Mahfuz Khan should be lodged during 
his visit, to Pondichery, and having decided that the 
Council-house, which stands to the eastward of his 
own residence, was best suited for the purpose, 
ordered me to show it to Muhammad Tavakkah I 
conducted him to the building, and having opened it, 
showed him over the premises. He was deJlghteii, 
and said that it was a fitting res Ido nee for the 
Kaw&b. I returned to the Governor, mid having 
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told him that Muhammad Tavakkal was pleased 
with the accommodation provided, departed to my 
areca-aut store-house. I arrived there at 10, and 
after a stay of an hour, went home at 11. 

Sunday, 19lh fcbrvm'y 1747, or Hilt Mmi of 
Aftikaya .—At 5 this morning, Muhammad Tavakkn), 
Madananda Pandit, the European named BartM- 
lemy, the chief of the peons, and I, set out from 
Pondichery, with drums and trumpets, to conduct 
Nawab Mahfuz EMn into the town. We proceeded 
as far as Tirukkanji, when we saw His Highness 
advancing towards us, with a retinue of ton horse¬ 
men, preceded by a banner borne aloft on an 
elephant. The Deputy Governor, M. DeTarche, and 
If. Guilliard, had, in the meantime, assembled 
at the mound near Devanuvaka Chetti's Choultry. 
"When Mahfuz Ehan reached this, the Deputy 
Governor, who was awaiting him, walked up to the 
palanquin in which the Nawab was seated. They 
then embraced each other, the Nawab being seated 
in hia palanquin, and the Deputy Governor standing 
on the ground; and they exchanged compliments. 
The Nawab next, embraced M. M. Dolarche and 
Guilliard, and after courtesies had been paid, and 
received, every one got into his palanquin, and set 
forth with the Nawab. They passed by my garden- 
house, and when they neared the Uppslrii rivor, the 
firing of a salute of twenty-one guns was com¬ 
menced. The party then reached the tent pitched 
on the outer side of the moat, and having alighted, 
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went in, and occupied seats. Intimation of this 
was conveyed to M. Dupleix, who was in the tent 
pitched on the inner side of the raoat, but beyond the 
town-gate. Ho thereupon set out in state, in the fol¬ 
lowing fashion. He wa3 on foot, and on either side 
of him were carried two white umbrellas, and sheets 
of white cloth. Fans of peacocks* feathers, and cbow- 
ries* were waved over him, and lighted flambeaus 
were also borne in procession. Before him marched 
fifty soldiers, two and two. The space between was 
filled by native officers, Coffres, and mace-bearers, 
who cleared the way for tho procession to pass. When 
the Governor, with this ceremonious surrounding, 
entered the inner tent in which the Hawiib was 
seated, he rose to salute Mm. Having embraced each 
other, they exchanged compliments, A salute of 
twenty-one guns was fired when they met. i'he Gov¬ 
ernor then took the hand of the Nawub,and addressed 
him, saying : “ Why do you hesitate to go to your 
own house? Please come.” Replying, “ I will do 
so,” Nawab Mahfuz Khan entered the palanquin 
of the Governor, whilst tho Governor rode in that 
of tho Naw&b. With kettle-drums beating, and fifes 
playing, the two palanquins were carried, side by 
side, between the two ranks of soldiers which were 
drawn op within the town-gate, and extended as far 
as the grass market. With due pomp, the proces¬ 
sion moved on, and halted at the Governor’s house,

When, the tabic 
was spread, the Governor seated himself beside the Tl]i , 
Nawab, and invited him to partake of the repast, 

When the Nawfib sat down to table, a salute of 
twenty-one guns was fired. Ashe intended to stay 
for the whole day, ho, after having finished eating, 
remained where he was for a while, then slept, rose n owtl(f 
at 4, and stayed within doors enjoying the spectacle jhu^Jiiui 
afforded by the European soldiers and Make sepoys, 
who were drawn up outside, on parade. After 
having looked at this for a short time, he proceeded 
to the terraced roof, amused himself by lookiug 
through a telescope, came down again, and remained 
on the second storey.

After the 
midday meal, the Gorurnor again took him in hand, 
and exhibited the whole of the presents which were 
to be made to him. Having seen these, the Nawftb 
proceeded to the central hall, and occupied a seat

who formed the retinae of the Nawflb sat in a row 
on chairs. The Governor then ordered rose-water

took leave. He seated himself in a palanquin, 
the Governor entered another, and they both set 
out- As they did so, trumpets sounded, and drums 
were beaten on the terrace of the Governor’s house. 

, they passed through the gate, a detachment 
of soldiers marched in front, with drums beating. 

A banner was also borne aloft, on an elephant. 
The palanquin of the Nawflb, and that of the 
Governor, were carried abreast of each other the 
former being on the southern side, and the latter 
on the northern. While, and ylik-tail, rhowries, 
and fans of peacocks’ feathers, were waved, and white 
umbrellas were carried, on either side of them, 
there was music, tvhich consisted of pipes, drums, 

and fifes. First in order, marched the Mah$ sepoys;

quin was borne after these, aud abreast of it was 
carried that of the Governor; the NawSb’s troopers 
followed, and the soldiers brought up the rear. 

From 
SimgUT&r's godown, in the bazaar road, up to the 
17+7 town-gate, soldiers wore disposed in two ranks, and 
between these Nawab Mahfuz Khun was carried,

twenty-one guns were fired from the ramparts.

After taking leave, 
the NawSb was carried through these lines of 
soldiers. I went on in front, and stood at the

The Governor 
ascended the rampart overlooking the moat, and 
stood watching Mahfuz Ehan, until he had passed 
beyond my garden-house ; and when the Naw&b 
was out of sight, he returned home.

As His Highness Nawub Mahfuz Khan was 
returning, this evening, to his camp, he met, on the 
way, some messengers, who handed to him a letter 
addressed to him by Muhammad *Ali Kfean. Having

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read this, he sent it on to the Governor by the 
men who brought it to him; one of his mace- 
bearers being deputed to accompany them. The 
contents of the letter were : I have recovered 
from my illness, and am somewhat relieved of the 
tooth*ache from which I was suffering. But as 
for you* you went to your brother's house, and 
remained there these two days enjoying yourself in 
feasting, and spending your time in various amuse* 
meats. Two letters have arrived here from the 
ruling Nawdbac Arcot; one addressed to you, and 
the other to me. Both of these direct ns to return 
immediately.’ 1 Having read the letter, the Gov¬ 
ernor sent it back by the messengers who brought 
it, with a complimentary one from himself, addressed 
to Mflhfna KMn. The men were also presented 
with. Rs, 5. 

What remained over from the dinner which was 
prepared for MaJbfuz Khan, before ho set out from 
Fondichery was sufficient in quantity to provide for 
a hundred people. It was sent to N&sir Quli KMn. 

Tuesday, gist February 17k7, or 13th Md$i of 
Akshaya, — This morning, M, iMarcho and Muham¬ 
mad Tavakkal were sent to invite Muhammad ’Aii, 
to come to Pondichery, They set out at 5, and 
reached the camp, at half-past 9. They had an 
audience with Muhammad f Ali, to whom they com¬ 
municated the invitation. His verbal and written 
replies were received here, at 4. They were to the 
effect that he was tormented by tooth-ache, and

tliat it i?as doubtful il bo would be able to visit 
Pondiehery, The messengers who brought his reply 
stated that two rumours were rife in the camp; the 
one being that both their Highnesses Mahfuz Kluin 
and Muhammad ’Ah Khan proposed to return to 
Arcot, by way of Pondiehery, and the other that 
Muhammad 'AH Khun, alone, contemplated making 
this journey; the intention of Mahfuz KMn being to 
march straight to Tri Monopoly. Every thing will be 
done in accordance with their will and pleasure. 

At 5, this evening, M. Dolarche and iluhammad 
Tavnkkal, who had been sent to invite Muhammad 
'All Kh un, to Foudichery, returned. They brought 
with, them presents, from him, to M. Dupleix 
aud others. Those for the Governor were a white 
horse, aud a dress of honour- That for the Deputy 
Governor was a dress of honour. Those for 
MflAimfl Dupleix were two satin under-cloths and 
an upper-clotli, and those for her daughter were 
an over-cloth and a satin under-elOtli. They wore 
all brought, by M, Delarche and Muhammad 
Tavakkal, to a garden outside the town, and they 
sent w ord, to the Governor of their arrival, lie 
directed that Muhammad Tavnkkal should be left 
in charge of them, and that II. Delarcho, alone, 
should come to him. As soon as these instructions 
were convoyed to them, M. Delarche prepared to 
set uux, and Muhammad Tavnkkal was desirous 
of accompanying him. Just then, 1 went to see 
them, and we had a chat, at tho conclusion of which 
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we three left the presents where they were, and went chap. 
to Pondichery, In accordance with the Governor's -—' 
orders, the native officer and messengers who came 
in charge of the presents remained with them at 
my garden, and, on the same authority, provisions Jm>! 
and other supplies were sent to them. 

The message delivered by M. Delarche to the T ho 
Governor was as follows: “ .Mohammad ’All Khan tEE 01 ’' 110

pleads tooth .ache, a swollen jaw, and an attach 
of fever, as his excuse for not visiting Pondichery. Kbi "‘ 
He says, however, that as his elder brother, Mahfuz 
Kh un, came here, concluded a treaty, partook of the an,,,,, 
hospitality* offered to him, and accepted presents, 
the promises which he made will, without fail, be "a, 1 ' 
complied with. He expects that we, as men of 31 ‘ ttI,lin ' 
honour, will fulfil our conditions, and send the 
presents intended for Hawffb Anwax-ud-din ITKftn 
On intimation from us that we have forwarded these, 
and on receipt of an order from the Nawab to Strike 
his camp, he will do so, and will march away with 
his followers. Ho desires that as it was through 
Muhammad Tavakkal that this treaty was brought 
about, ho should, in recognition of his services, be Ami 


presented with gold bangles of the value of 200 
pagodas, to wear on either wrist, and be granted a T»™kttra 
title of honour. Tie also expresses a wish that future 
negotiations relating to the affairs of Pondichery 
should be carried on through him, alone.” On 
hearing this, the Governor turned to mo, and said : 

"Was it not yesterday that wo gave Muhammad 
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Tavakkal ft title of honour? How do you pro¬ 
nounce it?” “Salik Dufkl Khan.” I replied. The 
Governor thereupon addressed Muhammad Tavakkal 
as ** Salik DaM Kha n,” and promised to give him a 
medal bearing the same inscription as that on a 
like decoration worn by Kanakarlya Mudali. He 
gave me orders to have bangles made, at a cost of 
200 pagodas, and directed me to communicate this 
to Muhammad Tavakkal. I accordingly did so. 
The Governor then dismissed Muhammad Tavakkal 
from his presence, wishing him a good night's rest, 
and requesting him to return next morning. This 
done, he asked me what procedure should be 
followed when bringing the presents into the town, 
in the morning. I replied that two Councillors, 
accompanied by musicians, should be deputed to do 
this. He instructed me to have the necessary 
arrangements made. I said : “ Yeiy well; ,r and 
then departed. 

Yesterday evening, when M. Dupleix returned 
to his house, after having accompanied Malifuz 
Khun to the town-gate, Muhammad Tavakkal went 
to see him. The Governor asked him whether 
Malifuz KMn had gone away well pleased. He 
replied that he had not. The Governor was irritated 
at this, and exclaimed: u Tf Malifuz Khun does not 
w ithdraw, 1 shall send soldiers from Pondiqheiy, 
with orders to attack Ms camp at Fort St. David, 
and shoot him and. his followers. Wliat do you mean 
by saying that he went away displeased ? Take away 
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with you the presents which I intend to give to cm?, 
Kiiwdb An war-iid-din Khan. If you do not, I shall, XLK 
wit hoot a moment’s delay, order you to be turned t£l' 
out of the town.’ * He then told M. Demarche to 
interpret this speech to M uhammad Tavakkal, but he 
stood silent. The Governor repealed his order, but 
M. Delarche begged to bo excused. The re upon, a 
mace-bearer was directed to take his band, and lead 
him out of sight. M. Delarche then made his sub* 
mission to the Governor, by consenting to interpret a*, 
the speech, which he did in a way which toned down ItriJjly dui.M 
its harshness. Muhammad Tavakkal replied, in a 
submissive manner: “I am your servant. Why 
are you offended with ine ? ” The Governor was oatenm 
mollified by these words. On this, Muhammad 
Tavakkal obtained leave from him to depart, and SSSuiT 
came to me al the areca-mit store-house. He told me wi* 
what had occurred, end evinced great trepidation. 

encouraged him saying : « Do not be alarmed. I dkrt * f - 
will effect peace between you and the Governor. 

In obedience to liis orders, go with M. Delarche 
to-morrow morning to Muhammad *AI! Khdn. 

Depart without fear, and I will see that he is a, 
restored to his usual good humour.” 

I then asked him what Husain Sihib had written bm 
to Mm. He said that he had been directed to 
stipulate for the payment of a lakh of rupees to ™*‘ 
Anwar- ud-din Ej3n, and for the presentation o£ Hii reply, 
gifts, not included in that sum, to Mahfaz JTha n and 
Muhammad *Ali EhSn. I remarked: “Although 
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cim*. you did not tell rue this, T nevertheless ascertained 
—* that such was the nature of the communication 
received by you, and informed the Governor of it. 
I will explain how I divined this. You, yourself, 
told me that you advised Mahfuz Kh an to refrain 
from further discussion regarding the negotiations, 
because Husain Sihib had shown you an easy way of 
scaping out of the difficulty. Yon may remember 
i'b^.u? :o that, in your presence, Mahfuz Kh un ashed mo to 
arrange for the payment, of at least two lakhs, 
and that I told Mm that it was not possible, lie 
then drew you aside, and asked you to show him 
Husain Sdhib’s letter. Putting these tilings together, 
I arrived ut the conclusion that. Husain Sahib was 
willing to stipulate for the payment of only a lakh 
£i^fi.V c * °f rupees, and I said so to the Governor, ft was 
then that he told you that the letter received by 
u^aSiih'i you from Husain Sahib contained an easy solu- 
tion of the difficulty, and requested you to show it 
to him.” " Indeed!” said he.

I, went with the procession. The Governor's pa I an- ri ^ 7 ' 
quid and flag were taken with us. The Poligar* ■ii■-’oni|>inj' 
and his peons, Mahd sepoys, and musketeers, to the '" 
number of sixty or seventy, formed a guard of 
honour. There were in the procession trumpeters, 
drummers, and dancing-girls with their musicians. 

Tt arrived at my garden. The presents were then 
placed in the palanquin, and the procession set c™". 
out on its return. Muhammad Ismail, who came in 
charge of the gifts, was invited to accompany us. 

M lien the procession reached the town-gate, in 
splendid array, twenty-one guns were fired. On ^b ,L ;- 
its arrival at the Governor’s house, and when the 
presents were handed over to him, another salute of 
twenty-one guns was fired from the fort. 

The following is a description of the gifts. rh^afriptfoT 
Those for the Governor were a horse, and a dress 
of honour; for the Deputy Governor, a dress of 
honour; for Madame Dnpleix, two satin under-cloths 
and one upper-cloth ; for her daughter, one upper- 
cloth.t When these were placed before the Governor, TJl# 
he distributed them to the persons for whom they SSSXi 
were intended, retaining, however, that which came 
for the Deputy Governor. This, it appears, that he 
will send on to Madrag for M. d' Esprdmdml, Of the

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present of the dross of honour made to him, the 
Governor took only the silk turban, and directed a 
Muhammadan to tie and adjust it. He then put it 
on on his head, and the Europeans there assembled 
defiled before him, saluting him as they did so. He 
conversed cheerfully with those present, and then 
addressing the Muhammadan who had brought the 
presents, accorded him permission to go to his lodg¬ 
ings, and rest. Thereupon, the man took leave, and 
went to his residence. The Governor then directed 
that supplies should be sent to the guest. I sum¬ 
moned Purasurama Pillai, and ordered him to look 
carefully to providing food for the Muhammadan 
and Lis followers. I shall now state the reason why 
the Governor selected the turban from the presents 
made to him by Muhammad’A li Khan, and put it 
on his head. [In and Muhammad ’A1S Kh an regard 
one another in the light of brothers; and, as between 
such close relatives, an interchange of turbans is a 
matter of course, the Governor put on bis head that 
worn by Muhammad’Ali EMu. 

The gifts which were made by the Governor to 
Muhammad Ismail, the bearer of the presents from 
Muhammad’All Elian, were one roll of red broad¬ 
cloth, four tlssns of Hungary water, two pairs of 
scissors, u ud two table-knives.

This morn- 
ing, whilst two members of the Council and I were ixq-i^ 
absent, with musicians, to bring the presents from ibiBiin ,t to 
M uhammad AIS Khan, which were awaiting us at my Swwiih 
garden-house outside the town, Chokkappa Mudali Ooirair, 
at id Aviy Sahib went, together, to the Governor’s 
house. They asked the interpreter, Appu Mudali, 
to obtain for them an interview with M. Dupleix, 
telling him, at the same time, tnat they intended 
to request him to permit them to conduct all their 
business through him alone. The men, so I was bww* 
told, presented themselves before the Governor, 
anti saluted him. He inquired what they wanted. 

1 hey said : “ We have been here for nearly a month. 

W henever we express a desire to see you, and to

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communicate our business to you in person, Ranga 
Pijloi will not permit us to do so. He even pays 
no attention to our request that ho will take us 
to you, to state our business, and do his best to 
bring it to a successful issue. We beg that you 
will permit us to communicate all our affair to you, 
through Appu Mudali.” The Governor replied: 
“ Wait until Rungappan returns. He has gone to 
bring some presents which have arrived.” Not satis¬ 
fied with this answer, the men told Appu Mudali to 
stand in front of the Governor; and when he had done 
so, they exclaimed : "Appu Mudali is before you. 
Communicate your reply to him.” The Governor, 
so I was informed, remained silent. But the men 
again spoke, and said, “ We must return to our 
country. W hat are your commands ? ” The Gover¬ 
nor is alleged to have again replied: “ Let Raugap- 
pan come.” They next went to pay their respects 
to Madame, anil having saluted her, returned home. 

It was after this, that I brought, in great state, 
the presents from Muhammad ’ Ali Kh an: and having 
delivered them to the Governor, repaired to my 
areca-nut store-house. Both AvSy Sahib and Chok- 
kappa Mudali carue there, immediately, and having 
paid me the usual compliments, said : “ We went to 
the Governor's house, expecting to find yon there, 
but lie appeared before us, and we saluted him. 
Ilu asked us what wo wanted. We requested 
the Chobdar to interpret for us, and through him, 
&aid that it was nearly a mouth since we had 
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arrived here, and that we desired to return home 
soon. lit* told us that he would send us away 
to-morrow. ^Yo beg that you will despatch our 
business with the Governor, and send us away.” 
“ Very well, I will sea about it,” said I, and I gave 
them permission to depart; on which, they returned 
to the house at which they were lodging. 

Thursday, 23 rd February 17hi, or loth Mdsi 
of ALxhayq, —This morning, Muhammad Tavakknl 
cauie to me, and said: “1 have had no sleep for 
these three nights, and have even had no desire for 
food; for the instructions conveyed to me in writing 
by Husain Sahib expressly state that NawfibAnwar- 
ud-din Kh an insists on tin* payment, by the French, 
of a lakh of rupees, as a present. You will not 
agree to pay this sum; and when you declare that 
yon will send what presents you see fit, I do not 
know what to do. The Nawfib first demanded a 
paj'ment of 15 lakhs—indeed of 20 lakhs. You gave 
me ground to hope that if he would abate his demand 
to one lakli, you would accede to it. You even 
desired me to go at once to Mahfnz JQi&n, and invite 
him to visit Poudichery. You said that his coming 
would not only confer an honour on the French, but 
that a personal conference with Mm would facilitate 
the conclusion, to the satisfaction of the Nawfib, 
of the negotiations then pending. But you have 
deceived me in all this. My honour is lost. The 
Nawfib sent me because he had groat reliance on my 
diplomatic skill, and also because he felt sure that 
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I would succeed in obtaining from the French move 
than was demanded of them* But how can I now 
present myself before him; how render an account 
of what I have done! All the misfortune that has 
befallen me is attributable to you alone.” 

These were the terms in which he made known 
to me Ins grievances. I however replied: “ Fear 
not. Providence has hitherto befriended you, and 
will continue to do so to the end. Entertain no 
misgivings. Take courage. I will see that, in 
addition to the presents forwarded to Naw&b Anwar- 
ud-dSn EMti, Mahfuz KMn, and Muhammad ’All 
ml nfa-.-Er.iry KMn, others are sent to Husain Sahib. Sampnti lino, 
and Anwar KMn. The whole will now amount, 
more or less, to a lakh of rupees, and your demand 
will be fully met.” 

“How do I know,” asked he, "that you will

mentioned ? ”

Thereupon, Muhammad Tmrakkal accompanied 

me to the Governor’s house, in order to explain the mt**, m

whole matter to him. We took If. Delarche with us. GcT£TnC " 1< 

I hud everything clearly before the Governor, and 
mentioned, also, the anxiety under which Muhammad 
Tavakkal was labouring. 

He exclaimed: “ In what way are we under 

any obligation to give anything to the Nawab ? Have 1 ’ 

we caused any loss? Why should we indemnify 
him? Yet, on the score of longstanding friendship, 
we gave him some presents. He has no other claim 
on ua.” 

I met the Governor’s objections with well- 
directed arguments, and succeeded in inducing him 
to view the matter in a favourable light. He there- 
upon replied in the following words ; “It is of but 
small consequence if we pay an additional thou¬ 
sand or two of pagodas. We will take care that the 
affair is settled in a manner agreeable to the Nfiwab.” 

He then turned to Muhammad Tavakkal, and 
said : “ Go to the camp, and show llakfuz Kirin a 
copy of the list of presents selected for Naw&b ^“1*“ 
Anwyi -iul-din Khun; ask him if bo desires any- 
thing further, and let mo know what be says.” 

He added : “ When you go to MaUuz Kirin, tell him 
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that we will send to Husain S&hib, SampSti Rao, and 
Anwar Khan, presents of value similar to that of 
those given to him, and that we will make up the 
total amount to a lakh of rupees. Request him to 
move his camp, and see that he does so. We shall 
expect you ou Sunday, when we intend to celebrate 
a flto." 

Muhammad Tav&kkal took leave, and departed to 
his residence. 

In accordance with the arrangement made, Mu¬ 
hammad Tiwnkkal left for the camp, taking with 
him the presents for MahfuK Khan and Muhammad 
’All IQ?iin, He also carried with him tho list of 
those which were being packed up for Naw&b 
Anw T ar-ud-dia Khan Stihib. 

The following occurred Lo-day, His Highness 
Muhammad ’All KMn. graciously sent me some 
gifts : to wit; a commander’s sword, of Kuppam 
workmanship, which he used always to carry in his 
band, a silk turban, a coat, and, a roll of gold brocade. 
The sword wa3 universally admired, and was 
pronounced to be of excellent quality. Having 
directed that these presents should be taken to the 
Governor, I went to apprise him of the receipt of 
them. lie was pleased to hear the nows. In the 
meantime, the articles were brought in, ami placed 
before him. He took them, and handed them to me 
himself, congratulating me in French. I returned 
thanks, accepted the presents, and repaired to my 
areca-nut store-house. 
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Besides the events which I have mentioned Chain 
above, another took place, on the 14th Musi [2‘2nd 
February], and it was as follows. ATadnnanda Pandit xJ££*i 
came to me, and said : “ Madame Doplciz sent for 
me, and spoke to me of certain mattera. She Dapi&“ B ‘ 
bound me, in the name of the Virgin Mary, to 
secrecy.” I asked him what she had told him. He 
replied : ** Lend me jour ear, and I will disclose 
to you what she said. It was: ‘Rangappan is a [H 1l|ft 
very bad man. He is in debt. He is anxious 
to clear off his liabilities before the Madras mer- “3 * 
chants are summoned to Pondichery, and before 
this treaty with the Nawab is concluded, lie 
knows, full well, that the Governor entertains the 
opinion that he is a truthful man, and one who is 
devoted to him. Taking advantage of this, ho tells 
lies to him. He has outwitted the Muhammadan S™*** 
envoy who came from Arcot By telling on© thing 
to him, and another to the Governor, and by pre- Ggri'iugr. 
tending that the Governor did not fall in with the 
views of the deputy, he has induced the Muham¬ 
madan army to encamp at Tirukkiinji. 1 know Ana 
all his crooked ways. I have made many inquiries, 
and will expose him in a few days time.’ She asked gE"'"* 
mu what I knew about the negotiations in which you 
were concerned, and I replied: ‘.Madame, do you It , lelu 
think it possible for Range ppan to enrich himself by 
his intrigues, to ihe extent of lakhs of rupees ? Is hLm - 
the Governor to bo hood-winked by him to such a 
degree? You know, perfectly well, what amount it 
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ia intended giving to the >1 iihiimmadans. That sum 
is not even to be paid in cash, but in the form of 
presents. Those will bo delivered into the hands of 
the messengers by the Governor, in person. Those 
who are to receive them will thereafter take delivery, 
according to the lists sent to them, M, Delarche 
nets, iu this business, as the translator in Persian, 
and he has all the interpreting to himself, liangap- 
pan has only to deliver the letters, as the Governor 
directs him, and I cannot see that he does anything 
more. To this speech of mine, Madame Hupleix 
replied: ‘You know nothing of the matter. I 
have made proper inquiries, and have acquainted 
myaelf with everything. 1 She desired me to let her 
know, from time to time, all that occurs, and 
strictly bade me not to mention to yon what whn 
had said. She also cautioned me not to divulge 
to Chiiina Mndali what had passed, from which I 
infer that he has been bearing tales against you. 
However, I request that you will keep the whole 
affair ^ct^^et,. ,, I said : (i Why should I divulge it 
to another ? 11 ; and then I continued, “ 1 promise 
not to reveal what you have told me. The Gov¬ 
ernor has been here for a long while ; indeed, for 
the past five years. Kanakantya Mudali died a 
twelve month ago, arid during the previous four 
years, whilst he was yet alive, I had the sole conduct 
of everything. Many treaties were concluded, and 
many disputes settled during this time. If I had 
wished to enrich myself, I could easily have amassed 
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a lakh of pagodas. Bat, up to now, God lias not c™. 
filled me with such a desire; and I do not know how XU I 
He will deal with me hereafter. Madame is wel- 
come to expose me at once, as she threatens to do.” *K«y 

MadaiidnrU Paudit replied * " Madame would 
have accused you if this negotiation with Mahfuz 
Ehiln hud miscarried. But as, by the favour of 
Pi ovi deuce, the transaction lias been successfully ^■.m«uU 
concluded, she can do nothing harmful to you, 

The faces of those who predicted your failure have “>*i*"«* 
now become black.*’ 

I exclaimed : " Bo long as I feel that I am dis¬ 
charging my duty to my God, and endeavouring to 
promote tho glory of the Governor, what do I care * 
for what people say against me ? The sages have 
sanl: ‘If you have money in your waist doth, you 

may he afraid by the way.’ Well; is not that 
saying true ?” 

1 may here record that, a month ago, Madame 
was continually requesting me to keep her fully «„ 
informed of the progress of the negotiations with 
tho Muhamrandans. But the Governor had enjoined HS* 
on me the strictest secrecy concerning those mat- frjj™*** 111 
tors. Be reposes in me the fullest confidence, and 
communicates to me every secret affair, and this 
being so, how can I, without sinning against God, 
reveal.such confidences to another? That was my 
first thought. In the second place, I considered 
how grave the political issues involved were, and 
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how injudicious it would be in me to disclose what 
occurred. 1 therefore determined to keep my own 
counsel. I knew that Madame would be exceed¬ 
ingly angry, and would be vindictive enough to 
fabricate false charges against me, and to repeat 
them to the Governor; although she was fully 
aware that such accusations would have no weight 
with him. I also knew that she would even devise 
means to do me harm with the Governor, by insti¬ 
gating the Europeans who had access to him, to 
carry false tales against me. My resolution, how¬ 
ever, was firmly taken. I determined, come what 
might, not to swerve from my duty to the Governor 
under whom I had taken service, and to whom I 
had promised obedience Whenever Madame asked 
me for information, 1 used to tell her that I would 
communicate it to her, by and by. She imagined 
that I kept things very close because I was reaping 
a rich harvest; and the idea seized her that she, 
too, might come in for her share. If she had had 
any knowledge of the matter, she would have 
thought differently. But I put my trust in Provi¬ 
dence, and kept my own counsel.

negotiations, ana she was anxious to supplant me in 
my supposed acquisition of wealth, and to keep it all SEEK!** 
for herself. Moreover, her mind was disturbed, day 
and night, by the thought that Madras—the city of 
Kubera *—had been despoiled of its riches, and that 
nothing had fallen to her share, althongh every one 
who went there had picked np ten thousand, twenty- 
thousand, a lakh, or even two lakhs of rupees. Such 
being the greed that filled her soul, it appeared to 
her that it was not advantageous to remain inactive 
in these troublous times, and so, calculating that 
if she could but rid herself of me, by depriving 
me of all communication with the Governor, she 
would have her own way, she has undertaken this * tjd(tll i a( ,. 
crusade against me, and employs these means to injure 
me with the Governor, hoping that those who have *^ r l n b " r 
access to him will convey to him the tales which 
she is busy promulgating against me. About ten 
days ago, she sent Appn to tell me that all the 
information that I was giving the Govert]or was j^VXSiSf 
nothing but a pack of lies, without an iota of truth 
in them; and that she would make a report to him 
against me. To this, 1 sent a verbal reply, intima¬ 
ting that if she suspected me, she was welcome 
to make a thorough inquiry, and that she would 
then come to thick differently of me. 
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Her present line of conduct, will but tend to cast 
discredit on the Governor. Let us, however, see 
what happens. It may be that Madan&nda Pandit, 
himself, has had a share in inciting Madame against 
me, by carrying tales to her. I think this quite 
likely, for lie is a thick friend of Chinna Mudali, 
whom he is anxious to see appointed Chief On bash. 
After all, what can he have to say against me ? It 
is only if I afford him occasion, by my conduct, that 
he can well do so. But I can conjecture what, he 
will say. It will be that, in some matters, I act ac¬ 
cording to the Governor’s directions, and, in others, 
follow my own view's, and ho will seek to injure me 
by insinuations with regard to the latter. But I 
rely 7 on the justice of God. Whatever my enemies 
may say, truth will prevail. As God is my judge, I 
act honestly before him. In these negotiations with 
the Muhammadans, my sole object was to bring 
every tiling to a satisfactory conclusion, and to win, a 
good reputation for the Governor, as well as for 
myself. With this purpose in view, I spent even my 
own money, I passed sleepless nights. My whole 
thoughts were occupied in planning how to bring 
about peace with the Muhammadans, God knows, 
and the Governor and I know', liow 1 exerted myself 
in this matter. No one else can form any 7 idea on 
this subject. As a consequence of my efforts, the 
Governor has acquired immense credit. 

At noon, both Av&y Sahib and Chokkappa 
Mudali went to the Governor, and asked him for 
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broad-cloth. He told them to take French broad¬ 
cloth. Click kappa Modal! whispered to the Muham¬ 
madan, desiring him to ask for English material. 
The Governor observed this, and addressing him 
in great wrath, exclaimed: “You are a mischief- 
maker. You are a great rogue. I will have von 
turned out.” Thereupon, Chokkappa Mudali held 
his peace. The Govern or then signed an order on 
M. Pulaurens for the delivery to them of broad-cloth, 
to the value of Rs. 30,000, and for the payment 
of Rs. 30,000 in cash. On receiving this, they took 
leave, and went their way.

I also received a letter from Muhammad 
Tavftkkal. [t paid: " When Mahfuz Khan and 
Muhammad All saw the list of the presents; assigned 
to Nawab Anwar-ud-din Kh an, they wore not 
satisfied. They spoke to each other on the subject, 
and were much vexed. They asked me if more 
should not be sent, I said to Mnhfuz Kha n; 
* You went to Pondi chary, and spoke with the 
Governor, Yon came to terms with him, and 
agreed to accept the gifts specified. It is now not 
advisable to ask for more. It will not do ns any 
good, and may do us harm.’ They both agreed 
with me, and ordered that the presents should bo 
despatched. The two brothers are setting out for 
Arcot, to-morrow. After they leave, I shall return 
to Pondichery.” When I interpreted the contents 
of the letter to the Governor, he wag greatly pleased, 
and said to me : ** To-day, we have accomplished 
our desires. All your previous exertions, Rntigappa, 
have only this day been crowned with success,’ 4 and 
it is only to-day that iny mind is at rest. Besides the 
letters, mentioned above, there was one addressed 
to tho Governor by Muhammad *Ali Khan. It ran: 
“I accept, with every good feeling, the presents which 
you have forwarded to ine. Amongst them, there is 
a bos containing strange and wonderful figures, 
which is out of order. I send it with the request 
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that it may l>e repaired, and returned. I also beg 
that another bos may be supplied.” This letter was 
couched in very courteous terms indeed. Finding 
that it was not possible to have the box set right, 
the Governor substituted another for it. In liis 
reply, ho expressed regret that he was unable to send 
an additional one as he had no more, and he urged r » 
Muhammad 'Alt Khan to visit Pondichery. He 
also suiit; a letter to Muhammad Tavakkal, asking ros'iicW. 
him to bring Muhammad ’Alt Khan soon. 

Saturday, £5! h February 17+7, or 17th Mdsi nf 

4 this afternoon, the Governor wrote a B^oirinns, 
letter to M. d’ fisprerneuil, desiring him to celebrate {5^“,'^’,- 
at Madras, on Monday next, with rejoicings of the 
same nature as those at Pondichery, the conclusion of 
a treaty between him and the Naw&b. He gave me 
the letter to send by post, with instructions that the 
runners should deliver it at Madras, by to-inorrow 
evening. I accordingly despatched it. 

At 9 this morning, a letter to the Governor, anti 
another to me, both sent by Muhammad Ta vale lea I, 
arrived from the camp. He wrote to say that 
the Muhammadans had struck their tents, and were 
moving away, with their followers. My spies also Wwjjku 
brought tidings that both Ma^fuz KMn and Muham- SX** - 
mad * All Khan proposed to march by way of Porto 23?*”* 
Novo ami Chidambaram, and that the Muhammadan 
banners had already been sent forward, and set up 
at Tiruviti, Panruti, and Kirainbillaiyflr. When I 
conveyed these tidings to the Governor, his delight 
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was unbounded. Ho ordered that a present, of 
Ra. 15, should be given to Muhammad Tavakkal’s 
messenger, and another, of Rs. 3, to the Company's 
peon who brought the news; and that the amount 
required for this purpose should be procured by a 
draft on Faraiudma PiQd. He continued to con¬ 
verse cheerfully, and afterwards beckoned me to him, 
and directed me to write to the Poligar of Yfitta- 
valam, asking him to send a force of 500 men. t 
wrote and despatched a letter in accordance with his 
instructions. 

When Mahfna Khan and Muhammad ’All Khan 
were about to set out on their journey, Rangappa 
Nayakkan, the interpreter at Fort St. David, pre¬ 
sented himself—so it was reported—before them, and 
cried out, in a pituous tone : Up to now, we were 
relying on you. If you abandon ns after having 
extended your protection to us for so long, and do so 
just at tho time when we are about to receive a 
reinforcement of ships, what are we to do? 11 They 
replied: "We cannot help it. We have endeavoured 
to befriend you, in every way. You told us that you 
were daily expecting tho arrival of the ships. We 
waited patiently, but none came. 

lt All your utterances have proved false; there is 
no truth in any of them, and we cannot rely on your 
words. On our part, we have expended immense 
sums of money, in maintaining an army. What do 
yon wish us to do ? We will, however, write to the 
Governor Sdhib of Pondiohery, asking him not to 
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molest Fort St. David.” Having thus spoken, they c HA f. 
took their departure. xuii. 

Aa the Governor directed me, to-day, to write to D: ^ ?- 
tho Poligar of V^tfcavalam for troops, I conjecture 
that he intends an immediate attack on Fort St. 


David. We musn. await the course of events. 

To-day, I delivered to Avny Sahib three letters j 
one to N&sir Jang, another to imam Sahib, and the co Jilin 
third to rtaghoji Tthdnsla. These had been written £™^j r 
in Persian, in tho tiamo of the Governor, and t 
instructed him to have them sent to the persons to 
whom they were addressed. The letters stated that 
MnMuz EMn and Muhammad *Ali Khan, the sons 
of Anwar-ud-dfn KMn, who had advanced against 
T'ondichery, had, of their own accord, sued for peace, 
and that, we had agreed to their terms because they ttS 
were the subjects of tho Nizfim, whom we wished to 
please by our conduct. The letters also advised the And l(h

delivery of broad-cloth, to tho value of Rs. 30,000, 
and payment of Rs. 30,000, in cash, according to the Kttd 
instruct ions of Trudm Sahib ; and also the return of 
the telescope sent by Nfisir dang for repair, which I 
had delivered to A vay Sihib, with instructions to 
have it forwarded to its destination. 


At 4 this afternoon, Muhammad Tavakkal and 
our vakil, Subbaiyan, returned from the camp.

tents, and had marched with their men from Kopdftr 
Tope, where they had been encamped. They also 
4 is 
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said that Mshfua Khfin arid Muhammad 'Alt Khun, 
bad, each.entrusted to them, before their departure, a 
dress of honour for M, d’Esprerndnif, the Governor of 
Madras, and with it. a letter to him. I took Muham¬ 
mad Tavakkal to the Governor, and placing the letter 
and the dresses of honour in his hands, informed 
him that Muhammad Tavakkal had brought them. 
He then repeated to the Governor all the com¬ 
plimentary expressions used by Mahfuz KhUn and 
Muhammad 'Ait KM n, and told him that he had 
returned after the Muhammadan army had marched 
out of the camp occupied by it. The Governor 
‘ 1 was highly pleased, and directed me to have gold 
S*pSfiriM li bangles and a robe made for presentation to 
for turn. Muhammad TavakkaL He further instructed me 
h* *]« to cause it to be proclaimed in the town, by beat 
of tom-tom, that Monday should be observed as a 
festival. Ho also directed that all the streets should 
he watered, flags and plantain trees being set up 
d*ulh m at suitable intervals along them, that the houses 
iLT.hi^ should be lit up, that there should be bon-fires in 
the streets, that the ramparts should be illuminated* 
and that there should be a display of fire-works. 
He desired me to make all the necessary arrange¬ 
ments for celebrating the day with due pomp, and I 
accordingly told the NayinSr what he had to do, 
and also gave instructions to Chinna Parasuriima 
Pillai, as to the illuminations and fi re-work a. 

Before Muhammad Tavakkal returned, and com¬ 
municated his news to the Governor, the latter told 
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ni6 that he had heard that, after Muhfuz Kb ‘ta had 
moved out, Muhammad 'All Khan had set fire to the 
camp, and that of tho two, only Mahfuz Khan had 
departed# To this, I replied: “ Qur peons, who 
were there, have stated otherwise. If the facts are 
as you say, they must have lied. Muhammad 
lavakkal and our vakil, Subkuiyan, have just, arrived. 
When they make their report, you will learn the 
truth.” The Governor asked me whether Muham¬ 
mad Tavakkal had returned. I replied that he as 
well as our vakil, Subbalyan, had done so. lie 
asked me why l had not brought the former to him. 
I answered : “As soon as lie arrived, M. Debt relic 
sent messengers to him, desiring him to attend at 
his residence. We shall have to ascertain the news 
from him when he receives permission to come 
here.” lie asked me what business Muhammad 
Tavakkal had to go to 51. Delarcho’s house. I 
replied: “This is not the only intrigue that is in 
progress. '1 here are many others that have been 
set on foot, but they are too numerous to mention. I 
did not inform yon of these because I was unwilling 
to vex you by constant allusion to them. My only 
desire was to bring this treaty to a satisfactory 
issue, and I had no care for what people said, or 
did. As 1 had solely that object in view, these 
intrigues have not come to light, and tho 
business on hand has been successfully completed. 
It is only now that, owing to various causes, they 
are becoming known.’' The Governor smiled and 
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said : “ It is true : I, also, know it. I will put every 
thing straight in four or five days* time.’* 

Madame Dtipleix, so I heard, with a view to 
discredit me, sent for Chinns Mudali, and 
naked him whether Mahfuz Khan and Muhammad 
*AH had departed, or not. He thereupon sent a 
man, named Vfravukkalaiyan, to the camp, to 
ask Sivandga Reddi whether they had gone, and 
on his return, reported that, in reply to his 
inquiry, Sivandga Reddi had told him that Mahfuz 
Khdn and Muhammad’A li Khan hnd not started, but 
were there still. Chinna Mudali communicated this 
to Madame, ami she went to the Governor, and said, 
“ Rangappan makes false reports to you, and cheats 
and plunders you. The Muhammadans, so I hear, 
have not yet gone. Although this is the case, 
Rangappan tells yon that they have.” It was in 
consequence of this, that the Governor had the con¬ 
versation with me as above related, Madanandu 
Pandit, who is engaged asa Mnnshi to write Persian 
letters, is active in bearing tales against me, partly 
to Madame, and partly to Chinna Mudali. 

Sunday, S6tk February 17&7, or 18th Mdsi of 
AAshat/n *—The following occurred on this date : 

It will bo remembered that, some time ago, 
it was agreed that the flag of theXawab should be 
kept flying over Fort St, George, for eight days. 
Six horsemen and ten peons, carrying with them 
a banner, came this morning to Pondichery from 
the camp, in view to proceed to Madras, and 
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give effect Lo this arrangement. The Governor Cn*r.

They accordingly abide outside. 

This morning, the Governor gave me st gold gg» "° F 
French medal, In a little less size than a half dollar, ^1* " r 
and set with small brilliants, which was intended k| d- 
for bestowal on .Muhammad Tavakkal alias Salik 
Dadd Khan; and directed me to have it sus¬ 
pended from a double chain of gold. lie said : 

“ To-morrow morning, all the Europeans will come 
here. 1 intend then to present this, in public, to 
Salik Da (id Khan." I promised that I would have it 


ready by that time. He then ordered me to invite 
people of every class, to attend his lev^e. I answered in »itiw 
that 1 had already done so. He said : “ You had bet- *' Jofi sii1 ' 
ter give them one hundred mohurs, and tell them to 
present the same to me, as if they were doing so 
voluntarily.” I replied that I would, and retired. 1 
then issued instructions to proclaim, by beat of tom- 

fnlku£ Etiii 

tom, that the streets should be decorated, adorned iwn - i0 - 
with flags, and illuminated at night with bon-tires 
and lamps. I also sent messengers to summon 
people, of all conditions, to attend the morning levee 
of the Governor. 

It having, bv the grace of God, fallen to my lot to lie tTiftfinli 

, * raflkwtfeM, 

conduct the affairs of the Company, I have spent my 
days and nights in thought, and have counselled the 
Governor on all manner of subjects, with the result 
that he has acted on ray advice. By the decree 
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of the Haler of all sentient beings, the actual head 
of this kingdom attacked us, and was defeated. 
He voluntarily sued for peace, and coming to the 
Governor, begged him to arrange it. This was to 
the glory of the French. A treaty was afterwards 
effected. [ was with the Governor when the 
Muhammadan envoy made his request; but he was 
obliged to agree to receive even less than one-tenth 
of the amount for which ho asked. The Muham¬ 
madans carried away their presents. When the 
delegate treated with the Governor for terms, ray 
exertions in the matter, iny conduct of the business, 
and the skill and dexterity which I displayed in 
the negotiations, all became k n own to the Gover¬ 
nor, and the public. IIo received presents which 
added to his glory. No one has acquired the repu¬ 
tation that l have ; and my fame is in the mouths 
of ambassadors at courts. Governors of provin¬ 
ces, men of rank, and all people living within hOO 
leagues of this ; from Delhi in the north, to Malajdlam 
in the south ; ami from tho eastern ro the western 
sea. They all say: “ We have never seen, or heard 
of. a man equal to A nan da Rang up pan in diplomatic 
skill, in keenness of intellect, or in boldness of con¬ 
ception ; or, in fact, in any other qualification 
whatsoever,” All this was communicated to tho 
Nigiim, at great length, through the medium of 
reports from tho public news writers,and confidential 
correspondents in A root; and he not only ordered 
those of the former of these who were attached to 
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his Court, to place it on record, but directed them to 
Bead innumerable reports to Delhi, Satdra, Bengal, 
Bun 11 res, nnd other places. The Governors, Amirs, 
Viziers, A makers, Subhadars, Sowcnrs, anti all the 
people of those countries, road these, and, with 
unbounded astonishment, exclaimed, as follows : 

“ We have never before seen such skill displayed, 
and have never even heard of the like. In every 
country there arc some who are fitted for war, 
and others for carrying on negotiations for peace. 
When two parties nro at variance with one another, 
the weaker sends a mediator who, by holding out 
to the stronger a prospect oF gain, succeeds in 
effecting peace. This is not a particularly wonderful 
thing to do. But the marvel is that Aranda Banga 
P ill a i, a man residing at Pondichery, and of extra¬ 
ordinary qualifications, has brought about peace 
between the Rnbhadar of Arcot, and the French, 
against whom the armies of the Muhammadans and 
their allies advanced in formidable array. Ananda 
Ranga Pillai, however, has succeeded in effect¬ 
ing peace between them, as easily as one would 
remove a hair caught in a lump of butter, or as 
the dews are dissolved before the rays of the 
morning son; and he has thus acquired such repute 
that it has spread throughout all lauds. This is ho W 
his reputation has arisen. There was, in Europe, 
war for a long time between the kings of England 
and France, This led to the two hostile nations 
capturing ships belonging to each other which were 
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C»*r. either anchored in the ports of their adversaries, or 
• XL!Jt ' sailing on the high seas. Now, on this coast, the 
17 ‘ 7 - city of Madras was in the hands of tho English. 
-The nviii- Its reputation had even reached the Emj>eror of 
AtnylJrilb 0/ Delhi; nnd many rich bankers and Europeans resided 
there. It was amply provided, with all the munitions 
of war; such as artillery, powder, cannon balls, and 
rochets ; and if even ihe Emperor had directed his 
arms against it, he would have been repulsed. This 
English city is near the French possessions. The 
English ships, also, wore constantly cruising, in 
great numbers, in these waters. Such being the 
condition of affairs, the king of England, in view to 
make them more powerful, sent out to his people 
here, a fleet of bis own men-of-war, provided with all 
warlike material, and manned by skilful sailors, 
irrirei ot ■ They were coated with Iron armour,* and joined 
those of the English cruising in this neighbourhood. 
The men on bonrd the French ships had not heard 
that war had broken out, as they were engaged in 
long voyages to distant countries, for trading pur¬ 
poses. Whilst they were engaged in their business, 
^ and in no anticipation of danger, the English fleet 
hl'i™' c nme to t he pi aces where the s h i ps w ere, an d captu red 

.hip. an d plundered them. The prizes were taken, by the 
English, to Madras. The French at Poudichery 
thereupon asked them the reason for the seizure

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of their ships. They replied m writing; "We ch*p. 
have not taken them. The royal fleet which came 
from England, seized and delivered them to us. fwLe 
We cannot hand the prizes over to you, without lhc,u ' 
the permission of the officers of that fleet, and of 
His Majesty, our king.” The English, fearing the 
consequences of their temerity, armed Fort St. 

George and its ramparts, cleared the ground about Ihc Etaidjub 
it, wrote to England for a reinforcement of 10,000 
soldiers ; and also fortified Fort St. David* See¬ 
ing the preparations that were being made, the 

French thought : “ As the English at Madras arc . . . 

powerful, they have sent us this reply. Our % 
own country is very far off. Our king does not 
know that our ships have been taken. We have 
only a small force here. Wo do not know how we 
are to continue our trade by sea. Madras abounds 
in men of position, and great traders belonging to 
various nations. Horn we have only Ananda Run- 
g&ppan. Let us not, however, lose heart. The 
samo God who has, at this time, given the English 
in this country many subjects, and great wealth, has 
endowed us, also, with two qualities—courage, and 
military valour. The intellects of the great men and 
merchants of Madras glitter only as the stars, but TMrrtowi 
the intellect, dexterity, skill, and resolution, of our 
Rttugappan shine, in all respects, like the splendour 
of the sun. God has given him to us,” In this 
way, the French comforted themselves, and gained 
courage. Thereupon, they wrote to Auwar-ud-dSn 
47 
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Khan, who had been appointed by the Ni&fLm as 
Subahdar of A root, in tho following terms: "We 
and the English at Madras, have erected factories 
in your territories,, and have been carrying on 
trade, much to your advantage. Now, the English 
have captured a ship which came to our factory s 
for the account of Iiu£m Sahib. Does it not rest 
with you to inquire into this matter, and restore 
our property to ns r” Ihoy also addressed the 
Nipro, to the same effect. Anwar-ud.din Khan, 
powerless to order the English at Madras to restore 
to the French the prize which they had taken, and 
seeing the power and strength which the English 
possessed there, wrote to the French at Pondi¬ 
ehery, the following reply : “ This grievance is one 
too serious for me to deni with. You must take the 
matter into your own hands, anti do as you think 
best.” Thereupon, an individual at Pondiehery 
named Inanda Rangappan, and the Governor- of 
Pondiehery, laid their heads together. In this con¬ 
sultation, the Governor shone like the sun, and 
Anunda Rangappan like the splendour of the sun ; 
and it was decided to get ready for war. Prepara¬ 
tions were accordingly made ; and eight French ships 
were ordered from Mascareigno. As a lion rushes 
into a herd of elephants, so the French hurled them- 
selves against Madras, surrounded the fort, and in 
one day astonished and bewildered the Governor, 
Members of the Council, bankers, great men, and all 
the people who were there. They filled the town 
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with fire by shelling it, and by noon on the second Chap. 
day of their attack—the 9th Purattfisi of this year ^^ I- 
[21sfc September 1736]—thoy captured the fort, 1,4,7 ' 

planted their flag on the ramparts, took possession 
of the whole city, and shone in Madras like the 
sun, which spreads its beams over the whole world, 
and, by its splendour, banishes all the starry hosts 
of heaven, which are then hidden from mortal 
gaze. Some of the merchants and principal men 
of Madras fled from the city, and hid themselves xu* eo*. 
in jungles, and in mountains, From their retreats, i i« 
they sent messengers to Arcot, asking the Nawfib 
for help. They promised to pay him largo sum 
of money, for his own use, as, also, for the main to¬ 
il a nee of the army sent to their aid. They entreated 
him to collect his troops, and those of the poligars, 
and they promised that they, too, would fight, side 
by side, with thorn. The Nawab was influenced 
by the offer of money, and forgetting the neutral¬ 
ity which he had stated in his letter to the 
French at Pondichery that it was his resolve to Jln1lfwi 


maintain, sent Mahfuz Kh &u with a large force, 

He marched against Madras, and besieged it. The 
French sent to their own country, by the eight 

, , ~ . 'Th*! Fmirh 

ships which they had there, the spoil obtained at 
Madras. These attacked the English men-of-war, 
captured two or three of them, amt sank tho rest. 

Thus, they loft the English not a single ship on the 
high seas. The French also overcame and subju¬ 
gated the Dutch, who were the allies of the English, 
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and seized their vessels. Mahfnz Khan, the eldest 
son of Anwar-nd-dln Khan, was encamped at 
Mylapore with 6,000 horse, 30,000 foot, 2,000 
rocket men, 15,000 match-lock men, and 30 pieces 
of artillery. He had entrenched his camp strongly, 
and was very vigilant. A French force, consisting 
of 500 men, marched from Pondichery to Madras, 
a distance of 12 leagues, and attacked the camp, at 
sunrise, with great slaughter. In about half an 
hour, the whole Muhammadan army was completely 
dispersed. The French killed vast numbers of men 
and horses. They seized the camels, the kettle¬ 
drums and trumpets, the Muhammadan banner, 
and the palanquin of His Highness, as also his 
turban and treasury. They* next pillaged the camp. 
They pursued the fugitives to a distance of three- 
fourths of a league, dispersing them in every 
direction, and causing them to fly for their lives. 
They then entered Madras, in triumph. Mahfuz 
Khan, mad with defeat, swore that because the 
French had worsted even the forces of the Emperor 
in fight, he would not rest until he had taken 
Pondichery from them. Without a turban on his 
head, he went, with his brother Muhammad ’Ah, to 
their father Anwar-ud-din Khan, and intimated to 
him his intention of seizing Pondicliery. Anwar- 
ud-din JChun replied : “ The French there are very 
bad men, and of a revengeful spirit. There is 
associated with them one Ananda Kanga Pill'll, who 
s a jewel amongst men. It is, therefore, impos- 
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sible, even for tli e Emperor, to overcome Fondlehery. 

Why do you rashly contemplate taking that city ? 

If that man,, An and a Danga Pillni, directed his 
attention to the capture of Arcot, he wonld effect 
it in two Indian hours, but lie refrains from doing 
so because ho considers that to seize it would bo 
unjust, and that God world not approve of it. I 
therefore consider you would not be acting wisely, 
if you attacked Pondkhery. So Anwar-ud-dfn Ehan 
urged his sou, in various ways, to desist from his 
purpose ; but Mahfuz Khfiu, who was brooding over 
his shame, would not accept his advice, lfe replied; 

“ I am determined either to conquer Pondichery, or 

die. if you will not permit me to attack it,, I will iini.ift.tM

this yery instant, throw a rag over my shoulders, 
turn fakir, and set out for Mecca.” “ If that be 
so,” said Ida father; “do as you like,” Thereupon, 

Afahfuz £hhu and Muhammad’All JCMn collected the ent¬ 
ail the horsemen in Arcot, as well as the poligars' 
forces, and a large body of infantry, and, marching Lk "*‘ 
with these, encamped to the west of Cuddalore 
and Fort St. David, The army consisted of 0,000 ni*iraoi*« 
horse, 20,000 foot, and 20,000 followers of the 
poligsrs. The people of Fort St. David also joined 
the Muhammadan camp, and reinforced it. Whilst 


the Muhammadan army was encamped to the west- ££ ‘nfii. 
ward, 2,000 Europeans and 5,000 sepoys assembled MT&t. 
to the eastward, in Fort St. David, with artillery. 1 T ^ 

A thousand French soldiers, and a body of Maho 
sepoys, marched from Pondichery, with five pieces 
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Chap, of cannon, and, as a huge tiger springs into a 
x ^i l! sheep-fold, rushed between the two forces, turned 
upon the Muhammadan army, and tilled many 
S fr foot*soldiers, horses, and elephants. The rout was 

U“. Vtvbtt, com p| e ^ A allot, discharged by the French, took 
effect upon the Nawib’s state-elephant, laying open 
its skull, and causing the beast to run screaming 
for a distance of a league and a quarter from the 
field of battle, where it fell dead. Having thus 
gained a complete victory, the French returned, to 
Poudichery, without having even one of their number 
wounded in the action. Mahfuz Kh&n afterwards 
m t sent for the English, and taunted them in the follow- 
ing words : “ 1 have already had full experience at 
& Mvia uore. ,f said he, “ of the valonr of the French, and

of tho wily policy pursued by a man named Anauda 
Rangn Filial, who is associated with them. I never¬ 
theless trusted in you, and in your words, and, dis¬ 
regarding even the advice of my own father, came to 
your assbtauce, 1 believed as you were to the 
eastward, that you would support me at the 
critical moment, so I pitched my camp here, but my 
position was precisely that of a man who had fallen 
into a well with his eyes open. There was uo city 
like Madras, aud its defences were powerful. But 
the French, with a small force, marched against it, 
and in a single Indian hour captured the fort. 
You are the Englishmen who have been thus driven 
out. Your men in authority are fit only to hand 
you the weights when you hold the scales to weigh 
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merchandise. Can they exhibit tlio diplomatic skill Chat, 
an d fores i ght en abling the mtow arc! off da 11 ge rs , that X ^l t ’ 
are possessed by that man Inauda Ranga Pillni, Wr^iy 
alone ? ” The Englishmen replied : “ II aless 
receive a large reinforcement of ships, we cannot 
make head against the French at Pondichory. Yon 
need not be so deeply offended with us. Prom this 
day forward, we will place our camp in advance of 
that of the Muhammadans. Wo will even sell out 
goods and chattels to pay, as you have suggested, for 
the maintenance of your army.’* Having said Shis, 
they encamped outside the fort, in support of the 
Jruhammadan army. Mahfuz Khan and his youneer x "«*■ <* 
brother, Muhammad ’.AH Khan, thereupon sent for 
reinforcements of cavalry from Trick in opoly, and hi>bioth.l. 
other places, and thus strengthened, they pitched 
their tents in the vicinity of Pondichery* Put 
Ananda Ranga Pillai was not the man to be dis¬ 
heartened by their movements. He regarded this 
large body of men us though it was go much chaff, 
and advised, the Governor, as befitted the occasion. 

ITe endeavoured to instill confidence into the minds 
of the people of Pondichery. He appointed proper 
men, at suitable places, to bring him tidings, and rii^iT 
passed, his days and nights without sleep or food, 
vigilantly watching the development of events. He 
caused, beacons to be set up at intervals of four 
miles all round the fort, and took so many other

That man has despoiled me of even my turban. 1 
must try every moans to have it tie.1, nndplacri 
on my head, by that man's own hands, and to gi 
l,im as my friond.

thus deeply pondered eve,- matters, hcoextmn- 
tpiired who was the fittest maa to go to Ananda 
Range Pillai, and open negotiations with hr . 
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fixed on -Muhammad Tavakkal, a D d sent him on this c„af. 
mission . When Muhammad Tavakkal commenced to ' 
treat with Ananda Ranga Pillai, the latter, who Th/rJIr 
understood what true courtesy was, said to him : 

<{ Only those who oppose should be opposed. 

Why should 1 entertain ill-will against a man who 
humbles himself? I had a mind to, one of the.se 
days, give the Nawab, for four Indian hours, a 
pretty show of fighting, but he does not now seek it, 
and I have no longer any other desire than to comply 
willi his wishes. He Imped to enjoy the sight 
afforded by pitting English against French valour. 

He. however, did not know that the whole horde 
assembled at Madras was like a stack of straw— 
huge as a mountain—and that the French wore like 
n spark of fire. He accepted what the English said 
as true, and desired to amuse himself with the spec¬ 
tacle which he had provoked. It is not yet too late. 

Even now, I will bring about peace between our 
Governor and the Nawiib. I will persuade the 
former to give the latter many presents, J will 
have his turban tied, and put on his head ; and 1 will 
send him away with honour.” The envoy of Naw&b 3 t r T*, lk . 
Mali 1 uz KMn returned, and reported to him what 
Ananda Kanga PiUai had said. On hearing this, 

Mahfnz j£Mn rejoiced greatly, and said : “ If 
Ananda Bang® Pillai will personally invite roe, I 
will certainly go to Pondichery, but not other¬ 
wise. T put my trust in no other man. I have 
heard the proverb: ‘ It is better to be at enmitv

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with the umviso.* If yon go to Pondichery, and 
return with him, I will ask him to guarantee my 
safety, aud then start, Go thither, then, at 
once, and bring him with you.” On this, Muham¬ 
mad Tnvakkul, the representative of Mahfuz Klirin, 
came to Pondichery, and I old Anauda Uanga 
Pillai all that his master had said. An a ml a Ranga 
Filial then wont to the Governor, and said: 
ff Naw&b -Mahfuz Khan has requested me, through 
his agent, to go to him. I will comply, and will 
eucourage him to come here. What cause of enmity 
have we with the Muhammadan Government ? 
We should invite him here, and loading him with 
valuable presents, send him away■” The Governor 
then assembled his Councillors, and in their pre¬ 
sence said to him : “In these days, we should 
trust no Muhammadans, and Mahfuz K!] J| n not at 
all. ITe has suffered many defeats at our hands; 
and, further, his mind must be filled with the 
grievous thought that lie owes all his disgrace to 
vou, who have been directing everything from here. 
Such being the caso, how can we allow you to go into 
his camp, which is occupied by a large army? All of 
as regard you as the apple of our eyes, and we depend 
on the help of your counsels in matters of diplomacy. 
I will not send you to him. If he fears to visit 
Pondichery, let him depute i% Muhammadan of rank; 
or I will send a Councillor to accompany him 
hither.” Ann rid a Ranga Pillai replied: " All these 
political complications have arisen because Mahfuz 
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Khftn listened to the words of the English ; and in Chap. 
oonsequt net of this, many lives have become a prey X .™ 1 * 
to dentil.

I do not go when I am invited, it will lie thought 
that there is now no one more chicken-hearted 
than myself. I ask you, therefore, not to forbid 
my doing so. I will, by your leave, go to Mnhfuz 
Khan, and invite him to come here," Having with

received permission from the uovemor to depart, 

Amanda Runga Pillai set out, but was surrounded 
by tho whole of the tow ns-people, who endeavoured 
to dissuade him from Ins purpose. He, however, was 
not. to be moved, am I having given thorn an assurance 
that he would return in safety, he proceeded 
to the Muhammadan camp. When Jlahfuz Khan 
heard of his approach he, in great astonish meat, 
exclaimed to the principal Jemadars, who were 
with him : Si What courage can compare with that of 
A nan da llanga Filial ? No one else in this world 
can possess the iike. ,f When Auuuda Rnnga Filial COW i I iff, 
entered his presence, he immediately rose to receive 
him, and having embraced him, took him by the 
hand, and led him to a private apartment.. Lie then 
poured into Auaada Hanga FiUai’s ears the tale of TllQ lillpl- 
his own griefs* and continued talking for two Indian 5?™™ 
hours, Anaiida Rauga Filial replied to ail that he 
said, and, by adducing reasons and documentary 
proofs, deprived him of any ground for further 
argument. Mahfuz Khan was highly delighted, 
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and said: "A man such as yon should bo Vizier 
to the Emperor; and failing that, Vizier t o at least 
the ftLsitm. The French are, indued, fortunate in 
possessing you* I m now prepared to listen to all 
that you have to say. I place myself in your hands, 
and will go with you.” Anauda Ranga Pillai replied ; 
•* You may trust me. You need entertain no mis¬ 
giving regarding your safety," Mahfua Kfciu then 
gave the sword and dagger which he was wearing 
to Atiauda Manga Pillai, and also presented him 
with gifts. He subsequently accompanied him to 
Pondichcry. The faces of all .the Englishmen who 
were thou in the camp fell; they dispersed, and 
proceeded, by various routes, to Fort St. David. 
There was much joy amongst the Muhammadans, 
and the scene in the camp was as though An and a 
Ranga Pillai was manifesting himself there, in the 
form of the God, Brahma, mid granting all in it 
their lives. He returned to Pondichery, with Mahfuz 
Elian, between whom and the Governor, he brought 
about peace. He caused many gifts to bo bestowed 
on Mahfuz Khan, on whoso head he had the turban 
replaced, and loading him with many honours, he 
sent him away. When conversing with the Gov¬ 
ernor, Mahfuz Khan expatiated, for two Indian 
hours, on the qualifications of Ananda Ranga Pillai, 
Having received the presents bestowed on him, be 
then returned to the camp, and moving ofl with his 
army, reached A root. 
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Such was the public talk concerning me. The 
reputation which I bail acquired was so great that 
the Governors of provinces, and all Individuals of 
rank, were unanimous in declaring that there was 
not, in this world, my equal in diplomatic skill; and 
all this came to mo by the grace of God alone, 
and not through any talent on my part. As the 
common talk is o£ me; of how I spent days ami 
even nights without sleep in the careful conduct nf 
the affairs of the Company ; and of how I had been 
instrumental in extending the glory of the French 
over the wide world, and in making their name a 
terror, even to the Emperor of Delhi, and other prin¬ 
ces, I am sure that the Europeans and the officers of 
the Company, who dwell in Pondiclicry, will allude to 
these matters in the letters written by them to those 
in their native land. I, also, feel convinced that the 
despatch to the Company will make mention of my 
strenuous exertions with regard to their affairs. My 
reputation will then spread throughout France, and 
nil Europe. It is such as could not be purchased by 
me, even at the cost of 10 lakhs of pagodas, flow 
can I rotate the wondrous way in which God, in His 
exceeding goodness, has made me the possessor of 
it ? I could record, at still greater length, all the 
ere lit, that 1 acquired in this business, but xs self- 
laudation is a most unwise tiling, I have written as 
above, giving only hints with regard to it, Nawffb 
Mahfuz KMn not Only praised me to my face, but 
spoke in commendation of me to the Governor, in 
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the following terms : “ As Ajiandu Kanguppau is 

employed at your Court, lie, by hi? foresight, has 
hoc only coaverted the grave complications which 
threatened yon ( into matters of no importance, but 
has even brought mo face to face with, you, and 
htt 3 effected peace. His present position is one too 
insignificant for a man of his parts. He should 
be Vizier to the Nispim ; nay, to the Emperor- If ho 
had his deserts, he should fill no other office.” In 
t hese, and other like terms, did he sound ray praises. 
The Governor replied: S1 It is true. 1 know that he 
is a very sagacious man. But bis father, bofoitj 
him, was wiser still, and had great capacity for 
business. It is not surprising that the sou should 
inherit from Ids parent the talents which you 
appreciate so much in him,” So spoke the very 
ruler of a country, in my honour. By the grace 
of God, which rested exceedingly on me, 1 had the 
honour of boiug praised like Him, Lt is not 1 who 
have imagined this, but, throughout this country, all 
the people have joined in saying w&at I have stated 
above. I do not write more, because it in not proper 
that 1 should do so about myself. 

At 3 this afternoon, a camel courier arrived 
with despatches. There was a report that ho 
brought, to Muhammad Tavakkah a letter from 
Naw&b Anwar-ud-din Khan Sahib, which ran as 
follows: “1 have heard, with great pleasure, that 

you and Amanda Banga Filial arranged an interview 
between the Governor S&hib and M&htuz hjiiii, and 
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effected peace. The fame of Auanda Ranga Pillai 
has dow spread abroad like the rays of the sod.** 
The NftwSb further expressed the wish that. 
Muhammad Tavakkal should endeavour to secure 
more presents for him. It was also reported that 
Nawab Amvar-uil-diu Kh un Sahib addressed a letter 
to Mahfuz KUan and Muhammad ‘All Klulo. In this 
he expressed his anger with -Muhammad 'All Kha n, 
because he was not present at the interview with 
the Governor Sahib, and commanded both Mahfuz 
Jihun ami Muhammad ’All Khan, to return to Arret. 
The messenger stated that they thereupon counter¬ 
manded the order which had, at first, been given for 
the march of their followers to Udaiv&rpSliuyam, and 
had directed their troops to move towards A root. 
He also said that he had heard from the Muham¬ 
madan horsemen that ns the Nawtib hud ordered the 
immediate return of the army to A root, it would 
halt to-night at Vlzhuppuram, and to-morrow night 
ai G ingee, and would reach Arcot the day after to-

I intimated 
tins to the mahan^tfira, and the others, and took them 
to visit the Governor, with music, and other ceremo- 
nials. Each of them presented to him rnohura * 
tXlIJi® according to his means, and paid Ids respects, mak- 
oheUnruse, i n g ase of com pi i mentary words suitable to the 
occasion. The Governor was pleased, and spoke 
to them kindly, saying: " Seeing that all this 
fwloi* happiness comes from God, 1 shall, this afternoon, 
Er-imn-ii. g° t° the church in the fort, hear mass, and pray 
to Him all you merchants and maMiiattars, must 
come there, and see the display. 1 ' They then took 
leave of him, and went away. At noon, there was a 
*««*, state dinner at the house of the Governor, at which 
tii’i'Kimi' 1 the Councillors, and the European ladies and gen tie- 
men, wore present. When they sat down, twenty- 
one guns were fired. There was a like salute when 
the meal was concluded, and wine was being drunk ; 
when the dessert was served ; and when they rose 
from table. At 3 in the afternoon, I took Muham¬ 
mad Tavakkal with me to the Governor, who

At f>, the Governor went, to w *' 
the church in the fort, on the eastern side of which att]lL ' [,Jrt - 
the European soldiers were drawn up in line, the

the Governor arrived, and before the mass began, 
t wenty-one guns were fired. Then all the soldiers 
outside the fort fired a volley, which was followed 
by another fired by the Mah<S sepoys on the walls. 

Three volleys were again fired, by the soldiers vwwittic. 
within the fort and the sepoys on the ramparts. 

Twenty-one guns were fired when the service in the 
church was over ; and the Governor then returned 
home. There were displays of fire-works to the 

„ 4 , JJre.wMto, 

south of Ins residence, and to the north of the fort, 
and lights were lit on the ramparts, the walls, and 
the roof of the Governor’s house. As had been 
notified by torn-tom on the previous day, all the 
buildings anil streets in the tow n wore illuminated ; 
the former with tights, and the latter with bonfires 
and it was a very fine sight, the whole town looking 
as if it was still day-light. The people watched the 
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fire-works, from 7 to S. The decorations of the town 
with Hags, garlands, plantain trees, cocoa nut leaves, 
and arches, which were shown to groat advantage 
bj the brilliance of the illuminations, presented a 
charming sight, and one worthy of the Gods, Ho 
the day was passed, in much merriment. At 9, 
a a upper was served, at which the Councillors, and 
the European ladies and gentle men, were present. 
When the wine, fruit, and sweets, had been partaken 
of, the guests began to sing and dance, some playing 
on musical instruments, others blowing trumpets, 
and so forth. The fun went on until very late in 
the night. 

The Muhammadans, also, took part in this enter¬ 
tainment. They were: Muhammad Tavakkal, the 
son of ChandS. Sahib, Perumukknl Miyan Sahib, and 
J’afar Sahib the father of Mir Chulam Husain. The 
son of Bade Sahib had also been in vited; but ho 
did not attend, as the first annual ceremony of his 
grandfather was approaching.

As I was then taking an oil bath, 1 could not 
attend on him, at once. I, however, made what haste 
I could. By that time, throe or four messengers 
had come to me from the Governor. I then put on 
my robe, and went to him. He read out to me a 
letter that had reached him. The contents of it 
were: “On the day that the feast was held, a 
ship, from England, anchored at Madras. When 
she was at ill at a distance, her national Hag was 
observed flying at her mast head. The French flag 
on the fort was then hauled down, and the English 
hoisted. As the captain of the ship was not aware 
that Madras had fallen into the hands of the 
Fi^nch, ho thought that it still belonged to the 
English, so he cast anchor without any misgivings, 
and fired guns, which were returned by the fort. 
A boat was then sent from the shore. The fol¬ 
lowing letter was written by the captain: “I left 
England four months ago, and have now arrived. 
Thirty-six of ray crew have died, and the remainder 
are incapacitated by sickness. Please send your 
people, soon, to land the cargo, silver, broad-cloth, 
and other goods that are on board*” He gave 
this, and a list of the articles forming the lading, to 
an officer of the ship, and putting into his hands 
the despatches addressed to the Company’s officials, 
and a parcel of other letters, sent him ashore. 
When the officer landed, they took, the packets from

him, and placed him in custody, They then sent, a cw 
boat off* to the ship, to say that a French vessel was X -1‘ 
hanging about in the neighbourhood, and that she t” 4 *' 
therefore should anchor closer to the shore. She 
accordingly stood in. On this, all the avail- 
able boats were despatched, full of soldiers with 
muskets and ammunition, and surrounded the ship. 

The soldiers boarded and took possession of her, a*»i ir>« 
landing the silver and other goods which she * r 
carried, the former being worth one lakh and fifty- 
thousand dollars. Besides this, there was, also, 
the silver belonging to the captain and his assistant, 
and to other merchants. It is not known how 
much there was of this." This is what was written 
in the letter received from Madras. When it had 
been read, the delight of the Governor was beyond vm mu 
all expression. Ho looked at me, and said; ^jjj^wtn 
** Rangappa, whatever yon say comes to pass." He 
was much pleased with me. 

I replied: “ Sir, yon are very fortunate. Yon 
will meet wiih success in all your entei'prises. 

"When the year I74S commences, every thing will 
turn out favourably for you,” lie was very pleased o™™*. 
and said : “ ^ on are right, every thing occurs na £253™ 

you predict.” I told him that Fort St, David, too, 
would fall into his hands. He felt very much 
gratified at this. I then went away to my areca- 
nut storehouse. 

At 9j Pemmukkal Miyan. 54hib canie to my house* inrun 
and was presented with a roll of red broad-cloth. 
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He talked for long while, and then took leave of 
me, saying that he intended departing for the 
interior on the following morning.

Thursday, 2nd March 17*7, or 22nd MM of 
Afahoga .—The following occurred to-day. Two 
men in the service of Imim Sahib—Avaj Sahib 
and Choktftppa Mudali— had an interview with the 
Governor, and informed him that they were leaving 
for Arcot, At 4 in the evening, I went to the 
Governor, and told him that they had come to bid 
him farewell. There was money due to them, on a 
bond for Rs. 25,000, The interest thereon was 
Rs, 7,628 and odd : in all, Rs. 32,638 and odd. 
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ontr. Bomy four or five days ago, the Governor sent a 
note to M. Dulntirens directing him to pay them 
'* 7 ‘ Ks. 30,000. For the balance —Rs. 2,680 and odd— 
SS* 1 another note, addressed to M. Dulauvens, was given 
to them, in view to enabling them to obtain this 
Vtl sum. They took this, and wero about to depart, 
On^roor w h en the Governor presented two rolls of broad- 
c ] 0 th to Avfcy Sahib, eight yards of cloth to his two 
daughters-in-law — four yards each; and two yards 
Esffi of cloth to Chokkappa MmML Having received 
these presents, they took leave of the Governor, and 
told him that- the bond for Rs. 25,000 was at Arcot., 


and that as soon as they arrived there they would send 
whu £ t to pim. Then Avfiy Sahib came to my godown, 
W ,T performed his devotions, and went home. When 
be spoke to the Governor of his family affairs, the 
latter said to him: " You have taken away the 
goods of many merchants at Madras, falsely repre¬ 
senting that they were yours; you will have to 
answer for this." Avay Sahib replied to him, 
politely : “ Sir, I do not know to what you refer ; 

I am not aware what our people there may have 
done; I will write to them to abstain hereafter 
from what you object to.” 

onwr To-day, the Governor wrote to M. d’Espr^mcnil, 
SSf as follows: " To-morrow, six mounted messengers, 
Sra? and ten or twelve peons, will arrive with a letter, 
and a dress of honour, from Mahfua EMn, and 
with a dress of honour and presents from Muham¬ 
mad ’All KMti. As soon as they appear in sight, 
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let two Councillors and some leading men go out, 
receive them with music, and all ceremony, and place 
the presents in a palanquin. When they approach 
tlie fort, let guns be fired in their honour, prepare 
accommodation for them, and during the time that 
they are there, let their flag be hoisted on a battery 
for eight days, and cause it to be hauled down on 
their departure.” The Governor further asked me 
to write a letter to Muttaiya Pillai informing him 
of all the instructions issued. I accordingly did so, 
in the name of the Governor, and wrote another 
letter of my own. These, I handed to Innilsi, and 
soul him off this evening, so that Muttaiya Pillai 
might receive timely intimation. 

To-day, Muhammad Tavakkal went to the Gov¬ 
ernor, in order to bid him farewell, prior to leaving 
for A root. WTbat happened at this meeting was as 
follows. There was an agreement between him and 
the French Government, that if he settled, in their 
favour, the demand of the Js'awub for indemnity 
on account of expenses of the war, they would 
pay him 11 s, 12,000. Out of this amount, a bill of 
exchange for Hs. 2,000, on a certain person at 
Arcot, was given to him, some time ago. Of the 
balance of Rs. 10,000, ho received Its, 400 in cash, 
and obtained a bill of exchange from Hukkanji 
Kaai Das, of this place, on one Haji Husain, at Arcot, 
for the remaining Rs, 9,000. He then took leave 
of the Governor, and came to my god own, where 
lie conversed with me until eight at night, and then, 
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saying that he intended to start before sunrise on 
the following morning, went homo. lie further 
asked the Governor for n bouse, in place of that 


belonging to Husain Sftl.iib at Madras, which had been 
m destroyed. The Governor told him he would write 
w™ by\h.' to D’HJsprdtndnil directing him to give them 
another, which Husain Sahib’s men could choose, 
sda^oi Up to the present time, tho salary of Vakil 
yj£ u Subbaiyun has been 6 pagodas. As this was an 

auspicious day, I spoke to the Governor on hie 
behalf, and had it increased to 10 pagodas a mouth. 
Gomnor Bo said to me ; "Noir that the vakil has 10 
touiSi p^das a month, tell him to provide himself with 
*'"1 n palanquin, to go about in.” I then went to my 
godown, where 1 told Subbaiynu, in the presence 
of Muhammad Tavakkal, what the Governor had 
mentioned to me; on which he said: “ How is it 
jiin frin. iu- p 03 gible, with only 10 pagodas a month, for one to go 
about in a palanquin > It is hardly enough for my 
t0 expenses,” I replied ; " I will wait for an opportu- 
tK , , t " u nity, and plead for you with the Governor,” 

When I took Singur, the messenger of the 
Emperor of Delhi, to visit the Governor, the latter 
presented him with two rolls of broaihcloth. Ho 
took leave, and came away. He proposes to depart 
to-morrow.

The former 1,4, ‘ 
now complains that the proceeds of what was ™j‘ 
left with ’Abd-ul-Shah were not paid to him.

appears that when the son of M, Lnvillctte returned 
from Arcot, he was riding on a horse belonging to 
’Abd-ul. On his arrival, he returned the animal, 
which died within two or three days of reaching 
Arcot. ‘Abd-ul now claims t he price of it ; and this is 
the cause of the dispute. It has remained unsettled, 
for two years. A letter on the subject, addressed 
to Mortal‘All, was obtained from the Governor. 

’Abd-ul found it difficult to live at Arcot, so when 
Muhammad Tavakkal came here, he followed him, 
and the dispute was settled in the following manner. i>&™t nmi

the complaints of the parties were heard at my 
god own, in the presence of Muhammad Tavakkal and 
Lakshina no. N&yakkan.

XI4Y - Akshaya. —-This morning at 6, Muhammad Tavakkal 
left this for Avcot, M. Delarche, M, Cayrefourg, 
and M. de Korjeau, accompanied him ; and so did a 
missionary who had divested himself of his eloi ical 
costume, and was dressed like an ordinary gentleman. 
As ho was travelling through various countries, 
beholding the sights to be found in them, ho now 
left for Aroot, to see those there. 

To-day, SingAr, the messenger of the Emperor, 
left this, with his suite. 

In addition to the present s made by the Governor 
to Avfiy Sahib, the messenger of Imdm Sahib, I 
presented him, on my own account, with six yards 
of broad-cloth. I also gave Chokkappa Mudali 
nud bis son-in-law, Ammftiyappa Mudali, two yards 
tt™, each. Having received these gifts, they took leave 
of me, went to bid farewell to Chinna Mudali, and 
then departed for their own country, 
what To-day, the Governor received a letter from Mir 

Asad of Vazhndivflr, in which mention was made 
Governor. tar ins of peace between him and the Naw&b ; 

of ihe mortgage to him of the garden of Adiyappa 
NSyakkan, at the time that the English were in 
possession of Madras; and of the money due to him 
hi m-iutn from Yflsuf Hakim. At the aame time, he sent 
mu fur lour word asking for four nine-pounder guns, IIil t-nme 
DiitUi thing was repeated in a letter addressed to me. I 
told the Governor that in the letter written by Mir 
SC Asad to mo, he mentioned that one Venkataehala 
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N&yakkan hail created disturbances in bis vil¬ 
lages, and that it was not right on the Governor’s 
part, to help him in this respect. He replied: 

“ I have no knowledge of these matters j people 
blame me for all the outrages committed in the 
interior. How can I answer all these accusations ; 
please reply to him as you, under the circumstances, 
think proper.” I accordingly wrote to Mir Asad, 
as follows: “If you send me the deed mortgaging SXhwL 
Adiyappa Ifliiynkkiin’g garden to you, I shall have ,1,ll|<5h ' J " 
it translated into French, and will then look into the 
matter. I will request people who are at Madras to 
make inquiries regarding the disturbances alleged to 
have been created in your villages. Yon say that 
Ytlsnf Hakim owes you money. I know that he is 
indebted to many others, but I will write to him on 
the subject. Your servant, D^varAya Pandit, who 
brought the loiter of congratulation on the recon¬ 
ciliation of the French with the Muhammadans, 
told me that you require four guns, arid I spoke 
about this to the Governor. He replied tliai he 
would send tliem, if any more disturbances occurred, 
and I told this to DGvaraya Pandit.” 1 despatched 
the messenger with a letter in these terras, and a 
bottle of rose-water : good musk net being available. 

The following occurred to-day. As it is known, 
Muhammad Tavakbd came here a while ago, as 
an envoy, to effect peace between the French and 
Muhammadans. After matters had been settled, 
and when he was about to leave for Arcot, he 
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requested the Governor, as a personal favour, to 
permit Virataghava Nsiynkkan, who had been exiled 
from Poadichery some time ago, to return. The 
Governor said to him : " His son committed theft 
here, and we therefore banished him,” Muham¬ 
mad Tavukknl replied : ** Please pardon the oftencu ; 
you must, at any rate, allow the man to have a house 
in the town.” “ Very well,” said the Governor: 
“We exclude the son, and permit Yiravdghava 
N&yukkan, Ids women, his brothers, and his other 
children, to come, and live here.” On the grant of 
this concession, Muhammad Tavakkal departed to 
his own country. 

On his way to A root, he caused a letter to bo 
written by M. Delarche, in French, and sent it to 
the Governor. The contents of it were : “ Before 
taking leave of you, I sought permission for VSrsi- 
rflghava X ayakkan to return, and live iu Poudichery, 
and you kindly granted my prayer; I beg you to 
see that effect is given to this boon.” Tic signed 
and despatched the letter. When the Governor had 
read it, he summoned me, and said ; “ Send wurd to 
Yirar&ghava XSynkkau that he, his brothers, and his 
family, with the exception of liis sou, are welcome 
to return, and liv* in Pondichery,” I accordingly 
sent a cadjan* to Yirardghava Xdyakknu, in which 
I said as follows : " Please lenvo your son where he 
is; and you, your women, children, and brothers.

At 7 this night, when I was at my nut godown, whJ 47 ’ 
Virarfighava. Nayakkan and his younger brother a!> 
TiruvSugada Nayukkau appeared, and paid their 
respects to me. As soon ns my letter reached 
them, he and hia brothers left the place where they 
were, and came to eat their food here, leaving his 
son behind, at Alankuppam. 

Saturday, Uh March 171*7, or Sbth Man of 
Aksham. —This evening, a ship was sighted to the TVn ■'hJf ^ 
northward, and then a sloop was seen. There- 
upon, a sloop was despatched from the roads, with 
fifty soldiers, muskets, powder, and other monitions 
of war. I will hereafter record what takes place. 

The following occurred at 2, this morning. 

Nine French soldiers, who had been circumcised 
at Arcot, went to Perumukknl, aud then started to 
come here, with a letter from M. Dclarcbe, but 
only three of them arrived. M. Delarcho mentioned 
in his letter that the other sis were going direct to 
Fort St. David. On this, the Governor sent for me. 

I was then having an oil hath, at my nut godown. 

Before T could finish it, some five or six peons 
came, one after another, in search of me. I then 
waited on the Governor, who said to mo : “ 11 seems si* hmeu 
that six of our soldiers, who have been circumcised, 
have gone to Fort St. David ; send peons, at once, to oSw/ran 
arrest and bring them here." I accordingly went 

to my godown, and despatched some Comqany’s 
£1 
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peons, and other MuhamraarLius, to carry out these 
orders. 1 also wrote to Siv&nugv Reddi, to see that 
the soldiers were detailed, and sent here. 

To-day, I received a letter, written, on the 20th 
[28th February], from [Madras, by Gdpulakrish- 
paiyan. The contents of it were as follows: 
" Tins morning, at 3, wo sent a catamaran with a 
letter to the English ship, to say that we would 
despatch boats, at night. As the sea was rough, 
the catamaran returned, and we sent word that it 
tho vessel anchored in the roads, wo would send 
men off in boats. When those on board had read 
our letter, they got under weigh, and anchored 
nearer to the shore than our own sloops and boats. 
At noon, we sent 150 soldiers off to her, and they 
put her officers and all the sailors on shore. When 
the ship left England, the officers and crew 
numbered 130. Deducting those who died on the 
passage, only eighty men arrived. Even these 
were all ill. Not one of them was healthy; all 
that they desired was to see the land. When they 
had disembarked, the captain mid officers were put 
together in a house, and a guard was set over them. 
The others were placed in confinement. At 2 in 
the afternoon, SI. Bruy ires, and M. Panon, went on 
hoard the ship. They found in her silver worth 
2,20,000 dollars. This evening, M. d'Esprdm&ril, 
and others, attended service in the church, with 
trumpets and music; twenty-one guns were then 
fired, and rejoicings were held, The delight felt by 
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tbe French is such that they would cot have been cbaf, 
more pleased if one of their own ships had arrived Xl ' iy ' 
from Europe. All here say that they have been very aJuSt 
fortunate in making thu capture.” This is what 
was written in the letter received on the subject. 

Sunday, 6th March 17 k 7, or 25th Mthi of Akshaya. 

—The annexed is what I have to record to-day. 

The fifty soldiers who left this, last night, in a sloop, 
under the command of M. Porcher, returned this , „ 

evening with a craft which they had seized. It was 
consigned, from Gan j dm, to ’Abd-ul Rahman Sfthib, 
at Porto Novo, and meeting it on their way, our 
soldiers captured it. Twenty garce of rice and five 
of paddy, formed the cargo. The Governor ordered 
that this should ho sold here, at the market rate, 

Monday, 6th March 7747, or 26th Mdsi of 
Ahshaga. — A letter, dated 22 nd f 2 nd] instant, was ,

received, to-day, from Madras, and ran to the 
following effect r “ The subjoined has been pro- EjSjfjS'lI 
claimed here. * We have twice warned the public, bv 
beat of tom-tom. that they should register all pro¬ 
perty in their possession, but this has not yet been 
done. In default of compliance with this order, 
within three days from this date — that is before 
Sunday next—search will be made in every house, 
and all goods and articles found therein will be 
confiscated to the Company.’ 

“The merchants who, under the influence of me 
M, Uriel I* and Rimachandra Pandit, both of whom 
were sent here at the instance of Madame Dupleix, &S 1 X 17 , 


* Tbaa la m it appears in the French reoerda ui Pom3kdi(rry b 
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expressed their willingness to proceed to Pondi- 
chery, have since become alarmed, and some of them 
refuse to leave this, saying 4 Take away our goods 
if you like. We cannot go there.’ 

" I wrote to you that Muttaiya Pijkii, and all of 
us, were about to drive about the town, with the 
view of announcing to the public that a reconcilia¬ 
tion with the Muhammadans had been effected. 
Guruvappa Chetti was one of the party, and as we 
passed through the Chetti street, on our way from 
Muttiyilpfititai, the Chct-tis collected a mob, and 
asked R a much and r a, Aijan, very roughly: ‘What 
business have Komuttis to ride on horseback in our 
street. We shall report this to the Governor/ 
Thereupon Mil thuya Pillai sent for Rdmnchnndra 
Aiyan, and allayed the disturbance. As he is known 
to be in your employ, and ns you once eatne here, the 
broil did not come to a head. In spite of the 
deserted condition of the Chetti street, and indeed 
of the whole town, this instance of caste ill-fee 1 ing 
betokens what, it must have been in times of yore. 

“ Although, op to the boundary of Poonamallee, 
no tax has hitherto been levied, some men came, 
to-day, to demand it. Again, until now, we were 
exempted from paying taxes in MyJapore, but it is 
said that in the course of two or three days more, 
Borne one will come to collect them/’ 

Tuesday, 7th March 1747, or S7th Mdd of 
Atihaya .—The following are the contents of a letter 
from Madras : “ You have asked me why I did not 
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intimate to you the seizure, by the French, of an 
English ship which arrived here. Aa soon as the 
capture took place, I posted to you a letter on the 
subject, but as, under the orders of the Governor, 
no letters were carried that day, excepting those 
despatched by him, mine was delayed. What 
other occupation have I here, save writing punc¬ 
tually to you? My letter has, no doubt, since 
arrived, and informed you of all that has occurred. 

“In accordance with the terms of an order re¬ 
ceived from Pondichery, a notice was issued, and a 
copy posted up at each of the four gates. I enclose 
one of these for your information. 

<T -A letter, couched in conciliatory terms, and 
bearing his seal, 1ms been received from Nftw&b Mu¬ 
hammad *A 1 i KMn. It ran as follows : * Since peace 
has been restored between ns, our people should be 
allowed free access to your city, and yours to ours. 
Mutual friendship should subsist between us.’ M, 
d’Kspr^mdnil docs not seem to have taken to heart the 
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fact that no dress of honour accompanied the letter. 

“ I may ment ion that the notices exhibited at the 
gates above referred to, were also read out there. 

This was done in view to make thorn as public as 
possible, as they purported to be the third procla¬ 
mation on the subject.” 

The copy of til© notice enclosed ran as follows : rwifcub* 
,l Let it be understood that it is the command of noti ^. 
the Supreme Council of Pondichery that all mer¬ 
chants and all other persons at Madras shall (put 
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it, for Pondichery, within eight days. Within this 
period, they must transfer their goods, and other 
property, to the fort, whence they will be shipped 
to Pondichery, and there they will be delivered 
to the owners. If any person does not, as afore 
directed, either proceed to Poudichery, or send his 
goods etc., to the fort, all his property will be con¬ 
fiscated to the Company/' 

On Monday the 6th March or 26th JVHLsi, I wrote 
a letter, in the name of the Governor, to Mahlrfljl 
Vanji Vila Murt&nda Varmft of Travancore, and 
despatched it by bis agent Kunti Klyakksin. A copy 
of it is in the file of papers with Madanlnda Pandit. 

Intimation has been received, to-day, that a ship 
from England arrived at Fort St. David, the day 
before yesterday, and that thirty-one cases of silver, 
brandy ... * were landed. It is true that 

such a ship has come laden with thirty-one chests of 
silver, but what the remaining cargo may be, is not 
definitely known. On receipt of information, I will 
record particulars. 

To-day, the Company’s peons having met the 
English mail, from St. Thomas’ Mount to Port St. 
David, brought it, and the bearers of it, into Pondi- 
chery. The Governor took the papers, and ordered 
that the runners should be imprisoned in the fort. 
When on their way hither, with the English mail, 
the Company’s peons chanced to see Narlndra 
Chfitti, whom they seized, and brought with them.

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When I reported this to the Governor, he inquired c«ap. 
why he had been arrested. I replied that a Christian, XLJ v ' 
wi«o accompanied the peons, had done this. lie 
then asked whether he owed any one money. I 
informed him that the man was in debt to the priests ffc*'"*’ 
of the church of St. Paul, and to somo merchants, 
lie said ; “ Kindly hand him over to the priests, but f 5 „ vtrtinr 
avoid making mention of other circumstances.” I iii™i' b<. 
accordingly sent for Louis FraMsau, the catechist of 
the church, and handed Narcudra Chettiover to him. 

Wednesday, 8 th March 1747, or SSth Mdd of 
Aiixhaya. —This morning, MangsL Pijlai, whom Siva- si™*,* 
naga Iteddi had sent to me, to intercede for him, th? lfli “ rl * 
arrived, and made the following statement i “ Siva- «,?& 
ntiga Reddi is given to understand that the French 
are much offended with him. He affirms that 
he has done no harm to them, or anything calculated 
to give them offence, and that if they continue to 
cuter tain these feelings towards him, he could not 
endure it. He undertakes, if a permit is sent to 
him, to be their agent, and do to their bidding," 

On a former occasion, when I had to speak to the 
Governor on this subject, lie said to me: «* You 
should, by some means or other, induce him to whohui 
espouse our cause. He will he of service ta us when 
we attack Fort St. David. You must prevail upon 
him. Yon know how to manage this.” Bearing t|f 
these words in mind, I repaired to the Governor, **»« 
to-day, and communicated to him the wishes of Siva- 
naga Reddi. Ho exclaimed : “Send for him, and 3TE&* 
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settle the matter. He good enough to make sure 
that he is on our side.” 

I may mention that, as regard s this matter, it 
was my desire, ever si nee the Governor spoke to me 
on the subject, that the proposal for reconciliation 
should emanate from Sivanfiga Reddi, With that 
object, I privately circulated news of the anger of 
the Governor, in order that it might reach the man's 
ears, and render him, every day, more and more 
afraid. It is in consequence of this, that he has 
petitioned for peace, under the impression that the 
ill-feeling of the French would, one day or other, 
occasion his ruin. 

In reply, 1 sent word to him, through Manga 
Plllfti, in the following terms : <£ You have associated 
yourself with the Muhammadans, and, by adhering 
to the cause of the English, have been tho origin of 
much trouble to the French. This has greatly 
angered "the Governor, and of this I have been 
secretly informing you. If you will, for the future, 
change your attitude, and behave in conformity 
with otir wishes, every thing will go well with you, 
for you are a neighbour of the French, and live but 
n short distance from them. It is in consideration 
of the friendship existing between us, that l have 
thought proper to communicate this to you.” 

SivanSiga Reddi thereupon sent a reply to the 
following effect: fl So far ns I am aware, there has 
been no offence on my part. I mast, explain every 
thing in person. If you bid tne come, I will.” 
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I accordingly sent, through Manga Pillai, a 
permit to enable him to co mo here. He halted at my 
garden-house, and this evening, sent word to me of 
his arrival. Having intimated this to the Governor, 
I repaired thither, and saw Sivaniga Reddi, who said- 
" I know nothing. Please send for ’Abd-ul Jalil 
who came here. I did nothing beyond visiting him.” 

Seeing that he was thus endeavouring to excul¬ 
pate himself, I confronted him with certain facts 
winch ho could not help admitting, and thus made 
him convict himself, out of his own mouth. There¬ 
upon lie exclaimed: u Let bygones bo bygones. 
In future, 1 will obey your instructions, I will 
persuade the troops at Fort St. David to secede 
from their allegiance, will assist you in your expedi¬ 
tion against it, and will reveal to you every secret 
that exists. I will also sow discord amongst them ; 
and will do my best for you. In return, 1 must be 
treated considerately. A permit must be granted to 
enable my children to reside here in safety. De¬ 
pending on your assurance, I will then work for you, 
in the prosecution of your scheme.” On his speak¬ 
ing in these very humble terms, I requested him to 
remain for a while where he was, and repaired to the 
Governor, to whom I communicated the purport of 
the interview. I said: “lie states that if yon will 
give him a permit, under your own hand, he will place 
confidence in it, establish his wife and children here ; 
and will then, by disclosing all secrets, and in other 
ways, assist, iu every way in his power, the carrying 
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out of jour plans." The Governor thereupon wrote 
out o permit, in French, and sealing it with his 
Persian seal, delivered it to me. I handed it over to 
Sivaniga Reddi, who received it, and said: “ To¬ 

morrow, I will send a force consisting of 200 or 
300 men,” In the evening, he departed, 

Thursday, 9fk March 17 47, or £9tl 31 (hi of 
Akskaija .—A Portuguese ship, laden with the 
Company’s goods and rice, arrived, to-day, from 
Chandemagore. Two or three PatMu merchants 
also disembarked. They brought silk thread and 
some other Bengal merchandise. The news received 
by this ship is that the English squadron at Calcutta, 
commanded by Mr. Peyton and other officers, has 
been fitted out for a voyage to these parts. 
M. Burnt, the Director of Chaudernagore, who had 
left M. St. Paul in charge of his office, arrived by 
this ship, and visited the Governor. 

To-day the Governor bade me procure, and keep 
ready, 500 peons, and 250 men of the caste who 
dig earth.; as also pack-bullocks, which [ did. 
Although no reason has been assigned for this, 
people, having regard to the wny in which matters 
are being arranged, and war-material is being 
procured, are of opinion that the French are preparing 
for an expedition against Fort St. David. This is 
what they say when they observe the preparations 
that are being made. But I knew this fifteen days 
ago, when the Governor spoke to me regarding his 
intention. I have provided, to his satisfaction, all 
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the a applies ordered, although I made it appear, all cmn-, 
the while, that they were intended for a trip to be X — 1-' 
made by M. Dupleix, to Madras,—and indeed, this 
rumour was circulated, even at Arcofc, and Madras. 

The trouble which I have taken will bo fully re¬ 
compensed if Fort St. David is captured, and the 
white flag hoisted, there, I pray God that my hope ui^., 
may be realized, and I have no doubt of it; for the ™ L>! “ " f 
French are a fortunate people. My wish is that this ' *‘' 0llrttI>n ’ 
should come to pass soon.

dmla Nayakkan, the Poligar of Alattilr, was exactly SSL 
200, By order of the Governor, they were each 
supplied, from the fort, with a musket and dagger. 
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Desiring them to proceed to my liquor go down, 
under the escort of Vira Ndyakkau, I repaired to the 
Governor’s house, where the Council was sitting. 
At this meeting, it was decided that an expedi¬ 
tion, under the com maud of M. Paradis, should be 
sent to attack Fort St. David. When, however, 
3IM, de Bury, de la Tour, and other officials, were 
consulted, they exclaimed: “We will not obey 
I, Paradis, should he bo appointed fo command. 
At Mascareigne, he only superintended the work of 
coolies. He was afterwards assistant, to an officer 
of Engineers, at Mahd, where, on the death of the 
commandant, M. Trdmisot, he married his widow, 
who, on account of her likeness to a monkey and her 
advanced uge, did not attract other men, but whom 
ho married in consideration of the v:ist wealth which 
she possessed. As such was to be their fate, she 
took a liking to, and wedded, him. IT or money being 
id lus hands, he began to make loans for shipment 
of merchandise, and to purchase goods, whereby 
hia name became, to some extent, known to the 
public. Then, when the Engineer died, he was 
raised to that appointment. Subsequently, during 
the Governorship of M. Dumas, he was brought 
over here, in order to construct a fort at E&rihul. 
He was afterwards appointed Engineer at Pondi- 
chcryi his predecessor, who was also a priest, 
having become too old to perform the duties of the 
office. Later on, when there was a disturbance at 
Kirikal, he was sent by M, Dnpleix, to quell it; which 
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h& did. Subsequently, on the death of M, Febvrier, 
who was fatally injured by an explosion at the 
gunpowder factory, M.Dupleix, being well-disposed 
towards M, Paradis, appointed him to the vacancy* 
Even after that, he dill not accompany any expedi¬ 
tion as an officer recognized by the Company,’* 

On MM. de Bury and de la Tour, and other old 
servants of the Company, protesting. In these terms, 
at the Council, the Governor argued with them, at 
great length, explaining the reasons for his proposal, 
fie spoke to them, at times, angrily, and at ot hers, 
in kind language. But they would not give way. 
He therefore appointed M. tie la Tour as commanding 
officer, to be guided, however, by the advice of M. 
Paradis, and he passed, in Council, an order to that 
effect. It wns then noon. The wrath of the Gover¬ 
nor was beyond expression. After the Council had 
dispersed, II. Paradis went home, much depressed. 

The Governor then summoned me, and said : 
" Have you equipped the 200 peons sent by the 
Poligar of Alattftr ? How many PalJi earth-dig¬ 
gers have you secured H How many bullocks are 
in readiness ?* I replied i « I have equipped the 
peons. As they are not men of this part of 
the country, I will send them in charge of Virii 
Ndyakkan.” He responded: “Do as you think 
proper. Put the earth-diggers under the command 
of M. Xekar,* Send only 100 of the bullocks to the 

* Tltia to ho it eortnption of a French name, hit nil v radua- 
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fort, to carry rice thence to AriydttlaippaTn. Keep 
the remaining 200 with you. Secure, also, another 
200, or at any rate 100. Our men will set oat to* 
morrow morning, at 5, lu addition, you had better 
send the 200 peons of the Alattflr Poligar, 300 earth- 
diggers, and also fire or six horses—as many as you 
can got.” I said '* very well.” 

Ho then asked whether the men sent to Vetta- 
valam, for peons, had returned. 1 answered : “As 
Mahfuz KMn has been occupying Ginjee, the 
Poligar, who had previously plundered the villages 
thereabouts, has probably hesitated to send the meu. 
Now that Mdhfnz Khan has departed for Trichi- 
nopoly, he will no doubt send them.” 

He then said; “What has become of the IMhman 
an d sis peons whom we sent out.” I replied ; “ In 
obedience to your orders, they went as far as Ydli- 
konddpui'am, which they left only after Muhfuz Khan 
had departed. They have just returned. It is from 
them that I obtained the news that Mahfuz Khan 
would, by this time, have reached Trichinqpoly." 

I added : “ T wo Europeans, one Brahman, and 
ten peons, all in the employ of the English, have 
accompanied Mm from Ginjee to Triohinopoly." 
He exclaimed : " You told me that when a deputation 
from the English waited on Mahfuz EMti, and 
conveyed an invitation to him, he declined to meet 
their 1 wishes, stating that he intended going to Trichi- 
nopoly, and could only see to their business after his 
return. If so, what object could these men have 
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had in accompanying him ? " I explained this by o«*. 
saving: *' Although he refused at first, he might subse- ‘ 
quently have given hopes. At ail events, they might 
think that if they went with him he would relent, and 
at least send some cavalry. It is but natural that 
they should have made this attempt.** Thereupon 
he said: “Is he likely to send any reinforcements? 

What is your opinion?” I replied: “ It must be 
remembered that, since the capture of Madras by the 
French, the Nflwab and his men have been so much 


alarmed that they .vould not, even for a moment, lay 
them down to rest anywhere in the line which It 
was expected that the French would take* They 
repent of having foolishly undertaken, the enterprise 
which brought them shame. They are aware how 
scornfully they would be regarded by the Nizam 
when he heard of the retreat of the ruler of a Subah 
subject to him. They fear that the tenure of office of 
the Nawslb has become imperil led through their 
having earned the name of cowards, and, thereby', en¬ 
tirely lost their reputation; and also through the news 
of their discomfiture having reached Delhi They 
knew, full well, that it was quite hopeless to think of 
ever conquering the French, and. at the same time, 
wished to avoid the ignominy of originating proposals 
for peace. They therefore decided to send au 
euvoy to you, with a proposal that they might be 
allowed to hoist their flag, for eight days at Madras; 
and expressed their willingness to receive any 
presents that you might think fit, in token of 
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reconciliation, When von formally invited them, 
they promptly came here, and concluded peace with 
you. They would, of course, write to the Xigdra, to 
say that they had hoisted their standard, hut that after 
this had been done, the fort of Madras had been 
handed over to the French, at their earnest request. 
On the other hand, Mir Asad, Tuqi Sahib, and 
other Mansubdars and Killed a rs, would inform the 
Kifiim that, falling- at the feet of the French when 
they found them victorious in the held, and also with¬ 
out an enemy, they had soil eh t peace. This would 
naturally lead the Niz&m to seek an opportunity 
for removing- the Nawab from office, and installing 
another in his place. When all this is occupying 
their thoughts, how can the English obtain any assist¬ 
ance from them.” The Governor remarked: ‘'What 
you say is true.” I said: " Have not things come 
to pass in accordance with the predictions made 
by me during the Inst six months.*’ He replied 
“ Yes.” I added: “So long as God favours you 
with success, it is of no moment what force the enemy 
may collect; tho very sight of you would create 
such fear in their hearts a3 to constrain them to 
take to their heels, at once. What chance is there, 
in the future, either of the Muhammadans returning, 
or of the English remaining here? Next April will 
see a new phase in matters, and when that, month 
returns, in 1748, you will be blessed with good for¬ 
tune of the highest order.” The Governor laughed 
at what I said, and exclaimed : “ The name of the 
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branch has gained renown, even at Delhi.” I res- Ciu*. 
ponded: “ The reputation which you possessed, —* 
when il. Paradis set out on the expedition against o-Jrui'' 
Mylapore, has, since then, increased a hundred fold. 

Greater glory still awaits yon. This is God’s will] ’* 

I can give you a written assurance to that effect.” 
lie said: “-Many thanks. Much obliged to you for •!»<■»*>■!*■*» 
your kindness and good wishes”; and then he added: 2&mm 
“ How many days is it since you have written to If. h " UjMk '' 
Delnrche, at Arcot? ” My answer was : “ Four.” 

He then desired me to piace at the disposal 
of M. di- la Torn- the two men acquainted with gS y 
tho secrets of Cuddatore anil Fort St. David, and Sv 
capable of acting as guides to tho army, whom I had, 
under his orders, procured from Sivonfiga Keddi, i 
accordingly did so in his presence, detached, also, 

ViiAKayakkau, and told M. do la To ur that he should 
obtain from them any information that he might 
require regarding the places named. I then made 
my obeisance to the over nor, and repaired to niy 
aroca-mif, godown. 

When I was with hitn, the Governor mentioned 
that, yesterday, he had received from Prance, by the 
mail from Alahd,acopy of the Gazette whichcontained 
the following news. The present king of Spain, ttfsrlii’j 
Philip V, ia the grandson of Louis XIV, the second [S’” 
aon of the Dauphin, and the uncle of Louis XV 
the reigning king of > ranee. As the Dauphin’s &£U. 
son, lie was styled, at his birth, Duke of Anjou. 

When on his death-bed, the late king, who had no 
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son, appointed Mm to the throne of Spain; the elder 
son of the Dauphin, who was the Duke of Bur¬ 
gundy, being destined for the kingdom of France. 
After the death of the king, however, the Spanish 
Ministers did not assent to this arrangement as to 
the succession. The consequence was that Louis 
XI V r , the king of France, after waging war for 
Seven years against that country, subdued it, and 
established the Duke of Anjou on the throne, as 
Philip V. This king died in I74(i—month not 
known—leaving one daughter and two sons, the 
former of whom was given in marriage to the son 
of his elder brother, Louis XV, the present king of 
Franco, to whose daughters the latter were respect¬ 
ively wedded, an arrangement by which the connec¬ 
tion, and the hereditary inheritance, were both 
confined to the same family. The Governor said : 
"There is a still further piece of news in the 
Gazette. The king of France has conquered the 
town and province of Saarburg, belonging to the 
kingdom of tho Queen of Hungary. There is no 
city in Jiurope at present equal to the capital of this, 
which bears the same name. The order to put a 
stop to warlike operations will arrive by the next 
Company's ship, and before receipt of this, Fort St. 
David must bo captured.” I replied: " Yea may 
rest assured that what you say is a certainty. You 
may be sure that, for a feat such as this, the King 
and Company will confer on you a title of nobility, 
with all tlio privileges and emoluments attaching to 
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it,” He exclaimed: “ Many thanks.” Just then, 
M, Pai'adls came in, on which 1 took leave of the Gov* 
ernor, and returned to my areca-nui store-house, 
Saturday 11 th March 17h7 > or l*t Panguni of 
Akshaya .—This afternoon at about 3, MM, de la 
Tour and Paradis visited the Governor, and bade 
him farewell, as they were about to set out on the 
expedition against Fort St. David. After taking 
leave of hi in, they proceeded to the gate; where their 
I>alam]uins were in readiness. As soon as they got 
into thorn, I mentioned to the Governor that I had 
heard that mines filled with gunpowder had been 
laid by the enemy, in the garden at ilanjakuppam, 
and in the road to Cuddalore, and told him that 
they should be warned of this. “Yes,” he said, 
and bade his mace-bearer recall them. 1 interposed, 
sa 3 T iug : “They nepd not be summoned, I will 
personally inform them,” He replied : “ 1 must not 
leave it to you.” They then returned, accompanied 
by the mace-bearer, and it thereupon occurred to 
me that he was courting misfortune once more. But 
God’s will is inscrutable. 

The force which left the fort at Fondichory this 
morning, at 5, with the object of investing Fort *St, 
David, consisted of the following :—

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Besides these, there were nine/ coolies, porters, 
and lascars; eight camels, eighty-five oxen; rice, 
four petards, fifty cannon, * two bund red ladders, 
milk, t five long tents, spades, axes, pickaxes, 
and other munitions of war, including powder, shot, 
and shells. Led by M. tie la Tour, this force reached 
Ariy&ukuppam, at about sunrise, halted there, and 
ate a meal. It resumed its march in the afternoon, 
and spent the night at Nallam Bupu Reddi’a 
choultry. 

This evening, a Muhammadan messenger from 
Husain Sahib brought a letter from if. I Marche, 
and delivered it to the Governor, who said to mo as 
follows: rf Husain Sahib sent for if. Uchirche, and 
asked him whether, in the event of Anwar-ud-din 
Khan losing the Sabah, we would afford him help, 
il. Delarcko replied to him that he would write to 
me, and after ascertaining my views, furnish an 
answer. Ton know that when we went there, we 
sent an agent to negotiate for the purchase of the 
three villages of Kirumampakkam, Ptittnrai, and 
Odiyampattu, or at least one of them. M. Del arch e 
writes that Anwar-ud-din Hban has expressed his 
willingness to part with them, but asks a present 
worth more than Rs. 10,000. I have written

Sunday l$tk March 17U7, or 2nd Pangum of 
A&shaga. 1 he expedition, which halted at Nallam 
Bapu Reddi’s choultry last night, left it this morning, 
and, as it crossed the boundary hedge surrounding jJiSrtst, 
hort St. David, was attacked by a force consisting of 
Mu 1 rdjA 3 men, those of Kadaiyam Venkata,chain 
iNuyakknn, and of native captain Adiyappa Niiyak- 
kari, together with a few Englishmen and East 
Indians. The enemy was repulsed by the Mah£ E “ lt4 h 
sepoys, the Company’s peons, and those of the Kpu ^ 
Alattflr l'oligar, and fled to Maniakuppam. There- Trw*H 
upon, the French marched to TTchimedu, on this side L ’* 1>itn " ju 
of the Penndr, and encamped at. Pandil Mnttijfflu 
Ndyakkau 3 Agrah.Sram: The enemy, who con* Tbc 
sisted of Carnatic sepoys and a few Englishmen, 
halted on the opposite bank, at Chinnapaiyan rlomp. 
Clidvadi. i he Trench fired font - * field-pieces at the 
English, who ran away when the shot fell amongst 
them, and betook themselves to Msnjakuppnni. It tlc}- 
is said that a French soldier pursued the enemy* in 
spite of the entreaties of his comrades not to do h0rp “* 
so, killed, with his musket, one of the Carnatic 
horsemen, end cut off three of the Carnatic sepoys,on

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■which a thousand of them fell upon and despatched 
him, and carried off his head. Since noon, the 
enemy have been firing steadily, at the French, 
from the Horse-tail, Red Hill, and TjppalvfidU 
batteries with six pounder and three pounder guns, 
The damage done to our troops, up to 0 at night, 
was as follows : A mounted European guard was 
killed, two European soldiers were wounded, in the 
leg, by cannon brtlls; one gunner was killed, and 
two or three Mahd sepoys wore injured. The loss 
on the opposite side is not known, I received news, 
every now and then, to the foregoing effect, It is 
said that the shot of the enemy strike 100 fuet short 
whilst those of the French hitthe mark, Reliable 
news will reach tne to-morrow, when I will record 
further particulars. 

To-day, the Governor summoned me, and bade 
me procure forty peons ready for service, and furnish 
them with arms from M. Porcher’fl gotiown. I 
accordingly recruited twenty men from Alattfh 1 
Venkatachala N&yakkan’s division, and twenty- 
four from Muttu Venkatapati Reddi’s; milking in 
all forty-four. 1 supplied forty of them with 
muskets and swords, and, in accordance with the 
instructions of the Governor, told off thirty-four for 
duty with M. Duquesne, retaining the remainder 
with me. 

M. Duquesne lias sent the thirty-four men to 
escorL rice, powder, ball, and other articles, which 
have been despatched to the expedition. 
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This evening, four men, said to be spies in the c«*p. 
service of the English, were brought to Pondieherj', ZZZ 1 
One of them was Chinn a Sevi, brother of Poriya Sevi; 
both of them being watchmen of Mdrfcikuppam in ■h™," 11 
tile taluk of AzM&apilkkam, and supposed to hare 
boon communicating to the English secret intelligence 
concerning the French, ever since the war broke out. 

They were seized by the beach peons, and produced 
before M. Paradis, who detailed four others, to take 
them to Pondieherj, When they were brought here, enact 
and the matter was reported, Chinna Sevi, the 
watchman of Mdrtikuppam, was made to lie on a wSiSm, 
table, recoived twenty-five strokes on his back and 
buttocks, and was interrogated as regards his 
conduct. He professed total ignorance, stated that. 
the watchman of Mfirtikuppain was his brother, 
that the village of which he was the watchman was 
Maudugrippedu, belonging to the Bah Hr division, 
and averred that he had no hand whatever in com¬ 
municating secret intelligence to the English, and 
that he was totally unaware as to how many men were 
there. It was about i 1 when this inquiry was held. 

As the Governor ordered that the men should Th' ™'" 
be imprisoned, I sent them in custody of the 
chief of the peons, to be taken to the court- house. 

I then received a letter, written on palmyra leaf, 
which Seslmiyan had seut from the camp. It ran as #*$«* 
follows: “After crossing the Pennar, the English ewUjO- 
soldiers and Carnatic sepoys gave battle to the 
French troops, who, however fought so valiantly 
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that the enemy were obligati to retreat. They 
evacuated Cbiunapaiyan CMvadi, anil fled. On 
perceiving this, II. Paradis raised tlio spirits of 
the Coflivs by giving them brandy to drink, and 
bade them escalade the UppalvMi battery with 
ladders. Although there were 1,000 sepoys there, 
they lost their presence of mind at the sight of 
the Coffres, and when they attempted to discharge 
the guns, these missed fire. It was because fortune 
was on the side of the French that all this occurred. 
The Coffres then struck them with the butts of 
their muskets, hewed them down with their axes, 
and stabbed them with their bayonets ; on which 
they lied from the battery. The French then occu¬ 
pied it, and hoisting the white flag, fired three of 
the field-pieces found there. Please give a present 
of one rupee to the bearer of this agreeable news." 
This letter was handed tome, at about half-past II, 
I .it once repaired to the Governor, to inform him 
of hs contents. Although he was then asleep on 
his bed, I awoke him, and communicated, in detail, 
what had taken place, to which he listened with 
much pleasure. He exclaimed : “ Give two rupees 
to the messengers. * Monsieur Itiingsi Filial, you 
must remain here, until this business is concluded. 
Eat and sleep 1 lore," I replied: “ Very well, sir; J 
will do so. By God’s favour, you have obtained 
the mastery. My prayer to Him is that yon should 
s uccced in all you r u u de r tak ings. ” He said : “ Y on r

msmg that I would see to the matter, I repaired to HE* 
my aroca-nut store-house, where I had supper, which 
was sent to me from my house, and slept. 

Shortly after midnight, the Governor ascended au^ 
to the batteries, went to the r.daco where ^heli^ ibe

Pitc., were being prepared, bade the men there to 
hasten with their work, and returned to bed at 2. 

In the meanwhile, news was received that the x,.„ c i, 
French Force had attacked the Company's garden 
at Manjakuppam, whither the English had retired 
on being defeated, and had occupied It. It was also 
reported that the enemy, seeing that the battery Am t„ 
there had been captured, abandoned the reniainiurr m*iiiik> 
three aud took to flight. It is said that two of 
the field-pieces brought from Pen dietary have burst. 

However God’s favour, aud Fortune, being on their 
side, the French have become possessed of eighteen 
guns belonging to the English. 

To-day, incessant sounds of cannon wore heard fawwairt 
From noon, up to half-past G in the evening. Subse- 
quentiy—from 7 to 10—they were audible only now 
and then. There was no noise between 10 and Id ; 
but, at midnight, a few reports were heard, and lhere 
were also some, at day-break. 

A Rajput, who has no calling, and is half-witted, 
went with our troops to the' spot where the action 
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took place. He brought with him at about S, three 
cannon balls, each weighing six pounds, and five 
others each weighing three, which had been fired by 
the English. Under the orders of the Governor, ho 
was paid Rs. 8, at the rate of ! rupee for each shot, 
At 4 this evening, messengers from Arcot 
brought a letter from M. Delarche, for the Governor ; 
two from Muhammad Tavakkal, one addreased to 
the Governor, and the other to me; and another 
from Vakil Subbaiyan, to mo. The following is 
the purport of the last of these: 

“ I reached Arcot at about sunrise, on Friday, 
29th Masi [9tli March]. On the same day, 1 waited 
on Husain S3,hib, and afterwards placed before the 
Wawab the presents intended for him, together with 
the list of them. The broad- cloths wore put on one 
side, and the other presents were opened out for 
his inspection. The NawfLb was very much pleased 
when he saw them. The broad-cloth and other 
articles were afterwards removed to the store-room. 
I t.lio li departed, and paid another visit to Husain 
Sahib, with whom 1 conversed for about two Indian 
hours. After this, he hail a private interview with 
M. Delarche. When I mentioned to them the pre¬ 
sents delivered to the Kawab, they were very much 
gratified. Having conversed For a while, on general 
topics, Husain Sahib broached the subject of the 
demolition of his house at Madras, and asked why 
this had boon done. M. Delarche explained that 
the orders of the Governor wore that all the buildings 
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around the fort there should be pulled down, 
avid that his house consequently shaved the fate of 
others so situated. At the same time, lie said that, 
ns compensation for the destruction of Husain Sahib’s 
house, any other at Madras that he might elect to have 
would be made over to Mm. He however exclaimed: 
‘ A 3 T havolo3tniy house, I do not care for any other. 
I spent 7,000 pagodas ou it.' M. Delarche replied; 
‘ Vory well; 1 will inform the Governor,* After 
this wo took leave of him, and departed. I must 
mention that the affair of M. de Bury's son was also 
discussed with the Nawhb, who promised to despatch 
a horseman with a letter to Muhammad Sharif, in 
view to having him sent here. He further said that in 
the event of Muhammad Sharif’s delaying to do as 
desired, ho would order Lhe imprisonment of his wife 
and children, in the fort at Arm, ami would, by taking 
such other steps as might be found necessary, see that 
be is brought here. As M. Cayrefourg * has diagnosed 
the illness of the Xawfib, he will administer medicine 
to him in the course of two or three clays. When 1 
suggested to M. DMarche that some presents should 
be given to (rui&b Sing, Appaji Pandit, and Itatmlji 
Pandit, he expressed his reluctance to comply, saying 
that he had no instructions from the Governor on 
the subject. Those three men take such a lively 
interest in our concerns, that it is but meet that 
they should be requited in seme way.” 
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Ciuip, To-day, I received another letter from Subbaiyau 
* dated, Arcot, 30th. Masi [10th March}, which ran aa 
Another follows; “ Muhammad Tavakkal puts off payment 
gSSriyuu li,u mon ^7 due on account of the dress of honour 
purchased of us, saying that he will write to Mfihfua 
Khan, at Triclii nopoly, on the subject. His tone 
t<'dnhrriD# savours of Arcot, and tt not what it was when he

was at Pondichery. Having this in view, I have not 
yet met the draft on our shop at Lalap$ttni, in his 
favour.” 

ipih^rlttu The following is the copy of a communication 
sniiMjrui. from Subbaiyan containing the substance of one 
from Delhi, received at Arcot: 

“ Uradat-ul-mulk Amir Khiu BaMdnr, who 
went to pay a visit to the Emperor of Delhi, on the 
7th of Ziihuze [2nd November 17*16], was stabbed to 
death with a dagger, at the ’All Darwfija gate, during 
a quarrel with those employed on his establishment. 
The murderer was killed on the spot. When the 
Emperor received intimation of this, ho ordered the 
attachment of all the houses, lands, and furniture, 
belonging to the deceased, on the score that arrears 
amounting to three crores of rupees were outstanding 
against him in the Subahs of JehatiaMd and 
Ila-abld. As soon as the servants of Umdat-ul* 
Mutt came to know of the instructions issued, they at 
once secured the corpse in a box in his house, and 
with a view to preventing the execution of the order, 
placed guns, large and small, upon and around 
the building, and were ready to fight. When 
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the Emperor was apprised of this, he summoned 
some of the noblest of hi3 Amirs, and, sitting on his 
throne, held n council for three days. The decision 
arrived at was that the followers of the deceased 
shoulrl be attacked, and driven.away. But Klmrshid- 
itd-dln £Mu Bahadur Firaz Jang counselled other¬ 
wise, saying; c There are in this city many who arc- 
poor, and several merchants and so wears. Not only 
would they be ruined by the step which it is proposed 
to take, but men without number would be killed.' 
Agreeing with him, the Emperor directed that the 
furniture of the deceased should be sold, and that 
the arrears due to his establishment should be paid 
from the proceeds. Some azaria and Jemadars, of the 
highest rank, were deputed by ’Abd-ul MansflrKMtt 
Safdar Jang Bahadur, as arbitrators. Thereupon, 
on 22nd Zilhaze. corresponding to 5th Karthigai 
[17th November 1746], the corpse was removed, and 
interred in the mosque of Mir Kallm KM n, at 
about four Indian hours before sunset. After this, 
when some of the Amirs repaired to the residence 
of the deceased, to offer their condolences, the 
servants ranged themselves before them, and urged 
that they should take steps for the payment of their 
dues, as they had carried away the body for burial. 
They then disposed of articles of various kinds, 
which were in the house, to the value of 37* lakhs of 
rupees, which they paid to his* est ablishment. The 
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Emperor waived his claim to the three crores of 
rupees due by the deceased. 

" To turn to the affairs of Nijj&m-iii-rnulk and his 
followers: KMja Ni'amat-ull&h Khan has effected a 
Settlement with the Ni&lm, through the instrument, 
ality of Diwan Pfirnachand, who raised the rent 
gradually from 30 to 35, then to 40, and finally to 
45 lalth^—some merchants undertaking to stand 
security for payment of the money. As regards the 
arrears, amounting to four lakhs, he is to pay two- 
thirds by the 10th of Suffeer, corresponding to 24th 
M&rgazhi [4th January] and the remainder as soon 
as the country is made over to him and he is pre¬ 
sented with a dress of honour. As a reward for 
having negotiated this matter, the Nif$m invited 
Pimtachiind to his palace, had a private conversation 
with him for about two Indian hours, presented him 
with an elephant and howdali, and raised his salary 
by 2,000 rupees. 

“ Seringapaturn was leased out for TO lakhs of 
rupees. The Ilhjft of Mysore was apprised of this, 
and informed that in default of payment of the 
amount, not only would it be collected by force, 
but the province would be laid waste in such manner 
as the TTizSm might think fit, A hundred horse¬ 
men were sent with the letter intimating this. 
Moreover, the Nifcftm publicly announced at a full 
durbar, that he intended proceeding soon to Mvsore, 
Sir pi, and Tan]ore, where there were large accumu¬ 
lations of arrears, in order to collect the same. 
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“Having heard that Mir Nasiro ’A3t Khan Chip. 
Bahddur Asand Jang, the younger son or Ni^dm-ul- 
mulk, was on his way to Rahidd, Rnghdji lias started m7 ‘ 
for Devakedai and Sundu, A written communication 
to this effect was received by the Nhjam. In a letter 
of 14th Saffeor, [2Sth Mfirgazhi or Sth January] ^ th|i 
received by Anwar-nd-din KMn, at Arcot, he was £%&*. 
informed that the Nig&in, who had almost reached Scijilkin^lip 
the Krishna, would cross it oil Saffeer 10th [29 lb 
Miftrgazhi or 9th January], on his way thither. The 
Kawub is therefore busily engaged in bringing the 
accounts up to date, and is strict in recovering the 
outstanding arrears of taxes and other dues.” 

; Monday, IS tit March I7&7, or 3rd Panguni of 
Ak&haya* —The following information was given by 
\ ira Nayakkan, wlio accompanied our expedition: 

“ Since t wrote to you regarding the capture, 
on Sunday night, of the battery at Uppalvadi, and the 
immediate evacuation by the enemy of the other 
three batteries, our force marched, at about 10, to 
Muttiy&lu X&yakknn's garden and choultry. Leav¬ 
ing there, MM. Vincens and St. Martin, as well 
as the detachment under tne, to guard the provi¬ 
sions, M. Paradis and the other officers advanced, 
with tho soldiers and Mnhd sepoys, to the Company’s v.

******* ships making for the anchorage, and announced this. 
Thereupon, M. Paradis went up, and looked at 
them. He said that they carried the English flag, 
and he arrived at the conclusion that they belonged 
to that nation. The principal officers of the force, 
such as MM. Paradis, do la Tour, St. Jacques, St. 
Martin, Vincens, and Solminiac, then held a Council 
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of war, at which it was decided that they should 
return, and not remain where they were, as the 
English were being reinforced, and Pondichery 
would he in a helpless condition should their a hip.-? 
proceed thither. Accordingly, at half-past 10, 
they ordered that the supplies should return to 
Pondichery tinder the escort of my party, protec¬ 
ted in real’ by two bronze guns and three or 
four field-pieces, which had to be dragged by 
hand. We were directed to inarch by the inner track, 
which runs to the east of Buhflr. Owing to the lack 
of porters, all the chests of powder had to be thrown 
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into water; and the cannon were spiked, and similarly Ci:ji\ 
disposed of. Bags of rice were cot open, and the x Jl v ' 
contents flung into wells. The casks of brandy m7 ‘ 
were staved in, and the liquor allowed to flow away. 

The chairs, boxe3, tables, and benches, and the 
houses in the garden were broken up, and destroyed. 

The ladders were burnt; and some of the buildings 
there were also set on fire. On onr way back, we 
entered the Jlorse-tail battery, cut down the t>«<tHii 
flagstaff, spiked the guns, cast them and the 
powder and cannon shot found there into tho water, tJ ‘ atDlm- 
and set fire to the neighbouring huts. By the time 
that we had passed MurikrishnSpuram, 200 foot 
soldiers, and 50 horsemen, had been despatched in TJllll 
pursuit of us by the English at Fori St. David, who £*££ 
had received news of our retreat, and were close 
on our heels. On this, onr men turned, and 
gave chase to them, with the result that they 
fled. In the course of this encounter, however, 
one of our baggage carriers was billed, and one 
of my peons, named Venkatachalam, who followed 
him, was also seized, deprived of hfs musket and 
clothes, and barely managed to escape with his 
life. Another, n European "who had drunk some 
spirits, and owing to thirst, had lagged behind 
was walking along dose to a line of palmyra 
trees, when a party of the enemy’s horsemen cat 
oft his head, and carried it away. Onr men then 
pursued, and having driven them back as far as the jS2T 
river, refumed. From Marikrishnapuram, the force 
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came, without a halt, to Ariyftnkuppam, and thence, 
on receipt o! instate! ions from tho Governor, 
returned to Pondiehcry, at 7, in the evening. 

Another noteworthy occurrence to-day was that 
at 1, this afternoon, two ships from Fort St. David 
wore sighted, under sail, off the anchorage at Pondi- 
chery. The Government officials, including the 
members of Council and other great folk, at once 
girded up their loins, loaded the guns, and stood 
ready with lighted portfires. The ramparts, and all 
the batteries on tho sea-shore, were fully manned 
by them. The Governor, too, set out with great 
promptitude, and ascending the rampart near the 
custom-house, walked to and fro, between the 
northern and southern batteries. However, after 
approaching the shore, the ships stood uff to the 
north, and disappeared. The Europeans on the 
ramparts then descended. It was said that the 
people of Fort St., David, having hoard that tho 
English ship taken at Madras, and the A^pf utu , were 
on their way to Pondichery, laden with goods, must 
have despatched the two vessels with the view of 
capturing these. As soon as the English ships were 
sighted, a Council was hold, and a letter, ad dressed to 
Madras, was despatched by a catamaran; a native 
captain being entrusted with it for delivery there, 

If the English fleet had arrived but two days 
later, the French, who had advanced well equipped, 
and with great energy, would undoubtedly have 
captured Fort St, David, and have hoisted their white 
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flag on it. But as it is fated that the English Cu*p. 
shall fly their standard there fora while longer, a —- 

fleet appears to avert the impending catastrophe, l ' 47 * 

just at the very time that the outlying fortifi¬ 
cations have fallen, and the citadel itself is about to 
be captured. It is thus clear that man’s efforts, 
however great, and his sagacity, however keen, 
cannot alter the course ordained by God, whose 
decrees will be carried out. 

Thi3 evening, intelligence was received from CcM [ 
Madras, to the following effect. Three days ago, on g™ 
Saturday, the Neptune, and thu Englisli ship that 
was captured there, set sail for Fond id i ary. When dwy"’ 
they were off Cove long, they wore obliged to anchor 
in the roads, as the wind waa not in their favour. 

Seeing the ships lying there, a craft sailing north¬ 
wards from the south informed them, buL in jest, 
that five or six vessels, with the English flag flying, 
were at anchor off Port St. David. They, how ever, 
took this in earnest, and getting under weigh, 
promptly returned to Madras. As it was the lucky 
tiuio of the French, even false information proved Renmrtior 
of advantage. Chances, at times, turn out profitably lk( * raalu ‘ r - 
for the fortunate. One may rest assured that such 
things happen in accordance with the decrees of God, 
and not as man proposes,

This evening, a ship, displaying the English flag, 
was sighted out at sea, to the southward. She 
anchored off Yirimpattanam. 

To-day, I sent out six Brfihmati spies, in view 
to ascertain the news at Fort St. David, and paid 
them Rs, 20. The Governor had desired that

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he should, every now and then, be informed of the 
intelligence received, and had requested mo to depute 
suitable, and at the same time intelligent men, for the 
purpose of obtaining it. When conversing with me, 
he exclaimed: “ Look you now, Rangappl, what 
efforts we made, and how the operations were con¬ 
ducted. We had captured all the batteries, and the 
fort itself was about to fall into our hands ; but, at 
that moment, their ships appeared- Had there been 
a delay of only two or three days in their arrival, the 
fort would lmve been taken with the utmost ease, the 
white flag would have been hoisted on it, and E>y 
that means I should have acquired great repute. All 
this has gone now, and my exertions have proved 
Fruitless. Look at this,” When, being unable to 
control his feelings, he said this, I replied “ You 
will not fail to gain the object on which you have set 
your heart. If the fort does not now fall into your 
hands, it will certainly, do so, two months hence. As, 
regards this, there can be no doubt. But what 
grieves me is that, owing to the arrival of the ships 
now, all the goods in Fort St, David will be put on 
board them, and cutried away. If, on the other hand, 
the fort had been captured before they appeared on 
the scene, we could have taken possession of them. 
We have missed that; chance, and it is this circum¬ 
stance, alone, that afflicts me. 1 cannot say that I 
am sorry for the failure to capture the fort; for, 
sooner or later, it is certain to fall into om' hands. 
Thor© is no question about that. If you desire, 
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I will make a statement; to that effect, in writing. As 
it is decreed that it should be held by the English 
for a short lime longer, the attempts which we have 
twice or thrice made, have failed. This, however, 
is of but small moment. When the mouth of May 
begins, not only shall we gain possession of the fort, 
but several circumstances will eventuate in our 
favour. That is certain. You need not bestow any 
thought on the matter.” To this the Governor made 
answer: “This all very well. There is no doubt 
that what you say usually comes to pass, but, in 
this particular instance, your prediction has failed,” 
I replied: “As soon as Madras was captured, 
I advised you that Fort St. David, also, should 
be seized, and said that it was a snake at the head of 
our bed, which must not be allowed to remain. 1 
submitted to you, then and there, that, if yon would 
but try, yon could effect this with no trouble of any 
sort- 1 repeated this several times, although you 
paid no heed to my words. Again, when I urged 
that whilst our ships were still here, an attempt 
should bo made in that direction, you remarked : 
* Is it necessary to have the help of the fleet to take 
that fort,’ and you sent it away to Anjengo and 
Tellichery. Any way, let the present and coming 
mouths pass ; you will gain the place.” When I 
had said all this, he was somewhat appeased, and 
remarked that what I said was true. He talked, 
for a long while, on the subject. My replies to 
him were, throughout, couched in such soothing 
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words as were likely to dispel the gloom overshadow¬ 
ing his thoughts, i took leave of him, saying that 
Heaven would favour him as I had predicted, and 
retired to my areca-nut godown. In the course of 
the conversation between us, f said another thing 
which I may mention. It was as follows t “ After 
April, your affairs will prosper, day by day, and 
you will receive from the King a title of nobility, and 
a badge of honour. lie asked how I knew this. I 
replied that a Brdhman astrologer had foretold that 
this would happen after April, and before the expiry 
of May. On hearing this the Governor laughed, 
and retired indoors.

APPENDIX. 


Local tradition has it that Paradis mado hk attack at the 
point marked X X X in the accompanying 1 extract from a 
map of the limits of Madras mode, by order of Government, 
in 1798* It was at this point that, some years afterwards, a 
bridge connecting the old Coast Road with Madras was built* 
The rains of this structure are still to be seen, and* when the 
river is low, often form an obstruction to those boating on 
the Adyor. At this spot there Is, when the river fulls to 
summer level, a ford which b a good deal used by the 
villagers living in the vicinity* It apparently has been 
formed by the remains of tho bridge, and the silt which has 
aeonmillated on the up stream side of these, and as there ia 
fairly deep water, both above and below, this crossing 
probably bad no existence in Paradis 3 day* 

Eut whether it had or not, the accounts of the battle 
given m the Diary itaelf a and in tho ex tracts from Or me 
and Mailmen, hereto appended, clearly show that tho battle 
field was close to the se3, and certainly not where tradition 
has placed it* 

A perusal of Malle&on’s accounts of the engagement 
would probably induce any one not well acquainted with 
the locality, to suppose that Paradis* men plunged—to use 
the word employed in Tfte Decmve Battles of India —into a 
river of some depth, waded through its waters under the fire 
of a powerful array of cannon, and then had to scramble up 
a bank before delivering a volley, and charging. 

The less picturesque description given by Orme admits, 
however, of another view of what occurred, and this appears 
to mo possessing, as I do, an intimate knowledge of the 
Beene ol the fight, to bo very touch the more probable* 
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The map already referred to, which henna data almost 
exactly al years after the battle look place, shows the then 
position of the bar—the name usually given to the opening 
Out- by the Hoods of the rainy season through the sand, which, 
during the dry weather, silts np across tho mouths of many 
of the smaller rivets on tho coast of India, and, for the time 
being, blocks direct communication with the sea. At the 
present day, that of the Adyitr is quite GOO yards south of 
where it was in 1708. 

According to Or tue, the exit of the river was, in 1717, 
about quarter of a mile south of St. Thooid. This would 
place it, approximately, at the point marked * op tho map. 
All south of this, as far as the position which Paradis occupied 
prior to assuming the offensive, was a strip of sand varying, 
apparently, from 1U0 to 150 yards, or perhaps somewhat 
tuore, in width, and having on one side the sea, and on tho 
other the backwater formed by tho river. The distance that 
his force would have to traverse between the spot whence ho 
began to advance, and that where his men first fell upon their 
Opponents could not, as will be aeon from a reference to 
the map, have been anything less than \ of a mile; whether 
the troops waded across, or took the more easy and expedi¬ 
tious lino along tho sand*. There was nothing tactical about 
the movement. It was merely a bold rush, and as, to be 
effective, this must have been a rapid one, there could not 
have been nay real wading on the part of those making it, 
although them may have been splashing through very 
shallow water. Paradis’ force of iiuropeuns, which clearly 
led—for ltanga Filial, Orme, and Malleaon, all agree in 
mentioning a volley, followed by an immediate charge— 
COnld not, as the number of men comprising it was so small, 
have possibly showD a wide front. As the system of attack 
in those days was advancing in ranks, usually double, and 
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not infrequently treble, or even more, it seems highly proba¬ 
ble that the four divisions mentioned in tho Diary oonmted 
ol parties in this format.ion, with a certain interval between 
them, and that as eaeh reached the further hank of the river] 
it attacked a dliferent portion of the opposing force s which 
had undoubtedly begun to take to Bight on being agg&ilefd 
by the leading division, 

I think, therefore, that there can be very little doubt that 
the advance was made along the atrip of sand beside the sea. 
The bar, with the tide evidently low", could not have formed 
any appreciable otatruction, and the banka of the river must 
have been, ilh they are at the present day f exceedingly flat. 
There was, tfieroforo, nothing along the route which I favour, 
to binder the speed and force of the highly successful charge 
made by the French. 

The square building shown in ihe uoap a and standing by 
itself close to tho river, is a redoubt, which still exists in a 
ruined condition, and was not oonstrneted until after the 
rendition of Madras Lo the English, in 1749, ^ The bunga¬ 

low near the sea t M referred to in the Diary, may probably 
have been the bouse immediately north of this, and owing 
to Igneranoo of the locality, Eauga Pillar may, possibly, 
have blundered ns to its exact position

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Professor Vinson's translation of the Recount of the 
battle, which appears at pp. 141-42 of Leu Frmcqh dan 8 
L'lii'la, differs, i n to me respects, from ours. This was notice d 
by me when Scaling with the early proofs of Vol. Ill, and 
the portion of our translation relating- to the engagement 
was, thereupon, specially compared again with the Tamil 
test from wtdoh it had been made. I personally checked 
this examination wherever anything differing frum wbat 
appeared in Professor Vinson's work was discovered, or 1 
considered the translation put before mo in any wav open to 
donbt, and our renderinga wore found to be correct. Pro* 
fessor Vinson presumably used the copy made by M. Ariel. 
Wo availed ourselves of the actual original of the Diary 
as far ns it went (boo p. iri, Vol. I), and when this failed, 
we had to depend on a copy of M. ilontbrun’s copy. The 
translation of all that is included in Vol. Ill has been 
checked anew with the original of that gentleman's copy, and 
any differences found have been corrected. M. Ariel's copy 
may have been the more accurate of the two, but there is 
nothing to a how that it was.

n Mh tin while Duplet* had not been lew indefatigable at 
Pondickery. The accounts he received as to the reality and 
earnestness of the attack on Madras, had convinced him like¬ 
wise that persistence in a purely defensive line of action would 
be highly impolitic, and ho had determined to effect a diversion 
by threatening the enemy’s camp from the side of Pondichery, 
with the view of compelling him to raise the siege. r iho com¬ 
mand of the detachment which was to effect this end, and which 
numbered about 230 Europeans and TOO native sepoys, he 
entrusted to Paradis, the most capable officer under his orders. 

The news of the march of this detachment readied Mjipboz 
Khan immediately after the defeat of his cavalry by the Madras 
garrison. He appears to have instantly taken a resolution 
worthy of a greater commander. This was to march with the 
bulk of bis force to intercept and destroy that small detachment, 
before on opjtortnnity should be afforded it of opening com¬ 
munications with tho garrison of Madras, "With this v:ew he 
marched to St. Thome, and took up a position on the northern 
hank of the little river Ady&r, which runs into the sea on its 
southern side, and which it would he necessary for Paradis to 
cress in order to communicate with Madras, 

On the morning of November 4, Paradis came in sight of 
the host of the Nawftb, ncinhering nearly 10,000 men, posted 
on the north bank of the river, their position covered by guns. 
He had no guns, but he woa u man of a stern and a resolute 
nature, prompt in his decisions, and losing no time in carrying 
them into effect- Ho was little startled by the sight before him. 
His orders wore to open communication with Madras, und these 
he could not carry ont by either halting or retreating. Ho 
therefore resolved to not his way through the enemy. Without 
waiting to reconnoitre, he dashed into the river, which ha knew 
to bo fordable, scrambled up the bank in face of the enemy’s 
guns, then halting to deliver one volley, ordered a charge. The 
effect W electric. The enemy at once gavo way, ond retreated 
in terrible confusion into the town, from behind the defences 
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d! which th.f\y attempted to offer a new resistance. But Paradis 
was not the man to leave half hie work undone. He followed 
the enemy with vigour, aud halting in front of the town, poured 
in volley after volley on the mosses j ambled together in the 
crowded streets. These had bot one thought—to escape. Their 
very numbers, however, impeded their movement in any 
direction, and it wn& not until after many of them had fallen, 
that they sucoesdod in extricating themselves from their posi¬ 
tion. Hardly had they accomplished this, however, when 
they found themselves assailed by another enemy. The 
garrison ol Madras had hastened on the first intimation of 
the approach of Paradis to march to his aid. They arrived in 
time to intercept the retreating masses of the Nawabh? army, 
and to convert their defeat into an utter and demoralising rent. 
Their general, Maphufl Khan, had lied on the hurt: charge of the 
French \ the body of men who formed hie army, without a 
leader, and terror-stricken by their crashing overthrow, at otieo 
gave up ull thoughts of gaining Madras, and did not halt till 
they had travel cd many miles from that place in the direction 
of Ar«%” ____

u Maphnz Khan had lost seventy men by the fire of the French 
guns. He had raised the ^iego and had token up a position two 
milea to the westward of Madras, Ho waa there, when, on the 
day following his discomfiture, ho learned that a French force, 
marching from Pondiuhery to Madras, would arrive at St. 
Thorns, four miles to the west of that place, the following 
morning. By this time? big talk and blaster had succeeded the 
panic of the previous morning. Maphufi Khan, who had not 
been one of the fugitives, and who probably attributed the 
defeat of his soldier* to » sodden but ordinary panic* was 
burning to avenge himself on the audacious Earopoanfl. He 
immediately, then, took n step worthy of a great commander. 
Ecsolving to intercept the approaching force before it should 
eifp r; t its junction with the garrison of Madras, he marched that 
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evening (3rd November) on tho town of St. Thom#, and took up 
a strong position on the northern bank o! tho river Adyar, at 
the very point where it would ba utMS&aiy for the French to 
cross it + and lined the bank with his guns, 

Tho detachment which was approaching consisted of 2 SO 
Europeans and. 700 sepoys. There were no guns with it* But 
it# commander* Paradis, was a man to supply any deficiency. 
A Swiss by birth, and an engineer by profession, Faradifl had 
boon selected by Duploix, in the dearth of senior officers of the 
mi litary semes, for comm and in the field. Paradis amply- 
justified the discernment of the French Governor, for he had 
boon born with the qualities which no soldier can acquire— 
decision of character! calmness, and energy. 

Tho movement# of M&phuz Khan had not been ao secretly 
carried out as to escape the notice of the French within Madras, 
Aware of the approach of Paradis* and divining tho motives of 
Maphoz Khan, d'Eeprdmosnil had at once despatched a mes- 
senior to the former* recommending him to defer an ongagn- 
moiqt with Maphuz Khan until the garrison of Madras should 
have time to operate on his rear. But event# would not allow 
Paradis to delay the contest* At daybreak on the morning of 
tho 4th November, that officer approached the sooth bank of the 
Adyar. He beheld the whole space between tho north bank of 
that river and the town of St Thomfr— a space a bout a quarter 
of a mile in length—occupied by the hostile anny—the hank 
itself 06 fur os eye could reach lined with their guns* each gun 
7dl*miumed + There they w ore, horse, foot* and artillery, more 
than 10,000 in number* barring the road to Madras. 

If Paradis entertained any don It m to the motive# whiuh 
swayed the leader of the masse* on tho northern bank, a dlw- 
charge of artillery directed against his advancing troops quickly 
dispelled it. Under such drcumstuuDos, to await on tho south 
bunk the promised co-operation appeared to him a proceeding 
fraught with peril, A halt where ho was would be impassible, 
for he wss under the fire of the enemy** gun#; he must fall 
onok, even though it should be only a few hundred yurda. Such 
a move meat would* ho thought, expose him* unprovided with 

*7 
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guns, to a ohargts from the enemy’a horsemen, eager to avenge 
their defeat of tiro day** previously, His Europeans were 
fighting for the Unit time od Indian ground> his native troops 
were raw levies. With finch material, eonld b§ T dure ho, 
encounter the risk of retiring? On the other hand, a bold 
advance would inspire bis men and discourage the enemy. 

Such thoughta conrsed tbrough the brain of Paradis as his 
man were advancing under fire. His resolution was immedi¬ 
ately taken, His bold spirit had solved in an instant the 
problem as to the method to be pursued when European troops 
should be pitted against tho natives of India- That method was, 
under all circumstiiaoes, to advance to close quarters With a 
cool and calm dedsion, then, he planned without hesitation 
Into the waters of tho Adyar, and led his infantry to attack tho 
three arms of the enemy f ten times their superior in numbers* 

V p to tho moment of reaching the south bank of the Adyat, 
the French fores bad not sulferod very much from the fire of 
the enemv’s guns, Tho mm had been bad and the guns had 
been ill-served- They ward still, however, dangerous, and the 
troops felt that their capture would decide the day. Without 
drawing trigger* then, they followed Paradis to the bark of tho 
river; then, wading through it, delivered one volley and 
charged. The effect was electric. The Indian troops, un* 
accoBlomed to viich precipitate addon, gave way, abandoned 
their guns, and retreated as fast m they could into tho town. 
The walk of the town had many gaps in it, bnt tho Indian* 
had taken the precaution to cover these on the western face 
with p&lisadee, Behind these palisades they now took refuge, 
anti from this new position opposed a strong front to the 
advancing force. The French, however, did not allow I hem 
time to recover tho spirit which alone would have made a 
successful defence possible. Advancing and always advancing, 
in gnod order, and firing by sections an they did so, they forced 
the enemy to abandon these new defences. The defeat now 
became a rout. Fulling back on each other hi the ilhitow 
streets ot the town, the enemy’s horse and foot became mixed in 
hopeless confusion, exposed* without being able to return it, or 
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to extricate themselves, to ihe relentless fire of the French. 
MuphivH Khati himself mounted on an elephant, had made his 
escape early in the day. His troopa wore lees fortunate. 
Their veiy numbers impeded their movements. When, at last, 
in arm ill bodies.,, in twos and threes, they made their exit from 
the northern guts and attempted to hurry away with the 
baggage and camp equipage that yet remained to them, they 
found themselves face to faoo with the body of Eu ropeans sent 
hy d J Ksprem^nil from Madras to corporate with Pnrndia. 
Then they abandoned everything, baggage* horses, oxen, rams, 
oven hope itself, and fled across the plain in wild confusion* 
The French were too much occupied in plundering their camp to 
purs no thorn further, Ent the terror which had attach Into 
their hQnbs was proved by the fact that they made no attempt 
to unite in masses till they had covered many in Hob in the 
direction of Arkut, and then only to fall back with all potable 
speed upon tbit capital of the Kanmtak.”

<f Msphase Khan, immediately after this defeat, collected all 
hi* troops into one camp, about two miles to the westward of tlm 
town : but npon hearing that the French expected a reinforce¬ 
ment from. Pc ndi cherry, he quitted this camp the next day, and 
took jw^easioh of St* Thome, a town situated about four mile* 
to the south of Madras* 

This place, ones in the possession of the F0rtngne.Ke T and 
during the time of their prosperity in India famous for the 
aphmdor and riches of its inhabitants, baa long since 1 m en 
reduced to a town of little note or resort, although it still gives 
title to n Portuguese bishop.

The river was fordable, and they passed it without loss* 
notwithstanding they wore exposed to the fire of the enemy's 
artillery, which, as nsnal T was very ill botvolL As booh aa they 
gained the opposite hank, they gave a general fire of their small 
arms, and then attacked with their bayonets. The Moore, 
nnnGeiLstamed to such hardy and precipitate onsets, gave wny, 
and retreated into the town + where they again made a show of 
reftiatance from behind wme paUisadoes which they hud planted 
in different parts cl the sonth aide. The French continued to 
advance in good order, and no sooner tired from three or four 
platoons than the Moors gave way again ; when the horse and 
foot falling back promiscuously on each other ill the narrow 
streets uf the town, the confusion of the throng was so great, 
that they remained for euine time exposed to the fire ol the 
French, without being able to make reumtauw, or lo retreat. 
Many wore killed before the whole army could get out of the 
town, and gain the plain to the westward. Their General,, 
Muidune Khan* mounted on an elephant, on which the great 
standard of the Carnatic was displayed, was one of the first who 
nmde bl b escape. They were scarcely deal out of the town before 
thft detachment from Madross arrived, and assisted in the pillage 
of the enemy *e baggage, among which wore some valuable 
effects : many horse*? and oxen, and come camels were likewise 
taken. It is said t that the French troops murdered some of the 
yioor^ whom they found concealed in the houses they were 
plundering. This defeat struck such a terror into the Nabob*® 
army, that they immediately retreated tome miles Irom 
Madrass, and aeon alter returned to Axcot."
